In  this  morning’s  session,  the  opening  meeting  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  give  us  wisdom  and  discretion  so  that  what  we  do  may 
be  done  to  Thy  glory,  and  the  betterment  of  those  around  us.  We 
pray  Thee  to  gather  under  Thy  protecting  wing  the  loved  ones  who  are 
to-day  thousands  of  miles  from  those  who  are  gathered  here. 

Bless  the  Grand  Lodge  officers,  we  praise  Thee  this  morning  that 
Thou  hast  so  far  blessed  our  dear  brother,  the  beloved  Grand  Sire,  as 
to  make  his  presence  possible  here  this  morning.  We  pray  Thy  con¬ 
tinued  blessing  upon  him,  and  may  the  time  soon  come  when  he  shall 
be  restored  to  his  usual  health,  strength.  and  usefulness  among  us. 

May  we,  as  we  go  from  this  council,  be  guided  by  Thy  grace  through

The  Grand  Sire  submitted  his  annual  report,  which,  on  motion 
of  Rep.  Hoagland,  of  Nebraska,  together  with  supplemental  report 
and  accompanying  documents,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Distribution  of  Grand  Officer’s  Reports. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 

GRAND  SIRE  AND  COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows , 

Officers  and  Representatives : 

The  fact  that  the  place  of  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at 
this,  its  eighty-first  annual  session,  happens  to  be  the  Jurisdiction  which 
is  the  home  of  the  present  Grand  Sire,  induces  me  to  refrain  from  an 
elaboration  of  the  marvelous  growth  of  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Pennsylvania  since  its  last  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  in  1876. 

It  is  natural  that  the  Odd  Fellows  of  this  State  should  boast  of  the 
fact  that  Pennsylvania  still  leads,  largely  in  her  Odd  Fellow  member¬ 
ship;  even  while  she  takes  pride  in  the  rapid  growth  of  her  sister 
Jurisdictions. 

In  making  a  short  retrospect,  therefore,  of  the  growth  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  since  1876,  I  shall  speak  of  its  growth  as  a  whole,  and  not  of  its 
development  in  particular  localities.  I  have  before  me  the  report  made 
at  the  session  in  Philadelphia,  in  1876,  by  our  distinguished,  beloved, 
and  respected  Grand  Sire  Durham,  who  then  presided  over  its  delibera¬ 
tions,  and  is  to-day  the  oldest  living  Past  Grand  Sire  of  our  Order. 
Comparing  the  figures  of  that  report  with  those  presented  to  you  now 
develops  most  remarkable  evidences  of  prosperity.  I  shall  refer  to  but 
few  of  them.  Then  your  total  subordinate  lodge  membership  was  454,- 
689;  to-day  it  is  1,217,145.  Your  Encampment  membership  was  87,450; 
to-day  it  is  177,839.  The  Rebekah  membership  was  not  reported. 
To-day  it  is  474,059.  The  number  of  subordinate  lodges  was  6395;  now 
it  is  14,345.  The  total  relief  reported  for  that  year  was  $1,698,868.92; 
last  year  it  was  $4,633,649.05.  The  total  revenues  then  were  $4,714,- 
241.70;  while  last  year  they  were  $13,638,791.78.  The  total  resources 
of  the  various  branches  of  our  Order  in  1904  were  $37,645,071.10;  while 
the  aggregate  amount  of  relief  expended  by  the  Order  from  1830  to  1904, 
inclusive,  has  reached  the  enormous  sum  of  $105,425,773.56.  The  growth 
in  every  department  of  the  Order’s  work  has  been  more  than  marvelous. 
In  each  year  these  advancing  strides  have  put  the  Order  far  in  advance 
of  all  other  similar  societies  as  the  largest,  the  richest,  and  most  effec¬ 
tive  of  all  secular  benevolent  institutions  in  the  world. 

The  record  of  the  last  year  has  been  no  exception  to  this  history  of 
progress.  The  increase  in  membership  of  our  subordinate  lodge  was 
65,724;  in  the  Encampment  branch,  9990;  in  the  Rebekah  branch, 
25,391;  making  a  total  increase  of  101,105.  The  Patriarchs  Militant 
will  show  a  decrease  in  membership,  but  that  decrease  is  only  nominal 
and  doubtless  results  from  a  clearing  out  of  names  that  really  did  not 
represent  active  members  of  that  branch.  The  increase  in  receipts  for 
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the  year  was  $751,077.56.  The  increase  in  resources,  $2,974,951.50;  and 
the  increase  in  relief  was  $307,139.95. 

Surely  an  overruling  Providence  is  looking  with  approbation  upon 
the  efforts  of  our  Order  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  suffering 
humanity. 

As  representing  in  detail  the  condition  of  our  Order,  I  submit  the

It  is  also  to  be  noted  with  gratification  that  the  growth  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  is  uniform  wherever  it  has  been  introduced.  Every  Grand 
Jurisdiction  on  the  Continent  of  America  shows  an  increase  in  subordP 
nate  lodge  membership;  and  in  the  entire  world  of  Odd  Fellows,  but 
two  Grand  Jurisdictions  show  a  loss  for  the  year,  namely — the  Nether¬ 
lands  a  loss  of  32,  and  Switzerland  a  loss  of  4. 

The  finances  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  are  in  excellent  condition. 
The  revenues  for  the  year  will  be  approximately  $8000  higher  than 
those  of  the  previous  year,  and  a  substantial  increase  in  net  results 
would  have  been  reported,  but  for  the  fact  that  the  expense  of  the 
meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  San  Francisco  was  $27,610.29 
higher  than  the  expense  of  meeting  at  Baltimore. 
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APPOINTMENT  OF  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

The  death  of  Bro.  Grant,  our  esteemed  and  lamented  Grand  Secretary, 
imposed  upon  the  Grand  Sire  the  duty  of  appointing  a  successor.  In 
doing  so  the  question  arose  whether  the  appointment  should  be  for  the 
entire  unexpired  term  for  which  Bro.  Grant  was  elected  and  which 
would  extend  to  September,  1906,  or  merely  for  the  interim,  ending  on 
the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  September,  1905.  After 
careful  consideration  and  consultation  with  those  whose  opinion  I 
value,  I  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  appointment  should  be  for  the 
full  unexpired  term.  My  reasons  for  this  are  as  follows:  — 

Section  IX  of  Article  XV  of  the  By-Laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  reads  as  follows:  — 

“  The  Grand  Sire  shall  have  power  to  fill  by  appointment  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  resignation, 
sickness  or  disability,  or  other  causes  which  are  not  provided  for  by 
.  the  Constitution.  Such  appointments  to  last  until  filled  by  election,  or 
otherwise,  as  provided  by  law  for  the  election  or  appointment  of  such 
officers.” 

The  manner  of  the  election  of  a  Grand  Secretary  is  covered  by  Sec¬ 
tion  1  of  Article  3  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  which 
reads  as  follows:  — 

“  The  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  Grand  Sire, 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer,  who  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  M-ennially ,  at 
the  stated  communication  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  September, 
and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of 
said  stated  communication.” 

I  concluded  that  as  the  only  provision  for  the  election  of  a  Grand 
Secretary  was  the  one  provided  for  at  bi-ennial  sessions,  and  that 
the  election  must  be  for  two  years,  the  appointment  for  the  vacancy 
should  cover  the  same  period,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  regular 
bi-ennial  elections.  I  find  no  provision  under  which  a  Grand  Secretary 
could  be  elected  at  any  annual  session  intervening  between  the  bi¬ 
ennial  sessions  fixed  by  the  law  for  these  elections,  nor  do  I  find  any 
provision  for  the  election  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  a  Grand 
Secretary  to  fill  a  vacancy  for  part  of  a  term.  I  also  find  that  practi¬ 
cally  the  same  question  has  been  passed  upon  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  In  Busbee’s  Digest,  Section  811,  there  is  cited  a  decision,  to  the 
effect  that  a  Grand  Representative  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  is  to  be 
appointed  for  the  full  unexpired  term. 

On  April  19,  1905,  therefore,  I  appointed  Past  Grand  Sire  John  B. 
Goodwin,  of  Georgia,  as  Grand  Secretary  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by 
the  death  of  Bro.  Grant,  and  made  the  appointment  for  the  full  unex¬ 
pired  term,  to  wit — to  the  election  of  a  sucessor  at  the  September 
session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1906.  Apprehending,  however, 
that  possibly  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  might  take  a  different  view 
of  the  scope  and  extension  of  this  appointment,  I  appended  to  it  the 
following  condition,  to  wit:  — 

“  I  assume  that  the  appointment  should  be'  for  the  entire  unexpired 
term,  but  this  must,  of  course,  be  considered  as  subject  to  any  decision 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  make  on  this  subject.” 

I  respectfully  submit  my  action  in  this  matter  for  your  consideration. 

In  selecting  the  appointee  for  this  office,  I  feel  that  I  need  not  assure 
you  that  I  endeavored  to  exclude  from  my  mind  all  considerations 
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except  those  involving  the  best  interests  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
and  of  the  Order  at  large.  I  have  received  overwhelming  evidence  that 
the  appointment  meets  the  approval  of  the  brotherhood. 

GRAND  CHAPLAIN,  JOHN  W.  VENABLE. 

I  regret  to  be  compelled  to  report  that  the  health  of  our  Grand  Chap¬ 
lain,  Bro.  Venable,  has  not  improved  during  the  year.  The  following 
letter  from  him,  just  received,  is  respectfully  submitted:  — 

“  Hopkinsville,  Ky.,  August  5,  1905. 

“  Hon.  R.  E.  Wright,  Grand  Sire,  Allentown,  Pa. 

“  Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  As  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
takes  place  next  month,  I  beg  leave  to  report  my  present  condition  of 
health.  I  had  indulged  the  hope  of  being  able  to  fill  my  official  position 
at  the  coming  session,  but  regret  to  say  that  I  am  sadly  disappointed. 
I  am  as  helpless  as  a  young  child  attempting  to  walk,  and  require 
assistance  in  moving  about  the  house.  My  general  health  is  good  for  a 
man  in  his  83d  year.  Many  and  grateful  thanks  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  financial  aid  rendered  me.  Having  retired  from  the 
active  ministry  with  a  small  clerical  pension,  it  has  added  materially 
to  the  comfort  of  your  old  Chaplain.

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DECISIONS.  '  " 

I  respectfully  present  for  your  consideration  the  following  decisions 
made  by  me  during  the  year.  These  decisions  were  all  made  in  answer 
to  inquiries  either  from  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encampments,  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Representatives,  or  Grand  Patriarchs. 

I  have  assumed  that  the  constitutional  provision  empowering  the 
Grand  Sire  in  vacation  to  promulgate  decisions  upon  inquiries  from 
the  sources  named  is  a  limitation  upon  his  power.  I  have  therefore 
refrained  from  making  decisions  based  on  inquiries  from  other  sources. 

SUBORDINATE  LODGE  DECISIONS. 

f  '  «. 

No.  1. — No  consolidation  of  lodges  can  be  made  so  long  as  the  number 
of  members  in  one  of  the  lodges  desiring  to  retain  the  charter  and  work 
thereunder  is  equal  to  that  prescribed  by  law,  as  the  minimum  number 
of  applicants  or  petitioners  to  whom  a  charter  will  be  given.  See 
Busbee’s  Digest,  Section  1781. 

2.  Decision. — When  a  Grand  Officer  is  visiting  officially  a  subordinate 
lodge  he  should  be  introduced  after  he  has  addressed  the  Chairs,  and 
should  then  be  received  with  the  honors  of  the  Order.  See  Busbee’s 
Digest,  Sections  1246  and  1247;  and  Journal  of  1899,  pages  23-365-394. 

An  error  has  crept  into  Busbee’s  Digest  on  this  subject. 

The  last  Clause  of  Section  1247  reads  as  follows:  — 

“A  Grand  Officer  when  visiting  officially  should  be  introduced  after 
he  has  addressed  the  Chairs,  and  been  given  the  honors  of  the  Order.” 

The  Digestor  refers  as  authority  for  this  statement  to  the  Journal 
of  1899,  pages  23-365-394.  On  turning  to  page  23  of  the  Journal  of  1899 
we  find  that  the  decision  of  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton,  which  was  approved 
(see  Journal,  365  and  394),  has  been  misquoted  by  the  Digestor.  It 
reads  as  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  decision  and  not  as  stated  in  the 
Digest. 

3.  Decision. — Honors  to  Grand  Officers  are  given  only  on  their  enter¬ 
ing,  not  on  their  retiring  from  the  lodge. 

4.  Statement. — At  the  last  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  the  Com¬ 

mittee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  recommended,  with  a  view  to  stimu¬ 
lating  interest,  that  the  officers  of  all  the  subordinate  lodges  be  installed 
the  same  evening,  jointly,  in  the  large  Auditorium  of  Odd  Fellows’ 
Hall,  the  form  for  public  installation  to  be  used  so  that  gentlemen 
friends  of  members  may  be  admitted;  interspersing  the  ceremony  with 
such  music  and  other  features  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  and 
entertaining.  It  is  proposed  to  have  such  installation  conducted  by  the 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  some  night  during  the  first  week  in 
January.  ' 

Question. — Would  it  be  legally  possible  to  hold  such  installation, 
for  example,  on  Friday,  January  2,  after  some  lodge  whose  regular 
meeting  night  is  Friday  shall  have  met  and  complied  with  the  require¬ 
ments  for  public  installation,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
lodges  meet  on  other  nights? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  1424  to  1431,  inclusive. 

However,  the  form  for  public  installation  must  be  used,  and  while 
that  form  may  be  preceded  or  followed  by  other  proper  ceremonies, 
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such  as  music  and  other  features  that  may  be  deemed  appropriate  and 
entertaining,  these  additional  features  should  not  be  interjected  between 
the  parts  of  the  form  of  public  installation  so  as  to  mar  its  entirety,  in 
any  way. 

5.  Question. — Would  it  be  legal  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  meet  for 
that  purpose,  take  a  recess  to  admit  those  not  members,  conduct  the 
installation  of  all  the  lodges,  and  permit  the  terms  of  the  new  officers 
to  begin  on  their  next  respective  meeting  nights  without  further  cere¬ 
mony?  , 

Answer. —  Yes. 

The  foregoing  answers  are  predicated  on  the  condition  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  or  Encampment  has  given  its  consent  to  the  public  installation 
proposed;  that  the  form  for  public  installation  is  used;  that  the  cere¬ 
mony  be  conducted  by  an  officer  of  the  Grand  Body;  a  D.  D.  Grand 
Master,  or  a  D.  I).  Grand  Patriarch,  or  by  a  P.  G.,  or  P.  C.  P.,  or  P.  N.  G. 
duly  authorized  by  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Patriarch. 

The  installation  must  be  conducted  under  the  conditions  and  in  the 
manner  set  forth  in  the  decisions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on 
this  subject,  as  found  in  the  foregoing  sections  of  the  Digest. 

6.  Question. — Is  the  word  “  Odd  Fellows  ”  as  used  in  Section  2  of 
the  Rebekah  Code  and  in  the  decision  of  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton  (No.  85, 
Session  of  1899)  of  the  same  meaning  as  used  in  the  resolution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  1903,  in  relation  to  the  sale  of  cipher  keys. 
In  other  words  can  those  keys  be  sold  to  an  Odd  Fellow  who  has  only 
received  the  Initiatory  Degree? 

Answer. — No. 

7.  Question. — Can  Grand  Secretaries  under  the  resolution  of  1903 
sell  a  number  of  these  cipher  keys  to  the  secretaries  of  subordinate 
lodges  upon  their  order? 

Answer. — Yes. 

8. *  Question. — If  the  Grand  Secretary  is  permitted  to  sell  a  number 
of  these  keys  to  the  secretary  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  can  the  secretary 
of  the  subordinate  lodge  sell  them  to  members  of  his  lodge? 

Answer. — Yes;  but  to  Third  Degree  members  only. 

9.  Question. — Can  any  Odd  Fellow,  except  one  who  has  obtained  the 
Third  Degree,  buy  or  have  one  of  these  keys? 

Answer. — No. 

10.  Question. — Can  a  Grand  Secretary  sell  these  keys  to  any  Odd 
Fellow  in  good  standing,  or  must  he  sell  them  to  secretaries  of  subor¬ 
dinate  lodges  only? 

Answer. — To  secretaries  of  subordinate  lodges  only. 

11.  Question. — Is  it  a  violation  of  the  law  for  a  brother  who  has  but 
one  of  these  keys  to  sell  it  to  another  brother,  or  to  give  it  or  lend 
it  to  another  brother? 

Answer. — Yes;  although  there  is  no  specific  legislation  on  this  sub¬ 
ject. 
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12.  Statement. — The  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  require  that 
a  brother  shall  ce  proficient  in  the  degree  previously  taken  before  he 
can  advance  to  the  next  degree.  It  is  our  custom  that  a  brother  be 
designated  by  the  Noble  Grand  of  the  lodge  to  instruct  a  brother  in 
the  work. 

Question. — Would  this  brother  as  instructor  violate  any  law  if  he 
should  put  his  key  in  the  possession  of  the  brother  learning  the  work 
to  enable  him  to  memorize  the  work  in  the  presence  of  the  instructor? 

Answer. — If  the  key  is  left  in  the  possession  of  the  brother  endeavor¬ 
ing  to  memorize  the  work  and  in  his  control,  apart  from  the  presence 
of  the  instructor,  the  answer  would  be  Yes.  If,  however,  in  the  process 
of  instruction  it  is  simply  handed  to  the  brother  by  the  instructor  tem¬ 
porarily,  and  the  brother’s  examination  confined  to  the  work  of  mem¬ 
orizing  the  work  of  the  degree  he  has  received,  the  answer  would  be  No. 

13.  Question. — Would  the  instructor  violate  any  law  if  he  should 
give  this  key  to  the  brother  and  permit  him  to  have  it  in  his  possession 
and  away  from  the  instructor? 

Answer. — Yes;  this  would  be  a  violation  of  the  law,  although  there  is 
no  specific  legislation  on  the  subject. 

14.  Question. — Where  the  Grand  Lodge  of  a  Jurisdiction  limits  the 
jurisdiction  of  its  subordinates  to  one-half  the  distance  in  a  straight 
line  to  the  nearest  lodge,  can  a  member  of  the  Scarlet  Degree  deposit 
his  card  in  a  lodge  other  than  the  lodge  within  the  Jurisdiction  of 
which  he  resides  and  if  elected  become  a  legal  member  of  such  distant 
lodge  unless  the  lodge  or  lodges  in  whose  Jurisdiction  he  resides  shall 
waive  jurisdiction? 

Answer. — No;  unless  the  legislation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Juris¬ 
diction  so  permits.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  906  to  910. 

15.  Statement. — Section  1  of  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  (approved  in  1883,  Jour.,  pp.  9259,  9344,  9446) 
after  providing  who  should  be  the  elective  officers,  further ’provided: 

“All  of  whom  shall  be  elected  at  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  Past  Grands,  who  shall  then  be  in 
good  standing  in  the  subordinate  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction,  voting  by 
ballot  while  assembled  in  their  respective  lodge-rooms.” 

An  additional  sentence  provided  for  election  in  Grand  Lodge  in  case 
of  failure  of  an  officer  elect  to  be  present  for  installation.  In  1890 
(Jour.,  pp.  12,086,  12,141,  12,168,  12,271)  the  following  proviso  added  to 
said  section  was  approved,  to  wit:  — 

“  Provided,  that  a  Past  Grand  residing  out  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  his 
own  lodge  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  for  Grand  Officers  in  a  lodge 
within  whose  Jurisdiction  he  may  be,  in  this  State,  on  presenting  a 
certificate  from  his  own  lodge,  proving  him  to  be  a  Past  Grand  in  good 
standing.” 

Question. — Does  decision  No.  41,  of  Grand  Sire  Goodwin,  in  1904, 
annul  this  approved  Constitution;  or  should  said  decision  No.  41,  be 
interpreted  only  as  excluding  all  such  legislation  in  any  form  other 
than  that  of  constitutional  amendment,  duly  approved  as  in  the  case 
stated? 
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Answer'. — Decision  No.  41  of  Grand  Sire  Goodwin  was  presented  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  San  Francisco,  in  1904,  and  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  a  vote  of  that  Body.  The  decision  reads  as  follows:  — 

“A  Grand  Lodge  whose  officers  are  elected  by  Past  Grands  casting 
their  votes  in  their  subordinate  lodges  upon  a  fixed  meeting  night  each 
year,  does  not  have  the  right  under  the  general  law  of  the  Order  to  enact 
a  law  permitting  a  Past  Grand  when  away  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own 
lodge,  -upon  presentation  of  proper  credentials,  to  cast  his  vote  in 
another  lodge  in  the  same  Jurisdiction. 

“  He  can  only  vote  in  his  own  lodge. — See  White’s  Digest  of  1895, 
Section  1120. 

“Nor  can  he  vote  by  proxy;  White’s  Digest  of  1895,  Section  1122, 
see  also  Journal  of  1851,  page  1737,  and  report  of  Committee  on  State 
of  the  Order  thereon,  page  1754,  which  report  was  adopted.” 

The  only  question  that  can  now  be  considered  is  as  to  the  scope  of 
the  decision. 

Does  this  decision  apply  to  a  case  where  the  right  of  a  Past  Grand 
when  away  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge,  upon  presentation  of 
proper  credentials,  to  cast  his  vote  in  another  lodge,  in  the  same 
Jurisdiction  is  given  to  him  by  direct  provision  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Constitution  of  his  Jurisdiction,  such  Constitution  having  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

My  answer  is  that  decision  No.  41  does  not  apply  to  such  a  case,  and 
that  it  does  not  annul  the  approved  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado. 

All  that  is  decided  in  decision  No.  41  is  that  Grand  Lodges  do  not 
have  the  right  under  the  general  law  of  the  Order  to  enact  a  law  per¬ 
mitting  such  voting. 

This  is  very  different  from  the  case  where  a  Grand  Lodge  (not  acting 
under  the  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  general  law),  adopts  a  consti¬ 
tutional  provision  which  is  approved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

In  such  case  the  legislation  is  the  direct  act  of  the  State  Grand  Lodge 
supplemented  by  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

16.  Question. — Is  the  resolution  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  Report 
No.  30,  and  on  page  64  of  the  Daily  Journal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  session  of  1904  a  constitutional  and  binding  law  after 
January  1,  1905;  or  is  it  unconstitutional  and  void  as  encroaching  upon 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  and  subordinate  lodges  of  the  Order? 

The  resolution  referred  to  reads  as  follows:  — 

“  Resolved,  that  a  member  of  the  Order  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card, 
changing  his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge  to  the  vicinity 
of  another,  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  his  new  place  of  resi¬ 
dence,  upon  so  stating  in  his  application  for  membership,  and  being 
elected  by  ball  ballot,  as  provided  by  local  lawr,  shall  be  entitled  upon 
notice  being  sent  to  his  old  lodge  by  the  new  lodge  to  receive  a  with-' 
drawal  card  at  the  actual  cost  of  the  card  to  the  lodge,  and  to  admission 
to  his  new  lodge  without  being  required  to  pay  a  card  or  admission  fee; 
but  where  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the  expense 
of  the  same.” 

Answer. — It  is  a  constitutional  and  binding  law  in  operation  after 
January  1,  1905. 

An  able  and  elaborate  brief  has  been  submitted  to  me  to  the  point 
that  this  resolution  is  violative  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign 
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Grand  Lodge  and  encroaches  upon  the  rights  of  the  Grand  and  subor¬ 
dinate  lodges  of  the  Order. 

Even  if  I  were  of  this  opinion,  in  my  judgment  it  is  not  within  the 
province  of  the  Grand  Sire,  except  perhaps  in  extreme  and  clear  cases, 
to  attempt  to  nullify  on  constitutional  grounds  the  deliberate  action 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  acting  through  its  Grand  Sire,  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  the  Body  itself;  and  particularly  where,  as  in  this  case, 
the  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  resolution  was  before  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  was  discussed  at  its  preceding  sessions  in 
the  various  reports  on  this  subject. 

I  am  of  opinion,  however,  that  the  law  is  constitutional,  and  is  within 
the  powers  granted  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  its  Constitution 
in  Article  1,  Section  8. 

17.  Question. — Does  the  law  passed  at  the  recent  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  page  60,  Journal  of  Proceedings,  relating  to 
Transfer  of  Membership  by  Card  or  Certificate  become  a  law  without 
action  of  our  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — I  assume  that  you  refer  to  the  legislation  embodied  in  the 
resolution  found  on  page  64  of  the  daily  proceedings  of  the  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at  San  Francisco,  September,  1904, 
embodied  in  Report  No.  30  and  submitted  by  Representative  Thomas, 
of  Utah;  he  being  a  member  of  the  special  committee  on  “Transfer  of 
Membership  by  Card  or  Certificate.” 

So  understanding,  I  answer  “  Yes.” 

18.  Question. — Does  the  said  law  apply  to  Rebekah  lodges  as  well 
as  subordinate  lodges? 

Answer. — No. 

19.  Question. — Does  the  said  law  apply  to  a  person  who  shall 
change  his  residence  from  one  city  or  town  to  another,  as  well  as  from 
one  State  to  another? 

Answer. — Yes. 

20.  Question. — Does  the  said  law  apply  to  a  person  who  shall  change 
his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge  to  the  vicinity  of 
another  lodge  in  the  same  town  or  city  of  his  residence? 

Answer. — Yes. 

21.  Decision  No.  35,  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  1904,  was  simply  intended 
to  pass  upon  the  legality  of  the  By-Law  referred  to  in  the  decision,  and 
not  as  laying  down  any  general  rule  on  the  subject  of  legal  assessments 
for  lodges. 

22.  Question. — Does  the  new  law  in  regard  to  transfer  of  member¬ 
ship  apply  to  Encampments  and  Rebekah  lodges? 

Answer. — I  assume  that  you  have  reference  to  the  resolution  to  be 
found  on  page  64  of  the  Daily  Journal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
of  1904,  appended  to  Report  No.  30,  presented  by  Representative  Thomas, 
of  Utah,  from  the  special  committee  on  “  Transfer  of  Membership  by 
Card  or  Certificate.” 

So  understanding,  my  answer  is  “  No.” 
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23.  Question. — Has  a  lodge  a  right  to  provide  by  By-Law  a  fee  to 
be  charged  brothers,  who  do  not  signify,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
new  law,  their  intention  of  joining  another  lodge? 

Answer. — No,  the  law  of  1904  does  not  become  applicable  until  the 
member  applies  for  admission  to  the  lodge  of  his  new  residence. 

24.  Question. — Does  the  new  law  in  any  way  affect  the  holder  of  an 
expired  card  or  dismissal  certificate? 

Answer. — No. 

25.  Question. — Should  the  holder  of  a  withdrawal  card,  in  date,  when 
petitioning  for  a  charter  for  a  new  lodge  pay  any  fee  into  the  treasury 
of  the  new  lodge? 

Answer. — Yes;  whatever  fee  the  local  law  provides. 

26.  Question. — When,  does,  or  did  the  new  law  in  regard  to  transfer 
of  membership  go  into  effect? 

Answer. — It  went  into  effect  on  January  1,  1905. 

27.  Question. — Does  the  “  Transfer  of  Membership  ”  law  adopted  at 
the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  apply  to  those  only  who 
shall  apply  for  membership  by  deposit  of  official  certificate  or  visiting 
card? 

Answer. — The  law  to  which  you  refer  is  contained  in  resolution  re¬ 
ported  by  the  special  committee  and  found  at  the  bottom  of  page  761 
of  the  revised  Journal  of  1904.  The  question  as  to  who  this  legislation 
applies  to  can  best  be  answered  by  an  examination  of  the  resolution. 
Of  course  it  applies  only  to  those  who  come  within  its  provisions, 
namely,  to  a  brother  who  being  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card  changes 
his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge  to  the  vicinity  of 
another,  and  desires  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  the  new  place  of  residence. 
Upon  his  so  stating  in  his  application  for  membership  and  being  elected 
by  ball  ballot  as  provided  by  local  law,  he  shall  be  entitled  upon  notice 
being  sent  to  his  old  lodge  by  the  new  lodge  to  receive  a  withdrawal 
card  at  the  actual  cost  of  the  card  to  the  lodge,  and  to  admission  to  his 
new  lodge  without  being  required  to  pay  a  card  or  admission  fee;  but 
where  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the  expense  of 
the  same.  The  new  law  applies  only  to  members  coming  within  the 
above  designation  and  complying  with  the  requirements  recited. 

28;  Question. — Does  the  resolution  found  on  page  761,  Report  No.  30 
of  the  revised  Journal  of  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
of  1904,  refer  to  a  member  where  there  are  two  or  more' lodges  in  the 
same  city,  and  he  does  not  change  his  residence.  Also  does  certificate 
mean  dismissal  certificate.  I  mean  can  a  member  make  application  in 
the  same  town  without  changing  his  residence  and  be  admitted  for  the 
cost  of  the  card? 

Answer. — No.  The  language  of  the  resolution  is  explicit  in  describ¬ 
ing  the  conditions  under  which,  and  the  persons  who  are  entitled  to  its 
benefits  and  advantages. 

29.  Question. — A  brother  residing  in  the  city  of  Boston  changes  his 
residence  from  the  ward  in  which  his  lodge  is  located  to  a  ward  ten 
miles  distant  from  his  former  residence.  He  is  within  a  minute’s 
walk  of  a  lodge  located  at  his  new  place  of  residence,  and  he  has  re- 
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moved  from  the  vicinity  or  neighborhood  of  the  lodge  in  which  he 
holds  membership.  Does  the  new  law  apply  to  his  case? 

Answer. — Yes. 

30.  Question. — A  lodge-room  in  the  city  of  Somerville  is  within  a 
stone’s  throw  of  a  lodge-room  in  the  city  of  Cambridge.  A  brother 
residing  in  Somerville  lives  midway  between  the  two  halls.  He  is  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  both  lodges.  Is  this  law  to  be  construed  as 
applying  to  territorial  limits  of  a  city  or  town,  and  is  this  brother 
eligible  for  admission  to  the  lodge  in  Cambridge  under  the  new  law? 

Answer. — I  do  not  know  what  you  mean  by  the  question  whether  the 
new  law  is  to  be  construed  as  applying  to  the  territorial  limits  of  a  city 
or  town.  Under  the  facts  as  you  state  them  I  should  say  that  the  law 
is  not  applicable  to  a  brother  in  the  position  you  describe. 

31.  Statement. — 'Section  905,  Busbee’s  Digest,  reads  as  follows:  — 

“After  a  brother  has  become  sixty  years  of  age,  and  has  been  a  con¬ 
tributing  member  for  twenty-five  consecutive  years,  his  name  shall  not 
be  dropped  from  the  roll  by  virtue  of  his  being  more  than  one  year  in 
arrears  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but  he  shall  be  retained  as  a  non- 
beneficial  member,  and  as  such  shall  be  entitled  to  the  password  and 
fellowship  of  lodges.  Such  non-beneficial  members  shall  have  all  the 
privileges  of  active  members  except  benefits,  and  subordinate  lodges 
shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  per  capita  tax  on  such  non-beneficial 
members.” 

Question. — Is  a  non-beneficial  member  as  above  eligible  to  election  as 
Noble  Grand  or  any  other  elective  office  in  a  subordinate  lodge? 

Answer. — Yes.  The  language  of  the  law  is  that  “  such  non-beneficial 
members  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  active  members,  except 
benefits.” 

32.  Decision. — The  resolution  found  on  page  761  of  the  revised 
Journal  of  1904,  in  relation  to  the  transfer  of  membership  from  one 
lodge  to  another  by  Odd  Fellows  changing  their  place  of  residence, 
became  operative  as  to  the  entire  jurisdiction  on  January  1,  1905.  After 
that  date  no  other  charge  can  be  made  for  admission  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  named  beyond  the  charge  designated  in  the  resolution. 
The  resolution,  however,  only  applies  to  brothers  coming  strictly  within 
the  conditions  and  facts  set  forth  and  described  in  the  resolution. 

33.  Statement. — A  brother  over  sixty  years  of  age  has  been  a  con¬ 
tributing  member  for  twenty-five  years  consecutively;  is  dropped  for 
non-payment  of  dues  to  the  grade  of  a  non-beneficial  member. 

Question. — Can  he  at  any  time  be  restored  to  the  grade  of  a  beneficial 
member  by  paying  all  arrearages? 

Answer. — Such  non-beneficial  member  may  be  reinstated  in  the  man¬ 
ner  provided  for  the  reinstatement  of  dropped  members  by  the  Consti¬ 
tution  and  By-Laws  of  the  several  Jurisdictions.  See  Busbee’s  Digest, 
Sec.  1012. 

34.  Decision. — Initiation  of  members  in  subordinate  lodges  must  take 
place  in  the  subordinate  lodge  to  which  the  applicant  is  elected.  By 
“  the  lodge  ”  to  which  he  is  elected  is  meant  not  merely  the  members 
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composing  that  lodge  wherever  they  may  be  assembled,  hut  those  mem¬ 
bers,  or  a  quorum  of  them,  regularly  assembled  at  a  legally  authorized 
time  and  place.  Members  of  the  lodge  to  which  the  candidate  is  elected 
cannot  take  the  applicant  into  the  hall  of  a  neighboring  lodge  and  have 
the  initiation  take  place  there  by  a  staff  of  that  lodge. 

35.  Decision. — The  resolution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the 
session  of  1904,  found  on  page  761  of  the  revised  Journal  of  Proceedings 
of  that  year,  on  the  subject  of  transfer  of  membership  from  one  lodge 
to  another,  became  operative  throughout  all  jurisdictions  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  on  January  1,  1905,  and  does  not  require  any  legis¬ 
lation  by  the  Jurisdiction  to  put  its  provisions  in  force.  The  resolution 
does  not  apply  to  applicants  on  dismissal  certificates,  but  its  operation 
must  be  confined  entirely  to  members  coming  within  the  language  of 
the  resolution.  In  order  that  a  member  of  the  Order  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  benefits  conferred  by  this  resolution,  the  following  facts,  at  least, 
must  exist:  — 

1.  He  must  be  a  member  of  the  Order  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card. 

2.  He  must  change  his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge 
to  the  vicinity  of  another. 

3.  Desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  his  new  place  of  residence,  and 
upon  so  stating  in  his  application  for  membership,  and  upon  being 
elected  by  ball  ballot  as  provided  by  local  law,  he  shall  be  entitled  upon 
notice  being  sent  to  his  old  lodge  by  the  new  lodge  to  receive  a  with¬ 
drawal  card,  at  the  actual  cost  of  the  card  to  the  lodge. 

4.  Having  so  received  tho  withdrawal  card  from  his  old  lodge,  he  may 
deposit  it  with  the  new  lodge  he  desires  to  join  in  the  vicinity  of  his 
new  place  of  residence,  without  being  required  to  pay  a  card  or  admis¬ 
sion  fee;  except  that  wffiere  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must 
pay  the  expense  of  the  same. 

This  new  method  of  the  transfer  of  membership  from  one  lodge  to 
another  is  only  available  where  the  conditions  mentioned  in  the  resolu¬ 
tion  actually  exist  and  its  provisions  are  complied  with. 

36.  Statement. — The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  San  Francisco 
session  of  1904,  adopted  the  following  resolution,  which  is  found  on 
page  761  of  the  Journal. 

“  That  a  member  of  the  Order  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card,  changing 
his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge  to  the  vicinity  of 
another,  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  his  new  place  of  residence, 
upon  so  stating  in  his  application  for  membership,  and  being  elected  by 
ball  ballot,  as  provided  by  local  law,  shall  be  entitled  upon  notice  being 
sent  to  his  old  lodge  by  the  new  lodge  to  receive  a  withdrawal  card  at 
the  actual  cost  of  the  card  to  the  lodge,  and  to  admission  to  his  new 
lodge  without  being  required  to  pay  a  card  or  admission  fee;  but  where 
a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the  expense  of  the 
same.” 

Question. — Does  the  above-mentioned  law  apply  only  to  the  transfer¬ 
ring  of  membership  by  means  of  deposit  of  unexpired  withdrawal  cards, 
deposit  of  official  certificates  or  travelling  cards  (I  take  it  for  granted 
the  law  includes  the  two  latter),  or  does  it  apply  to  dismissal  certifi¬ 
cates,  expired  withdrawal  cards,  and  Grand  Lodge  cards,  as  well? 

Answer. — The  resolution  referred  to  applies  only  to  members,  and  is 
available  only  on  the  conditions  specifically  set  forth  in  the  resolution. 
Thus,  in  order  that  a  member  of  the  Order  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
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benefits  conferred  by  the  resolution,  the  following  facts,  at  least,  must 
exist :  — - 

1.  He  must  be  a  member  of  the  Order  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card. 

2.  He  must  change  his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge 
to  the  vicinity  of  another. 

3.  Desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  his  new  place  of  residence,  and 
upon  so  stating  in  his  application  for  membership,  and  upon  being 
elected  by  ball  ballot,  as  provided  by  local  law,  he  shall  be  entitled, 
upon  notice  being  sent  to  his  old  lodge  by  the  new  lodge,  to  receive  a 
withdrawal  card  at  the  actual  cost  of  the  card  to  the  lodge. 

4.  Having  so.  received  the  withdrawal  card  from  his  old  lodge,  he  may 
deposit  it  with  the  new  lodge  he  desires  to  join  in  the  vicinity  of  his 
new  place  of  residence,  without  being  required  to  pay  a  card  or  admis¬ 
sion  fee;  except  that  where  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must 
pay  the  expense  of  the  same.  I  repeat,  this  new  method  of  the  transfer 
of  membership  from  one  lodge  to  another  is  only  available  where  the 
conditions  mentioned  in  the  resolution  exist,  and  such  provisions  are 
complied  with. 

37.  Question. — Does  the  above  law  apply  to  those  who  desire  to 
transfer  their  membership  from  one  lodge  to  another  in  the  same  town 
or  city,  or  does  it  apply  only  to  those  who  change  their  residence  from 
one  town,  city,  or  vicinity  to  another? 

Answer. — The  word  “  Vicinity  ”  in  the  resolution  is  to  receive  a 
reasonable  interpretation  in  view  of  the  purpose  of  the  resolution.  It 
cannot  be  defined  geographically  as  meaning  a  removal  from  one  town, 
city,  county,  State,  or  territory  to  another.  The  language  of  the  reso¬ 
lution  is  “  changing  his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge  to 
the  vicinity  of  another,  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  his  new 
place  of  residence.” 

I  have  decided  that  a  member  comes  within  the  provision  of  the 
resolution  when,  residing  in  one  section  of  a  city  close  to  his  lodge, 
he  removes  to  another  location  in  a  city  10  miles  away  and  close  to 
another  lodge.  Each  case  should  depend  upon  the  peculiar  circum¬ 
stance,  keeping  in  view  the  purpose  of  the  resolution.  If  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  had  intended  that  the  word  “  Vicinity  ”  should  be  defined 
by  territorial  limits,  namely,  by  lines  dividing  cities,  wards,  counties, 
and  States,  it  would  have  been  very  easy  to  use  language  indicating 
that  intent.  That  they  did  not  so  intend  is  obvious.  The  word 
“  Vicinity  ”  in  an  agricultural  sparsely  settled  district  would  have  a 
very  different  meaning  from  the  word  when  applied  to  lodges  within 
the  limits  of  a  city.  In  some  country  districts  10  miles  would  be  con¬ 
sidered  in  the  same  vicinity.  It  would  hardly  be  so  in  a  compactly 
built  city.  I  decide,  therefore,  again  that  the  resolution  does  apply  to 
a  change  of  residence  from  one  point  in  the  same  city  to  another  not 
in  the  same  vicinity,  when  all  the  other  points  in  the  resolution  are 
found  to  exist. 

38.  Question. — A  brother  removed  from  an  eastern  jurisdiction  to 
the  city  of  Chicago,  having  taken  a  withdrawal  card  prior  to  changing 
his  residence.  He  desires  to  unite  with  a  lodge  in  Chicago,  and  for  this 
purpose  presents  a  petition  accompanied  by  his  withdrawal  card.  Does 
this  application  come  within  the  new  law,  and  should  he  be  admitted 
to  a  lodge  in  Chicago  without  a  fee? 
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Answer. — This  question  does  not  state  the  existence  of  all  the  condi¬ 
tions  necessary  to  make  the  law  applicable  to  the  case.  However,  I 
decide  that  the  case  is  one  to  which  the  new  law  applies,  provided  all 
the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  resolution  of  the  San  Francisco  session 
of  1904  are  complied  with.  As  further  answer  to  your  question  I  will 
repeat  a  decision  I  made  recently  bearing  on  this  same  subject. 

The  resolution  referred  to  applies  only  to  members,  and  is  available 
only  on  the  conditions  specifically  set  forth  in  the  resolution.  Thus,  in 
order  that  a  member  of  the  Order  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
conferred  by  the  resolution,  the  following  facts,  at  least,  must  exist: 

1.  He  must  be  a  member  of  the  Order  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card. 

2.  He  must  change  his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge 
to  the  vicinity  of  another. 

3.  Desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  his  new  place  of  residence,  and 
upon  so  stating  in  his  application  for  membership,  and  upon  being 
elected  by  ball  ballot,  as  provided  by  local  law,  he  shall  be  entitled 
upon  notice  being  sent  to  his  old  lodge  by  the  new  lodge,  to  receive  a 
withdrawal  card  at  the  actual  cost  of  the  card  to  the  lodge. 

4.  Having  so  received  the  withdrawal  card  from  his  old  lodge,  he  may 
deposit  it  with  the  new  lodge  he  desires  to  join  in  the  vicinity  of  his 
new  place  of  residence,  without  being  required  to  pay  a  card  or  admis¬ 
sion  fee;  except  that  where  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must 
pay  the  expense  of  the  same.  I  repeat,  this  new  method  of  the  transfer 
of  membership  from  one  lodge  to  another  is  only  available  where  the 
conditions  mentioned  in  the  resolution  exist,  and  such  provisions  are 
complied  with. 

39.  Question. — Does  the  new  law  in  the  matter  of  transferring  mem¬ 
bership  by  withdrawal  card,  passed  by  the  recent  session  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  apply  in  cities  having  more  than  one  lodge,  when 
the  applicant  desires  to  change  his  membership  from  one  lodge  to 
another  in  the  same  city? 

This  question  assumes  that  the  applicant  has  changed  his  residence 
in  the  city,  and  that  his  second  residence  is  nearer  to  the  lodge  which 
he  desires  to  join,  than  it  is  to  his  former  lodge. 

Answer. — Yes;  provided  all  the  requirements  of  the  resolution  as  to 
the  transfer  of  membership  are  complied  with.  I  have  decided  that 
this  resolution  does  not  apply  either  to  the  Encampment  or  the  Rebekah 
branch  of  the  Order. 

40.  Question. — Is  it  the  proper  construction  of  the  new  law  to  say 
that  in  order  to  avoid  the  payment  of  a  fee  to  join  another  lodge  by 
card,  a  brother  must  apply  only  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  reso¬ 
lution  of  1904,  and  if  he  does  not,  then  he  must  pay  the  fee  prescribed 
by  the  local  law? 

Answer. — Yes;  he  must  bring  himself  strictly  within  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  the  resolution  of  1904,  before  he  is  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  that  legislation. 

41.  Question. — Suppose  a  brother  takes  a  withdrawal  card  from  his 
lodge,  without  first  applying  for  membership  to  another  lodge  on  his 
official  certificate  or  visiting  card,  but  does  apply  within  one  year  of 
the  date  of  issue  of  his  card,  on  that  card.  Is  he  required  to  pay  any 
fee? 
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Answer. — Yes;  I  know  of  no  law  that  would  relieve  him  from  such 
payment.  The  resolution  of  1904  on  this  subject  would  not  apply  to 
the  case  you  state  in  the  question.  It  does  not  appear  that  he  changed 
his  residence. 

42.  Question. — An  applicant  for  membership  in  a  lodge  in  Halifax, 
holds  an  expired  withdrawal  card  issued  by  a  lodge  in  the  United 
States,  about  two  years  ago.  Does  such  applicant  come  under  the  law 
of  1904  on  “  Transfer  of  Membership  by  Card  or  Certificate,”  Report 
No.  30,  pages  757,  845,  Journal,  1904? 

Answer. — No;  the  legislation  you  refer  to  applies  only  to  those  who 
come  strictly  within  the  provisions  as  set  forth  in  the  resolution,  and 
who  comply  with  all  the  conditions  required  by  the  resolution. 

43.  Question. — Does  a  member  of  the  Order  transferring  his  member¬ 
ship  from  one  lodge  to  another  in  the  same  city,  without  changing  his 
residence,  come  under  said  law? 

Answer. — No;  but  I  have  decided  in  a  case  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
that  where  a  member  living  within  a  stone’s  throw  of  his  lodge,  moved 
to  a  point  in  the  city  of  Boston  about  10  miles  distant  from  his  old 
lodge,  and  close  to  the  location  of  the  new  lodge  which  he  desired  to 
join,  he  comes  within  the  provisions  of  the  law  on  complying  with  the 
conditions  of  the  resolution. 

44.  Question. — A  brother  changes  his  residence  and  complies  with  all 
the  conditions  of  the  resolution  on  transfer  of  membership,  passed  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  session  of  1904,  except  that  he  receives  a 
withdrawal  card  from  his  old  lodge  at  the  time  of  his  removal,  and 
presents  it  with  his  application  for  membership  to  the  lodge  of  his  new 
residence  while  it  is  still  good  for  visiting  purposes,  and  is  elected  to 
membership  thereon.  Is  the  old  lodge  permitted  to  charge  him  any  fee 
other  than  the  cost  to  the  lodge  of  the  withdrawal  card,  and  is  the 
new  lodge  permitted  to  charge  him  an  admission  fee  in  addition  to  the 
cost  to  it  of  a  medical  certificate  of  health,  if  one  be  required? 

Answer. — No;  of  course  the  old  lodge  cannot  charge  any  fee  for  the 
withdrawal  card,  because  your  question  assumes  that  the  brother 
already  has  a  withdrawal  card  in  full  force.  If  he  complies  with  all 
the  other  conditions  he  can  use  that  card.  The  new  lodge,  if  it  elects 
him  to  membership,  cannot  charge  an  admission  fee  beyond  the  cost 
of  the  medical  certificate,  when  it  is  required. 

45.  Question. — If  the  brother  holds  the  withdrawal  card  thus  se¬ 
cured  for  more  than  one  year  before  he  presents  it  to  the  lodge  of  his 
new  residence  for  membership,  does  the  resolution  of  1904  still  apply, 
and  should  he  be  admitted  without  fee? 

Answer. — No;  the  new  law  would  not  apply  to  him,  unless  he  pro¬ 
cures  a  new  card. 

46.  Question. — A  brother  who  has  lived  for  years  away  from  his 
old  lodge,  keeping  himself  in  good  standing  so  that  he  would  be  entitled 
to  a  withdrawal  card  at  any  time,  concludes  finally  to  transfer  his 
membership  to  the  lodge  of  his  present  residence.  Does  the  resolution 
of  1904  apply  to  him  the  same  as  though  he  had  but  just  changed  his 
residence,  or  in  other  words  how  soon  after  change  of  residence  must 
application  for  membership  be  made  to  the  lodge  at  the  new  home? 
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Answer. — The  new  law  applies  to  such  a  member  without  regard  to 
the  time  at  which  he  changed  his  place  of  residence,  provided  such 
change  was  after  he  became  a  member  of  the  lodge  he  now  proposes  to 
leave. 

47.  Question—  In  a  large  city  of  many  lodges,  some  very  many  miles 
distant  from  others,  but  all  under  local  law  having  concurrent  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  the  whole  city,  a  brother  lives  nearer  another  lodge  than  his 
own,  can  he,  if  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card,  transfer  his  membership 
under  the  resolution  of  1904  as  he  might,  had  he  removed  his  residence 
to  another  city,  and  if  he  can,  is  he  obliged  to  apply  to  the  nearest  one 
to  his  home,  or  may  he  apply  to  any  lodge  in  the  city  having  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  the  one  nearest  his  home? 

Answer. — The  law  of  1904  does  not  apply  to  a  brother  so  situated,  or 
under  the  conditions  stated. 

48.  Statement. — A  lodge  has  a  member  who  is  residing  in  another 
city,  who  reports  himself  sick  to  his  lodge;  a  committee  was  appointed 
by  the  brother’s  lodge  to  wait  upon  the  brother,  and  this  committee 
upon  investigation  found  that  the  brother  reporting  himself  as  sick  had 
gone  into  the  saloon  business,  and  in  performing  work  pertaining  to 
such  business,  mashed  one  of  his  fingers  between  two  barrels  of  beer 
and  thereby  disabled  himself  from  doing  any  work.  According  to  law 
the  brother  laid  himself  liable  to  charges  for  conduct  unbecoming  an 
Odd  Fellow  when  he  entered  into  such  prohibited  occupation,  and  then 
got  hurt. 

Question. — Is  said  brother  entitled  to  his  weekly  sick  benefits? 

Answer. — i\o,  under  the  statement  of  facts  I  assume  that  he  entered 
into  the  saloon  business  after  the  prohibitory  legislation  on  that  subject 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  while  engaged  in  that  business  as 
a  consequence  thereof  he  became  injured.  Under  the  legislation  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  the  subject  of  saloon  keeping,  and  the 
decisions  under  that  legislation  the  engaging  in  such  business  by  an 
Odd  Fellow  must  be  assumed  to  be  immoral  conduct,  and  if  an  ailment 
or  injury  is  received  in  or  consequent  upon  such  business  he  would  not 
be  entitled  to  benefits.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Section  99. 

49.  Question. — Can  the  lodge  grant  to  said  brother  a  withdrawal 
card,  while  he  is  working  under  a  prohibitory  occupation  as  above 
stated? 

Answer. — Yes;  the  question  of  the  granting  of  the  withdrawal  card  is 
in  the  discretion  of  the  lodge.  Under  the  circumstances  it  could  re¬ 
fuse  it. 

50.  Question. — Can  a  brother  who  changed  his  residence  before  the 
enactment  of  said  law,  make  application  under  said  law? 

Answer. — Yes. 

51.  Question. — Can  a  brother  who  changed  his  residence  after  the 
enactment  of  said  law,  but  before  it  took  effect,  make  application  under 
said  law? 


Answer. — Yes. 
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52.  Question—  Can  a  brother  who  has  changed  or  shall  change  his 
residence  make  application  under  said  law  at  any  time  after  such 
change  of  residence;  or  is  there  some  reasonable  time  after  change  of 
residence  within  which  he  must  apply,  in  order  to  take  advantage 
thereof? 

Answer. — Yes;  I  find  no  limit  in  the  resolution  as  to  the  time  within 
which  the  application  must  be  made  after  the  change  of  residence.  It 
is  possible  that  by  analogous  decision  or  by  legislation  it  should  be 
held  that  such  application  must  be  made  within  a  reasonable  time, 
which  has  heretofore  on  kindred  subjects  been  held  to  be  one  year. 

53.  Question. — If  there  be  such  limit  of  time  after  change  of  resi¬ 
dence  within  which  such  application  should  be  made,  what  is  that 
limit? 

Answer. — The  resolution  fixes  no  limit  and  therefore  there  is  none. 

54.  Statement. — On  February  — ,  1902,  after  due  trial,  a  brother 
of  one  of  our  lodges  was  suspended  for  a  period  of  five  years  for  con¬ 
duct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow.  Three  years  have  elapsed  since  his 
suspension,  and  he  has  applied  for  re-instatement,  with  the  request  that 
the  remaining  period  of  his  suspension  be  remitted,  and  his  lodge  is 
anxious  for  his  re-instatement  because  of  his  good  behavior. 

Question. — As  there  appears  to  be  no  law  whatever  providing  for  the 
re-instatement  of  brothers  suspended  for  “  cause  ”  prior  to  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  the  period  of  suspension,  would  it  be  a  violation  of  the  general 
usage  of  the  Order,  or  perchance  of  law,  for  the  Grand  Master  to  grant 
the  lodge  a  dispensation  to  re-instate  the  brother  and  remit  the  unex¬ 
pired  time  of  suspension,  in  view  of  the  lodge’s  perfect  willingness  to 
do  so,  and  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Lodge  meeting  was  two  months  in 
the  future  when  such  request  was  made? 

Answer. — Unless  there  is  something  in  your  local  law  to  the  contrary, 
the  lodge  can  re-instate  a  suspended  brother  upon  a  dispensation  from 
or  consent  of  the  Grand  Master.  The  following  decisions  reported  in 
the  Digest  have  some  analogy  to  the  foregoing  question,  to  wit:  — 
Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  1069,  1070,  1071,  1072,  and  1073. 

55.  Question. — In  the  matter  of  the  organization  of  new  lodges 
where  the  charter  members  meet  and  organize  by  electing  a  chairman 
and  secretary,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  members  in  good  standing  in 
their  lodges  decide  to  procure  a  charter  for  a  new  lodge  and  authorize 
the  secretary  of  the  meeting,  in  writing,  to  procure  for  them  a  with¬ 
drawal  card  from  their  lodge,  and  deposit  with  him  their  official  receipt, 
showing  dues  paid  up  beyond  the  date  of  presentation  of  their  receipt, 
are  such  members  required  to  pay  for  admission  as  charter  members 
under  the  above  conditions,  the  minimum  fee  of  $5.00,  or  can  they 
become  such  charter  members  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  passed 
by  the  last  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  took  effect  January  1,  1905? 

Answer. — The  resolution  passed  at  the  San  Francisco  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1904,  on  the  question  of  transfer  of  member¬ 
ship  by  withdrawal  card  on  change  of  residence,  has  no  application 
whatever  to  the  case  stated  in  the  question.  The  law  as  it  existed 
before  the  passage  of  that  resolution  governs  the  case. 
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56.  Statement. — The  Constitution  of  the  subordinate  lodges  of 
California  provides  that  no  sick  benefits  shall  be  paid  to  a  member  of 
a  lodge  until  he  shall  have  been  a  member  six  months. 

Question. — Where  a  member  transfers  his  membership  under  the 
specific  provisions  of  the  new  law  governing  the  admission  by  card 
(which  took  effect  January  1,  1905)  from  one  lodge  to  another,  is  he, 
or  is  he  not  entitled  to  sick  benefits  from  the  date  he  signs  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  lodge  to  which  he  transfers  his  membership,  if  in  all 
other  ways  entitled  to  sick  benefits,  or  must  he  have  been  a  member 
six  months,  as  required  by  our  Constitution,  before  becoming  entitled 
to  such  sick  benefits? 

Answer. — He  must  have  been  a  member  for  six  months,  as  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  lodge  requires,  before  he  is  entitled  to  sick  benefits. 

57.  Question. — If  counsel,  a  member  of  the  Order,  representing 
the  accused,  should,  in  addressing  the  Trial  Committee  before  going  into 
the  evidence  of  the  case,  impugn  its  integrity  by  saying  that  he  knew 
“  there  was  no  use  in  making  objections,”  that  he  knew  “  he  was  up 
against  it,”  that  he  “  did  not  expect  fair  play  at  the  hands  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,”  and  refused  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  committee  in  maintain¬ 
ing  order  and  resuming  his  seat  when  directed,  what  remedy  has  the 
Trial  Committee? 

Answer. — The  Trial  Committee  has  full  power  to  compel  an  orderly 
transaction  of  business  before  it,  and  if  counsel  behaves  in  a  disorderly 
manner,  such  as  is  indicated  in  this  question,  the  committee  has  full 
power  to  refuse  to  permit  him  to  be  heard,  and  to  ask  that  the  accused 
shall  secure  other  counsel. 

58.  Question. — Can  the  Trial  Committee  order  the  name  of  such 
counsel  stricken  from  the  record,  and  order  such  counsel  to  leave  the 
room  in  which  the  trial  is  being  conducted? 

Answer. — Yes;  in  enforcing  order  the  committee  would  have  such 
power. 

59.  Question. — Has  any  member  of  the  Order  a  right  to  be 
present  at  the  trial,  or  is  such  privilege  extended  to  members  of  the 
lodge  to  which  the  accused  belongs  only? 

Answer. — This  matter  is  dependent  entirely  upon  local  legislation, 
and  I  must  refer  you  to  that  for  your  reply.  In  the  absence  of  local 
legislation  the  action  of  the  committee  would  govern. 

60.  Question. — Is  the  Trial  Committee  compelled  by  law  to  order 
brothers  to  retire  from  the  room  upon  objection  by  counsel  of  the 
accused  to  their  presence,  or  is  it  discretionary  with  the  Trial  Com¬ 
mittee? 

Answer. — This  depends  entirely  upon  local  legislation.  In  the  absence 
of  such  legislation,  the  committee  would  have  such  discretionary 
power. 

61.  Statement. — On  August  2,  1901,  a  subordinate  lodge  was 
instituted,  and  a  Brother  A.,  was  commissioned  by  the  Grand  Master  to 
institute  said  lodge.  Upon  the  day  prior  to  the  institution  of  the  lodge, 
the  instituting  officer  visited  the  village  where  the  lodge  was  instituted 
and  called  at  the  place  of  business  of  one  B.,  and  asked  him  to  become 
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a  member  of  the  new  lodge.  B.  was  running  a  general  merchandise 
store  in  the  front  of  the  building,  and  in  the  rear  of  the  building  a 
saloon,  selling  liquor  by  the  drink.  B.  himself  did  not  act  as  bartender, 
or  have  anything  to  do  with  the  saloon  more'  than  to  own  it  and  give 
it  his  general  supervision.  The  instituting  officer  knew  exactly  his 
business  before  he  invited  him  to  become  a  member  of  the  lodge.  When 
this  invitation  was  given,  B.  said  to  the  officer  “  isn’t  there  a  law  of  the 
Odd  Fellows  that  a  man  who  is  selling  liquor  cannot  become  a  member; 
if  so  I  could  not  become  a  member.  I  would  like  to  be  an  Odd  Fellow, 
but  you  see  my  business  here?”  A.,  the  instituting  officer,  then  assured 
him  that  the  law  did  not  apply  to  him  on  account  of  his  having  the 
store,  but  only  to  men  whose  principal  business  was  saloon-keeping. 
After  A.’s  explanation,  B.  signed  the  application,  and  at  A.’s  suggestion 
put  in  his  business  as  “  merchant.”  At  the  night  of  instituting,  he  was 
initiated  into  the  Order,  has  passed  through  the  Chairs  of  the  lodge, 
attended  as  Representative  of  his  own  lodge  two  sessions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  for  two  years  was,  on  the  recommendation  of  his  lodge, 
appointed  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  by  the  Grand  Master.  Lately, 
the  question  has  been  raised  as  to  whether  or  not  he  was  illegally 
initiated  into  the  Order,  and  if  his  initiation  was  illegal,  whether  under 
the  circumstances  he  can  be  permitted  to  remain.  It  is  further  stated 
that  he  has  been  an  attentive  member  of  the  lodge,  has  taken  an  interest 
in  Odd  Fellowship,  and  has  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  the  members 
of  his  lodge. 

Question. — Was  his  initiation  and  his  membership  illegal.  Should  he 
be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  Order,  and  if  not,  what  action  should  be 
taken? 

Answer. — Unquestionably  this  brother  was  not  eligible  to  election  or 
initiation  into  Odd  Fellowship,  and  if  the  question  had  been  raised  at 
the  proper  time,  undoubtedly  that  would  have  been  the  decision.  How¬ 
ever,  it  appears  that  the  election  and  the  initiation  (illegal  in  them¬ 
selves)  occurred  without  any  fault,  misrepresentation,  or  bad  faith  on 
the  part  of  the  applicant.  It  appears  from  the  statement  that  he  made 
a  full  disclosure  of  all  the  conditions,  and  was  advised  by  the  Repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  lodge  and  of  the  Grand  Master  that  he  was  eligible  to 
membership.  He  was  elected  and  initiated  into  the  lodge,  as  it  appears, 
with  a  full  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  lodge  of  the  conditions  above 
recited.  It  is,  therefore,  simply  the  case  of  a  person  being  elected  to 
and  initiated  in  the  Order,  when  he  was  ineligible  to  such  election,  but 
in  good  faith  on  his  part,  and  apparently  on  the  part  of  the  lodge;  and 
secondly,  without  any  fault  or  misrepresentation  on  the  part  of  the 
applicant.  I,  therefore,  decide  that  while  his  initiation  originally  was 
illegal,  that  his  membership  must  be  recognized  and  his  position  in  the 
Order  maintained.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  995,  996,  997,  and  999. 

62.  Statement. — Section  1  of  Article  X  of  the  subordinate  lodge  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Idaho  reads  as  follows:  — 

“  Every  member  in  good  standing  who  is  not  suspended  for  cause,  or 
disqualified  on  account  of  arrearages  according  to  Sections  1  and  2  of 
Article  IX,  who  shall  be  rendered  incapable  by  sickness,  accident,  or 
injury  to  his  person  from  following  any  business,  avocation,  or  employ¬ 
ment,  whereby  he  may  obtain  a  livelihood;  provided  such  sickness  or 
disability  shall  not  have  been  occasioned  by  intemperance  or  other 
immoral  conduct,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  funds  of  the  lodge 
benefits  during  such  sickness  or  disability,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
By-Laws.”

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE

Sections  1  and  2  of  Article  IX  referred  to  above  read  as  follows:  — 

“  Section  1. — A  member  who  shall  be  in  arrears  for  dues  more  than 
thirteen  weeks,  may  be  suspended  from  all  pecuniary  benefits  during  the 
continuance  of  any  sickness  that  may  intervene  while  in  arrears.  He 
cannot  become  entitled  to  pecuniary  benefits  until  he  shall  have  paid  up 
in  full  all  dues  and  fines  that  have  accrued  against  him  up  to  date  of 
payment,  if  the  By-Laws  of  the  lodge  shall  so  provide.” 

“  Section  2. — A  member  cannot  be  refused  sick  benefits  on  -account 
of  arrearages  for  dues  and  fines,  unless  such  arrearages  shall  have  been 
thirteen  weeks,  at  the  commencement  of  the  sickness  for  which  the 
benefits  are  claimed.  A  lodge  may  extend  the  time  beyond  thirteen 
weeks  at  which  a  member  may  become  disqualified  to  receive  sick  bene¬ 
fits  on  account  of  arrearages  for  dues.” 

Question  A. — Under  these  provisions  of  our  Constitution  would  a 
By-Law  providing  that  the  brother  should  not  receive  any  benefits  for 
the  first  week’s  sickness  be  lawful?  (The  brother  is  in  good  standing.) 

Question  B. — Would  these  provisions,  in  the  Constitution,  allow 
a  By-Law  which  provides  that  after  a  brother  has  been  in  arrears  more 
than  thirteen  weeks,  and  thus  become  non-beneficiary  under  the  Consti¬ 
tution,  that  after  he  has  paid  up  all  demands  against  him  and  is  in  good 
standing,  he  shall  not  be  eligible  to  benefits  for  one  month  after  he 
becomes  in  good  standing? 

I  answer  these  questions  as  follows:  — 

Question  A. — I  answer  “  No.” 

Question  B. — I  answer  “  No.” 

My  reason  for  these  answers  is  found  in  the  provision  of  Article  X, 
Section  1,  of  the  uniform  Constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  in  your 
Jurisdiction.  That  Constitution  states  clearly  who  is  entitled  to  bene¬ 
fits;  and  the  lodges  have  no  right  to  make  By-Laws  imposing  other 
conditions  than  those  found  in  this  section  of  the  Constitution.  By- 
Laws  of  lodges  must  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution.  Such  By-Laws  as  you  suggest  would  impose  conditions  on 
the  receipt  of  the  benefits  beyond  those  imposed  or  permitted  by  the 
Constitution.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  12,  14,  and  22. 

63.  Question. — Is  a  person  of  mixed  Indian  and  White  blood,  who 
was  admitted  into  the  Order  under  the  1901  enactment,  who  now  holds 
a  withdrawal  card  in  force  from  the  lodge  which  he  joined,  eligible  to 
be  a  petitioner,  or  to  become  a  charter  member  of  a  new  lodge  in  this 
Jurisdiction? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  Busbee’s  Digest  for  analogous  decisions  on  the 
general  principle  that  a  brother  holding  a  withdrawal  card  in  full  force 
is  still  a  member  of  the  Order,  although  the  withdrawal  card  severs  his 
connection  from  the  lodge  granting  it.  Sections  876,  877,  881,  1036, 
1630,  and  1631.  The  decisions  rendered  in  1876  and  1877,  quoted  in 
Busbee’s  Digest,  Section  882,  were  based  upon  the  fact  that  at  that 
time  an  Indian  was  absolutely  ineligible  to  membership.  In  the  case  at 
bar  the  person  referred  to  was  admitted  to  the  Order  at  a  time  when 
his  admission  under  the  Constitution,  as  it  then  stood,  was  entirely 
lawful. 

64.  Statement. — A  lodge  having  violated  the  law  by  taking  in  a 
member  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  another  lodge,  and  for  a  less  fee  than 
the  Constitution  required,  charges  were  preferred  against  said  lodge. 
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Question. — Would  the  trial  come  before  the  Grand  Master,  he  being 
a  member  of  the  lodge  committing  the  offence? 

Answer. — The  question  of  whether  the  charges  would  come  before  the 
Grand  Master  for  hearing,  or  before  some  other  committee  or  tribunal, 
depends  entirely  upon  the  provisions  of  your  own  local  law.  A  reference 
to  that  law  should  furnish  an  answer  to  your  question.  The  fact  that 
the  Grand  Master  happens  to  be  a  member  of  the  lodge  alleged  to  have 
committed  the  offence,  does  not  affect  his  Jurisdiction  in  any  way. 

65.  Statement. — The  trustees  of  the  Orphans’  Home  of  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  South  Carolina  elected  a  gentleman  who  was  not  an  Odd  Fellow 
as  Superintendent  of  the  Home.  A  brother  who  is  editor  of  an  Odd 
Fellow  paper  published  the  election  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  Four 
of  the  trustees  are  members  of  his  lodge.  His  lodge  condemned  his 
action  by  sending  out  a  circular  letter  stating  that  he  had  misrepre¬ 
sented  the  facts. 

Question. — Can  the  brother  bring  charges  against  his  own  lodge  and 
demand  a  fair  and  impartial  investigation? 

Answer. — If  the  charges  of  the  lodge  made  against  the  brother  were 
false,  either  the  lodge  itself  or  those  officers  or  members  of  the  lodge 
who  were  responsible  for  the  false  statements  would  be  amenable  to 
charges. 

66.  Question  A. — Is  it  contrary  to  law  for  brothers  of  the  Order  to 
solicit  business  for  the  Loyal  Protective  Association  of  Boston,  Mass., 
upon  the  representation  that  it  is  an  Odd  Fellows’  organization  for  Odd 
Fellows  only,  and  to  solicit  such  business  in  the  lodge? 

Answer. — All  solicitation  of  life  insurance  in  the  lodge  while  it  is  in 
session  is  improper.  The  Loyal  Protective  Association  of  Boston,  Mass., 
does  not  use  the  name  or  emblems  of  the  Order  in  the  transaction  of  its 
business  in  any  way,  but  does  print  upon  its  cards  the  following: — 

“For  I.  0.  O.  F.  only.” 

Question  B. — Is  this  business  conducted  in  violation  of  law? 

Answer. — No;  see  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  477  and  480. 

67.  Statement. — A  brother  of  the  Order  owns  a  lodge-room  rented 
by  an  Odd  Fellows’  Lodge.  On  the  second  floor  of  the  building  is  a 
dance  hall,  which  he  rents  with  bar  privileges.  He  also  rents  out  a 
room  in  the  same  building  for  saloon  purposes.  'He  claims  that  it  is 
necessary  to  take  out  a  saloon  license  in  his  own  name  in  order  to  rent 
the  hall  and  store-room,  but  says  he  only  gets  the  rent  money. 

Question. — Is  he  a  saloon-keeper? 

Answer. — Yes.  In  the  intendment  of  the  laws  of  the  various  States 
in  respect  to  granting  of  licenses,  the  license  is  granted  to  a  person 
because  of  his  peculiar  fitness  for  the  business.  It  must  be  assumed, 
therefore,  that  when  the  court  granted  a  license  to  this  brother  it  had 
in  view  these  facts,  and  that  he  was  to  be  the  keeper  of  the  saloon,  and 
to  exercise  the  powers  and  privileges  given  by  the  license.  If  he  pro¬ 
cures  some  one  else  to  do  the  actual  work,  it  does  not,  in  my  judgment, 
change  the  fact  that  he  is  a  licensed  saloon-keeper. . 
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68.  Statement. — The  Constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  New  Hampshire  reads: 

“  The  fees  for  membership  when  the  applicant  is  forty-five  years  of 
age  or  under,  shall  be  as  follows: — For  initiation  not  less  than  five 
dollars;  by  withdrawal  card  or  dismissal  certificate,  not  less  than  three 
dollars,  with  the  addition  in  all  cases  of  one  dollar  for  each  year  that 
his  age  exceeds  forty-five  years.” 

Question. — Does  the  new  Legislation,  “  and  to  admission  to  his  new 
lodge  without  being  required  to  pay  a  card  or  admission  fee,”  make 
the  last  clause  quoted  above  inoperative  in  transfer  by  card? 

Answer. — Where  the  brother  transfers  his  membership  from  his  old 
lodge  to  a  new  lodge  on  a  withdrawal  card  by  reason  of  his  change  of 
residence,  under  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  resolution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  this  subject  passed  at  the  session  of  1904, 
that  resolution  repeals  and  overrides  the  local  law  as  found  in  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  Constitutions.  This  statement  of  the  law,  however,  applies 
only  to  cases  that  come  strictly  within  the  provisions  of  the  resolution 
of  the  session  of  1904,  and  where  all  the  conditions  set  forth  in  that 
resolution  exist  and  are  complied  with. 

69.  Question. — Does  this  new  legislation  of  1904  on  the  subject  of 
transfer  of  membership  by  withdrawal  card  prevent  a  lodge  from 
accepting  with  his  application  for  transfer  of  membership  by  card, 
fees  which  had  been  tendered  by  the  brother  who  felt  a  lodge  should 
not  be  asked  to  assume  the  risk  of  his  benefits  without  some  recom¬ 
pense? 

Answer. — There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  lodge  from  accepting  a 
voluntary  contribution  so  made;  provided  the  brother  made  it  as  a 
voluntary  payment,  and  with  a  full  knowledge  of  his  rights  in  the 
matter. 

70.  Statement. — A  brother  applied  for  transfer  by  card,  tendering 
fees  as  called  for  by  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  lodge  before 
this  new  legislation  (same  being  since  January  1)  and  was  accepted, 
neither  the  lodge  nor  the  brother  being  aware  of  the  new  laws. 

Question. — Should  the  lodge  return  the  fees? 

Answer. — If  the  brother  came  within  the  provisions  of  the  resolution 
of  the  session  of  1904  and  complied  with  all  its  conditions  and  the 
application  was  made  as  provided  by  the  resolution,  and  since  January 
1,  1905,  he  would  only  be  liable  to  pay  in  accordance  with  that  resolu¬ 
tion.  Under  these  conditions  and  the  fees  being  paid  by  the  brother, 
they  should  be  returned  to  him. 

71.  Statement. — The  subordinate  lodge  Constitution  of  New  Hamp-' 
shire  provides  that  “  if  a  brother  not  in  arrears  should  be  taken  sick, 
he  cannot  become  delinquent  while  sick,  or  be  deprived  of  his  stipulated 
weekly  benefits.” 

Question. — A  brother  became  delinquent  while  sick,  whose  sickness 
had  not  been  reported  to  his  lodge;  does  this  provision  have  any  effect 
in  such  case? 

Answer. — No.  The  evident  purpose  of  this  provision  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  was  that  his  benefits  should  avail  to  keep  his  dues  paid  up.  How¬ 
ever,  if  he  has  not  complied  with  rules  which  are  conditions  precedent

to  his  right  to  receive  benefits,  there  would  be  no  benefits  applicable  to 
his  dues,  and  there  would  be  nothing  to  prevent  his  becoming  delin¬ 
quent.  The  expressions  “  should  be  taken,”  and  “  while  sick  ”  must 
be  held  to  mean  such  sickness  as  will  be  recognized  by  the  lodge  as 
entitle  him  to  benefits. 

72.  Statement. — The  Constitution  of  subordinate  lodges,  Section  173, 
provides  as  follows: 

“  Lodge  can  appear  in  regalia — when.  This  lodge  shall  not  appear 
in  public  in  regalia  without  the  Grand  Master’s  permission,  except  it 
be  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  Anniversary  Day,  the  twenty-sixth  of  April, 
and  on  Memorial  Day,  or  at  a  funeral,  in  which  last  case  the  regalia 
may  be  worn  in  public,  together  with  the  funeral  regalia,  if  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  lodge  permit,  but  cannot  be  worn  without  such  funeral 
regalia.” 

Question. — Can  a  Grand  Lodge  legislate  to  permit  its  subordinates 
to  wear  regalia  on  July  4th  and  not  conflict  with  the  rights  and  duties 
of  a  Grand  Master,  requiring  him  to  secure  a  direct  promise  as  out¬ 
lined  in  Section  2  of  Busbee’s  Digest? 

Answer. — Yes.  A  Grand  Lodge  can  so  legislate.  The  law  quoted 
from  Section  2  of  Busbee’s  Digest  has  no  relation  to  the  wearing  of 
regalia  or  the  exaction  of  a  promise  on  occasions  in  which  by  law  regalia 
is  authorized  to  be  worn.  The  prohibition  against  the  use  of  intoxicat¬ 
ing  beverages,  and  their  being  offered  to  members  and  guests  on  such 
occasion,  would  apply  and  be  enforceable  without  a  promise. 

73.  Question. — Can  a  Grand  Lodge  legislate  to  permit  members  of 
its  subordinate  lodges  to  wear  regalia  on  any  stated  date?  If  so  kindly 
cite  the  law. 

Answer. — I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  would  have  the  right 
so  to  legislate;  provided,  the  day  selected  was  a  proper  occasion  and 
one  that  did  not  involve  any  immorality  or  impropriety. 

74.  Statement. — A  lodge  in  one  city  has  initiated  and  conferred 
three  degrees  upon  a  candidate  residing  in  another  city,  receiving  the 
fees  therefor;  the  lodge  located  in  the  city  of  his  residence  having 
refused  release  of  jurisdiction  to  the  lodge  which  subsequently  initiated 
him.  Complaint  was  made  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Massachusetts,  and 
the  lodge  initiating  the  candidate  acknowledges  the  facts.  The  law  of 
the  Jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts  on  this  subject  is  found  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  section  of  the  Constitution  of  subordinate  lodges,  to  wit: 

“No  person  shall  be  initiated  in  this  lodge  who  resides  in  any  other 
town  or  city  where  a  lodge  or  lodges  exist,  without  an  official  permit 
from  a  lodge  in  said  town  or  city,  or  from  the  Board  of  Grand 
Officers.” 

The  Constitution  of  subordinate  lodges  of  Massachusetts  provides  no 
penalty  for  the  violation  of  the  provision  above  cited. 

Question. — Does  the  general  law  of  the  Order  apply  to  this  case,  and 
under  such  general  law  is  the  offending  lodge  liable  to  pay  to  the  lodge 
of  the  candidate’s  original  Jurisdiction  the  amount  of  fees  paid  by  the 
initiate,  and  are  such  fees  to  include  simply  the  initiation  fee  or  the 
fees  for  all  the  three  degrees  thus  conferred? 

Answer. — The  law  bearing  on  this  subject  and  analogous  propositions 
will  be  found  collected  in  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  909,  910,  911,  912, 
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913,  914,  996,  and  997.  The  initiating  lodge  has  clearly  violated  the 
provision  of  its  Constitution,  and  is  liable  to  charges,  trial,  and  punish¬ 
ment.  There  is  nothing  in  the  Constitution  of  subordinate  lodges  of 
Massachusetts,  nor  in  the  general  laws  of  the  Order  specifying  or  pro¬ 
viding  the  penalty  or  punishment  for  such  infraction  of  the  law. 
Section  910  of  Busbee’s  Digest,  providing  for  a  return  of  the  fees, 
only  relates  to  a  case  where  the  membership  can  properly  be  cancelled 
and  the  fees  returned  to  the  applicant.  There  is  no  provision  for  the 
return  of  the  fees  to  the  lodge  of  original  Jurisdiction.  The  case 
covered  by  the  decision  digested  in  Sections  913  and  914  of  Busbee’s 
Digest  has  no  application  to  the  case  in  hand.  That  decision  was  under 
the  third  Section  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  resolution  adopted  in  1856  and  found  on  page 
2672  of  the  Journal.  This  constitutional  provision  and  resolution  have 
reference  only  to  a  case  where  a  citizen  of  one  State,  district  or  terri¬ 
tory,  wherein  lodges  are  established,  shall  seek  admission  to  member¬ 
ship  in  a  lodge  or  encampment  of  another  State,  district  or  territory. 
In  the  case  under  question  the  punishment  to  be  inflicted  on  the  lodge 
must  be  determined  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  in  the 
absence  of  any  penalty  being  provided  by  affirmative  enactment. 

75.  Statement. — A  lodge  acting  in  accordance  with  the  transfer  of 
membership  by  card  or  certificate  law  adopted  at  the  last  session  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  elects  a  brother  to  membership  upon  an 
official  certificate,  and  certifies  his  election  to  the  lodge  issuing  the 
official  certificate,  and  asks  for  a  withdrawal  card. 

Question. — In  such  case,  all  fees  and  dues  being  paid,  can  the  Noble 
Grand  and  Secretary  issue  the  withdrawal  card  without  any  formal 
action  of  the  lodge? 

Answer. — No.  The  withdrawal  card  can  only  be  issued  by  the  action 
and  vote  of  the  lodge.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sections  259,  264,  265. 

76.  Question. — If  action  of  the  lodge  be  required  must  the  vote  of 
the  lodge  be  by  ball  ballot? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Section  259. 

77.  Decision. — Under  the  new  law  in  relation  to  transfer  of  mem¬ 
bership  by  withdrawal  card  found  at  the  bottom  of  page  761  of  the 
Journal  of  1904,  I  decide  as  follows: 

A.  — The  law  applies  to  a  brother  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card  or 
holding  a  withdrawal  card  in  full  force  who  changes  his  place  of 
residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge  to  the  vicinity  of  another, 
and  who  desires  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  his  new  place  of  residence. 
The  holding  of  a  dismissal  certificate  or  an  official  receipt  is  not  suffi¬ 
cient.  He  must  hold  or  be  entitled  to  hold  a  withdrawal  card. 

B.  — The  change  of  residence  need  not  have  occurred  after  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  this  legislation,  nor  after  the  date  of  the  withdrawal  card,  but 
must  have  been  after  he  joined  the  lodge  from  which  he  proposed  to 
withdraw.  If  residing  near  to  one  lodge  he  lawfully  joins  another 
more  distant  from  his  residence,  he  cannot  claim  the  benefit  of  this 
law  to  alter  his  choice. 

C.  — The  change  of  residence  need  not  necessarily  be  from  one  Juris¬ 
diction  to  another,  but  may  be  from  one  section  of  a  city  to  another 
section  of  the  same  city,  or  from  one  part  to  another  part  of  the  same 
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county.  I  cannot  hold  that  to  move,  say  one  or  two  miles  from  one 
district  to  another,  would  entitle  the  brother  to  his  privilege,  and  yet 
a  change  of  ten  miles  or  more,  from  one  section  to  another  of  the  same 
city  would  exclude  him  from  its  benefits.  The  law  was  intended  to 
enable  brothers  to  belong  to  lodges  close  to  their  place  of  residence. 

D.  — The  law  does  not  apply  to  the  Rebekah  nor  to  the  Encampment 
branches  of  the  Order. 

E.  — The  application  to  the  new  lodge  need  not  be  accompanied  by  a 
dismissal  certificate,  an  official  receipt  or  a  withdrawal  card.  The  facts 
necessary  to  support  the  application  must  appear  in  the  petition  itself, 
as  the  resolution  provides.  This  petition  in  addition  to  the  facts  set 
forth  in  the  ordinary  application  for  membership  must  state  that  the 
applicant  is  a  member  of  the  Order  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card  from 
his  lodge  (naming  it),  or  that  he  holds  such  a  card  in  full  force 
(producing  it),  that  he  changed  his  place  of  residence  from  the  vicinity 
of  his  own  lodge  to  the  vicinity  of  the  one  he  now  desires  to  join,  and 
that  he  desires  to  join  such  lodge.  If  on  this  petition  he  is  elected,  by 
ball  ballot,  as  provided  by  local  law,  notice  should  be  given  by  the  new 
lodge  to  the  old  lodge  whereupon  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  withdrawal 
card  from  his  old  lodge  (if  he  does  not  already  hold  one  in  full  force), 
and  to  admission  to  the  new  lodge  on  the  conditions  stated  in  the  reso¬ 
lution  of  1904. 

78.  Question. — Does  the  law  (being  resolution  appended  to  Report 
No.  30,  on  page  761,  of  the  Journal  of  1904)  apply  to  a  withdrawal 
card  in  possession  of  a  brother,  or  must  the  application  be  made  on  an 
official  certificate  or  visiting  card,  and  if  elected,  the  Secretary  so  notify 
the  old  lodge  to  which  the  brother  belongs? 

Answer. — If  a  brother  holds  a  withdrawal  card  in  full  force,  it  is  of 
the  same  effect  as  though  he  were  “  entitled  ”  to  one  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  resolution.  He  cannot  be  admitted  under  this  resolution, 
however,  either  on  an  official  certificate  or  a  visiting  card. 

79.  Question. — Can  a  brother  change  his  membership  from  one  lodge 
to  another  in  the  same  city,  he  not  having  changed  his  residence? 

Answer. — No.  The  resolution  only  applies  to  a  case  where  a  brother 
changes  his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge  to  the  vicinity 
of  another. 

80.  Question. — Can  a  Grand  Lodge  elect  its  Grand  Master  from  the 
floor  without  previous  service  in  office? 

Answer. — Yes;  unless  there  is  some  provision  in  your  Constitution 
making  him  ineligible. 

81.  Statement. — Section  2168,  of  Busbee’s  Digest,  contains  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

“  A  brother  who  is  in  possession  of  a  dismissal  certificate  and  the 
A.  T.  P.  W.  may  visit  a  lodge  of  his  own  Jurisdiction,  although  he  be 
without  the  P.  W.  of  the  current  term.” 

Question. — Is  this  digesting  a  correct  statement  of  the  law? 

Answer. — No.  The  law  is  erroneously  digested.  This  portion  of 
paragraph  2168,  of  Busbee’s  Digest,  is  based  on  Decision  No.  76  of  the 
Grand  Sire  (approved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge),  found  on  page 
15,174  of  the  Journal  of  1897.  The  decision  made  by  the  Grand  Sire 
reads  as  follows: 
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“  Decision  No.  76.  Question. — Can  a  brother  who  is  in  possession  of 
a  certificate  and  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  visit  a  lodge  within  the  Jurisdiction 
containing  his  own  lodge,  he  being  without  the  P.  W.  of  the  current 
term?  Answer. — Yes.” 

The  decision  of  the  Grand  Sire  evidently  referred  to  an  official 
certificate  or  receipt,  and  not  to  a  dismissal  certificate.  The  digesting 
of  Section  2168  on  this  subject  should  read  as  follows:  A  brother  who 
is  in  possession  of  an  official  certificate  or  receipt  and  the  A.  T.  P.  W. 
may  visit  a  lodge  within  his  own  Jurisdiction,  although  he  be  without 
the  P.  W.  of  the  current  term. 

82.  Question. — When  did  this  law  become  effective  on  subordinate 
lodges.  Was  it  January  1,  1905? 

Answer. — Your  question  relates  to  the  resolution  of  the  session  of 
1904  in  relation  to  transfer  of  membership  by  withdrawal  card.  My 
answer  is  that  it  became  effective  January  1,  1905. 

83.  Question. — Has  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  to 
verify,  or  pass,  or  in  any  way  notify  their  subordinates  that  this  law 
has  been  passed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  to  make  the  law  imper¬ 
ative  on  the  subordinates  of  this  Jurisdiction? 

Answer. — No.  The  law  went  into  operation  on  January  1,  1905,  with¬ 
out  any  action  or  notice  from  Grand  Masters.  It  might  not  be  amiss, 
however,  for  you  to  call  the  attention  of  your  members  to  the  resolu¬ 
tion,  quoting  it. 

84.  Question. — Does  this  law  apply  to  the  Encampment  and  Rebekah 
branches  of  the  Order? 

Answer. — No. 

85.  Question. — Does  the  law  passed  by  the  last  session  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter  of  transferring  of  membership  by  card 
or  certificate  without  being  required  to  pay  an  admission  fee  apply  in 
cities  having  two  or  more  lodges,  possessing  concurrent  jurisdiction, 
when  members  desire  to  transfer  from  one  lodge  to  another? 

Answer. — You  must  note  that  under  the  resolution  of  1904  there  can 
be  no  transfer  of  membership  on  certificate  but  only  on  a  withdrawal 
card.  The  fact  that  the  two  lodges  are  located  within  the  same  city 
does  not  prevent  the  transfer  of  membership,  provided  all  the  other 
conditions  required  by  the  resolution  exist. 

86.  Question. — The  laws  of  the  Order  require  a  two-thirds  vote  to 
expel  a  member.  After  conviction,  a  lodge  refuses  to  affix  any  penalty, 
whereupon  the  Grand  Master  orders  the  lodge  to  expel  the  brother.  Is 
the  lodge  in  contempt  wrhen  a  majority  vote  only  can  be  secured  to 
carry  out  the  orders  of  the  Grand  Master,  or  does  a  majority  vote  expel 
a  member  under  such  an  order  from  the  Grand  Master? 

Answer. — If  the  law  of  the  lodge  requires  a  two-thirds  vote,  the  Grand 
Master  has  no  authority  to  set  it  aside,  and  direct  expulsion  by  a 
majority  vote.  If  the  lodge  has  the  discretion  to  fix  a  penalty  and 
declines  by  the  necessary  vote  to  make  it  expulsion,  I  cannot  understand 
how  the  Grand  Master  can  direct  the  lodge  to  expel.  A  fuller  state¬ 
ment  of  the  facts  under  which  this  case  arises  would  be  necessary  for 
an  absolutely  correct  answer. 
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87.  Question. — Is  it  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  for  a  man 
to  be  a  chronic  wife-beater  and  use  vile  and  indecent  language  to  his 
wife  in  the  presence  of  his  children,  who  are  all  minors? 

Answer. — Emphatically  yes. 

88.  Statement. — Section  3  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  for  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Virginia  reads  as  follows: 

“  When  balloting  for  a  candidate  for  membership  or  degrees,  if  not 
more  than  two  (2)  black  balls  appear,  he  shall  be  declared  elected; 
should  three  (3)  or  more  black  balls  appear  the  candidate  shall  be 
declared  rejected  and  the  money  returned.” 

Question. — Do  the  words  “  candidate  for  membership  ”  in  this  section 
refer  only  to  candidates  for  membership  by  initiation,  or  do  they  also 
include  candidates  for  membership  on  withdrawal  card? 

Answer. — They  include  all  candidates  for  membership,  whether  by 
initiation  or  on  withdrawal  card.  A  careful  examination  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution  for  subordinate  lodges  in  the  Virginia  Jurisdiction  does  not  indi¬ 
cate  that  any  different  method  of  balloting  or  conditions  of  balloting 
are  prescribed  between  members  to  be  admitted  originally  by  initiation, 
and  those  to  be  admitted  by  withdrawal  card.  A  reading  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Constitution  on  this  subject  indicates  very  clearly  that 
in  speaking  of  candidates  for  membership  no  distinction  between  can¬ 
didates  of  the  various  classes  is  intended.  If  this  construction  were 
not  adopted  there  would  be  no  constitutional  provision  as  to  the  taking 
of  a  ballot  for  candidates  to  be  admitted  on  withdrawal  card,  nor  as  to 
what  vote  would  elect  or  reject. 

89.  Statement. — The  Constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Virginia  makes  no  provisions  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  made.  The  only  provision  on 
the  subject  is  found  in  Art.  XIII,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  No  alteration  or  amendment  to  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws  of  a 
subordinate  lodge  shall  be  made  unless  written  notice  thereof  shall  be 
submitted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  lodge,  signed  by  two  members  in 
good  standing,  and  then  laid  over  for  two  meetings  before  final  action 
is  taken  on  the  same.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  effect  such  alteration  or  amendment.” 

Question. — -Under  this  provision  can  the  Constitution  for  subordinate 
lodges  be  amended  at  the  same  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  which 
the  amendment  is  presented,  or  must  it  lay  over  to  the  next  session? 

Answer. — Grand  Lodges  have  the  power  to  adopt  constitutions  for 
the  government  of  their  subordinates,  and  to  alter  or  amend  them  at 
will.  There  being  no  restriction  in  the  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on 
the  subject  indicated  in  the  question,  it  is  held  that  these  constitutions 
can  be  amended  without  the  amendment  lying  over  until  the  next,  or 
any  other  subsequent  session  for  consideration. 

90.  Statement. — At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia 
a  resolution  was  adopted  providing  that  when  an  appeal  is  taken  from 
the  sentence  of  a  lodge  after  trial,  such  appeal  shall  act  as  a  stay  of 
sentence  until  the  appeal  is  decided  by  the  highest  authority  to  which 
resort  is  had;  and  further  provided  that,  pending  the  decision  of  such 
appeal,  the  brother  under  sentence,  or  rather  under  conviction,  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  in  good  standing  in  the  lodge. 
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Question. — Is  this  resolution  illegal? 

Answer. — The  question  of  what  shall  be  the  status  of  a  brother 
affected  by  a  decision  of  a  subordinate  body  pending  his  appeal  to  a 
higher  body  is  one  that  must  be  determined  and  settled  by  the  local 
law  of  the  Jurisdiction.  I  do  not  have  before  me  a  copy  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  nor  of  its  Constitution  for  the 
government  of  subordinate  lodges.  Unless  in  those  Constitutions  there 
is  some  provision  that  would  conflict  with  the  resolution  above  recited, 
I  would  hold  that  the  resolution  is  a  valid  exercise  of  the  power  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia.  Of  course,  I  do  not  comment  upon  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  legislation  that  would  visit  upon  a  member  of  the  Order  all  the 
penalties  of  an  adverse  decision,  when  no  final  judgment  has  been 
entered  in  his  case,  and  the  right  of  appeal  to  higher  bodies  is  given 
by  law;  and  in  view  of  the  general  proposition  that  all  persons  charged 
with  an  offence  are  to  be  presumed  innocent  until  proven  guilty.  I  am 
simply  passing  upon  the  question  of  the  power  of  a  Grand  Lodge  to 
legislate,  as  is  provided  in  the  resolution  recited. 

91.  Question. — A  brother  becomes  a  non-beneficial  member  according 
to  Section  905  of  Busbee’s  Digest.  He  resides  in  another  Jurisdiction. 
How  can  his  lodge  proceed  in  order  that  he  may  have  the  Annual 
Travelling  Pass  Word,  and  what  kind  of  a  certificate  can  they  give 
him  that  lodges  in  other  Jurisdictions  can  receive  him  as  a  visitor? 

Answer. — The  brother  should  be  given  a  visiting  card.  The  law  does 
not  provide  any  specific  form  of  visiting  card  in  -cases  of  non-beneficial 
members,  as  inquiry  for  them  is  rarely  made.  My  suggestion  would 
be  that  you  should  give  him  the  ordinary  visiting  card,  changed  so  as 
to  meet  his  case.  That  is  to  say,  the  statement  in  the  card  showing 
what  benefits  he  is  entitled  to  should  be  stricken  out  and,  in  place 
thereof,  the  statement  should  be  made  that  the  brother  is  a  non- 
beneficial  member. 

92.  Question. — Can  a  Grand  Lodge  appropriate  from  its  funds  to 
purchase  souvenir  badges  for  Grand  Representatives  to  distribute  free 
at  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — I  understand  that  you  are  now  referring  to  souvenir  badges 
which  are  given  to  Grand  Representatives  to  be  by  them  distributed 
among  their  friends  at  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  My  answer  would 
be  “No,”  a  Grand  Lodge  has  no  right  so  to  use  its  funds,  unless  its 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  clearly  so  provide. 

93.  Question. — Can  a  Grand  Lodge  appropriate  funds  for  a  prize  to 
the  best-drilled  canton? 

Answer. — Yes;  unless  there  is  something  in  the  Constitution  or  By- 
Laws  of  your  Grand  Lodge  to  prevent  it. 


REBEKAH  DECISIONS. 

94.  Question. — Is  it  competent  for  a  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution: 

“  Resolved ,  That  hereafter  the  services  of  a  watcher  or  nurse  fur¬ 
nished  to  a  disabled  member  by  any  Rebekah  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction 
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shall  be  limited  to  a  period  of  four  weeks  in  any  one  disability,  or  such 
less  time  as  said  services  may  be  needed.” 

Answer. — Yes. 

95.  Question. — Does  the  law  providing  for  the  honors  of  the  Order, 
for  elective  and  past  elective  officers  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly,  contem¬ 
plate  that  these  honors  shall  be  paid  to  elective  and  past  elective  offi¬ 
cers  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  when  visiting  a  Rebekah  lodge  outside  of 
their  own  Jurisdiction? 

Answer. — Yes;  provided  the  visit  is  on  official  business,  or  in  an  offi¬ 
cial  capacity.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Secs.  1247  and  2216. 

96.  Question. — Does  the  resolution  recommended  by  the  Special 
Committee  on  “  transfer  of  Membership  by  Card  or  Certificate,”  found 
in  Report  No.  30,  on  page  64  of  the  Daily  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  San  Francisco  (1904),  and  adopted  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  (see  Daily  Journal  161),  apply  to  Rebekah 
lodges? 

Answer. — No. 

97.  Question. — Is  a  married  lady,  whose  husband  is  not  a  member 
of  the  Order,  but  whose  father  or  brother  is  a  member  of  the  Order, 
eligible  for  membership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge? 

Answer. — Yes.  The  Rebekah  Degree  Code,  Sec.  6,  states  the  quali¬ 
fications  for  membership  in  Rebekah  lodges  as  follows: 

(1)  All  persons  who  have  received  the  Rebekah  degree. 

(2)  All  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing;  their  wives,  daughters,  sisters, 
and  mothers;  also  the  daughters,  sisters,  and  mothers  of  deceased  Odd 
Fellows,  who  at  the  time  of  their  death  were  members  of  our  Order. 

(3)  All  unmarried  white  women,  who  have  attained  the  age  of  18 
years. 

Under  this  designation  the  applicant  you  speak  of  is  the  daughter 
and  the  sister  of  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing.  The  fact 
that  she  is  married  to  a  man  who  is  not  an  Odd  Fellow  does  not  render 
her  ineligible. 

98.  Question. — Who  is  responsible  for  costs  of  appeal  to  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge?  In  the  case  of  an  appeal  where  the  committee 
directs  the  lodge  to  pay  the  widow  $100,  who  should  pay  costs;  the 
brother  carrying  the  appeal  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge,  or  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  affirmed  the  action  of  the 
subordinate  lodge? 

Answer. — The  law  of  the  Order  makes  no  provision  for  the  recovery 
of  costs  of  an  appeal  by  one  litigant  from  another;  therefore  costs 
made  by  one  party  cannot  be  recovered  from  the  other,  no  matter  what 
may  be  the  result  of  the  litigation. 

99.  Question. — Have  the  officers  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly,  such  as 
President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  the  right  to  hold 
office  in  their  Rebekah  lodge  in  which  they  hold  membership?  If  so, 
what  office? 

Answer. — Yes;  any  office.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sec.  2510. 
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100.  Question. — Has  the  Grand  Master  not  the  privilege  to  instruct 
the  President  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  or  a  Past  Noble  Grand  to  insti¬ 
tute  a  new  Rebekah  lodge? 

Answer. — This  matter  is  determined  entirely  by  the  law  of  the  local 
Grand  Lodge,  to  which  I  must  refer  you  for  answer. 

101.  Question. — Can  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  assist  in  insti¬ 
tuting  a  new  Rebekah  lodge  who  is  himself  not  a  Rebekah  nor  willing 
to  be? 

Answer. — No.  See  Sec.  3  of  Rebekah  Code. 

102.  Statement. — A  married  woman,  not  the  wife  of  an  Odd  Fellow, 
who  is  not  eighteen  years  of  age,  but  is  the  daughter  of  an  Odd  Fellow 
in  good  standing,  whose  mother  is  a  Rebekah  and  whose  father-in-law 
and  mother-in-law  are  also  members  of  the  Order,  and  whose  husband 
is  not  old  enough  to  become  an  Odd  Fellow,  makes  application  for  mem¬ 
bership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge. 

Question. — Is  she  eligible? 

Answer. — She  is  not  eligible  because  she  has  not  attained  the  age 
of  eighteen  years.  The  eighteen-year  age-limit  applies  to  all  applicants, 
except  the  wife  of  an  Odd  Fellow.  See  Journal  of  1903,  pages  427  and 
428. 

103.  Question. — Can  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  a  Rebekah 
lodge  grant  a  dispensation  to  receive  the  application  of,  ballot  upon,  and 
initiate  a  candidate  on  one  and  the  same  meeting  night  of  the  lodge? 

Answer. — No;  unless  this  power  is  given  by  local  legislation.  See 
Busbee’s  Digest,  Secs.  2530,  2531,  2532. 

104.  Question. — Can  a  brother,  who  is  a  Noble  Grand  of  his  subor¬ 
dinate  lodge,  wear  his  Noble  Grand  regalia  in  the  Rebekah  lodge  of 
which  he  is  a  member? 

Answer. — No.  The  regalia  of  a  Noble  Grand,  Vice  Grand,  or  other 
officer  of  a  lodge  should  be  worn  by  the  person  lawfully  occupying  the 
office  or  chair  at  the  time  being.  The  Noble  Grand’s  regalia  is  not  one 
that  should  be  worn  by  the  Noble  Grand,  except  when  performing  some 
duty  of  his  office. 

105.  Statement. — The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  con¬ 
tains  the  following  provision: 

“  Charters  for  subordinate  lodges  shall  be  granted  only  at  annual 
sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  provided,  however,  that  the  Grand  Master 
may,  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  issue  a  dispensation  for 
instituting  a  new  lodge  where  the  petition  for  the  same  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  District  Grand  Committee  of  the  District  in  which  the 
lodge  is  to  be  located,  and  approved  by  it,  etc.” 

Question. — Does  this  section,  so  far  as  its  relation  to  the  dispensation 
of  the  Grand  Master,  apply  to  Rebekah  lodges? 

Answer. — I  would  say  “No”;  unless  there  is  some  other  provision 
in  your  Constitution,  not  submitted  to  me,  which  would  indicate  an 
intention  that  the  section  should  apply  to  Rebekah  lodges. 
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ENCAMPMENT  DECISIONS. 

106.  Question. — Does  the  decision  reported  in  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sec. 
1816,  apply  to  Grand  Encampments?  The  section  of  the  Digest  referred 
to  being  as  follows: 

“  But  it  is  illegal  for  a  Grand  Lodge  to  permit  any  members  of  a 
suspended  or  expelled  lodge  to  become  members  as  petitioners  or  other¬ 
wise,  who  were  engaged  in  the  illegal  acts  that  caused  the  suspension 
or  expulsion.” 

Answer. — Yes. 

107.  Question. — Can  an  encampment  legally  donate  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  dollars  ($800)  for  the  formation  of  a  Canton  of  Patriarchs 
Militant  in  the  city  in  which  Polynesia  Encampment  is  located? 

Answer. — No.  The  resolution  adopted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  session  of  1868,  found  in  the  Journal  of  that  year  on  page  4423, 
and  digested  in  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sec.  514,  is  not  broad  enough  to  cover 
this  proposition. 

108.  Question. — Is  there  any  general  law  of  the  Order  requiring 
encampments  to  pay  funeral  benefits? 

Answer. — No.  This  is  a  matter  regulated  by  local  legislation  in 
each  Jurisdiction. 

109.  Question. — Does  the  new  legislation  regarding  joining  lodges 
on  withdrawal  card  without  expense,  except  for  the  card,  apply  as  well 
to  encampments? 

Answer. — I  assume  you  refer  to  the  resolution  of  1904,  found  on 
page  761  of  the  revised  Journal.  My  answer  is  “  No,”  the  resolution 
does  not  apply  to  encampments. 

110.  Statement. — A  brother  of  an  encampment  in  the  State  of  Ohio 
holds  a  receipt  for  dues  for  the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1904.  He 
was  taken  sick  on  October  1.  On  October  9  he  sent  his  dues  to  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  the  Scribe  of  his  encampment.  His  encampment  met  on 
October  10,  which  was  the  first  meeting  after  October  1.  At  that  meet¬ 
ing  a  new  receipt  was  issued  to  him. 

Section  41  of  the  Constitution  of  subordinate  encampments  in  Ohio 
contains  this  provision: 

“  Each  beneficial  member  of  an  encampment  shall  pay  into  the  treas¬ 
ury  thereof  not  less  than  four  dollars  per  annum,  in  such  sums  and 
at  such  times  as  he  may  elect,  but  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  he  must 
keep  his  dues  paid  in  advance;  provided,  that  dues  paid  to  the  Scribe 
between  meetings  of  the  encampment  shall  be  credited  as  of  the  date 
of  the  next  regular  meeting  thereof.” 

Question. — Was  the  brother  entitled  to  benefits  for  the  sickness  com¬ 
mencing  on  October  1? 

Answer. — No.  His  dues  had  been  paid  up  to  the  end  of  the  quarter 
terminating  on  September  30  only.  While  on  October  9  he  sent  his 
dues  to  the  residence  of  the  Scribe,  they  were  not  actually  credited 
until  the  meeting  night  on  October  10.  That  was  the  earliest  date  after 
October  1,  on  which  he  could  have  paid  dues;  and  when  he  paid  them 
he  did  necessarily  make  a  payment  of  dues  in  advance  from  that  date. 
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On  October  1,  when  he  was  taken  sick,  he  was  not  in  arrears,  because 
he  had  paid  up  until  September  30,  and  his  first  opportunity  to  pay 
dues  thereafter  did  not  occur  until  October  10.  However,  on  October  1 
he  was  not  in  position  of  having  paid  any  dues  in  advance,  and  there¬ 
fore,  under  the  language  of  your  Constitution,  he  was  not  beneficial  on 
that  date. 

111.  Statement. — We  have  an  encampment  in  this  Jurisdiction 
(South  Carolina)  with  15  or  20  Past  Chief  Patriarchs,  and  if  a  Grand 
Encampment  is  instituted  this  encampment  will  send  all  their  Past 
Officers  there,  and  if  possible  will  elect  all  the  officers. 

Question. — Can  the  representatives  be  restricted  to  2  or  3  representa¬ 
tives  for  each  encampment  at  the  institution? 

Answer. — We  presume  you  mean  at  the  institution  of  the  Grand 
Encampment.  I  answer  that  while  the  number  of  representatives  may 
be  restricted  by  your  Constitution,  yet  all  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Body  have  a  right  to  vote  for  the  election  of  officers  in  such  form  as 
the  local  law  provides. 

112.  Question. — Can  an  encampment  initiate  or  advance  a  brother 
of  the  Scarlet  Degree  to  the  Patriarchal  Degree  by  merely  obligating 
him  and  instructing  him  in  the  secret  work,  without  conferring  upon 
him  the  ritualistic  charges  and  lectures  in  the  encampment  by  the 
proper  officers  by  simply  sending  out  a  Past  Chief  Patriarch  to  admin¬ 
ister  the  obligation  in  the  ante-room? 

Answer. — No. 


DELAYED  MISCELLANEOUS  DECISIONS. 

113.  Question. — Does  the  resolution  (1904  session  as  to  transfer  of 
membership  on  change  of  residence)  apply  to  members  moving  from 
one  vicinity  to  another  in  the  same  jurisdiction,  as  well  as  to  those 
moving  from  one  State  to  another? 

Answer. — Yes. 

114.  Question. — If  a  member  of  a  lodge,  who  has  been  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  moves  from  one  vicinity  to  another  and  makes 
application  to  a  lodge  for  admission,  and  is  accepted  as  a  member,  must 
the  lodge  of  which  he  was  first  a  member  cancel  all  of  the  brother’s 
back  dues  and  grant  him  a  withdrawal  card  upon  application  for  the 
same,  or  must  the  brother  pay  up  his  indebtedness  prior  to  receiving 
his  withdrawal  card? 

v  Answer. — He  must  be  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card  under  the  laws 
of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  from  which  he  desires  to  withdraw, 
and  must  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  law,  which  are  con¬ 
ditions  to  his  being  so  entitled.  When  he  has  become  entitled  to  the 
card,  the  lodge  should  grant  it  under  the  provisions  of  the  resolution 
of  1904,  if  the  conditions  specified  in  that  resolution  exist. 

115.  Question. — If  a  member  has  a  withdrawal  card  and  deposits  the 
same  with  his  application  for  membership  in  another  lodge,  is  he 
entitled  to  be  received  as  a  member  in  the  lodge  where  he  deposits  his 
card  without  charge,  as  admission  fee,  the  same  as  a  member  who 
makes  application  prior  to  receiving  his  withdrawal  card? 
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Answer. — Yes;  provided  his  withdrawal  card  is  in  full  force,  and 
provided  all  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  resolution  of  1904  exist. 

116.  Question. — If  a  brother  moves  from  one  vicinity  to  another,  and 
makes  application  for  membership  to  a  lodge  in  the  vicinity  to  which 
he  removes,  and  is  accepted  by  said  lodge,  does  the  brother  or  the  lodge 
that  has  accepted  him  to  become  a  member,  make  application  to  the 
former  lodge  for  a  withdrawal  card? 

Answer. — The  application  should  be  made  by  the  brother,  but  the  new 
lodge  should  give  notice  to  the  old  lodge  of  the  application  for  member¬ 
ship. 

117.  Question.-^ Can  a  brother  under  the  resolution  of  1904  be  pro¬ 
posed  on  a  regular  proposition  blank  by  a  member  of  the  lodge  which  he 
wishes  to  join,  said  proposition  blank  requiring  the  proposition  fee  to 
accompany  it;  of  must  the  brother  make  application  in  writing,  stating 
his  desire  to  unite  with  said  lodge? 

Answer. — The  brother  should  apply  by  petition  setting  forth  all  the 
facts  necessary  to  entitle  him  to  the  benefits  of  the  resolution  of  1904. 

118.  Question. — Does  the  resolution  prohibit  in  the  future  all  lodges 
from  charging  an  admission  fee  to  members  seeking  admission  in 
their  lodge  by  card  or  certificate? 

Answer. — No.  The  resolution  applies  only  to  brothers  who  come 
within  its  descriptive  provisions. 

119.  Question. — Can  a  lodge  enact  a  By-Law  like  the  following: 

“  Should  a  brother  be  reported  sick  or  disabled,  suffering  with  the 
same  sickness  or  disability  for  which  he  had  received  weekly  benefits 
within  a  period  of  forty  weeks  after  having  beeen  declared  well  and 
off  the  care  of  the  lodge,  such  sickness  or  disability  shall  be  considered 
as  a  continuation  of  the  previous  sickness  or  disability,  and  weekly 
benefits  shall  be  paid  commencing  with  the  first  week  at  the  same  rate 
per  week  following  the  last  week’s  benefits  paid  for  the  previous  sick¬ 
ness  or  disability.” 

Answer. — Yes;  unless  there  is  something  in  the  law  of  your  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  or  your  subordinate  lodge  Constitution  to  prevent  it. 

120.  Question. — Can  a  lodge  enact  a  By-Law  like  the  following: 

“  Every  member  having  received  benefits  for  sickness  or  disability 
from  the  lodge,  and  being  declared  off  the  care  of  the  lodge,  and  again 
being  reported  with  the  same  sickness  or  disability,  his  benefits  shall 
commence  at  the  same  rate  as  when  declared  off  the  care  of  the  lodge.” 

Answer. — Yes;  unless  there  is  something  in  the  law  of  your  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  or  your  subordinate  lodge  Constitution  to  prevent  it. 

121.  Question. — Can  a  lodge  enact  a  law  fixing  any  period  of  time 
between  a  brother  who  is  sick  or  disabled  being  declared  off  the  care 
of  the  lodge,  and  then  being  placed  again  on  the  care  of  the  lodge  for 
the  same  sickness  or  disability,  fixing  the  amount  of  benefits  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  per  week  to  be  the  same  as  the  amount  said  brother  was  receiving 
when  declared  off  the  care  of  the  lodge;  if  so,  how  long  a  time? 

Answer. — Yes;  unless  there  is  something  in  the  law  of  your  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  or  your  subordinate  lodge  Constitution  to  prevent  it.  The  length 
of  time  is  to  be  determined  by  each  lodge  subject  to  the  foregoing 
proviso. 
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122.  Question. — A  lodge  appoints  a  special  committee  to  make 
repairs  on  the  lodge-room.  There  is  no  objection  in  any  way  whatever 
as  to  the  work  being  done.  Has  the  lodge  the  right  to  appoint  such 
special  committee  when  the  subordinate  Constitution  provides  that  the 
trustees  shall  “carry  out  all  other  acts  not  otherwise  provided  for”? 
Is  the  lodge  in  duty  bound  to  place  this  matter  in  the  hands  of  the 
trustees,  or  has  the  lodge  the  right  to  select  a  special  committee  for 
the  purpose? 

Answer. — The  lodge  has  the  right  to  appoint  a  special  committee  to 
attend  to  such  special  and  exceptional  work. 

NECROLOGY. 

In  the  appendix  to  this  report  will  be  found  a  copy  of  the  proclamation 
issued  by  the  Grand  Sire  on  April  25,  1905,  giving  a  list  of  the  members 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  who  died  during  the  period  since  the 
issuing  of  the  former  proclamation.  In  respect  to  this  list  I  beg  to 
refer  to  the  proclamation  instead  of  inserting  its  contents  in  the  body 
of  this  report.  It  is  marked  Exhibit  “A”  in  the  appendix. 

The  year  has  been  prolific  in  losses  to  the  Order  of  those  who  for 
years  had  been  prominent  in  its  work. 

On  December  18,  1904,  Past  Grand  Sire  James  P.  Sanders  of  New 
York,  passed  to  his  rest.  His  death  removed  a  most  striking  figure 
from  the  floor  of  this  Body.  For  more  than  50  years  he  had  been  a 
member  and  an  almost  constant  attendant  at  its  sessions.  He  had 
grown  to  be  an  almost  indispensable  part  of  the  convocation.  He  joined 
the  Order  when  its  membership  was  but  30,000,  and  remained  with  it 
until  it  reached  1,500,000.  He  was  a  man  of  great  force  of  character, 
of  strong  convictions,  of  marked  ability,  a  sturdy  adherent  to  the  old 
land-marks  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  the  mortal  enemy  of  “  innovations.” 
While  he  sometimes  refused  to  keep  step  with  the  march  of  the  Order 
in  its  new  fields  of  work,  he  never  faltered  in  his  love  for  its  underlying 
principles,  or  in  his  fealty  to  its  professions.  He  will  be  missed  from 
the  floor  of  this  Body  perhaps  more  than  any  man.  We  shall  not  soon 
look  upon  his  like  again. 

On  April  12  of  this  year  our  beloved  Grand  Secretary,  J.  Frank  Grant, 
died  at  his  home  in  Baltimore,  after  an  illness  of  about  a  month.  The 
expressions  of  regret  at  his  untimely  death,  and  of  sympathy  with  his 
family,  that  poured  in  on  me  from  every  quarter  of  the  world  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  were  striking  proof  of  the  high  regard  in  which  he  was  so 
universally  held.  In  the  very  prime  of  life,  and  apparently  in  the 
bloom  of  health,  he  was  stricken  down  in  the  midst  of  his  work.  He 
was  not  only  a  faithful,  earnest,  sincere  official,  and  a  noble  specimen  of 
man,  but  he  had  those  attributes  that  endeared  him  to  all  who  came  in 
contact  with  him.  He  was  not  only  admired  and  esteemed  for  his  ster¬ 
ling  qualities  and  mind,  but  he  was  beloved  by  all  for  his  gentle,  kindly 
qualities  as  well.  I  do  not  recall  any  one  in  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  who  had  more  warm,  personal,  close  friends  than  our  deceased 
Grand  Secretary.  The  loss  to  the  Order  involved  in  his  death  is  almost 
irreparable,  and  he  will  be  mourned  as  long  as  life  continues  to  those 
who  knew  him. 

On  July  30,  1905,  Past  Grand  Sire  John  W.  Stebbins  died  at  his  home 
in  Rochester,  N.  Y.  He,  too,  was  a  familiar  figure  on  the  floor  of  The 
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Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  was  prominent  in  the  work  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  everywhere.  Since  his  retirement  from  the  Grand  Sireship,  he 
had  not  been  taking  a  very  active  part  in  the  work  of  this  Body,  al¬ 
though  a  regular  attendant  at  its  sessions,  and  a  careful  observer  of 
its  actions.  The  history  of  Odd  Fellowship,  however,  in  the  past  25 
years  as  it  is  found  upon  the  Journals  of  this  Body  is  filled  with  his 
handiwork.  He  was  a  good  Odd  Fellow,  a  close  student  of  all  its  work, 
written  and  unwritten,  and  has  left  his  mark  upon  the  path  of  its 
progress. 

MILITANT  BRANCH. 

The  Militant  Branch  alone  in  our  organization  fails  to  show  substan¬ 
tial  progress.  There  has  been  a  loss  in  membership  during  the  year  of 
a  little  over  300,  while  but  few  new  Cantons  have  been  instituted.  I  do 
not  doubt  that  the  branch  is  in  better  condition  than  a  year  ago,  owing 
to  the  weeding  process  that  has  been  steadily  going  on,  but  the  depart¬ 
ment  still  remains  weak  as  compared  to  all  the  other  branches  of  the 
Order.  This  condition  of  affairs  in  my  judgment  demands  immediate 
attention,  and  perhaps  radical  measures. 

That  it  is  a  most  valuable  and  advantageous  addition  to  our  Order 
all  will  admit.  It  was  organized  to  meet  a  pressing  need;  namely,  that 
the  Order  might  have  some  means  of  presenting  to  the  public  outward 
evidence  of  its  strength  and  importance,  which  might  thus  attract 
public  attention  to  our  institution  and  a  study  of  our  work,  which 
would  inevitably  result  in  its  growth  and  spread.  It  was  also  needed 
to  meet  the  military  spirit  and  a  desire  for  public  display,  which  in¬ 
fluences  so  many  of  the  young  and  without  which  they  were  being  led 
in  other  institutions  less  meritorious  than  ours.  Its  growth  and  devel¬ 
opment  have  been  a  disappointment,  and  the  difficulty  arises  in  my 
judgment  from  two  reasons:  First.  The  constituency  from  which  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  could  be  recruited  was  entirely  too  small;  and 
second,  that  constituency  was  comprised  of  older  members  of  the  Order, 
and  those  who  would  be  least  inclined  to  go  into  a  military  organization. 

Our  encampment  membership  is  about  170,000;  our  subordinate  lodge 
membership  about  1,200,000.  The  average  age  of  members  of  the  En¬ 
campment  branch  is  necessarily  higher  than  in  the  lodges.  The  great 
body  of  Odd  Fellows  are  excluded  from  membership  in  the  Militant 
branch,  except  on  condition  that  they  also  join  the  Encampment  branch. 
Experience  has  demonstrated  that  on  this  basis  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
branch  will  not  grow,  and  will  never  become  the  important  branch  of 
the  Order  that  it  ought  to  be. 

I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  it  is  the  almost  universal  opinion  that 
the  militants  should  be  recruited  from  the  subordinate  branch  (Scarlet 
Degree  members)  rather  than  from  the  Encampment  branch,  but  for 
the  fear  that  such  a  change  would  do  the  encampments  an  injury.  It 
seems  to  mo  statistics  clearly  indicate  that  it  is  a  mistaken  view  that 
the  encampments  are  helped  by  the  Militant  branch,  or  that  they  will 
be  injured  by  permitting  Scarlet  Degree  members  to  become  Patriarchs 
Militant. 

I  have  gone  to  the  trouble  of  collecting  statistics  on  this  subject  so  as 
to  determine  whether  in  point  of  fact  the  organization  of  the  Militant 
branch  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  benefit  to  the  Encampment  branch. 
My  recollection  is  that  the  Militant  branch  became  active  in  1886.  Of 
course,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  as  the  subordinate  branch  grows,  the 
Encampment  will  also  grow  in  reasonable  proportions.  In  other  words, 
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that  the  encampments  might  be  safely  assumed  always  to  include  about 
the  same  percentage  of  subordinate  lodge  membership.  If  it  were  true 
that  the  Militant  branch  helps  the  Encampment,  the  statistics  ought  to 
show  that  after  the  organization  of  that  branch  the  encampments  in¬ 
cluded  a  larger  percentage  of  the  subordinate  lodge  membership  than 
before.  Yet  this  is  not  the  case. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  percentage  of  subordinate  lodge 
members  who  were  also  encampment  members  at  various  periods  from

date.  It  shows  that

These  figures  are  a  complete  answer  to  the  statement  that  the  Mili¬ 
tant  branch  has  helped  the  Encampment  branch,  or  that  its  present 
plan  of  organization  is  essential  to  the  growth  of  the  Encampment 
branch.’  Thus,  while  the  Militant  branch  is  not  helping  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch,  its  growth  is  retarded  by  the  small  field  from  which  it 
can  draw  its  membership.  The  membership  of  the  Militant  branch  is 
now  about  18,000,  or  approximately  12.21  per  cent  of  the  Encampment 
membership.  In  1886  the  percentage  was  12.94  per  cent.  It  never 
exceeded  19  per  cent,  and  that  was  for  but  two  years,  and  at  one  time 
it  dropped  as  low  as  5  per  cent. 

Assuming  that  if  the  Scarlet  Degree  were  made  the  basis  of  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Militants,  the  same  proportion  of  that  membership 
would  join  as  are  now  joining  from  the  Encampment,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  Militants  to-day  ought  to  number  144,000  instead  of  18,000.  Is 
it  not  safe  to  assume  that  the  percentage  would  be  greater,  because  of 
the  younger  average  age  of  the  subordinate  lodge  constituency? 

This  matter  was  very  carefully  and  fully  considered  in  the  report  of 
then  Grand  Sire  Cable  in  1901,  and  I  beg  to  make  the  following  extracts 
from  his  report  to  this  body  of  that  year: 

“  A  canton  should  never  be  mustered  into  service  or  instituted  except 
in  such  sections  as  are  densely  populated  with  Odd  Fellows. 

“  In  this  connection  permit  me  to  express  as  my  belief,  based  upon 
close  observations  covering  a  period  of  several  years,  that  all  branches 
of  Odd  Fellowship  would  be  greatly  strengthened,  a  new  and  lasting 
interest  awakened  all  along  the  line,  if  the  qualification  for  member¬ 
ship  in  the  canton  was,  as  is  now  the  case  in  the  subordinate  encamp¬ 
ments,  based  upon  the  third,  or  Scarlet  Degree. 

“  Many  members  of  the  Encampment  Branch  fear  that  such  a  change 
of  qualification  would  work  an  injury  to  that  division  of  the  Order.  I 
do  not  believe,  however,  that  such  fears  are  well  founded.  On  the 
contrary,  for  many  reasons,  I  believe  such  a  change  would  not  only 
strengthen  the  Militants,  but  would  prove  to  be  the  greatest  blessing  or 
help  this  body  has  ever  given  to  the  encampments  and  subordinate 
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lodges.  The  feeling  of  opposition  to  fixing  the  qualification  for  mem¬ 
bership  upon  the  basis  of  the  Scarlet  Degree  was  a  few  years  since 
quite  strong,  based  largely  upon  grounds  that  were  untenable,  possibly 
of  a  personal  character. 

“  To-day  I  venture  the  opinion,  without  having  carefully  investi¬ 
gated,  that  the  Jurisdictions,  at  least  a  majority  of  them,  having  the 
largest  Subordinate,  Encampment,  Rebekah,  and  Militant  membership 
are  heartily  in  favor  of  such  a  change.”  (See  Journal  1901,  pages  22 
and  23.) 

This  branch  of  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant,  who  made  a  report,  from  which  I  beg  to  sumbit  the 
following  extract  (see  Journal  1901,  pages  397  and  398): 

“We  have  fully  considered  his  (Grand  Sire’s)  recommendation  to 
change  the  qualification  for  membership  in  a  canton  so  that  it  shall 
be  based  upon  the  third,  or  Scarlet  Degree,  but  do  not  believe  that  it 
would  be  expedient  to  approve  the  same,  for  the  reason  that  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  such  a  radical  measure  would  require  a  complete  reorganization 
of  this  branch  of  the  Order.  It  would  require  a  new  name,  a  new  de¬ 
gree,  and  many  other  equally  imperative  changes.  Your  committee, 
however,  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  present  field  from  which  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  must  recruit  its  membership  is  altogether  too  lim¬ 
ited,  and  until  it  is  enlarged  they  cannot  hope  to  make  material  pro¬ 
gress.  When  you  take  into  consideration  that  less  than  16  per  cent  of 
all  who  join  subordinate  lodges  become  encampment  members,  this 
statement  cannot  be  successfully  denied.” 

It  is  obvious  that  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  making  the  Subordinate 
Lodge  the  basis  of  the  Militant  branch  has  grown  toward  unanimity, 
and  the  only  hesitation  existing  arises  from  the  fear  of  injury  to  the 
Encampment  branch. 

The  statistics  quoted  above  seem  to  indicate  that  this  fear  is  ground¬ 
less.  I  have  given  the  matter  much  thought,  and  in  view  of  the  oppo¬ 
sition  that  developed  to  the  suggestions  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Cable,  it 
has  occurred  to  me  that  a  compromise  course  might  meet  with  favor. 

My  suggestion  is  this:  First.  That  Canton  membership  be  based  on 
Subordinate  Lodge  membership  in  the  Scarlet  Degree.  Second.  That 
the  possession  of  the  Encampment  degrees  shall  be  essential  to  eligi¬ 
bility  to  all  elected  or  commissioned  offices  in  the  Militant  branch. 
This  would  give  to  the  Militant  membership  the  benefit  of  the  large 
Subordinate  Lodge  constituency  for  the  rank  and  file  of  its  member¬ 
ship;  and  on  the  other  hand  would  confine  the  eligibility  to  the  offices 
in  the  cantons  to  encampment  membership.  I  believe  that  this  plan 
would  help  the  encampments  very  much  more  than  any  possible  aid 
that  comes  to  them  from  the  Militant  branch,  as  at  present  organized. 
The  effect  would  be  that  the  more  active,  intelligent,  ambitious  element 
in  the  cantons  aspiring  for  the  offices  would  take  the  Encampment 
Degree,  so  as  to  make  them  eligible  to  these  positions. 

I  have  presented  this  thought  to  a  number  of  those  who  have  been 
active  in  the  Militant  Degree,  and  the  suggestions  seem  to  meet  with 
favor.  I  submit  it  now  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  the  basis 
of  some  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Militant  branch.  I  feel 
that  the  Order  can  ill  afford  to  have  that  branch  in  its  present  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  numerically  weak  position. 

If  the  effect  of  this  change  should  be  that  the  same  percentage  of 
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lodge  members  join  the  Militant  branch  as  now  join  it  from  the 
encampment,  our  Order  could  present  a  larger  body  of  uniformed  mem¬ 
bers  than  any  other  similar  organization  in  the  world. 

I  beg  to  refer  to  the  report  of  General  Commanding  Raney  attached 
hereto  and  marked  Exhibit  B. 

FRATERNAL  PRESS. 

I  feel  that  I  cannot  speak  too  strongly  in  commendation  of  the 
fraternal  press  of  our  Order.  The  number  of  periodicals  published  in 
its  interest  seems  to  be  increasing,  and  all  the  existing  publications 
are  improving.  They  are  not  only  important  in  disseminating  to  the 
Order  all  the  current  news  in  relation  to  its  work,  but  keep  alive  the 
interest  of  the  membership  in  it.  Some  one  or  more  of  our  fraternal 
journals  ought  to  be  in  the  hands  of  every  Odd  Fellow  who  feels  any 
reasonable  interest  in  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship.  I  am  glad  to  note 
the  decided  improvement  in  the  tone  of  editorial  comment  upon  the 
Order’s  work.  The  editors  of  these  journals  seem  now  to  recognize 
the  difference  between  independence  of  thought  and  discretion,  as 
against  captious  criticism  and  complaint.  While  these  journals  do  not 
hesitate  to  express  their  opinions  on  all  important  propositions,  and  to 
criticize  where  criticism  is  proper,  they  have  ceased  to  find  fault  simply 
for  the  pleasure  of  it;  and  even  if  on  all  questions  their  views  are  not 
correct,  they  are  honest,  independent,  and  intended  for  good. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

I  beg  leave  to  thank  my  fellow-officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
for  their  helpful  kindness  and  consideration  to  me  during  the  first 
year  of  my  administration.  Laboring,  as  I  have,  under  physical  disa¬ 
bility,  I  was  compelled  to  some  extent  to  rely  upon  them  for  aid.  To 
the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  especially  to  our  lamented  Brother 
Grant  and  his  assistant,  Brother  Curry,  and  to  the  new  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary,  Brother  Goodwin,  I  am  under  obligations  so  great  that  I  cannot 
find  language  strong  enough  to  express  my  appreciation  for  their  assist¬ 
ance.  In  truth,  to  all  the  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and 
to  the  Order  generally  I  feel  that  I  am  under  special  obligations  for 
their  more  than  kindness  at  the  San  Francisco  session,  and  for  all  the 
evidences  of  their  good-will  I  have  received  since.  I  hope  I  shall  in 
some  small  way  be  able  to  prove  my  appreciation  of  all  that  they  have 
done  and  said. 

OFFICIAL  VISITATIONS. 

My  physical  condition  during  the  past  year  has  made  it  impossible 
for  me  to  make  any  official  visitations,  even  if  I  had  so  desired.  The 
surprising  thing  to  me  was  that  so  few  requests  have  been  made  for 
visitations  to  Grand  Lodges  by  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  I  think  that  during  the  entire  year  not  more  than  three  such 
invitations  have  reached  me,  all  of  which  I  was  compelled  to  decline. 
This  fact  has  caused  me  to  consider  very  much  this  question  of  official 
visitations.  * 

I  want  to  say  that  in  the  appointment  of  our  Grand  Secretary  I  was 
very  glad  to  be  able  to  make  such  an  appointment  as  would  be  in  line 
with  my  thoughts  on  this  subject. 

I  believe  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  and  desirability  that  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  should  come  in  closer  and  more 
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frequent  contact  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  various  Jurisdictions. 
This  can  only  be  done  by  these  official  visitations.  I  think  I  am  cor¬ 
rect  in  saying  that  there  are  some  Grand  Lodges  that  have  not  had  the 
presence  of  an  officer  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  any  of  their 
annual  sessions,  and  many  of  the  more  important  ones  have  not  had 
more  than  one,  or  perhaps  two,  such  visitations  in  a  quarter  of  a  cen¬ 
tury.  Of  course  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  Grand  Sire  should 
make  many  visitations.  His  term  of  office  is  short.  Usually  the  Grand 
Sire  is  a  man  of  business  or  professional  pursuits,  whose  time  is  much 
occupied  in  other  directions,  and  he  can  only  devote  a  small  portion  of 
his  time  to  the  work  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  short  term 
of  two  years  therefore  many  visitations  from  him  could  not  be  expected. 

I  have  been  impressed  with  the  thought  that  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  hold  to  the  various  Grand  Lodges 
the  same  relation  that  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  various  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  hold  to  the  subordinate  lodges  therein.  He,  the  Grand  Secretary, 
ought  to  be  the  almost  ever-present  Representative  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  much  of  his  time  should  be  spent  in  making  visita¬ 
tions  to  the  various  Grand  Lodges  when  they  are  in  session.  He  could 
accomplish  more  this  way  in  one  year  than  five  Grand  Sires  could 
accomplish  in  ten  years.  Of  course,  if  this  thought  were  carried  out,  it 
would  increase  the  importance  of  having  a  man  of  the  highest  ability 
to  fill  that  office.  He  should  be  the  spokesman  of  the  Order,  its  leader, 
the  exponent  of  its  principles,  and  the  exemplar  of  its  achievements. 
His  work  should  be  to  meet  the  various  Grand  Lodges  and  by  his  pres¬ 
ence  and  ability  carry  on  throughout  the  world  the  public  work  of 
Odd  Fellowship. 

With  the  idea,  therefore,  that  possibly  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
might  feel  as  I  do  on  this  subject,  I  was  especially  gratified  when  I 
found  it  possible  to  secure  the  ability  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Goodwin  in 
the  position  he  now  occupies.  Why  should  he  not  become  the  new 
Ridgely  of  the  Order?  It  is  true  that  this  plan  might,  and  probably 
would,  involve  an  increase  in  the  clerical  force  and  general  expenses  of 
the  Grand  Secretary’s  office,  to  the  end  that  the  routine  work  might  be 
done  by  others,  leaving  to  him  ample  opportunity  for  the  greater  and 
more  important  work.  I  beg  to  submit  this  thought  for  your  serious 
consideration.  I  believe  money  expended  in  this  direction  would  be 
repaid  to  the  Order  a  hundredfold. 

In  the  Appendix  to  this  report  (Exhibits  C  and  D)  will  be  found 
correspondence  between  Grand  Secretary  Goodwin  and  myself  on  the 
subject  of  visitations.  Many  of  the  visitations  which  he  speaks  of 
were  not  to  State  Grand  Lodges.  In  my  judgment  every  State  Grand 
Lodge  should  have  a  visitation  at  least  once  in  every  four  or  five  years 
when  in  session. 

SANTO  DOMINGO,  PORTO  RICO,  AND  SCOTLAND. 

During  the  year  communications  were  had  (in  one  case  a  formal  ap¬ 
plication)  relating  to  the  establishment  of  our  Order  in  Santo  Domingo, 
Porto  Rico,  and  also  in  Scotland.  The  question  of  the  establishment  of 
Odd  Fellowship  in  these  countries,  especially  in  the  tropical  countries 
named,  being  of  more  than  passing  importance,  I  felt  that  the  Grand 
Sire  should  not  act  of  his  own  mind,  but  that  the  whole  subject  should 
be  referred  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  by  it  to  a  proper  com¬ 
mittee  to  consider  the  advisability  of  this  extension  of  the  field  of 
our  work. 
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The  correspondence  is  not  of  such  a  character  as  permits  me  to  pub¬ 
lish  it  in  its  entirety  in  this  report,  or  its  appendix.  I  therefore  pre¬ 
sent  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  original  correspondence  for 
such  reference  and  action  as  you  may  deem  proper. 

THE  ORDER  IN  JAPAN. 

Some  correspondence  was  had  with  the  Secretary  of  Far  East  Lodge, 
No.  1,  of  Yokohama,  Japan,  and  with  Dr.  C.  H.  H.  Hall,  District  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  in  that  Jurisdiction,  which  I  deem  of  sufficient  interest  to 
print  as  a  part  of  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

The  letters  are  marked  respectively  as  Exhibits  “  G,”  “  H,”  and  “  I.” 

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Under  Resolution  No.  29,  page  743,  found  in  the  Journal  of  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  session  of  1904,  and  report 
No.  160,  found  on  page  869  of  that  journal,  I  appointed  Representatives 
Hughes  and  Hoskins,  of  Ohio,  and  Hall,  of  Pennsylvania,  a  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  to  design  and  draft  a  suitable  jewel  to  indicate  the  rank  of 
Past  President  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  to  be  worn  by  such  officers,  and 
to  report  the  form  and  design  of  such  jewel  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge;  said  committee  to  serve  without  compensation. 

ODD  FELLOWS  HOMES. 

It  strikes  me  that  we  should  bring  more  to  the  attention  of  the  public 
and  the  Order  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  Odd  Fellows  in  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  Homes  for  the  indigent,  the  widowed,  and  the  orphaned 
Odd  Fellows.  While  statistics  on  the  subject  are  not  complete,  it  is 
approximately  correct  to  say  that  at  this  time,  the  Order  is  maintaining 
on  the  continent  of  North  America  upwards  of  40  homes  of  this  kind, 
constructed  at  a  cost  of  about  a  million  dollars,  and  caring  for  upwards 
of  2000  persons.  These  homes  are  growing  in  strength  and  number, 
and  each  year  are  becoming  a  more  important  field  of  the  work  of 
Odd  Fellowship. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  foregoing  report  covers,  in  a  brief  way,  the  record  of  the  work 
of  the  Grand  Sire’s  office  during  the  year  that  has  just  passed.  I  have 
endeavored  to  meet  all  the  problems  that  arose  during  the  year  and 
to  dispose  of  them  with  an  eye  single  to  the  truth  and  to  the  best 
interests  of  Odd  Fellowship.  That  I  have  fallen  short  in  a  great  many 
cases  I  doubt  not,  but  I  have  endeavored  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  my 
position  as  best  I  could. 

I  appreciate  more  fully  than  I  can  express  the  great  honor  that  has 
come  to  me  in  my  elevation  to  the  position  I  now  occupy,  and  trust 
that  in  my  administration  there  will  be  found  something  without  blame. 

That  the  Order  has  continued  to  grow,  and  grow  substantially,  during 
this  year  is  a  cause  for  universal  congratulation:  but,  of  course,  I  do 
not  claim,  to  the  slightest  extent,  that  any  effort  of  mine  has  been 
instrumental  in  bringing  this  about.  Odd  Fellowship  grows,  because 
it  deserves  to  grow,  because  it  fills  a  great  field  in  the  human  life. 
Its  growth  and  spread  is  one  of  the  marvels  of  the  age.  A  few  short 
years  ago  all  of  its  members  within  the  bounds  of  this  vast  continent 
were  easily  and  comfortably  seated  in  an  upper  chamber  of  an  humble 
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dwelling  in  the  City  of  Baltimore.  A  few  years  ago  its  principles  and 
practices  controlled  the  conduct  and  ameliorated  the  condition  of  less 
than  100  persons.  Now  a  million  and  a  half  of  men  walk  by  its  holy 
precepts,  while  millions  more  are  blessed  by  its  beneficent  influence. 
The  grain  of  mustard  seed  sown  in  silence  and  in  fear  has  grown  into 
a  mighty  tree  beneath  whose  shadow  millions  gather  for  protection  and 
relief.  The  little  rill  that  bubbled  up  unnoticed  and  almost  unknown 
in  the  City  of  Monuments,  has  spread  into  mighty  lakes  and  rivers, 
blessing  and  beautifying  every  city,  town,  and  hamlet  in  the  land.  Its 
votaries  are  found  in  every  clime,  its  halls  in  every  village,  its  prin¬ 
ciples  and  mottos  in  every  holy  creed,  its  charities  in  every  hut.  If  we 
remain  pure  in  heart  and  are  honest  in  our  devotion  to  the  work  of  the 
Order;  if  we  adhere  in  perfect  good  faith  to  the  sublime  lessons  which 
its  rituals  teach,  this  glorious  temple  of  benevolence  will  grow  despite 
all  human  opposition,  until  its  walls  shall  enclose  the  whole  family  of 
mankind  and  its  summit  shall  glitter  in  the  sunlight  of  every  clime. 
Let  the  trust  we  received  from  our  fathers  in  the  rituals  of  our  Order 
be  transmitted  to  our  children.  Let  the  stream  of  benevolence  pass  by 
us  as  pure  as  when  it  reached  us,  that  those  who  come  after  us  may 
use  and  enjoy  it  unadulterated  by  any  act  of  ours;  let  the  lodge  rooms 
of  your  Order  be  the  centers  round  which  the  wise  and  good  of  every 
community  may  gather  in  works  of  human  benefaction.  Let  the 
widows  and  the  orphans,  and  all  the  worthy  poor  around  you,  feel  its 
beneficent  influence;  let  vice  be  discouraged  and  virtue  be  respected, 
regardless  of  the  robes  or  rags  with  which  they  are  invested;  let  us  not 
imagine  that  our  task  is  finished.  In  the  language  of  our  lamented 
Nicholson,  let  us  remember  that — 

“Our  work  is  not  done;  we  are  still  stumbling  with  timid  pace  over 
the  broken  arches  of  the  bridge  of  time;  the  wail  of  the  fallen  and 
sinking  reaches  our  ears  at  every  step  and  we  must  help  them  or  they 
perish.  There  is  a  mighty  sorrow  in  the  land;  the  widowed,  the 
orphaned,  and  distressed  demand  our  care,  our  sympathy,  and  our 
relief.  Here  is  a  work  worthy  of  you,  a  work  in  which  Wildey  in  his 
younger  days  would  have  led  you.  Go  hence  to  your  respective  Juris¬ 
dictions,  thrust  your  sickle  into  the  great  harvest  of  human  benefac¬ 
tion,  and  reap  flowers  perennial,  that  will  bloom  in  immortal  fragrance 
when  the  things  of  earth  shall  have  passed  away.”

EXHIBIT  B. 

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  COMMANDING,  PATRIARCHS  MILITANT. 

Army  Headquarters,  Marengo,  Iowa,  August  5,  1905. 

Sir  and  Sire:  The  honor  is  again  had  to  report  to  you  and  through 
you  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  relative  to  the  forces  under  this 
command,  not  including  the  statistical  tables,  detailed  reports,  general 
and  special  orders  issued,  such  as  may  properly  and  will  he  submitted 
by  and  included  in  the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General. 

Within  the  past  ten  months  visitations  of  inspection,  encouragement, 
promotion,  and  instruction  have  been  made  with  officers,,  chevaliers, 
cantons,  and  department  councils,  from  the  Golden  Gate  to  Plymouth 
Rock,  from  El  Paso  to  Niagara,  and  in  the  concrete  it  may  be  said 
that  throughout  all  departments  there  is  found  an  interest,  desire,  and 
effort  for  the  upbuilding  and  success  of  the  Militant  army,  both  as  to 
enrollment  and  proficiency  in«*attainments. 

Scarcely  three  years  since  not  more  than  half  a  dozen  Department 
Councils  were  had,  that  were  regularly  attended.  Now,  as  included  in 
this  report,  it  will  be  noted  that  twenty-two  Departments  are  so  organ¬ 
ized,  having  annual  sessions,  transacting  business  appertaining  to  the 
Militant  degree,  conducting  schools  of  instruction,  and  otherwise  mater¬ 
ially  aiding  in  the  more  comprehensive  understanding  of  the  Militant 
features,  and  the  better,  more  systematic,  and  thorough  organization 
of  such  Departments.  To  which,  in  the  near  future,  will  be  added 
several  others.  In  all  cases  with  the  organization  of  a  Department 
Council  and  the  taking  over  of  the  Department  management,  direction 
and  administration,  particularly  in  the  event  of  active,  alert,  and 
enthusiastic  officers  being  selected,  is  the  situation  greatly  improved 
and  the  beneficial  results  correspondingly  increased,  because  of  the 
greater  opportunity  thus  afforded  local  officers  and  broadening  their 
field  of  operation. 

There  is  no  special  feature  of  Militant  duty  that  should  be  more 
specifically  executed  than  the  proper  observation  of  and  participation 
in  Memorial  Day  exercises,  second  Tuesday  in  June.  Doing  so  as  an 
escort  to  other  bodies  or  in  honor  and  memory  of  its  own  chevaliers, 
assigned  to  duty  where  the  guard  line  is  ever  open  and  the  Grand 
Council  always  welcomes.  Such  exercises  should  also  be  reported,  the 
fitting  and  proper  officer  to  receive  such  reports  being  the  Department 
Chaplain,  who  should  present  a  Department  report  to  the  General  Staff 
Chaplain.  In  Departments  where  a  Department  Chaplain  is  not  had, 
then  such  reports  should  go  directly  to  the  General  Staff  Chaplain,  who 
in  turn  should  prepare  a  proper  memorial,  with  the  list  of  names 
reported,  that  same  might  be  included  in  the  report  of  the  General 
Commanding. 

Advance  figures  kindly  given  from  his  report  by  Adjutant-General 
John  B.  Goodwin,  gives  the  Militant  membership  December  31,  1904,  as 
being  18,537  as  against  18,832  reported  December  31,  1903.  Showing 
an  apparent  net  decrease  of  295.  This  is  not  at  all  surprising  from  the 
fact  that  it  was  a  year  of  weeding  out,  counting  chevaliers  as  to  enroll¬ 
ment  and  placing  the  Militant  reports  on  the  actual  available  strength. 
That  the  Militant  is  on  a  better  basis  is  had  in  the  showing  made  of  an 
increase,  during  the  year,  of  $36,026.12  in  property  on  hand.  As  this 
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mainly  represents  uniforms,  personal  property  of  chevaliers,  it  but 
confirms  the  new  interest  and  added  enrollment.  Also  is  there  had 
an  increase  of  $1979.84  in  the  amount  of  money  on  hand,  held  in  the 
treasury  of  the  cantons.  So  that  with  prior  conditions  fully  compre¬ 
hended  and  understood,  the  year’s  report  is  commendatory  and  of  a 
nature  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

May  6,  1905,  there  was  received  from  the  Adjutant-General’s  office 
an  application  for  a  new  canton  at  Kansas  City,  Kansas.  Such  appli¬ 
cation,  with  the  fees,  having  been  received  at  Baltimomre  July  28,  1903. 
The  matter  was  at  once  taken  up,  and  on  June  1,  1905,  thirty  chevaliers 
were  mustered  into  service,  the  new  canton  instituted,  and  officers 
installed. 

While  many  matters  of  explanation  have  been  had  and  inquiries 
made,  yet  all  have  been  disposed  of  by  citations  and  presentation  of 
existing  law  and  precedent,  so  that  no  actual  interpretations  of  law  or 
rulings  have  been  necessary,  except  in  response  to  the  request  of 
Adjutant-General  John  B.  Goodwin,  as  to  the  commissioning  of  staff 
officers,  when  the  following  ruling  was  made: 

All  staff  officers  shall  be  commissioned  for  and  during  the  term  of 
commission  held  by  the  officer  making  the  appointment,  and  shall  so 
serve  during  the  pleasure  of  appointing  officer  or  his  period  of  duty, 
and  until  relieved  by  the  commissioning  of  his  successor. 


APPLICATION  FOR  DUPLICATE  CHARTER.

Sir:  f  am  instructed  by  the  Adjutant  of  the  Department  to  ask  you 
for  a  dispensation  for  our  canton  to  work  under  until  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  meets,  and  we  can  get  a  duplicate  charter,  as  we  lost  our 
charter  by  fire.  We  had  a  dispensation  from  General  J.  F.  Grant,  so  I 
don’t  know  whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  another  or  not.

En  route  homeward  from  the  Grand  Jurisdiction,  our  host  and  enter¬ 
tainers  for  the  session  and  cantonment  of  1904,  California,  where  be¬

In  New  York,  again  to  Kansas,  then  to  Michigan,  attending  the  Grand 
Encampment  and  Department  Council,  where  the  zeal  for  the  Order 
and  enthusiasm  for  the  Militant  ever  makes  it  an  event  of  pleasure  for 
the  guest.  The  drills  had  were  creditable  alike  to  cantons  and  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  Department  Council  of  New  York  was  attended  and  fully  demon¬ 
strated  the  fact  that  the  Department,  as  a  whole,  is  maintaining  a  high 
standing,  with  increasing  enrollment  and  added  Militant  interest. 

Visits  were  then  made  in  Massachusetts,  at  Pittsfield,  Springfield, 
Worcester,  Boston,  Medford,  Malden,  and  Brockton.  The  Department 
Council  being  in  session  at  the  latter  place.  This  Department  being  in 
such  able  hands,  so  capably  officered  throughout,  and  the  compliments 
and  courtesies  tendered  at  each  place  being  so  overwhelming,  with  the 
many  pleasant  social  features,  it  is  but  necessary  to  say  that  Militant 
attainments  have  reached  a  high  standard,  with  its  future  assured  in 
Massachusetts. 

One  day  at  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  but  such  a  day  and  such  a 
Militant  demonstration,  so  complete  in  all  details,  so  many  courtesies, 
but  serve  to  make  it  one  to  be  ever  remembered.  Almost  sixty  per  cent 
of  the  Militant  enrollment  present,  with  a  high  order  of  degree  exem¬ 
plification.  The  Militant  personal,  the  high  public  standing  and  recog¬ 
nition,  compels  nothing  but  compliments  and  congratulations. 

A  surprise  visit  was  then  made  to  the  field-day  meet  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Maine,  and  attendance  had  in  company  with  the  chevaliers  at 
a  clam  bake  and  lobster  roast,  a  picnic  and  a  parade.  If  there  is  any 
one  thing  that  will  excel  the  enthusiasm  and  capacity  of  a  Maine 
chevalier  more  than  a  clam  bake,  it  is  their  unsurpassable  energy  for 
the  Militant  and  pride  in  such  membership. 

Due  acknowledgment  of  courtesies  extended  at  Buffalo  and  Niagara 
Falls  must  be  extended,  but  a  meeting  was  not  attended,  same  not  being 
deemed  necessary,  as  the  one  hundred  or  more  from  that  vicinity  to  be 
at  Philadelphia  demonstrates. 

Accompanying  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and  being  present  at  the  corner¬ 
stone  laying  of  an  Odd  Fellow  temple  in  Chicago,  was  a  day  of  pleasure 
and  enjoyment,  particularly  in  witnessing  the  excellent  appearance  of 
the  Militant  as  an  overshadowing  feature  of  the  occasion. 
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The  Grand  Encampment  and  Department  Council  of  Ohio,  at  Canton, 
presented  the  opportunity  of  paying  respects  at  the  tomb  of  a  loved 
President,  attending  enjoyable  sessions  of  both  bodies,  and  participat¬ 
ing  in  social  events.  The  reorganization  spirit,  determination  to  go 
on,  and  awakened  interest  for  the  Militant,  will  here  be  fruitful  of 
good  results  in  the  near  future. 

A  number  of  Subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodge  and  general  meetings 
were  also  attended,  but  as  these  come  within  the  scope  of  duty  and 
pleasures  ever  to  be  had  by  all  Odd  Fellows  and  not  within  the  purview 
of  this  report,  same  cannot  be  here  detailed. 

Brig.-Gen.  H.  R.  Deitrick,  Inspector  General,  and  Brig.-Gen.  E.  W. 
Bradford,  Commissary  General  and  Secretary  of  the  General  Council, 
favored  us  with  their  presence  and  company  during  the  New  England 
visitations  and  inspections,  adding  much  to  the  pleasures  and  accom¬ 
plishments  of  the  events.  In  New  England,  and  at  other  points,  general 
staff  officers  added  much,  by  their  personal  efforts  and  presence,  in 
achieving  desired  results,  for  all  of  which  great  appreciation  is  felt.  ' 
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In  the  interval  since  the  last  report,  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  as  a 
whole,  has  moved  steadily  to  the  front,  in  point  of  interest,  greater 
proficiency  in  degree  work,  higher  attainments  in  military  perfection 
and  discipline,  increased  knowledge  of  existing  rules  and  regulations, 
with  better  observance  of  same,  and  has  developed  a  standard  of  moral 
and  military  official  personnel  commendable  beyond  measure,  and  as 
such  an  organization  may  justly  be  regarded  with  great  pride  by  every 
member,  whether  he  be  occupying  an  official  station,  or  be  found  within 
the  ranks,  the  position  of  greatest  honor,  comfort,  and  enjoyment  of 
any  to  be  had,  which  cannot  be  otherwise  than  highly  gratifying  to 
those  sincerely  in  interest  All  of  which  is  in  the  main  the  result  of 
active,  energetic  enthusiasm,  the  kind  that  is  contagious  in  spreading 
out,  discerning  new  achievements  for  the  betterment  of  the  Militant 
and  the  cantons.  The  enthusiasm  that  produces  lasting,  living  work  is 
not  the  enthusiasm  that  plunges  in  with  a  great  idea  or  even  the 
exuberance  of  novelty  or  personal  gain.  It  is  the  enthusiasm  that 
grows  and  increases  as  time  passes,  that  feeds  on  its  successes,  and 
grows  with  its  failures.  The  enthusiasm  that,  like  an  express  train, 
by  its  very  rush  and  sweep,  picks  up  and  whirls  into  life  the  inertia 
by  the  roadside.  The  enthusiasm  that  knows  how  to  plod,  and  puts 
life  into  the  plodding,  that  sees  possibilities  in  the  impossible  and 
works  the  miracle  of  transformation.  It  is  this  spirit  which  makes 
success,  whether  it  be  directed  toward  the  building  up  or  the  perfect¬ 
ing  of  an  organization.  This  spirit  seems  easy  to  copy,  indeed  is  often 
copied  for  a  little  while,  but  it  cannot  be  successfully  imitated  for  any 
length  of  time.  And  he  whose  enthusiasm  is  assumed  or  not  strong 
enough  to  live  through  the  winter  of  difficulties  is  all  the  more  painful 
as  a  failure  from  the  realization  which  comes  with  it,  that  he  never 
was  what  he  seemed. 

That  the  efforts  of  the  past  year  may  have  your  commendation,  with

Hon.  R.  E.  Wright,  Grand  Sire,  Allentown,  Pennsylvania. 

Dear  Brother  Wright:  Responding  to  your  inquiry  of  some  time 
since  in  regard  to  official  visitations  made  by  the  Grand  Sires,  Deputy 
Grand  Sires  and  Grand  Secretaries  during  the  last  twenty-five  years, 
beg  to  submit  the  following: 

I  have  gleaned  through  the  annual  reports,  commencing  as  far  back 
as  1878,  and  the  result  will  be  given  you  below.  Also  examined  to  some 
extent  the  Histories  of  the  Order  which  have  been  published,  but  these 
give  very  little  aid,  especially  during  the  period  you  mention.  In  the 
earlier  years  of  the  Order  these  Histories  give  accounts  of  visitations 
made  by  Grand  Sire  Wildey  during  his  official  service,  and  at  its  close, 
and  give  a  few  accounts  of  visits  by  Grand  Secretary  Ridgely  and  more 
especially  one  by  him  in  1847  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North 
America,  which  he  attended  as  a  special  representative  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  he  had  previously,  in  1842, 
visited  England  in  behalf  of  the  adjustment  of  difficulties  with  the 
Manchester  Unity.  Amongst  other  visits  at  the  session  of  1826,  Bro. 
Wildey  reported  his  visit  to  the  Order  in  England,  and  in  1833  reported 
his  visits  in  the  “  West  ”  being  in  Kentucky  and  Louisiana. 

In  1837,  after  Bro.  AVildey’s  service  as  Grand  Sire  had  terminated,  he 
was  appointed  “Traveling  Agent”  and  at  the  session  of  1838  reported 
visits  and  work  in  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Missouri, 
and  Indiana.  (See  Official  History  of  the  Three  Link  Fraternity,  page 
89.) 

From  the  reports,  visitations  appear  as  follows: 

In  1878  (Journal  pages  7680-7688),  Bro.  John  B.  Harmon,  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  and  Special  Commissioner,  reports  of  his  visit  to  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  under  the  resolution  of  1877,  providing  for  the 
same.  When  Bro.  Harmon  was  Grand  Sire  in  1879-1880,  there  is  no 
mention  in  his  reports  of  any  official  visitations.  He  had  probably 
concluded  that  as  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and  Special  Commissioner  he 
had  given  all  the  time  he  could  afford  to  lose  in  the  matter  of 
visitations. 

In  1881-1882  Luther  J.  Glenn,  Grand  Sire,  made  no  report  of  visita¬ 
tions,  and  nothing  appears  in  the  Proceedings  to  show  visitations  by 
either  Deputy  Grand  Sire  or  Grand  Secretary.  Grand  Secretary  Ridgely, 
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it  is  to  be  remembered,  had  been  ill  for  several  years,  and  died  during 
Bro.  Glenn’s  term  as  Grand  Sire. 

In  1883-4,  during  the  term  of  Erie  J.  Leech  as  Grand  Sire,  nothing 
appears  in  the  reports  showing  official  visits  by  him  or  by  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  or  Grand  Secretary.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn, 
Grand  Secretary  Ross  made  no  official  visitations  during  his  term. 

In  1885-6,  during  the  term  of  Henry  F.  Garey  as  Grand  Sire,  nothing 
appears  from  the  reports  of  official  visits  by  himself.  Deputy  Grand  Sire 
or  Grand  Secretary. 

In  1887,  during  the  term  of  John  H.  White,  Grand  Sire,  he  reports 
visitations  by  himself  to  various  places  in  New  York,  and  to  the  Juris¬ 
dictions  of  New  Jersey,  Connecticut,  Indiana,  Wisconsin,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  and  Maine.  (See  Journal  of  1887,  pages  10,724  and  10,725.)  In 
1888  Grand  Sire  White  reports  visitations  to  California  and  New  Mexico 
at  the  close  of  the  Denver  session  in  1887,  and  reports  a  few  visits  in 
New  York  and  also  a  visit  to  New  Jersey  and  Ohio,  showing  less  of 
visitations  during  his  second  than  during  his  first  year.  No  report 
during  Bro.  White’s  term  shows  visitations  by  Deputy  Grand  Sire  or 
Grand  Secretary. 

In  1889-90,  Bro.  John  C.  Underwood  was  not  only  Grand  Sire  but  also 
Lieutenant-General  and  Generalissimo  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  and 
in  1889  (Journal  page  11,499),  reports  visitations  to  Kentucky,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Ohio,  New  York,  and  Maryland, 
and  in  1890  (Journal  pages  11,918-9),  reports  official  visitations  to 
various  Jurisdictions  therein  mentioned,  and  also  reports  that  on  his 
official  visit  to  Georgia,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Chas.  M.  Busbee  accom¬ 
panied  him. 

In  1891-2  Bro.  Cl.  T.  Campbell  was  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  during 
much  of  that  time  acting  as  Grand  Sire  on  account  of  the  illness  of 
Grand  Sire  Chas.  M.  Busbee,  who  reported  no  visitations.  In  1892 
(Journal  pages  12,779-12,780),  Grand  Sire  Busbee  reported  visitations 
in  1890-1  to  Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  New  York,  Virginia, 
Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  North  Carolina,  and  Connecticut. 

In  1893-4,  Bro.  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  of  Ontario,  was  Grand  Sire,  and  in 
1893  (Journal  page  13,254),  reports  visitations  to  North  Dakota,  Man¬ 
itoba,  Minnesota,  Michigan,  Ontario,  and  Pennsylvania.  In  1894 
(Journal  page  13,781),  he  reports  visits  to  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Dela¬ 
ware,  New  Jersey,  New  York. 

In  1895-6,  Bro.  J.  W.  Stebbins,  Grand  Sire,  reports  for  1895  (Journal 
pages  14,268-9),  visits  to  Iowa,  New  York,  Rhode  Island,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Illinois,  and  in  1896  (Journal  page  14,712),  reports  one  visit  only, 
without  naming  it. 

In  1897-8,  Bro.  Fred.  Carleton,  Grand  Sire,  makes  no  report  of 
visitations  either  year. 

In  1899,  Bro.  Alfred  S.  Pinkerton,  Grand  Sire,  reports  visitations  to 
New  Hampshire,  Maine,  New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  Ontario, 
Virginia,  Canada,  Minnesota,  New  York,  Massachusetts.  In  1900  Grand 
Sire  Pinkerton  reports  visitations  en  route  home  from  the  Detroit 
session  through  Ontario  and  Quebec,  and  also  reports  visitations  to 
Massachusetts,  Maine,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  and  Rhode  Island. 
On  his  visit  to  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  he  mentions  the  presence  and 
visit  of  Grand  Secretary  Grant  at  the  same  time. 

In  1901,  Bro.  A.  C.  Cable,  Grand  Sire,  reports  visits  in  Ohio,  Kentucky, 
Iowa,  Missouri,  Colorado,  Pennsylvania,  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Minnesota, 
and  New  York.  In  1902,  Grand  Sire  Cable  reports  visits  in  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  District  of  Columbia,  and  Maryland. 
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In  1903  the  official  visits  made  by  me  as  Grand  Sire  are  reported  on 
Journal,  pages  84-87,  and  in  1904  the  official  visitations  made  by  me  are 
reported  on  Journal,  pages  571-574.  During  my  term  on  my  visit  to 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  Grand  Secretary  Grant  was  present  at  the  same 
time.  The  Journal  during  the  period  referred  to  shows  no  visitations, 
except  those  above  given. 

It  was  my  purpose  in  addition  to  referring  to  the  Histories  of  the 
Order,  to  go  through  the  Fraternal  Journals,  but  there  is  such  a  mass 
of  them,  find  it  is  almost  impracticable  to  do  so,  and  think  it  can  be 
safely  assumed  that  wherever  either  of  the  officers  mentioned  made 
official  visitations  it  would  be  shown  in  the  reports,  except  as  to 
Deputy  Grand  Sires,  who  make  no  reports. 

I  hope  that  this  may  be  of  some  service  to  you,  and  if  I  can  find 
any  additional  data  from  the  Fraternal  Journals  will  forward  same  to 
you  as  a  supplement  to  the  foregoing  statement.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  beg  to  forward  herewith  a  communication 
from  Far  East  Lodge  concerning  the  ruling  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  effect  that  members  of  a  Lodge  whose  means  of  livelihood 
are  not  affected  by  illness,  such  as  persons  on  salary,  are  not  entitled 
to  sick  benefits. 

In  the  case  of  Far  East  Lodge  it  happens  that  there  is  but  one 
member,  myself,  who  can  lawfully  receive  sick  benefits  under  this 
ruling  although  from  the  organization  of  the  Lodge  members  were 
informed  from  the  Chair  that  not  only  were  all  members  entitled  to 
such  benefits  in  case  of  bona  fide  illness  but  that  they  could  not  refuse 
to  accept  them. 

Under  this  understanding  all  later  members  have  joined  the  Lodge 
here. 

The  enforcement  of  this  ruling  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
case  of  Far  East  Lodge  will,  I  think,  lead  to  surrender  of  its  Charter. 
I  beg  therefore  that  you  will  be  so  good  as  lay  the  matter  before  the 
Grand  Sire,  as  one  in  which  prompt  and  favorable  action  will  be  of 
considerable  importance  to  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Far  East.

Mr.  J.  Frank  Grant,  Grand  Secretary,  Baltimore,  Md. 

My  Dear  Sir  and  Bro.:  I  have  your  favor  of  February  7th,  enclosing 
a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  Far  East  Lodge,  No.  1,  I.  O.  0.  F., 
Yokohama,  Japan,  addressed  to  Dr.  C.  H.  H.  Hall,  District  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  and  with  it  a  letter  from  Dr.  Hall  forwarding  a  communication 
from  the  Lodge. 

I  return  this  correspondence  to  the  end  that  you  may  keep  and 
embody  it  in  the  documents  to  be  reported  to  the  next  annual  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  such  action,  if  any,  as  that  Body 
may  deem  proper  under  the  circumstances. 

In  the  meantime  I  suggest  that  you  answer  Dr.  Hall,  and  through  him 
the  Lodge,  substantially  as  follows: 

The  question  of  benefits  payable  by  Lodges,  the  persons  entitled  to 
them,  the  amount  and  the  conditions  under  which  they  shall  be  paid 
are  largely  matters  of  local  legislation,  subject  only  to  the  primary 
proposition  that  some  benefits  must  be  paid,  and  under  recent  legis¬ 
lation  that  the  amount  shall  not  be  less  than  $1.00  per  week.  Of  course 
the  power  of  Far  East  Lodge  by  its  By-Laws  to  fix  the  terms  under 
which  benefits  are  payable  is  further  restricted  by  the  provisions  of 
its  Constitution,  which  cannot  be  transcended. 

I  assume  that  the  particular  decision  to  which  the  Lodge  and  the 
D.  D.  G.  S.  refer  is  the  one  reported  in  Busbee’s  Digest  Sec.  95,  found 
on  page  32  of  the  Digest. 

The  language  of  the  Digest  would  seem  to  indicate  that  in  all  cases 
the  continuance  of  a  salary  to  a  salaried  Odd  Fellow  would  deprive  him 
of  his  right  to  benefits.  A  careful  reading  of  the  Digest,  and  perhaps 
a  more  accurate  digesting  of  the  decision  will  not  warrant  this  con¬ 
clusion.  The  fact  is  that  in  making  this  decision,  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  construed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  particular  Lodge 
under  consideration  at  that  time,  and  expressly  negatived  the  idea 
that  the  payment  of  a  salary  to  the  Brother  would  exclude  him  from 
receiving  benefits  if  in  point  of  fact  his  injury  or  ailment  were  such  as 
to  prevent  his  earning  a  livelihood,  etc. 

Would  you  kindly  send  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  a  copy  of 
the  Journal  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  proceedings  of  1899,  and  call  hife 
attention  to  the  following  references: 

1st.  The  decision  of  the  Grand  Sire  on  pages  44  and  45  of  that  Jour¬ 
nal,  being  decision  No.  164. 

2d.  To  the  report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  upon  that  decision 
which  you  will  find  on  page  413  of  the  Journal  of  1899. 

3d.  To  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  page  418  in  adopting  the 
report  (No.  194)  of  the  Judiciary  Committee. 

A  reading  of  this  report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  adopted  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  qualifying  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Sire 
will  answer  the  criticisms  of  our  good  Brothers  in  Japan. 

I  happened  to  be  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  at  the  time 
this  decision  was  made  and  recall  that  the  Committee  felt  that  even 
with  this  qualification  we  were  going  the  full  length  in  the  direction 
indicated,  and  that  the  decision  could  only  be  affirmed  with  the  reser¬ 
vation  that  the  Brother’s  “  ability  to  personally  earn  a  livelihood  had 
not  been  lessened.”

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SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

The  Grand  Sire  respectfully  submits  the  following  supplemental 
report  for  consideration  at  this  session,  to  wit: 

AMENDMENTS  TO  CONSTITUTIONS  APPROVED. 

Amendment  to  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Vermont  approved  September  15,  1905. 

The  Grand  Sire  has  rendered  the  following  decisions  since  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  his  report,  to  wit: 


STATEMENT. 

No.  123.  A  man  makes  application  for  membership  in  a  lodge,  the 
committee  reports  favorably  on  the  application  after  the  medical  ex¬ 
aminer  has  already  pronounced  the  applicant  in  good  health,  the  ballot 
is  taken  and  announced  clear,  and  the  candidate  declared  elected.  Said 
candidate  answered  all  questions  satisfactorily,  after  which  the  candi¬ 
date  was  initiated.  After  the  initiation  it  is  ascertained  that  the  ini¬ 
tiate  is  on  parole  from  an  insane  asylum. 

Question  A. — Is  the  lodge  bound  to  accept  the  brother  as  a  member, 
he  being  insane? 

Question  B. — Can  the  lodge  annul  his  membership? 

Ansiver. — Until  the  fact  of  the  brother’s  insanity  at  the  time  of  his 
application,  election  and  initiation  is  legally  established  under  the  laws 
of  the  Order,  his  membership  must  be  recognized.  If  in  a  proceeding 
for  that  purpose,  and  of  which  he  has  full  notice,  it  is  shown  that  he 
was  insane  at  the  time  of  his  application,  election  and  initiation,  his 
election  could  be  annulled,  and  he  could  be  expelled  from  the  lodge  on 
the  ground  that  he  was  not  competent  to  enter  into  the  contract  in¬ 
volved  in  the  obtaining  of  membership;  or  charges  could  be  preferred 
against  him  for  concealing  from  the  lodge  and  not  divulging  the  im¬ 
portant  fact  of  the  condition  of  his  mind.  The  proceedings,  of  course, 
would  have  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  your  local  law. 

STATEMENT. 

No.  124.  Section  852,  of  Busbee’s  Digest,  reads  as  follows: 

“  Lodge  members  cannot  act  as  Agents  for  the  Ridgely  Protective 
Association.” 

This  section  of  the  Digest  is  based  upon,  and  is  supposed  to  report 
Decision  No.  126,  of  Grand  Sire  Cable,  found  on  Page  556,  of  the  Jour¬ 
nal  of  1902.  The  decision  of  Grand  Sire  Cable  reads  as  follows: 

“  Question. — Can  individual  members  of  a  lodge  act  as  agents  for 
said  Association  (the  Ridgely  Protective  Association,  of  Worcester, 
Mass.),  such  association  bearing  on  its  badge  the  ‘Triple  Links  of  the 
Order?’ 

“  Answer. — No.  See  paragraphs  one,  two,  three,  and  four  of  section 
325,  White’s  Digest,  edition  1895,” 
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Question  1. — Does  this  digesting  correctly  state  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Sire  and  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — I  do  not  think  the  digesting  correctly  states  the  decision. 
The  digesting  omits  the  very  important  qualification  and  statement  that 
said  Association  bears  on  its  badges  the  “  Triple  Links”  of  our  Order; 
it  is  apparent  that  this  use  of  the  emblems  of  the  Order,  to  wit:  the 
appearance  of  the  “  Triple  Links  ”  on  the  badge  of  the  Ridgely  Pro¬ 
tective  Association  constitutes  the  objectionable  and  disqualifying  cause. 
The  statement  in  the  Digest  should  be  qualified  by  this  language  of  the 
decision. 

Question  2. — It  is  contrary  to  law  for  members  of  the  Order  to  solicit 
business  for  the  Ridgely  Protective  Association,  such  association  limit¬ 
ing  its  business  to  Odd  Fellows,  but  not  using  the  name  or  emblems  of 
the  Order  in  any  way  in  the  transaction  of  its  business? 

Answer. — No;  but  all  solicitation  of  life  insurance  in  the  lodge  while 
it  is  in  session  is  improper. 

No.  125.  Question. — Can  a  suspended  brother  compel  his  former 
lodge  to  grant  him  a  dismissal  certificate,  before  he  has  been  suspended 
five  years,  although  the  suspending  lodge  has  not  refused  to  reinstate 
him,  and  there  are  no  charges  preferred,  the  intention  being  to  deposit 
the  Dismissal  Certificate  in  his  former  lodge  or  another  lodge  in  the 
same  city,  thereby  escaping  the  payment  of  the  usual  charges  for  re¬ 
instatement,  which  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  not  less  than  one  year’s  dues? 

Answer. — No.  See  resolutions  adopted  at  the  session  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  in  1880,  Journal  Page  8487. 

No.  126.  Question. — Does  Section  No.  302,  of  Busbee’s  Digest,  in 
its  amended  form  take  precedence  over  and  nullify  Sections  Nos.  303, 
304,  305,  and  306,  of  Busbee’s  Digest? 

Answer. — One  section  of  a  digest  cannot  repeal  another  section.  The 
digesting  is  not  legislative.  The  Digest,  simply  recites  what  the  law  is. 
The  actual  creation  of  the  law  is  either  by  legislative  enactment  in  some 
form,  or  by  decision.  The  decision  or  the  resolution  itself,  and  not  the 
digesting  of  it  governs.  I  beg  to  refer  you  for  a  full  answer  to  your 
inquiry  to  the  resolutions  adopted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at 
the  session  of  1880,  as  found  on  Page  8487,  of  the  revised  Journal. 

DECISION. 

No.  127.  The  law  relieving  lodges  dnd  encampments  from  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  per  capita  tax  on  non-beneficial  members  is  found  in  the  reso¬ 
lution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  passed  at  the  session  of  1901, 
Journal  Page  392,  and  in  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  session  of  1903, 
Report  No.  72,  Journal  page  850.  Sections  of  Busbee’s  Digest  num¬ 
bered  from  896  to  901,  inclusive,  do  not  assume  that  there  is  another 
class  of  non-beneficial  members  exempt  from  inclusion  for  the  per 
capita  tax.

The  Grand  Secretary  and  Adjutant-General  submitted  his  annual 
report,  which,  on  motion  of  Rep.  Bullard,  of  Montana,  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Distribution  of  Grand  Officers’  Reports. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Officers  and  Representatives. — In  submitting  this  report  a  brief 
statement  of  the  circumstances  under  which  it  is  made  is  appropriate. 
The  death  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  J.  Frank  Grant,  occurred 
April  32,  1905,  and  this  sad  event  was  and  is  mourned  throughout  the 
world  of  Odd  Fellowship.  My  appointment  to  the  vacancy  by  Bro. 
R.  E.  Wright,  Grand  Sire,  was  made  April  19,  1905;  but  business 
arrangements  could  not  be  made  at  once  to  assume  the  duties  of  the 
position,  and  the  installation  did  not  occur  until  the  evening  of  May  12, 
1905,  the  service  being  entered  upon  the  morning  of  May  13,  1905.  In 
the  interval  of  one  month  between  Bro.  Grant’s  death  and  my  installa¬ 
tion  Bro.  Elvin  J.  Curry,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  was  the  Acting 
Grand  Secretary.  In  entering  upon  the  service  he  was  designated  to 
continue  as  assistant,  though  it  is  doubtful  whether  reappointment 
was  necessary  as  he  had  been  appointed  for  the  present  term  by  the 
late  Grand  Secretary  and  his  appointment  approved  at  the  last  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  that  there  should  be  no  doubt  as 
to  his  tenure  it  was  my  pleasure  to  reappoint  him.  The  stenographer 
and  shipping-clerk,  constituting  the  other  help  in  the  office,  were  also 
retained.  The  experience  and  service  of  all  have  been  helpful  and 
satisfactory. 

The  report  therefore  represents  largely  and  mainly  the  work  of  the 
office  under  Grand  Secretary  Grant  up  to  his  death,  though  during  his 
serious  illness  Bro.  Curry  was  in  charge  of  the  office,  as  he  was  also 
after  his  death, — from  April  12  to  May  12. 

The  membership,  relief,  and  expenditures  of  the  Order  for  1904  are 
shown  in  the  annual  reports  of  Grand  Bodies  and  Subordinates,  and 
about  half  of  these  were  received  before,  and  the  other  half  received 
and  checked  since,  my  incumbency.  The  fiscal  year  ended  July  31, 
1905,  and  therefore  the  receipts  from  representative  tax,  sales  of  sup¬ 
plies,  etc.,  during  the  year  now  reported  upon  represent  only  about  two 
months  and  a  half  of  my  service,  much  the  greater  volume  thereof  hav¬ 
ing  been  under  the  administration  of  the  office  by  my  distinguished  pre¬ 
decessor.  However,  as  the  report  is  to  be  made  from  the  records  and  by 
the  incumbent  at  the  time  it  is  made;  and  as  it  is  not  practicable 
without  entailing  much  additional  and  unnecessary  work  to  separate 
the  matters  embraced  in  it  as  between  the  different  incumbents  during 
the  same  year,  and  as  any  such  divisions  could  not  be  as  convenient 
or  satisfactory  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  Order;  and  inas¬ 
much  as  if  any  error  or  mistake  should  have  been  made  during  either 
incumbency,  the  records  would  readily  show  when  and  under  whom 
made,  with  the  concurrence  of  Bro.  F.  A.  Stier,  Chairman  of  the  sub¬ 
committee  on  finance,  and  Bro.  Elvin  J.  Curry,  Assistant  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary,  with  Bro.  Grant,  and  Acting  Grand  Secretary  during  the  period 
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above  stated,  the  report  is  submitted  as  a  whole  without  showing 
separately  the  division  of  work  as  to  time  and  service  of  each  of  the 
incumbents. 

Again  the  records  show  the  continued  growth  of  the  Order  in  member¬ 
ship,  and  in  the  volume  of  expenditures  for  benevolent  work.  This 
growth  in  membership  and  in  fraternal  and  relief  work  must  be  gratify¬ 
ing  to  all.  Such  steady  and  marked  progress  can  only  be  attributable  to 
the  principles  and  work  of  the  Order  and  the  splendid  loyalty  and 
enthusiasm  of  the  membership  in  carrying  them  out.  This  prosperous 
condition  is  shared  in  the  subordinate  lodge,  encampment,  and  Rebekah 
branches,  but  is  more  distinctly  manifest  in  subordinates  and  in  Re¬ 
bekah  lodges.  It  is  also  worthy  of  special  mention  that  in  the  reports 
for  1904  from  all  Grand  Lodges  on  this  Continent  for  subordinate 
membership  there  is  no  net  loss  from  a  single  one,  while  from  the 
foreign  jurisdictions  only  two  show  losses  and  those  exceedingly  small. 

The  net  gains  are  as  follows:  in  subordinate  lodge  membership, 
65,724;  in  encampment  membership,  9990;  in  Rebekah  lodge  member¬ 
ship,  25,391;  in  sisters  of  Rebekah  lodges,  17,821.  The  grand  total  of 
membership  of  subordinate  lodges  and  sisters  of  Rebekah  lodges  being, 
at  the  end  of  1904,  1,520,621.  In  this  total  Patriarchs  of  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  and  Brothers  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  are  not  included 
separately,  as  they  are  represented  in  subordinate  lodge  membership. 
The  total  relief  expenditure  reported  for  1904  is  $4,630,744.05,  being 
$304,234.86  in  excess  of  that  reported  for  1903. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  we  again  add  to  our  roll  call  two  new  Grand 
Representatives.  Through  the  faithful  work  of  our  South  Carolina 
brethren  the  Grand  Encampment  of  that  Jurisdiction  has  been  resusci¬ 
tated  and  sends  a  new  Grand  Representative.  An  additional  one  is 
sent  also  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Idaho.  These  additions 
make  a  total  of  197  Grand  Representatives  whose  credentials  are  on 
file  in  this  office. 


NECROLOGY. 

Since  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  death  has  come 
to  two  beloved  and  distinguished  members  of  the  Body.  Bro.  J.  Frank 
Grant,  Grand  Secretary  since  September,  1896,  and  also  a  Past  Grand 
Representative  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Kentucky,  died  at  his  home 
in  Baltimore,  Md.,  April  12,  1905. 

Bro.  James  P.  Sanders,  of  New  York,  the  19th  Grand  Sire,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  the  Senior  Past  Grand  Sire,  died  at  his  home,  on  the 
18th  of  December,  1904. 

Thus  in  a  short  interval  between  sessions  a  great  loss  was  sustained 
to  the  Order  and  the  death  of  these  brothers  carried  sorrow  throughout 
the  entire  membership. 

Since  the  reference  to  the  foregoing  deaths  was  prepared  and  sent  to 
the  printer  and  set  in  type,  news  came  of  the  death  of  Bro.  John  W. 
Stebbins,  Past  Grand  Sire,  at  his  home  in  Rochester,  New  York,  on 
July  30,  1905.  Bro.  Stebbins  was  the  33d  Grand  Sire  and  had  served 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  Order  long  and  well. 

It  is  but  a  little  more  than  three  years  since  the  great  Jurisdiction  of 
New  York  was  honored  with  three  living  Past  Grand  Sires,  but  now  not 
one  of  the  three  survives. 
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Iii  March,  1902,  death  claimed  Past  Grand  Sire  John  H.  White;  in 
December  last  Past  Grand  Sire  James  P.  Sanders,  and  now  Past  Grand 
Sire  Stebbins.  Verily  it  is  a  great  loss. 

THE  FRATERNAL  PRESS. 

By  a  perusal  of  the  list  of  Fraternal  Papers  and  Periodicals  received 
at  this  office,  it  will  be  noticed  that  a  few  have  gone  out  of  existence, 
but  that  a  sufficient  number  of  new  publications  have  been  added  to 
make  an  increase  in  the  list  over  that  of  the  past  year.  This  is  a 
further  indication  of  the  fact  that  the  Fraternal  press  is  steadily  grow¬ 
ing  as  to  the  number  of  papers  and  periodicals  issued  as  well  as  in  its 
power  for  good. 

It  is  commendable  that  the  Order  is  giving  a  heartier  support  to 
those  faithful  Brothers  who  serve  as  the  editors  of  these  valuable  and 
helpful  organs.  They  are  excellent  educators  to  those  who  enter  our 
ranks,  and  bring  inspiration  and  encouragement  to  every  Odd  Fellow 
who  reads  them.  We  should  encourage  them  in  every  way  we  can. 

SUPPLIES. 

The  amount  of  supplies  published  and  sold  in  this  office  each  year 
amounts  to  a  good  business  in  itself,  and  it  requires  no  little  amount 
of  thought  and  constant  attention  to  carry  it  on  in  detail  along  with  the 
other  work  of  the  office  and  make  it  profitable  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  You  arb  kindly  asked  to  examine  the  table  upon  this  subject 
found  in  another  part  of  this  report,  that  you  may  have  a  proper  con¬ 
ception  of  the  volume  of  the  business  transacted.

VOLUME  XXI. 

This  volume,  which  contains  the  proceedings  of  the  sessions  of  1903 
and  1904,  was  issued  within  the  past  year,  and  is  now  on  sale  in  this 
office.  It  is  bound  in  law  sheep  and  makes  a  neat  volume  of  about 
1100  pages. 

ITEMS  OVERLOOKED. 

Accounts  against  the  following  defunct  lodges  were  reported  both  last 
year  and  the  year  before  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  Pacific,  No.  2,  $69.47 ; 
Germania,  No.  4,  $1.66;  Concepcion,  No.  11,  $54.43.  These  lodges 
formerly  existed  in  Chile,  South  America;  but  as  they  have  been  de¬ 
funct  for  several  years  authority  was  asked  to  charge  these  valueless 
accounts  to  profit  and  loss. 

By  an  oversight  action  on  this  request  was  not  taken  by  the  Sover¬ 
eign  Body.  Your  Grand  Secretary,  deeming  it  best  under  the  circum¬ 
stances,  has  followed  out  the  suggestion  made  as  to  these  accounts  and 
asks  that  his  action  be  approved. 

He  has  taken  the  same  course  with  regard  to  the  balance  of  45  cents, 
reported  in  the  same  way  at  the  same  time  against  Canton  Lincoln,  of 
Illinois,  which  has  also  been  defunct  for  several  years.  The  approval 
of  this  action  is  also  requested. 

LEASE  ON  HALL  IN  COLUMBUS,  OHIO. 

The  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary  have  carried  out  the  instruction 
concerning  the  above  named  hall,  found  on  page  847,  Journal,  1904. 
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The  necessary  deed  was  prepared  by  Bro.  Ivor  Hughes,  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative,  officially  signed  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary,  and 
sent  to  Bro.  Hughes  on  July  11,  1905. 

This  deed  serves  as  a  quit-claim,  or  release  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  to  subordinate  lodges,  etc.,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  all  interest  in 
certain  property  growing  out  of  the  location  of  the  headquarters  in 
Columbus  and  subsequent  removal;  and  also  in  the  same  paper  a  release 
by  the  said  Subordinates  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  all  claim  or 
interest  arising  out  of  the  contract  with  regard  to  such  location  and 
subsequent  removal. 

SPECIAL  DUTIES  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

FINANCIAL. 

In  the  table  of  “  Appropriations  and  Expenditures,”  published  on 
another  page  in  this  report,  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  expendi¬ 
tures  authorized  by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  Journal , 

1904,  pages  889,  890. 

In  compliance  with  report  No.  95,  Journal,  1899,  page  342,  the  funds 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  have  been  deposited  during  the  past 
year  to  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  in  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit 
Co.,  of  Maryland,  now  The  Fidelity  Trust  Co.,  of  Maryland,  on  which 
deposits  the  sum  of  $689.99  has  been  received  as  interest  to  July  1, 

1905. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  Journal,  1896,  page  15,077,  the  bonds  of  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
Grand  Secretary,  and  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  were  executed  and 
transmitted  to  the  Grand  Sire,  and  his  letters  acknowledging  their 
receipt  by  him  are  on  file  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office.  The  prem¬ 
ium  on  said  bonds  was  paid  as  follows:  October  14,  1904,  by  warrant 
No.  10,436,  $30;  October  22,  1904,  by  warrant  No.  10,400,  $30;  May  6, 
1905,  by  warrant  No.  10,589,  $30. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  profit  of  all  sales  of  Patriarchs  Militant  sup¬ 
plies  be  set  apart,  appropriated  and  paid  over  to  the  Commanding 
General  in  full  of  salary  and  expenses  to  him  and  that  such  profit  be 
so  paid  in  monthly  installments  as  the  same  shall  accrue. 

Resolved,  That  the  part  of  the  resolution  making  it  permanent  and 
standing  until  otherwise  provided  for  be  not  adopted. — Journal,  1904, 
pages  842,  879. 

For  the  year  ending  July  31,  1905,  payments  were  made  as  follows: 
November  5,  1904,  by  warrant  10,456,  $250;  February  3,  1905,  by 
warrant  10,510,  $500;  April  11,  1905,  by  warrant  10,568,  $250;  July  5, 
1905,  by  warrant  10,642,  $250;  July  31,  1905,  by  warrant  10,662,  $577.63. 

The  legislation  of  1901,  Journal,  page  272,  directing  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  to  exchange,  without  charge,  subordinate  lodge  rituals  in 
English  for  those  in  the  German  language,  of  the  edition  of  1896, 
returned  to  him  in  good  condition,  was  extended  so  as  to  include  the 
subordinate  encampment  rituals  in  the  German  language.  Journal, 
1903,  pages  311,  358,  390. 

The  Grand  Secretary  has  been  guided  by  the  legislation  mentioned 
above  in  exchanging  rituals. 

Your  Committee  on  Petitions  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Yakima  Encampment,  No.  7,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Washington,  asking 
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for  a  duplicate  charter,  in  place  of  the  original,  which  was  destroyed 
by  fire,  beg  leave  to  report  recommending  that  the  said  petition  be 
granted,  provided  they  comply  with  the  law  in  such  cases. — Journal, 
1904,  pages  791,  847. 

This  charter  was  carefully  prepared  and  forwarded  on  December  15, 
1904,  to  the  Grand  Scribe  of  Washington. 

Your  Committee  on  Petitions,  to  whom  were  referred  the  petitions 
of  Alberta  Encampment,  No.  1,  Calgary,  Northwest  Territories,  Can¬ 
ada,  and  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Nebraska,  asking  that  duplicate 
charters  be  granted  them  on  the  ground  that  the  original  charters 
were  destroyed  by  fire,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso¬ 
lution: 

Resolved ,  That  a  duplicate  charter  be  granted  in  each  case. — Journal,

Your  Committee  on  Petitions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  Minnesota  asking  that  a  duplicate  charter 
be  granted  said  Grand  Encampment,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have 
duly  considered  the  case,  and  from  the  written  statements  of  the  officers 
and  the  verbal  statements  of  two  Past  Grand  Patriarchs  of  said  Grand 
Encampment  we  are  satisfied  that  no  charter  for  said  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  is  now  in  existence  or  has  been  for  more  than  ten  years.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  a  duplicate  charter  be  granted  said  Grand 
Encampment  of  Minnesota  free  of  charge. — Journal.  1904,  pages  839, 
878. 

The  duplicate  charter  for  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Minnesota  was 
sent  to  the  Grand  Scribe  of  that  body  on  December  15,  1904. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
special  committee  appointed  at  the  session  of  1903  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  to  prepare  and  present  at  this  session  a  code  of  procedure, 
report  that  on  account  of  the  radical  changes  proposed  in  said  report, 
the  importance  of  this  subject  to  the  Order  and  for  want  of  sufficient 
time  to  properly  and  carefully  consider  the  said  report,  which  is  quite 
lengthy  and  complicated,  we  recommend  that  this  committee  be  granted 
further  time  until  the  next  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and 
that  in  the  meantime  the  Grand  Secretary  have  printed  and  submitted 
to  the  members  of  this  committee  copies  of  said  report  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  May,  1905,  this  committee  to  report  at  the  next  session 
of  this  Body. — Journal,  page  786. 

The  above  instruction  has  been  carried  out  and  the  printed  copies 
have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  printed

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  author¬ 
ized,  to  sell  Rebekah  Veteran  jewels  on  the  order  of  the  Secretary 
of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  in  Jurisdictions  which  have  delegated  to  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  the  right  to  handle  Rebekah  lodge  supplies;  pro¬ 
vided  said  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  first  provide  for  securing  and 
retaining  the  record  of  membership  necessary  to  entitle  a  sister  to 
wear  the  Rebekah  Veteran  jewel.

The  Grand  Secretary  has  been  guided  by  the  above  instruction  in 
selling  the  Rebekah  Veteran  jewels.

The  following  jurisdictions,  where  Homes  have  not  yet  been  estab¬ 
lished,  report  as  follows: 

British  Columbia. — Raising  a  fund  for  a  Home;  cash  on  hand  for  the 
purpose,  $3761.92. 

District  of  Columbia. — Raising  a  fund  for  a  Home;  cash  on  hand 
for  the  purpose,  $5000.00 

Colorado.— Has  $20,000.00  invested,  bearing  interest,  which  is  a  fund 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  Home  when  necessary. 

Idaho. — The  Grand  Secretary  writes  that  the  Home  of  Idaho  reported 
last  year  has  been  sold. 

Nebraska. — Raising  a  fund  for  a  Home;  cash  on  hand  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  $1000.00. 

North  Dakota. — Raising  a  fund  for  a  Home;  cash  on  hand  and  in¬ 
vested,  bearing  interest,  $10,000.00.

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CORRESPONDENCE. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  a  careful  reading  of  the  following 
correspondence,  being  in  most  instances  extracts  from  letters  recently 
received,  will  well  indicate  the  condition  of  the  several  branches  of 
the  Order  in  the  Jurisdictions  thus  represented  and  will  prove  benefi¬ 
cial  because  of  the  suggestions  and  experiences  therein  given.  These 
extracts  supplement  somewhat  the  annual  reports  and  generally  give 
information  nearer  in  point  of  time  and  in  different  and  diversified 
form.  Those  here  presented  are  full  of  good  cheer  and  encouragement, 
as  they  have  regularly  been  for  years  past,  and  are  well  worthy  of 
examination. 

GRAND  LODGES. 

Alabama. — H.  C.  Weaver,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  take 
pleasure  in  reporting  to  you  that  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  still 
continues  in  a  growing  and  flourishing  condition,  though  we  have  some 
few  lodges  that  are  not  thriving  as  well  as  we  would  like  to  have  them. 
The  Semi-Annual  reports  show  the  Order  has  made  substantial  gains 
in  membership,  with  increased  revenue,  more  lodge  investments,  and 
larger  balances  in  treasuries. 

“During  the  Grand  Lodge  year  from  May,  1903  to  1904,  (36)  thirty- 
six  subordinate  lodges  were  instituted. 

“During  the  year  1904,  from  January  1st  to  December  31st,  (49) 
forty-nine  lodges  were  instituted;  we  have  to  December  31st,  1904, 
(301)  three  hundred  and  one  subordinate  lodges,  with  a  membership  of 
(16,450)  sixteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty,  and  a  net  gain  in 
membership  of  (1220)  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty,  and  a 
gain  of  (45)  forty-five  lodges. 

“  The  gains  in  membership  and  new  lodges  instituted  during  the  past 
year  must  be  pleasing  to  all.” 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Twelve  busy 
months  have  come  and  gone,  and  it  is  a  profound  pleasure  to  me  to 
report  that  the  Order  in  Arkansas  for  the  past  five  years  has  been 
progressive.  We  have  made  a  net  gain  of  10,036  since  1899;  and  in  the 
year  of  1904  we  made  a  net  gain  of  3296  in  membership,  and  54  new 
lodges. 

“  Our  lodges  are  active  and  enthusiastic,  and  fully  alive  to  the  work 
we  are  endeavoring  to  do.  We  not  only  strive  to  build  up  new  lodges, 
but  are  continually  looking  after  our  weak  and  dormant  lodges.  We 
have  a  solid  column  from  Lodge  No.  1  to  Lodge  No.  316,  all  up  with 
their  reports  and  in  good  standing.” 

British  Columbia. — Fred.  Davey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  I  re¬ 

gret  that  our  annual  report  has  not  shown  a  larger  increase  in  member¬ 
ship.  It  is  larger,  however,  than  the  preceding  year,  and  we  are  very 
sanguine  that  the  near  future  will  add  considerably  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  Order  in  this  Province.  Meanwhile,  we  are  practically  demon¬ 
strating  the  principles  of  the  Order  by  reciprocal  relief  and  kindly 
offices  to  one  another  in  the  day  of  trouble,  as  our  relief  report  will 
undeniably  prove.  We  are,  however,  severely  handicapped  here  by 
being  brought  into  competition  with  other  kindred  societies,  who  admit 
young  men  at  eighteen  yea^s  of  age,  and  who  thereby  secure  the  flower 
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of  those  eligible  to  membership,  before  they  are  old  enough  to  join  our 
lodges.  We  are  in  hope  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  soon  see 
the  wisdom  of  reducing  the  age  limit,  so  that  we  may  be  in  a  position 
to  meet  these  rival  organizations  on  an  equal  footing. 

“  I  was  very  much  surprised  and  grieved  to  get  the  newspaper  an¬ 
nouncing  the  death  of  Bro.  Grant;  his  death  is  a  great  loss  to  the 
Order.” 

California. — Geo.  T.  Shaw,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  is 
doing  finely  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  the  present  Grand  Master,  W.  W. 
Phelps,  of  Riverside,  reports  that  he  finds  lots  of  enthusiasm  among 
the  lodges  he  has  visited.  Many  new  halls  are  under  way  and  we  antic¬ 
ipate  more  than  a  fair  rate  of  increase  in  membership  during  this 
year.” 

Colorado. — J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  submitting 
my  report  for  the  year  closing  December  31,  1904,  I  beg  to  say  that  the 
industrial  condition  of  Colorado  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  any¬ 
thing  but  prosperous.  Strikes  throughout  the  State  have  invaded  every 
avenue  of  business  and  impeded  progress. 

“  Our  mines  have  been  closed,  and  the  miners  have  been  compelled 
to  seek  employment  in  other  States. 

“  This  unfortunate  condition  has  been  felt  by  our  Order  and  retarded 
its  usual  growth.  But  I  am  more  than  pleased  to  say  that  we  have 
held  our  own  during  the  year. 

“  Our  skies  are  brightening  now — from  all  over  the  Jurisdiction 
comes  the  glad  news  that  the  lodges  are  enjoying  a  real  ‘  boom,’  and 
J  believe  1905  will  show  a  large  increase  in  membership.” 

Connecticut. — Frederick  Botsford,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  That 
terrible  suspension  seems  to  increase,  431  members  being  suspended  in 
1904;  death  rates  are  also  increased.  This  is  accounted  for  in  a  great 
measure  by  the  large  number  of  old  members  in  our  lodges  who  are 
dropping  off  quite  rapidly,  but  I  do  not  know  what  to  think  of  the 
suspensions.  The  only  thing  I  can  imagine  is  that  many  join  who 
have  no  love  for  the  Order,  and  after  a  while  drop  off  and  join  some 
other  secret  society. 

“  Another  thing  which  I  do  not  like  is  the  immense  expense  account. 
I  think  a  large  portion  of  it  is  illegally  expended  for  entertainments  or 
something  of  that  nature,  for  it  is  not  possible  that  lodges  properly 
managed  could  expend  so  much.  I  shall  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  fact  in  my  next  report.,  and  ask  for  a  thorough  investiga¬ 
tion  by  the  committee  on  State  of  the  Order.” 

Delaware. — Isaac  W.  Hallam,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “In  pre¬ 
senting  this  report  we  come  as  the  bearer  of  good  tidings.  A  most 
successful  issue  has  welcomed  the  efforts  advanced  for  an  increase  in 
membership.  During  the  year  a  net  gain  of  one  hundred  and  eleven 
has  been  added  to  the  rolls  of  the  several  lodges. 

“  The  financial  situation  is  also  most  excellent,  an  increase  of  re¬ 
ceipts,  with  a  decrease  of  expenses  showing  a  grand  total  of  values, 
better  than  ever  before  in  this  Jurisdiction — and  the  good  work  will 
surely  be  continued,  with  an  expectation  of  securing  gratifying  results.” 
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District  of  Columbia. — Jos.  I.  Porter,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Our 
Order  shows  in  this  Jurisdiction  a  steady  and  healthy  growth  both  in 
membership  and  finances,  and  while  we  may  not  be  entirely  satisfied, 
it  is  only  because  our  ambitions  may  exceed  our  abilities  to  bring 
about  larger  results. 

“  The  movement  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  found  an  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home  is  progressing.  This  Jurisdiction  is  small  and  the  undertaking 
large,  but  the  funds  are  slowly  and  surely  growing,  and  it’s  hoped 
that  ‘  The  Odd  Fellows’  Home  Association  of  the  District  of  Columbia  ’ 
may,  before  many  years  are  passed,  be  able  to  say  its  work  has  been 
well  done.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  with  an 
unusual  degree  of  pleasure  that  I  make  my  annual  report  of  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

“  During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  net  gain  of  nine  lodges  and 
542  members.  Mere  figures  do  not  show  the  actual  increase  in  enthu¬ 
siasm;  the  growth  in  membership,  as  represented  by  numbers  alone, 
must  not  be  taken  as  the  best  and  only  index  to  the  practical  results  of 
the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  I  am  satisfied  that  it  is  a  healthy 
growth,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  the  good  work  will  go  on.” 

Georgia. — J.  S.  Tyson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  sure  that 
you  will  rejoice  with  us  in  the  continued  prosperity  and  increase  of 
membership  in  this  State. 

“  What  we  may  accomplish  this  year  remains  to  be  seen,  but  the  indi¬ 
cations  now  are  that  as  much  or  more  will  be  done.  Since  January  1st, 
seven  lodges  have  been  instituted  and  dispensations  are  now  out  for 
two  more. 

“  We  regret  to  have  to  note  so  many  suspensions  for  non-payment  of 
dues;  we  are  gratified,  however,  that  it  is  less  than  for  the  preceeding 
year  by  nearly  one  hundred;  we  cherish  the  hope  that  the  improved 
conditions  will  continue  and  that  in  a  short  time  these  suspensions 
may  be  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

“  It  will  be  seen  that  during  the  year  our  increase  was  45  lodges  and 
3563  members. 

“December  31,  1899,  we  had  111  lodges,  with  4896  members;  an  in¬ 
crease  of  146  lodges  and  15,806  members  in  five  years,  we  think,  will 
compare  favorably  with  the  larger  and  more  prosperous  jurisdictions 
and  leads  us  to  believe  that  it  is  not  beyond  the  bounds  of  possibility 
for  Georgia  to  have  fifty  thousand  within  a  comparatively  short  time.” 

Idaho. — D.  S.  Badley,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  I  take  pleasure 

in  handing  to  you  the  annual  report  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Idaho. 
While  it  is  not  up  to  the  last  one  in  growth,  it  is  nevertheless  a  report 
that  we  are  proud  of.  It  shows  us  still  growing,  and  that  but  feebly 
reflects  the  actual  advance  we  have  made  along  the  lines  of  progres¬ 
sion.  We  are  getting  stronger  in  knowledge  and  influence,  and  are 
wielding  a  mighty  influence  for  good  in  our  young  and  growing  State. 
More  than  three-fourths  of  our  lodges  either  own  their  own  halls,  or 
have  them  in  process  of  building.  We  own  nearly  a  million  dollars’ 
worth  of  property,  and  it  is  constantly  gaining  in  value.  Our  mem¬ 
bership  is  composed  of  our  best  citizens.  This  is  proven  by  the  fact, 
that  more  than  half  of  our  State,  county,  precinct,  and  city  officers  are 
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Odd  Fellows.  Not  as  you  know,  chosen  because  they  are  members  of 
the  Order,  but  because  our  officers  are  chosen  from  our  foremost  and 
most  substantial  citizens,  and  such  compose  our  membership.  We  are 
occupying  all  our  territory  as  it  opens  up  to  settlement,  and  try  to  keep 
abreast  with  its  advancement.  So  far  the  present  year  shows  greater 
gains  than  last.  We  will  engage  to  keep  our  beloved  State  up  with  the 
procession,  and  really  think  we  can  get  ahead  of  some  of  the  older 
ones.”

Illinois. — John  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  grand 
Jurisdiction  of  Illinois  is  maintaining  its  excellent  reputation  as  one  of 
the  leading  States  of  the  Union  with  reference  to  Odd  Fellowship.  We 
now  have  909  subordinate  and  625  Rebekah  lodges,  representing  a 
subordinate  membership  of  69,882,  and  a  Rebekah  membership  of  33,648, 
the  net  gain,  respectively,  being  3039  and  1737. 

“  The  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  experiencing  a  steady  growth, 
both  in  members  and  interest.  We  are  endeavoring  to  influence  the 
lives  of  our  members  in  right  lines  and  our  efforts  have  not  been  in 
vain,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  amount  of  relief  extended,  as  well  as  by 
our  Orphans’  and  Old  Folks’  Homes. 

“  The  capitation  tax  in  this  Jurisdiction  for  the  year  1905  is  $0.85, 
per  member,  which  includes  the  maintenance  of  our  Homes,  the  annual 
session  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  in  which  we  have  lodge  representation, 
salaries,  and  all  other  expenses. 

“  Our  two  Homes  are  maintained  by  appropriations  made  at  each 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  for  the  present  year  is  $21,500  for 
the  Orphans’  Home,  and  $15,650  for  the  Old  Folks’  Home,  or  computing 
it  on  our  membership,  amounting  to  $0.53  per  capita. 

“  The  stability  and  growth  of  the  Order  is  further  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  we  have  909  subordinate  lodges  in  Illinois  and  but  four  char¬ 
ters  were  surrendered  during  the  past  year.  Our  lodges  are  well 
managed  and  their  finances  are  in  good  condition,  the  net  worth  of  our 
subordinate  lodges  being  $2,295,325.42. 

“  The  three  branches  of  Odd  Fellowship  are  maintaining  1731  organi¬ 
zations  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  influence  of  which  cannot  be  esti¬ 
mated.  The  command  to  visit  the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the 
dead,  and  educate  the  Orphan,  is  being  exemplified  by  our  lodges,  while 
patriotism  and  loyalty  to  country  are  being  instilled  at  every  meeting, 
and  I  am  persuaded  that  the  cause  of  good  citizenship  and  good  govern¬ 
ment  owes  much  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.” 

Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
Indiana  is  in  excellent  condition.  Our  gain  for  1904  was  2575.  For 
the  first  six  months  of  1905  it  will  approximate  2000,  and  for  the  year 
1905  may  reach  3000.  Our  gains  have  been  continuous  for  many  years, 
— have,  in  fact,  averaged  nearly  3000  per  year  for  the  past  nine  years. 
It  would  seem  that  w^e  are  growing  likewise  in  usefulness.  We  have 
just  completed  and  paid  for  an  additional  building  at  our  Home,  which 
now  gives  a  capacity  of  about  200  guests.  Our  two  buildings  and 
adjoining  improvements  cost  approximately  $125,000.  The  Home  is  the 
pride  of  the  Order  in  the  State. 

“  The  new  law  regarding  the  deposit  of  withdrawal  cards  without  fee 
is  favorably  received.  It  is  believed  it  should  be  made  to  apply  to  all 
branches. 
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“  The  changes  in  membership,  deposit,  and  withdrawal,  for  the  term 
ending  June  30,  1905,  have  greatly  increased — probably  trebled — be¬ 
cause  of  this  law. 

“  All  in  all,  Indiana  is  in  excellent  shape,  harmonious  and  endowed 
with  energy.” 

Indian  Territory. — G.  H.  Alexander,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
year  1904  was  a  prosperous  one  for  Indian  Territory  Odd  Fellowship, 
showing  a  growth  in  membership  of  854.  We  are  increasing  rapidly 
both  in  membership  and  the  number  of  lodges.  Interest  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  are  unprecedented  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

“  We  are  now  caring  for  25  little  orphans  in  the  Home  at  Checotah. 
Our  Home  is  the  pride  of  the  Order  and  we  are  making  arrangements 
to  build  an  addition  to  it  in  the  near  future. 

“  The  Rebekah  branch  is  also  growing  rapidly  and  is  doing  some  good 
work.  At  this  writing  we  have  100  Rebekah  and  186  subordinate  lodges, 
all  in  good  working  order  and  having  a  splendid  growth.” 

Kansas. — W.  H.  Kemper,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  here  enclose 
the  annual  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Rebekah  Assembly  of 
Kansas,  and  am  glad  to  be  able  to  make  such  a  good  report.  We  have 
been  gaining  rapidly  for  the  past  few  years  and  have  a  bright  future 
before  us.  Everything  in  Kansas  is  in  the  most  prospering  condition 
and  Odd  Fellowship  is  in  the  lead  of  all  organizations.” 

Kentucky. — R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  This  is  the 
best  report  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  addition  to  a  number 
of  new  lodges,  we  have  had  over  three  thousand  increase,  and  for  last 
year  every  lodge  in  the  State  reported. 

“  The  Order  in  Kentucky  has  been  on  the  increase  for  the  past  three 
years,  and  we  trust  that  we  will  be  able  to  show  fine  work  for  the  year 
1905.  You  will  also  notice  that  the  Rebekah  report  shows  a  handsome 
increase.” 

Maine. — Russell  G.  Dyer,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  not 
possible  in  mid-summer  to  give  other  than  a  guess,  or  estimate,  of  the 
condition  of  the  Order  in  this  State.  It  is  usual  for  lodges  to  make 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  the  last  half  of  the  year.  It 
is  certain,  however,  that  we  have  made  a  material  advance,  and  I  believe 
that  when  the  returns  are  tabulated  next  January,  they  will  show  more 
than  the  ordinary  gain.  I  believe  the  Order  in  Maine,  at  this  moment, 
is  in  better  condition  than  it  ever  was  since  its  institution  in  1843. 
We  have  instituted  five  subordinate  lodges  and  five  Rebekah  lodges 
since  the  beginning  of  the  Grand  Lodge  year,  a  record  that  has  not  been 
duplicated  since  1894-95.  In  addition  we  have  the  petition  for  the  sixth 
Rebekah  lodge.  Two  subordinate  lodges  have  been  instituted  under  the 
new  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
where  the  charter  members  were  not  Odd  Fellows.  This  law  has  been 
of  material  assistance  in  this  State,  and  we  believe  it  a  wise  measure. 
The  remarkable  success  this  year  is  due  to  a  ‘  hustling  Grand  Master, 
Bro.  Leon  S.  Merrill.’  It  is  rare  that  a  jurisdiction  can  find  a  man 
who  will  sacrifice  $1000  of  his  own  to  advance  the  interests  of  the 
Order,  but  this  is  what  our  Grand  Master  has  done.  Maine  is  indeed 
fortunate -in  having  found  such  a  man.  Grand  Master  Merrill  has  been 
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able,  tactful,  and  judicial  in  his  administration.  This  reminds  us 
that  never  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  were  the 
different  branches  so  ably  officered  as  at  the  present  time.  What  I  have 
said  of  the  Grand  Master  applies  with  equal  force  to  Grand  Patriarch 
Herbert  W.  Sears,  who  has  been  indefatigable  in  his  work.  Gen.  William 
E.  Plummer  is  one  of  the  best  Department  Commanders  ever  elevated 
to  the  head  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  Maine,  while  in  the  Rebekah 
Assembly,  the  President,  Minnie  F.  Spencer,  has  proved  one  of  the 
ablest  and  most  lovable  women  among  the  distinguished  Rebekahs  who 
have  presided  over  the  destinies  of  that  branch  of  our  Order.” 

Manitoba. — D.  B.  Deering,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  very 
gratifying  to  me  to  report  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  Manitoba  and  the 
Territories  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition;  our  gain  in  lodges  is  10 
and  in  membership  545;  the  prospects  for  the  present  year  is 
equally  bright.  The  Rebekah  lodge  made  an  increase  of  176,  and  has 
now  a  membership  of  814,  and  are  doing  splendid  work.  Our  Home 
fund  now  amounts  to  $6651.09.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — A.  F.  Messervey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes: 
“  Regarding  the  standing  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  you  will  note 
that  during  the  year  five  new  lodges  were  instituted,  and  a  net  gain  in 
membership  of  388.  This  is  an  improvement  over  the  previous  year 
and  the  indications  are  that  this  year  will,  at  least  in  membership,  be 
somewhat  greater  than  is  now  reported. 

“  It  is  a  pleasure  to  state  we  have  not  had  an  expulsion  or  suspension 
for  cause,  among  our  membership  during  the  past  year,  which  is  cer¬ 
tainly  indicative  of  the  peace,  harmony,  and  good-will  that  prevails  in 
our  midst.” 

Maryland. — John  M.  Jones,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  report 
from  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  shows  a  fair  gain  in  mem¬ 
bership  during  the  year.  Though  not  as  large  as  we  could  have  desired. 
However,  we  feel  greatly  encouraged  by  the  results  of  the  past  year, 
and  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  we  shall  be  able  to  show  a  greater 
prosperity  for  the  coming  year. 

“  Much  interest  is  being  manifested  among  the  lodges  throughout  the 
entire  Jurisdiction.” 

Michigan. — H.  N.  Wilder,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We  are  glad 
to  report  our  lodges  here  in  Michigan  in  a  flourishing  condition,  having 
a  net  increase  of  2124  for  the  year,  among  our  492  lodges,  total  member¬ 
ship  December  31  last,  41,275,  and  for  the  first  seven  months  of  this 
year,  since  October,  twelve  new  lodges  have  been  instituted,  and  the 
prospects  are  good  for  at  least  one  half  dozen  more. 

“  Our  membership  seems  contented  and  happy,  and  our  record  for  this 
year  will,  according  to  present  indications,  be  much  larger  than  last. 

“  We  have  our  new  Home  for  Orphans,  aged  and  indigent  Odd 
Fellows,  and  Rebekahs,  nearly  paid  for,  which  was  dedicated  last  year, 
and  have  at  present  eleven  inmates.  We  are  attempting  to  make  it  a 
haven  of  rest  for  the  aged  and  infirm,  who  have  been  worn  out  in  the 
service,  as  well  as  a  Home  for  the  little  ones  who  have  been  deprived  of 
the  comforts  of  home  by  the  loss  of  their  parents,  and  it  is  indeed  a 
comfort  to  see  the  little  flock  gathered  together  in  this  beautiful  spot, 
under  the  protecting  care  of  our  worthy  Matron,  Sister  Peet. 
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“  Memorial  services  will  be  held  on  the  grounds  on  the  18th  of  June, 
when  excursions  will  be  run  there  from  all  quarters  of  the  State,  that 
can  reach  there  and  home  again  in  one  day. 

“  We  feel  deeply  the  loss  of  our  esteemed  Brother  Grant,  but  we 
thank  God  that  the  home  of  our  Order  still  lives  at  Baltimore,  and 
promise  you  the  same  support  always  accorded  to  Brother  Grant. 
Our  united  Brotherhood  bids  you  a  god  speed  in  the  great  work.” 

Mississippi. — Walter  S.  P.  Doty,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Odd 
Fellowship  in  Mississippi  shows  substantial  gains  and  fairly  prosperous 
circumstances,  with  brightening  hopes  for  the  future.” 

J.  J.  Coman,  Grand  Master,  writes:  “At  our  recent  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  this  city,  the  Secretary’s  report  showed  an  in¬ 
crease  in  membership  of  twelve  hundred.  The  semi-annual  reports 
for  June  give  a  healthy  increase  in  membership.  We  had  a  most 
delightful  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  each  delegate  pledged  me 
hearty  and  active  co-operation  in  extending  the  principles  of  our  grand 
Order.  Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  succeeded  in  instituting  four 
new  lodges,  reviving  three  dormant  ones,  and  have  dispensation  for  two 
new  ones.  I  have  inaugurated  a  system  of  district  meetings,  to  be  com¬ 
posed  of  delegates  from  the  several  lodges,  and  presided  over  by  a 
D.  D.  G.  M.  We  recently  held  one  of  these  meetings  at  Hattiesburg  at 
which  over  one  hundred  members  were  present.  The  enthusiasm  and 
interest  does  not  seem  to  be  confined  to  any  special  part  of  our  State, 
and  the  outlook  is  indeed  encouraging,  which  of  course  stimulates  all 
concerned.” 

Missouri. — E.  M.  Sloan,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Of  the  subordi¬ 
nate  branch,  it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  say  that  we  are  still 
increasing  in  strength  in  all  respects.  Our  Order  has  been  upon  such  a 
sure  foundation  in  Missouri  for  so  many  years,  that  we  look  for  nothing 
else  but  prosperity.  While  we  did  not  gain  so  much  during  the  year 
just  closed,  as  we  did  the  previous  one,  yet  there  is  still  cause  for 
congratulation,  when,  surrounded  as  we  are  by  a  multitude  of  semi¬ 
kindred  organizations,  we  are  able  to  outstrip  them  all  in  our  rapid 
increase.  I  think  an  examination  of  the  reports  will  show  that  we  in 
no  sense  fall  behind  any  of  our  sister  jurisdictions.” 

Montana. — A.  J.  White,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “There  has  not 
been  any  gain  in  the  number  of  lodges,  nor  any  loss;  none  instituted, 
nor  any  gone  defunct  or  consolidated. 

“  There  is  a  clear  gain  of  105  in  membership. 

“  This  year  I  think  we  will  make  a  better  showing.  One  lodge  insti¬ 
tuted  last  month  and  a  petition  out  for  another.” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  returns 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1904,  show  a  gain  of  membership  in 
this  Jurisdiction  of  five,  and  the  institution  of  one  new  lodge.  Owing 
to  the  mining  excitement  in  our  State,  quite  a  number  of  Brothers  have 
moved  from  their  old  homes  and  gone  to  new  fields,  and,  in  the  mean¬ 
time  neglected  keeping  up  their  standing  in  the  Order,  and  have  been 
dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues.  In  the  course  of  a  short  time  things

“  New  Hampshire  Odd  Fellows  take  a  pride  in  the  fact  that  no  ordi¬ 
nary  circumstances  will  cause  them  to  relinquish  their  affiliations  with 
the  Order,  when  once  entered  into;  and  they  are  proud  that  the  per¬ 
centage  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  remain  at  a  minimum, 
when  compared  with  other  jurisdictions.”

New  Jersey. — Lewis  Parker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  happy 
to  report  that  there  is  a  gain  in  membership  of  299,  and  an  active  evi¬ 
dence  of  benevolence.  Throughout  our  Jurisdiction  there  is  a  marked 
indication  of  enthusiasm.  We  are  growing  in  every  regard.  Our  opera¬ 
tions  are  entirely  harmonious  and  the  kindest  fraternal  feeling  prevails 
among  us  everywhere. 

“  I  also  enclose  the  report  of  the  Rebekah  lodges,  which  shows  a  small 
but  steady  increase.” 

New  Mexico. — N.  E.  Stevens,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Dear  Sir 
and  Brother,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  subordinate 
lodges  in  New  Mexico,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  are  in  a  very  flour¬ 
ishing  condition  and  our  membership  is  increasing,  as  shown  by  our 
annual  report  for  1904,  and  the  prospect  is  good  for  a  much  larger  gain 
for  the  eyar  1905.”

Our  lodges  are  in  healthy  condition  and  show  an  average  in¬ 
crease  of  about  ten  per  cent.  Since  January  1,  we  have  instituted  five 
new  lodges.  We  look  forward  to  a  banner  year  for  1905.”

The  prospects  for  1905  are  very  flattering,  and  it  would  not 
surprise  us  that  1905  would  be  the  banner  year.  Our  subordinate  lodges 
seem  to  be  ‘  getting  busy  and  propose  to  keep  busy.’  Four  new  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  will  be  instituted  during  the  year.  At  the  1905  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  our  laws  were  so  amended  that  it  permits  the  Grand 
Master  to  grant  dispensations  for  new  lodges  during  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Body.  This  will  be  a  great  help  to  our  Jurisdiction.  Seven 
different  towns  are  now  soliciting  Charter  lists.” 

Oklahoma. — H.  L.  Strough,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Dear  Sir  and 
Brother,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  the  subordinate  branch  of  the 
Order  in  Oklahoma  to  be  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  the  reports  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1904,  show  a  total  of  198  lodges  with  a 
membership  of  10,974,  a  net  gain  during  the  year  of  32  lodges  and  1782 
members.

“  We  expect,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  locate  and 
establish  an  Orphans’  Home, — we  need  it  and  must  have  it, — and  we 
believe  that  our  efforts  will  be  successful  this  year.” 

Ontario. — J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  progress  which 
has  attended  the  Order  in  Ontario  during  the  last  few  years  would 
justify  a  very  much  more  full  report  than  I  have  given,  but  I  can 
assure  you  that  it  is  with  very  much  gratification  that  the  annual  re¬ 
port  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  for  1904  is  made  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  The  past  few  years  have  been  prosperous  indeed,  there 
having  been  a  steady  growth  in  all  departments  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
this  Jurisdiction.  Quite  a  number  of  new  lodges  have  been  added  to 
the  roster  and  the  membership  very  largely  increased,  which  I  am 
satisfied  will  be  as  gratifying  to  you  as  to  this  particular  Jurisdiction. 
At  the  same  time  the  funds  have  increased  correspondingly,  so  that  all 
the  benevolent  and  charitable  work  of  the  Order  has  been  carried  on. 
We  have  now  our  Odd  Fellows’  Home  for' aged  Odd  Fellows,  widows  of 
Odd  Fellows  and  their  orphan  children  in  complete  running  order 
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We  have  a  Home  for  the  aged  and  an  Orphanage  for  the  children, 
about  80  acres  of  land  well  stocked  with  fruit,  all  in  excellent  running 
order.  We  have  six  adults  and  four  children  in  the  Home,  who  are  being 
cared  for  as  only  Odd  Fellows  can  attend  to  such  duties.  This  year, 
1905,  is  the  Golden  Jubilee  of  the  Order  in  Ontario,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  celebrating  the  event  at  Brockville,  the  town  where  it  was  first 
instituted  in  1855,  and  thus  this  year  completes  its  first  half  century  of 
work.  The  growth  of  the  Order  has  been  marvellous,  and  its  benefac¬ 
tions  have  far  exceeded  the  rosiest  dreams  of  its  pioneers.”

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Enclosed  find 
annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  for  1904,  showing  a  net 
increase  in  membership  of  870,  and  an  increase  in  assets  of  $41,785.00.

“  Our  growth  has  not  alone  followed  material  lines,  but  is  reaching 
out  to  comprehend  development  to  a  higher  plane,  socially  and  morally. 
Our  homes  for  the  Orphan  and  aged  Odd  Fellow  and  his  wife  are  receiv¬ 
ing  a  degree  of  attention  which  must  challenge  the  interest  of  our 
entire  membership,  and  secure  the  very  best  possible  results  for  the 
future. 

“  We  have  certainly  been  singularly  blessed  in  every  channel  of  our 
fraternal  work,  and  I  trust  we  are  sufficiently  grateful  for  the  excep¬ 
tional  advantages  we  enjoy.” 

Quebec. — T.  J.  Potter,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to 
report  an  increase  of  125  in  our  membership  for  the  past  year.  This 
may  seem  small  to  some  of  our  larger  jurisdictions,  but  it  requires  a  lot 
of  hard  work  on  our  part  to  accomplish  even  this.  We  are  also  moving 
steadily  ahead  financially,  our  assets  are  now  $103,000.00,  and  while  we 
look  back  with  gratitude  at  the  result  of  our  work,  let  us  remember 
that  we  cannot  too  strongly  or  too  frequently  emphasize  the  fact  that 
the  subordinate  lodge-room  is  the  generating  station  of  success,  and 
impress  upon  our  members  the  necessity  of  attending  the  meetings.”

— S.  F.  Killingsworth,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “The 
Order  in  this  State  was  never  in  such  a  healthy  condition.  We  found 
the  demand  was  so  great  that  the  Grand  Master  could  not  give  time 
enough  to  the  Order  throughout  the  State,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  elected 
a  State  organizer  and  the  work  is  moving  along  fine.  This  year  promises 
to  he  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  this  State.  Our 
Orphans’  Home  will  he  open  in  about  six  months,  and  we  can  see  the 
great  interest  it  has  created  already.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “In  re¬ 
gard  to  subordinate  lodges,  we  feel  very  much  gratified  over  the  nice 
increase  of  502  members  for  the  year.  Our  lodges  are  in  a  good  healthy 
condition,  and  a  great  deal  of  interest  is  manifested  in  the  work — ‘  the 
only  contention  is  who  best  can  work?  ’ 

“  Since  January  1,  1905,  we  have  instituted  4  new  lodges,  adding 
nearly  a  hundred  to  our  membership.  ’ 

Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  The  Order  in 

Tennessee  is  growing  and  prospering  to  a  degree  that  is  simply  amaz¬ 
ing.  We  have  not  less  than  30,000  subordinate  lodge  members  in  the 
State.  In  fact,  the  Order  has  more  than  doubled  itself  in  the  past  three 
years.  For  ten  or  twelve  years  we  have  made  a  systematic  effort  to 
educate  the  people  in  the  principles  and  purposes  of  the  Order  by  the 
extensive  distribution  of  literature  explaining  these.  Then,  the  club 
system  adopted  in  1902  has  had  a  wonderfully  stimulating  effect.  We 
now  have  very  few  weak  lodges,  nearly  all  being  strong  and  vigorous, 
and  our  membership  is  active  and  earnest.  I  believe  this  prosperity  in 
the  *  Volunteer  State  ’  has  come  to  stay.  Every  Odd  Fellow  in  our 
Jurisdiction  is  proud  of  the  Order,  not  only  because  it  is  far  in  the  lead 
of  all  kindred  organizations  in  the  State,  but  especially  for  its  glorious 
principles  and  its  noble  record.” 

Texas. — G.  C.  Fahm,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  The  semi-annual 

reports  of  subordinate  lodges  in  this  State  show  a  total  membership, 
December  31,  1904,  of  21,153,  and  a  net  gain  of  2238.  There  were  43 
subordinate  lodges  instituted  during  the  year.  There  is  every  reason 
to  be  grateful  for  the  good  work  done  in  Texas  for  the  year  and  feel 
encouraged  to  go  on,  hoping  for  still  greater  results.” 

Utah. — Peter  A.  Simpkins,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  has  been 
one  which  has  repeated  the  splendid  spirit  and  record  of  other  years, 
and  a  study  of  the  tables  will  show  a  continuance  of  growth  and  in¬ 
crease  in  all  branches. 

“  Despite  the  heavy  losses  incident  to  the  unhappy  industrial  disturb¬ 
ances  in  Carbon  county,  which  are  alone  responsible  for  a  loss  of  150 
members,  we  have  shown  a  growth,  and  our  actual  membership  April  1 
was  about  2500  members.  Indeed  it  is  beyond  question,  that  the  Juris¬ 
diction  is  in  better  condition  than  ever  before.” 

Utah.— S.  E.  Straup,  Grand  Master,  says:  “It  is  a  matter  for  con¬ 
gratulation  that  V®  can  show  a  decided  advance  for  the  year.  We  have 
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lost  by  suspensions  nearly  325  during  the  year,  and  while  we  report  this 
loss,  it  is  well  to  know  that  there  is  a  specific  and  unusual  cause  for  so 
heavy  a  drain.  Whatever  loss  was  to  come  because  of  the  local  con¬ 
ditions  in  our  Carbon  County  lodges  has  been  realized,  and  we  are  again 
upon  a  solid  basis  for  growth  and  advance.  Professional  ties  have  pre¬ 
vented  my  giving  that  full  and  continued  personal  attention  to  details 
which  I  would  have  given,  but  I  have  done  my  best  to  raise  the  standard 
of  the  life  within  the  Order,  and  also  to  intensify  the  realization  of  the 
value  of  more  perfect  work  in  the  conferring  of  the  degrees. 

“  The  remarkable  unanimity  and  concord  which  have  prevailed  so 
notably  in  preceding  years  have  marked  this  one  also,  and  not  one  con¬ 
troversy  of  importance  sufficient  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  Grand 
Master  has  emerged  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  year. 

“  Despite  difficulties  and  serious  drains,  we  have  advanced  in  num¬ 
bers  and  strength.  Amid  conditions  in  the  State  inimical  to  full  con¬ 
cord,  such  as  are  incident  to  the  National  and  State  elections,  the 
beautiful  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  burned  with  unusual  brilliance, 
and  perhaps  never  in  the  Order’s  history  was  more  widely  manifest 
than  at  this  time. 

“At  this  time,  too,  a  wave  of  new  interest  is  evidenced  in  the  addi¬ 
tion  to  our  roster  of  almost  all  our  lodges  of  lists  of  new  names,  and 
it  is  safe  to  assert  that,  as  never  before,  the  work  of  initiation  and 
conferring  degrees  is  being  done  in  that  dignified  and  impressive  man¬ 
ner  calculated  to  carry  the  deep  lessons  of  the  work  to  the  hearts  of 
the  new  brothers.” 

Vermont. — H.  E.  Parker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Gree'n 
Mountain  Jurisdiction  shows  a  very  healthy  growth,  both  in  membership 
and  financial  standing. 

“  Total  membership,  subordinate  lodges,  January  1,  was  6505,  a  net 
gain  of  272. 

“Amount  paid  for  relief  during  the  year  1904  was  $14,360.07. 

“  Financial  valuation  of  the  72  lodges,  $130,184.25. 

“  The  Gill  Home  at  Ludlow  is  prospering  and  being  managed  eco¬ 
nomically  and  to  the  satisfaction  and  comfort  of  the  residents  therein. 

“All  in  all,  Vermont  Odd  Fellows  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  good 
work  they  are  doing  in  behalf  of  the  Order,  and  the  prospect  for  still 
greater  results  in  the  future.” 


Virginia. — T.  Wiley  Davis,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Our  report 
does  not  show  quite  as  many  initiations  as  during  the  yegr  1903,  yet  it 
shows  a  very  encouraging  increase  in  nearly  all  items  that  have  to  be 
reported  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Body. 

Increase  in  the  number  of  lodges,  15;  in  number  of  members,  2488; 
in ^ lodge  receipts,  $9504.73;  in  relief,  $2812.62. 

The  number  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  rather  greater 
than  during  the  preceding  year,  because,  I  suppose,  we  had  a  larger 
membership  than  ever  before. 

The  subject  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  is  one  that  gives  this  office  and  each  Grand  Master  much  concern, 
and  we  find  it  a  very  difficult  question  to  answer  with  any  degree  of 
satisfaction. _  In  fact,  I  am  convinced  after  much  experience  in  the 
office  of  Grand  Secretary,  that  the  nearest  approach  we  have  for  a 
remedy  is,  or  will  be  found,  in  urging  the  membership  to  a  morq 
prompt  and  constant  attendance  upon  the  regular  lodge  meetings. 
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“  In  my  experience  of  31  years  as  the  Secretary  of  my  subordinate 
lodge,  I  always  noticed  that  those  who  attended  the  meetings  regularly 
were  likely  to  keep  their  dues  fully  paid  up.” 

Washington. — Louis  F.  Hart,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order 
in  our  Jurisdiction  enjoys,  with  our  entire  citizenship,  the  general 
prosperity  with  which  our  country  appears  to  be  blessed. 

“Our  lodges  are  all  in  good  healthy  condition;  and  the  net  increase 
of  1201  members  for  the  year  1904  is  quite  satisfactory. 

“A  number  of  lodges  have  built,  during  the  past  year,  and  others  are 
now  building,  their  own  lodge  halls. 

“  It  is  the  proud  boast  of  the  fraternity  in  the  evergreen  Jurisdiction 
that  the  Odd  Fellows  own  more  lodge  buildings,  in  the  State,  than  all 
other  fraternal  orders  combined. 

“  The  best  part  of  this  is,  that  all  are  either  out  of  debt  or  so  nearly 
so  as  to  make  the  possibility  of  loss  well  nigh  nil. 

“  The  lodges  are  all  doing  well;  and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  our  membership  will  pass  the  15,000  mark  by  June  30,  1905.” 

West  Virginia. — E.  A.  Billingslea,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am 
much  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  West 
Virginia  did  nobly  during  the  year  1904,  having  added  to  its  roll  of 
membership  the  magnificent  gain  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  (1868)  members,  and  to  the  roll  of  lodges  twenty-four  (24). 
We  feel  that  we  have  cause  for  rejoicing.” 

Wisconsin. — Richard  Hoe,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  gain  is 
small  as  you  will  see,  not  as  good  as  we  had  hoped  it  would  be.  But 
we  are  not  discouraged.  I  think  there  has  been  more  activity  among 
the  lodges  the  past  year  than  at  any  time  during  the  past  sixteen  years.” 

GRAND  ENCAMPMENTS. 

Alabama. — Robert  West,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  esteem  it  a  privi¬ 
lege  to  report  to  you  the  grand  success  that  has  crowned  our  efforts  to 
build  up  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our  noble  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction 
the  past  year.  We  have  made  a  net  gain  of  278  members,  and  financially 
we  are  in  splendid  shape.  We  have  paid  per  diem  and  mileage  for  the 
two  last  terms,  and  our  treasury  has  been  on  the  increase  all  the  time 
at  the  session  just  closed  (May  9).  This  Grand  Body  cut  loose  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  changed  the  date  of  meeting  from  May  to  Sep¬ 
tember.  This  we  think  is  a  long  stride  in  the  right  direction.  My 
annual  report  is  not  as  full  and  complete  as  I  desired  to  make  it,  but  it 
is  the  best  I  could  do  under  the  circumstances.  The  law  is  too  loose  on 
this  subject,  however.  Our  new  constitution  will  go  into  effect  as  soon 
as  approved  by  the  Grand  Sire.  Then  in  the  future  my  reports  will 
show  up  quite  different.” 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  More  interest  is 
apparent  in  the  encampment  branch  than  has  been  perceptible  for  the 
past  five  years.  We  made  a  gain  of  267  for  the  year,  and  five  new 
camps.  All  correspondence  indicates  a  good  growth  for  1905  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  star  of  the  Encampment  branch  is  in  the  ascendency,  and 
its  course  #onward  and  upward.” 
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California. — Wm.  H.  Barnes,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  take  great 
pleasure  in  submitting  the  annual  report  of  our  Grand  Encampment 
for  1904,  as  it  is  the  banner  year  for  increase  in  this  ever  prosperous 
Jurisdiction.  As  you  will  see,  the  net  gain  for  the  year  is  707  (over  11 
per  cent  net  gain). 

“I  attribute  this  gain  to  two  causes:  one,  the  coming  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  September,  1904,  which  caused  a  number  to 
take  the  Patriarchal  degrees,  that  they  might  have  the  privilege  of  visit¬ 
ing  the  sessions  of  said  Body;  but  the  second  and  most  important  cause 
of  our  increase  is  the  constant  presentation  of  encampment  matters, 
aims  and  object  of  the  Patriarchal  order  to  the  subordinate  membership 
and  the  public.  We  make  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  a  great  Odd  Fellow  event  of  the  year;  generally  hold  the  sessions 
at  different  cities  of  the  State;  have  the  Patriarch  Militant  out  in  force; 
competitive  drills,  prizes,  public  receptions;  splendid  degree  work,  etc.; 
and  by  these  means  obtain  publicity  for  this  branch  of  the  Order,  with 
consequent  enquiry  and  increase  of  membership.  As  I  have  held  for 
years,  one  of  the  reasons  why  the  encampment  branch  of  the  Order  has 
not  increased  more  rapidly  is  because  the  great  mass  of  the  membership 
of  the  subordinate  lodges  really  know  nothing  about  it.  For  some 
years,  here  in  California,  we  have  been  letting  people  know  there  is 
such  a  branch  of  the  Order,  with  the  splendid  results  reported.  I  do 
not  wonder  that  some  jurisdictions  report  ‘  no  interest,’  ‘  little  doing  in 
encampments,’  etc.,  when  their  grand  bodies  meet,  and  adjourn  in  a  few 
hours,  on  the  same  day,,  and  neglect  the  opportunity  to  inform  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  membership  and  the  public  of  the  importance  and  beauty  of 
Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship. 

“This  is  an  age  of  publicity  and  progress;  and  if  the  Encampment 
branch  is  to  progress,  legitimate  publicity  is  necessary.  At  least,  that 
is  our  opinion  over  here  in  the  ‘  wild  and  woolly  West.’  ” 

Colorado. — J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Under  existing 
circumstances  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  even  a  gain 
of  23  members,  at  the  same  time  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  unless 
something  radical  is  done  for  this  branch  of  the  Order,  that  Colorado, 
at  least,  will  show  a  decrease  in  membership  before  long. 

“  I  am  one  of  those  who  believes  that  the  encampment  degrees  should 
be  consolidated  with  the  subordinate  lodge  degrees,  so  as  to  allow  the 
lodge  members  to  join  the  Patriarch  Militant  direct,  without  maintain¬ 
ing  membership  in  the  encampment. 

“As  it  is  now,  too  many  other  secret  societies  are  in  the  field,  the 
competition  is  too  keen,  and  the  result  is,  we  are  not  growing  as  we 
should. 

“  You  may  say  the  encampment  degrees  are  too  sublime  to  do  away 
with,  that  the  charges  are  too  grand  to  eliminate  from  the  ritual.  This 
would  be  true,  but  cannot  they  be  incorporated  in  the  Subordinate 
Ritual? 

“  I  know  that  the  older  members  of  the  Order  are  wedded  to  the 
encampment  degrees,  that  the  ambitious  members  are  looking  to  the 
time  when  they  will  be  a  ‘  Grand  Representative  ’  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  I  have  no  objection  to  this  laudable  ambition,  but  this 
could  be  remedied  by  increasing  the  number  of  Grand  Representatives 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  four  instead  of  two. 
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“  I  believe  this  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  issues  before  the 
order  to-day,  and  I  hope  some  consideration  will  be  given  it  at  the 
coming  session.” 

Connecticut. — Frederick  Botsford,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  re¬ 
ported  on  January  1,  1905,  3798  patriarchs,  making  a  net  gain  of  118. 
The  invested  funds  of  the  subordinates,  January  1,  1905,  was  $47,800.65. 
We  are  gaining  slowly,  but  like  all  other  encampments  in  this  country 
in  the  time  of  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton’s  administration  we  were  in  quite 
a  lowly  state.  He  made  every  effort  to  bring  it  up  to  a  better  condition, 
and  since  that  time  we  have  been  giving  it  considerable  attention.  The 
number  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  has  for  several  years  been 
a  great  drain,  and  we  are  using  every  effort  to  reduce  that  loss,  and  I 
think  we  are  accomplishing  it  in  a  measure.  We  are  in  a  fair  condition 
now. 

“  We  had  on  the  first  of  January  33  encampments,  and  since  that 
time  we  have  added  one.  It  has  been  instituted  in  a  flourishing,  wide¬ 
awake  place,  nothing  very  large  but  they  will  grow  and  sustain  a  good 
organization.” 

Delaware. — J.  H.  Appleby,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  regret  exceed¬ 
ingly  that  the  Encampment  branch  in  this  State  has  not  made  the  stride 
that  it  should  in  increasing  its  membership  during  the  past  year,  but 
from  present  indications  I  think  our  report  for  this  year  will  be  more 
encouraging.” 

District  of  Columbia. — Jos.  Burroughs,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I 
herewith  enclose  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1904. 

“  While  regretting  the  necessity  of  reporting  a  small  net  loss  in 
membership  for  the  past  year,  this  Grand  Encampment,  judging  from 
previous  reports  of  the  various  jurisdictions,  is  likely  to  have  company 
in  that  respect.  The  loss  last  year  was  caused,  principally,  by  one 
encampment  dropping  a  lot  of  ‘  dead  ’  wood.  We  have  every  reason  to 
hope  for  more  prosperous  times  in  the  year  before  us.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  herewith  tender 
my  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction. 

“  There  has  been  an  increase  of  66  members  during  the  past  year, 
and  there  is  considerable  interest  being  manifested  in  the  encampment 
work.  We  hope  that  this  interest  will  culminate  in  an  increased  num¬ 
ber  of  encampments  and  a  still  greater  increase  in  members  for  the 
next  year.” 

Georgia. — J.  S.  Tyson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  enclose  you  here¬ 
with  the  report  of  this  Grand  Encampment  for  the  year  1904. 

“  While  it  was  a  fairly  prosperous  one,  that  of  1905  bids  fair  to  excel 
any  preceding  year  in  the  history  of  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  this 
State. . 

“  Much  has  been  done  in  the  past  year,  much  is  being  accomplished 
now,  and  the  indications  are  that  a  great  deal  more  will  be  done  before 
the  close  of  the  one  now  upon  us,  in  organizing  new  encampments  and 
adding  to  the  membership  of  those  now  on  our  rolls.  These  improved 
conditions  are  to  be  anticipated  because  of  the  large  increase  among 
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the  subordinate  lodges;  their  prosperity  is  our  prosperity,  their  pro¬ 
gress  means  ours  also;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  enthusiasm  now  sweep¬ 
ing  over  the  State  will  be  an  inspiration  to  our  thoughtful  and  working 
members,  and  that  they  will  make  it  their  special  duty  to  go  before 
their  respective  lodges  and  endeavor  to  instil  into  the  minds  of  the 
young  brothers  the  beauties  and  sublime  teachings  of  the  Patriarchal 
Degrees. 

“  December  31,  1903,  we  reported  33  encampments. 

“  December  31,  1904,  we  had  44. 

“  Net  gain  for  the  year,  11  encampments. 

“  December  31,  1903,  we  had  1404  members. 

“This  report  shows  1769. 

“  Net  gain  for  the  year  1904,  365  members. 

“  Since  January  1,  two  new  encampments  have  been  instituted  and 
dispensations  are  now  out  for  three  more.” 

Idaho. — D.  L.  Badley,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  take  pleasure  in 
enclosing  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Idaho,  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1904. 

“  You  will  see  by  the  report,  that  we  have  made  a  marvelous  growth 
since  the  1903  report.  We  have  increased  from  29  subordinate  encamp¬ 
ments  to  49,  an  increase  of  20  in  the  year.  Our  membership  has  sprung 
from  693  to  1108,  giving  us  the  full  quota  of  representation,  and  placing 
us  among  the  States  with  a  full  representation.  Nor  is  this  all  the  good 
news.  We  are  still  growing,  and  the  promise  is  that  we  will  have 
hundreds  still  to  report  to  you  at  the  end  of  this  year.  With  this 
growth,  comes  another  very  desirable  advancement.  We  are  mustering 
cantons  over  the  State,  and  will  soon  have  a  full  regiment  in  our  army 
of  peace,  in  our  new  State  where  just  a  few  years  ago,  we  were  strug¬ 
gling  to  exist.  The  watchword  is  *  Onward,’  and  a  step  backward  is  not 
to  be  thought  of.  We  greet  our  sister  States  and  Provinces  with  great 
hopefulness.” 

Illinois. — H.  C.  Feltman,  Grand  Scribe, -writes:  “I  hereby  submit 
the  annual  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Encampment  branch  of  the 
Order  for  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois  for  the  year  1904.  It  gives  me 
much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a  healthy  increase  in  our  members. 
Ten  new  encampments  were  instituted  during  the  year,  and  the  net 
gain  in  membership  exceeded  500.  We  have  a  very  promising  outlook 
for  the  present  year.  We  have  18  encampments  that  have  over  100 
members  each — two  have  over  200  members  each.  We  have  197  work¬ 
ing  encampments  and  several  more  are  in  sight.

— R.  T.  Leland,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It  is  with  pleasure 
that  I  report  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  on  the  increase, 
both  numerically  and  financially  in  this  State,  the  credit  for  which 
cannot  be  claimed  by  any  one  officer,  for  all  have  worked  to  increase 
our  membership,  and  they  have  succeeded.  The  officers  this  year  are 
devoting  their  energies  to  building  up  the  encampments,  now  in  exist¬ 
ence,  rather  than  instituting  new  encampments.” 

Maine. — Russell  G.  Dyer,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  not  able  to 
make  a  full  report  concerning  the  Encampment  branch  in  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.  Our  esteemed  Grand  Scribe,  Bro.  Benj.  C.  Stone,  died  June  1,  and 
I  have  not  been  in  office  long  enough  to  completely  grasp  the  situation. 
The  Encampment  branch,  however,  is  in  able  hands,  and  I  believe  we 
shall  show  a  gratifying  gain  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Two  encamp¬ 
ments  have  been  instituted,  and  two  consolidated,  which  gives  us  a  net 
gain  of  one.  Grand  Patriarch  Sears  has  been  very  zealous  in  the  work 
and  has  made  many  visitations  about  the  State  which  must  result  in 
good.  The  majority  of  the  encampments,  financially,  are  sound,  and  I 
believe  this  branch  will  keep  pace  with  the  subordinate  and  show  good 
results  in  the  future.”

Manitoba. — D.  E.  McKinnon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  report 
shows  a  net  increase  of  83  members  for  the  year,  which  is  fairly 
satisfactory.  Some  of  the  encampments  are  doing  good  work,  others 
remain  stationary.  As  the  tide  of  immigration  flows  into  this  western 
country,  we  hope,  soon,  to  increase  in  numbers  until  the  Encampment 
branch  will  have  2  representatives  at  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.” 

Maritime  Provinces.  Melville  McKean,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I 
once  more  have  the  honor  and  pleasure  of  reporting  that  the  Patriarchal 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship,  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  has  taken  another 
step  forward,  both  numerically,  financially,  and  otherwise;  peace  and 
harmony  prevail  throughout  the  entire  Jurisdiction.  During  the  past 
year  we  have  added  one  new  encampment,  and  the  increase  in  member- 
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ship  is  (64)  sixty-four,  about  ten  per  cent,  while  the  finances  of  both 
the  Grand  and  the  Subordinate  Encampments  have  increased  propor¬ 
tionately. 

“  The  outlook  for  next  year  (1905)  appears  to  be  good,  the  officers  of 
the  Grand  Encampment  take  a  very  active  part,  not  only  in  the  affairs 
appertaining  to  the  Grand  Encampment,  but  in  their  respective  subor¬ 
dinate  encampments  and  lodges,  in  fact  they  are  workers,  and  miss  no 
occasion  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  Odd  Fellowship.  We  expect  to 
institute  at  least  one  new  encampment  during  the  year. 

“  I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  performed  by 
our  late  Grand  Secretary,  J.  Frank  Grant,  not  only  in  the  high  office  of 
Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  in  his  many  acts  of  kindly 
advice  and  assistance  to  the  different  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand 
Scribes  throughout  the  world;  he  was  ever  ready  to  assist  those  requir¬ 
ing  counsel,  or  in  any  way  advance  the  interests  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Andrew  D.  Fraser,  Grand  Patriarch,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  is  steadily  on  the  in¬ 
crease;  the  Patriarchs  appear  to  be  taking  a  more  active  part  in  the 
work  of  the  higher  degrees.  I  have  personally  visited  a  number  of  the 
encampments,  and  find  the  work  done  by  the  greater  number  of  the 
encampments  to  be  of  a  very  high  order.  Visitations  of  one  encamp¬ 
ment  to  another  appears  to  be  on  the  increase,  and  is  to  be  commended 
as  a  good  means  by  which  the  brothers  become  better  acquainted;  they 
see  work  performed  in  a  different  manner,  they  are  thus  helped  to 
correct  their  own  faults,  and  encouraged  to  emulate  the  good  points  of 
others.  I  expect  to  institute  another  encampment  in  Inverness,  this 
month,  and  hope  before  the  end  of  this  year  that  either  I,  or  my 
successor,  will  be  enabled  to  institute  another;  I  fully  expected  to  have 
another  encampment  to  report  this  year,  but  a  strike  interfered  with 
the  arrangement,  and  we  thought  it  advisable  to  let  the  matter  rest 
until  next  year.” 

Maryland. — John  M.  Jones,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  report  from 
the  Grand  Encampment,  I  am  proud  to  say,  has  made  considerable 
progress  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1904..  We  have  instituted 
two  encampments,  and  have  made  a  gain  of  more  than  one  hundred 
members,  the  largest  for  many  years,  and  we  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  our  march  is  onward  and  that  Heaven  will  bless  and  crown 
our  efforts  with  abundant  success.” 

Massachusetts. — John  U.  Perkins,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  regret 
that  I  am  again  obliged  to  report  a  decrease  in  membership  in  our 
subordinate  encampments.  December  31,  1904,  it  was  10,870,  a  net  loss 
for  the  year  of  117.  Two  encampments  have  been  consolidated.  The 
present  number  of  encampments  is  81.” 

Michigan. — John  B.  Penfield,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “In  reply  to 
your  favor  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Patriarchal  Order  in  the  Peninsular 
State,  I  would  state  that  we  are  in  the  best  shape  ever  experienced.  Our 
reports  for  1904  are  all  in,  are  encouraging  in  the  extreme,  and  while 
they  do  not  show  the  numerical  gain  that  was  anticipated  and  hoped 
for,  they  do  show  a  small  percentage  of  increase  and  an  increase  of 
revenue  over  the  previous  year — the  largest  income  ever  up  to  that 
time — of  nearly  10  per  cent,  and  the  general  interest  is  by  far  the  best 
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ever  known.  The  recent  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  at  Muske¬ 
gon  was  the  largest,  most  interesting,  and  most  harmonious  ever  known, 
as  was  the  interest  in  the  Cantonment  at  same  time  and  place.  Last 
year  4  new  encampments  were  instituted,  and  6  resuscitated,  but  about 
as  many  taken  up  for  forfeiture  of  charter,  so  that  our  number  of 
encampments  holding  charters  remain  about  as  before,  but  the  interest 
and  solicitude  in  the  future  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  never  was  as 
good  as  at  the  present  moment.  We  have  great  faith  in  the  year  to 
come,  that  it  will  be  the  most  productive  of  good  and  gain  of  any  that 
has  gone  before.” 

Minnesota. — C.  R.  Wilkinson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  increase 
in  membership  is  not  what  we  hoped,  but  still  it  is  an  increase,  and 
sixty  per  cent  greater  than  the  gain  of  1903.  Since  January  1,  we  have 
instituted  two  new  encampments,  and  have  another  scheduled  for  the 
20th  instant.  To  off-set  this,  however,  we  have  reclaimed  one  charter 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  shall  probably  have  another  of  the 
same  kind.  Since  January  1,  Minnesota,  No.  1,  of  this  city,  has  had 
thirty-five  applications,  and  No.  41,  of  Minneapolis,  nearly,  if  not  quite 
as  many.  So  you  see  our  encampments  are  not  all  asleep.” 

Missouri. — E.  M.  Sloan,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  The  Patriarchal 

branch  does  not  grow  as  rapidly  as  we  would  wish,  but  we  have  reason 
to  believe  that  a  new  impetus  has  been  given  it  during  the  last  few 
months,  and  we  expect  a  larger  increase  during  the  coming  year.  This 
branch  has  been  very  fortunate  in  having  at  its  head  one  of  our  ablest 
Past  Grand  Masters,  whose  ambition  for  success  in  this  branch  has 
induced  great  activity  in  the  subordinate  encampment,  and  when  the 
year  closes,  we  expect  a  showing  that  will  justify  us  in  being  proud  of 
what  has  been  accomplished.” 

Montana. — A.  J.  White,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  herewith  send  you 
my  annual  report  for  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order.  It  shows 
an  actual  gain  of  131  members,  3  new  encampments,  and  no  loss. 

“  The  encampment  that  I  am  a  member  of  gained  last  year  22  mem¬ 
bers,  and  have  taken  in  5  this  year  in  3  months.  We  took  in  26,  and 
lost  4 — two  withdrawn,  one  died,  and  one  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues.” 

Nevada.— -Wm.  H.  Sutherland,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Patri¬ 
archal  branch  of  the  Order  in  Nevada  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  mem¬ 
bership  for  the  year  1904,  owing  to  the  revoking  of  charters  of  two 
encampments,  but  we  do  not  feel  alarmed  at  that.  One  encampment 
has  already  taken  in  10  new  members  since  January  1,  1905,  and  we 
think  that  the  loss  of  last  year  will  be  more  than  overcome  during  the 
present  term.” 

New  Hampshire.— John  W.  Bourlet,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am 
glad  to  report  that  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  New  Hampshire  is  in 
a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition.  We  have  made  a  good  net  gain 
in  membership  during  the  year,  with  every  prospect  of  the  ratio  of 
increase  continuing  on  indefinitely.  Unless  unforeseen  reverses  arise, 
we  can  confidently  predict  unbroken  success  for  the  Encampment 
branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  in  the  future.” 
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New  Jersey. — Lewis  Parker,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  enclose  annual 
report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  New  Jersey,  for  1904. 

“  It  shows  an  increase  in.  membership  of  14,  and  little  change  in  our 
benevolent  operations. 

“  The  prospects  of  our  Encampment  brrnch  are  not  encouraging. 
Only  in  a  very  few  localities  are  there  any  evidences  of  progress.  The 
best  we  can  seem  to  do  is  to  hold  our  own.  I  am  unable  to  offer  a 
solution.  The  officers  are  certainly  faithful  and  energetic,  but  the 
membership  is  not  enthusiastic.” 

New  York.— Harry  Walker,  Grand  Scribe,  wr^es:  “I  herewith  pre¬ 
sent  report  for  Grand  Encampment  of  New  York,  for  the  year  1904,  and 
take  great  plesure  in  saying  that  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order 
in  this  Jurisdiction  is  in  very  good  condition.  The  report  shows  that 
we  have  made  a  gain  of  501  members  during  the  year,  and  that  the 
receipts  of  the  encampments  have  exceeded  their  liabilities  by  a  respect¬ 
able  amount.” 

North  Dakota. — H.  J.  Rowe,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  The  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  the  Order  is  in  better  shape  than  at  any  previous  time 
in  our  history,  albeit  we  show  a  decrease  in  membership.  This  decrease 
is  caused  by  dropping  from  the  roll  a  number  who  have  been  carried 
along  in  the  hope  that  encampments  practically  dead  would  be  revived; 
our  hopes  have  not  been  realized  and  we  cut  them  off.  Several  new 
encampments  will  be  organized  during  the  coming  year  and  the  outlook 
for  additions  is  promising.” 

Ohio. — F.  C.  Garrett,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Our  report  does  not 
show  as  large  a  gain  as  the  previous  year  and  not  near  as  large  as  we 
had  reason  to  expect,  but  while  the  gain  in  members  is  a  disappoint¬ 
ment  we  are  pleased  to  note  the  prosperous  financial  condition  of  the 
encampments. 

“  With  expenditures  for  current  expenses  and  relief  about  the  same 
as  the  previous  year,  the  net  assets  at  the  close  of  1904  show  a  very 
handsome  and  material  gain. 

“  I  am  happy  to  again  be  able  ter  make  report  to  your  office  that  every 
encampment  in  the  Jurisdiction  has  reported  for  the  full  year,  and 
that  every  report  has  been  balanced  to  a  dot  both  as  to  membership 
and  finances. 

“  This  makes  the  eleventh  consecutive  year  that  we  have  been  able 
to  report  every  report  for  the  year  balanced  and  in  correct  form  in  every 
particular,  and  it  is  a  record  of  which  we  are  proud. 

“  The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  judge 
appears  to  be  good.  Encampments  are  -working  and  interest  does  not 
seem  to  lag,  so  that  there  is  no  good  reason  why  the  next  report  should 
not  be  equally  as  good  as  this,  if  not  better.  We  trust  that  we  may  be 
able  to  show  a  larger  membership  gain  next  year  and  shall  work  to  that 
end.” 

Oklahoma. — H.  L.  Strough,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  The  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  the  Order  in  Oklahoma,  during  the  year  1904,  shows  a 
fair  degree  of  prosperity,  but  I  regret  to  say  that  some  of  the  subordi¬ 
nates  have  failed  to  make  their  reports  and  I  feai  are  not  in  that  pros¬ 
perous  condition  which  generally  prevails  throughout  the  Jurisdiction, 
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“  During  the  year  1904,  we  made  a  gain  of  2  encampments  and  429 
members,  and  have  instituted  2  new  encampments  since  January  1,  1905, 
with  a  corresponding  increase  of  membership.” 

Ontario. — M.  D.  Dawson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Our  progress  the 
present  year  has  been  good — one  new  encampment  and  several  resusci¬ 
tations.  No  doubt  we  will  present  a  good  report  next  August.” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Enclosed  find  report 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Oregon,  for  1904,  showing  a  gain  in  mem¬ 
bership  of  280  and  an  increase  in  the  assets  of  encampments.  We  are 
steadily  gaining  and  our  encampments  are  in  good  financial  condition. 
Am  also  pleased  to  report  that  prospects  are  good  for  a  revival  in  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order.  Two  cantons  will  be  organ¬ 
ized  within  the  next  thirty  days,  and  there  will  be  others  .to  follow.” 

Pennsylvania. — Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  Patriarchal 

Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  still  in  a  healthy  condition,  the 
report  of  1904  showing  a  net  increase  of  692  in  membership,  with  a  net 
increase  in  the  number  of  encampments  of  10.  The  work  is  being 
steadily  pushed  forward  and  the  close  of  the  present  statistical  year 
bids  fair  to  show  still  better  results. 

“  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  revival  of  interest  in  weak 
and  dormant  encampments,  with  results  that  have  far  exceeded  our 
expectations.  Much  of  this  success  is  due  to  the  strenuous  work  of  our 
present  Grand  Patriarch,  Cleon  Gicquelais.  In  the  early  part  of  his 
administration  he  encouraged  the  holding  of  open  meetings  of  which 
Scarlet  Degree  members  were  notified  through  the  secretary  of  their 
lodge  and  were  personally  invited  to  attend.  The  Grand  Patriarch  was 
present  in  person  at  many  of  these  meetings  and  assisted  in  starting 
the  movement  in  good  shape,  which  resulted,  through  personal  solicita¬ 
tion,  in  the  formation  of  classes  of  from  ten  to  fifty  or  more  candidates 
to  be  admitted  on  a  meeting  night  specially  designated.  The  Grand 
Officers  held  themselves  in  readiness  to  assist  at  all  such  meetings 
where  their  presence  was  desired.  During  the  last  few  months  over  500 
members  have  been  added  in  this  way  to  some  twenty  encampments. 
In  one  instance  142  were  admitted  in  one  night  to  an  encampment 
whose  membership  had  been  gradually  decreasing,  until  in  March  last 
they  reported  but  thirty-four. 

“  This  encampment  is  still  at  work  and  will  soon  raise  their  member¬ 
ship  to  over  two  hundred.” 

Rhode  Island— Wm.  H.  T.  Moseley,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  Again  it 
is  my  unpleasant  duty  to  report  that  the  Encampment  branch  in  this 
Jurisdiction  is  not  as  prosperous  as  we  could  wish.  We  have  made  but 
few  additions  to  the  Patriarchal  family,  while  the  loss  in  membership 
is  greater  than  usual. 

“The  decrease  may  be  accounted  for,  to  a  certain  extent,  by  the 
weeding  out  of  many  delinquents  who  have  been  kept  upon  the  roll  of 
membership  in  the  hope  that  they  might  renew  their  old-time  interest. 
Except  in  a  very  few  instances,  the  encampments  have  manifested^  but 
little  interest  in  encampment  work,  or,  in  other  words,  general  inac¬ 
tivity  has  been  the  prominent  feature.  That  this  condition  of  affairs 
is  a  menace  to  the  encampments  as  a  whole,  and  one  that  seriously 
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affects  the  stability  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  no  true  Patriarch  will 
question.  This  growing  lack  of  vim  and  energy  can  be  easily  overcome, 
if  those  who  are  interested  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  will  so  deter¬ 
mine.  Strength  is  often  created  by  adversity;  therefore,  let  there  be  a 
united  effort  all  along  the  line  to  infuse  new  life  into  the  encampments; 
to  create  more  enthusiasm;  to  awaken  the  Patriarchs  to  their  opportu¬ 
nities  and  responsibilities.  Earnestly  commend  the  Encampment 
branch  to  the  attention  of  those  who  are  lodge  members  only,  and  use 
every  proper  effort  to  obtain  their  application  for  membership.  If  we 
work  constantly,  work  together  and  to  the  same  end,  the  clouds  will 
surely  roll  by,  and  the  Encampment  branch,  the  capstone  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship,  will  be  again  blessed  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  prosperity.” 

South  Carolina. — Chas.  S.  Kelly,  Grand  Patriarch,  writes:  “The 
Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  is  growing  in  this  State.  We  have 
organized  one  encampment,  and  have  the  charter  fee  for  the  second 
camp,  since  the  Grand  Encampment  was  instituted.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  In  our  en¬ 
campments  we  have  made  a  nice  little  gain  during  1904,  a  trifle  over  15 
per  cent,  and  feel  very  much  encouraged.  We  expect  to  pass  the 
thousand  mark  in  1905.  There  seems  to  be  quite  an  increase  in  interest. 
Have  instituted  one  new  encampment  since  January  1,  with  40  mem¬ 
bers,  and  have  another  ready  to  institute  May  2.” 

Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  glad  to  be 
able  to  say  that  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Tennessee  is  growing  in 
popularity  and  numbers  to  a  gratifying  extent.  During  the  past  year 
nine  new  encampments  were  instituted  and  one  defunct  encampment 
reorganized,  thus  making  the  net  increase  in  the  number  of  encamp¬ 
ments  ten,  while  our  net  increase  in  membership  was  301.  We  had  on 
January  1,  1905,  a  total  membership  of  2004.  Our  Grand  Encampment 
cut  itself  loose  from  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1902,  and  now  meets  at  a 
different  time  and  place.  We  find  this  plan  works  well,  and  believe  that 
this  branch  of  the  Order  is  benefited  by  the  change.  Our  prospects  for 
the  future  are  bright.” 

Vermont. — Chas.  W.  Farr,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to 
report  a  healthy  condition  of  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order,  a 
net  gain  in  the  year  1904  of  121,  the  largest  in  its  history. 

“  Our  annual  session,  held  last  week,  was  a  very  pleasant  and  profit¬ 
able  one.” 

Virginia. — T.  V.  Turney,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  Taking  everything 
into  consideration,  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order  in  Virginia  is 
in  a  very  creditable  condition,  and  while  the  membership  did  not  show 
up  as  well,  so  far  as  not  increase  is  concerned,  we  feel  very  much  con¬ 
tented  with  the  result. 

“  Since  January  1,  1905,  four  excellent  new  encampments  have  been 
instituted,  with  a  net  membership  of  about  140,  and  with  the  present 
prospects  we  feel  very  much  encouraged.  Our  new  Grand  Patriarch  is 
a  sterling  business  man,  and  under  his  conduct  of  affairs  we  are  looking 
for  great  things  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in  Virginia. 

“  There  is,  of  course,  some  lethargy  displayed  in  some  encampments, 
but  this  may  be  expected,  but,  taking  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the 
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Order  in  Virginia  as  a  whole,  we  feel  thankful  at  its  present  condition. 
A  good  increase  for  the  present  year  is  sure  to  be  recorded.” 

Washington. — Louis  F.  Hart,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Another  year 
has  passed  into  history  and  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  State  of 
Washington  still  keeps  apace  with  the  times. 

“  Since  our  last  Grand  Encampment  session  we  have  instituted  four 
new  camps,  and  resuscitated  one. 

“We  closed  the  year  1904  with  a  membership  of  2769,  being  a  net 
gain  of  350  for  the  year.  Reports  from  work  in  the  several  encamp¬ 
ments  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  together  with  the  new  and  revived 
encampments,  since  January  1,  insures  us  over  3000  members  by  June

West  Virginia. — C.  L.  Simpson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Patriarchal  branch  is  on  the  advance 
in  the  Little  Mountain  State.  The  year  1904  has  been  the  banner  year 
of  our  existence,  as  the  following  will  show: 

“Number  of  encampments  December  31,  1903,  67;  instituted  during 
the  year  1904,  9;  one  encampment  consolidated;  two  surrendered  char¬ 
ter^  increase,  6;  or  total  encampments,  73;  and  a  membership  of  2469, 
an  increase  of  293,  and  believe  the  year  1905  will  be  even  greater.

REBEKAH  ASSEMBLIES. 

Alabama. — Allie  Robinson,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekahs  of  the 
Alabama  Jurisdiction  are  not  lacking  in  interest,  or  in  teaching  the 
principles  of  Odd  Fellowship.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a 
glorious  victory  was  won  by  the  Committee  on  the  Orphans’  Home. 
And  in  a  few  years  we  hope  to  see  our  building  completed,  and  caring 
for  the  little  orphans  of  Alabama. 

“  The  statistics  of  the  year  just  closed,  show  the  condition  of  the 
Order,  as  follows:  Eleven  lodges  have  been  instituted  during  the 
year  and  two  lost,  leaving  a  gain  of  nine  lodges,  making  a  total  of 
fifty-five  lodges,  and  a  total  membership  of  2264  with  a  gain  of  354. 
Total  receipts,  $3637.92;  disbursements,  $3096.56;  paid  for  relief,  $190.45. 

“  Next  May,  1906,  will  find  the  Rebekahs  gathered  together  in  the  iron 
city  of  Birmingham.”

our  own  foot-steps  in  the  field  of  usefulness,  are  guided.”

Our  first  one,  built 
five  years  ago,  proving  too  small  to  shelter  the  number  seeking  admis¬ 
sion;  our  Superintendent  is  one  of  the  few,  she  possesses  the  necessary 
tact  and  judgment  to  manage  the  Home,  with  its  mixture,  of  all  ages, 
with  scarcely  any  friction;  all  seem  happy,  and  it  is  truly  a  ‘Home’  in 
every  sense  of  the  word.” 

W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  gain  in  the  Rebekah 
branch  for  1904  was  the  smallest  in  years,  if  not  in  our  history,  although 
the  accessions  were  very  large.  We  seek  a  way,  not  yet  found,  to  pre¬ 
vent  such  heavy  losses  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

“  The  Order  is  harmonious.  We  have  fine  lodges  and  we  expect  to 
keep  going  forward  all  the  time.”

We  feel  that  Rebekah  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  the  Pine  Tree  State  was  never  in  better  condition  than  at  the 
present  time.” 

— A.  F.  Messervey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “In 
regard  to  the  Rebekah  branch,  2  new  lodges  were  instituted  during  the 
year,  and  the  net  gain  in  membership  was  91.

Branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Minnesota  is  moving  onward,  we  trust, 
on  the  right  path.  The  principal  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  the 
furnishing  of  the  Hospital  built  by  our  Brothers  in  connection  with  the

membership  2857.  With  $7207.22  available  assets. 

“  Our  Orphans’  Home  is  getting  along  very  nice,  and  we  will  have  a 
Home  for  Rebekahs  in  the  near  future,  as  we  are  planning  and  working 
for  now.”

— Miss  Theresa  A.  Cramer,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  pro¬ 
gress  made  by  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  the 
past  year  has  been  gratifying,  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  bright, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  one  of  our  oldest  lodges  surrendered  its 
charter  and  has  been  dropped  from  the  list.  The  last  reports  received 
show  an  increase  in  membership,  and  that  most  of  our  lodges  are  in  a 
prosperous,  healthy  condition,  and  that  the  membership  generally  is 
active  and  wide  awake  to  the  upbuilding  of  our  beautiful  branch  of  the 
Order.” 

Utah. — Clara  I.  Moore,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  very  much  gratified 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  past  year  has  been  the  most  prosperous  in 
the  history  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction.  We  have 
cause  to  feel  proud  of  the  results  of  the  past  year’s  work. 

“  Our  lodges  are  in  a  good  financial  condition.  Three  new  lodges 
have  been  instituted,,  making  seventeen  at  the  present  time  with 
a  membership  of  1059.  We  have  lost  one  by  the  surrender  of  their 
charter,  since  our  Assembly  convened  April  18,  1905.  We  have  at  least 
two  places  in  view  where  Rebekah  lodges  will  be  instituted  in  the  near 
future,  and  everything  pointing  to  continued  success  we  hope  for  still 
better  results  the  coming  year.” 

Virginia. — T.  Wiley  Davis,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “You  will 
observe  from  the  statistics  given  that  there  has  been  at  least  a  moderate 
increase  in  membership  during  the  year.  It  is  true  we  had  hoped  for 
greater  things  along  these  lines,  but  we  remember  that  we  have  scrip¬ 
tural  injunction  ‘  not  to  despise  the  day  of  small  things,’  and  so  we  are 
thankful  for  what  has  been  accomplished  and  will  take  renewed  cour¬ 
age  to  labor,  if  possible,  more  diligently  than  heretofore  for  this  branch 
of  the  Order. 

“  We  report  an  increase  of  7  lodges  and  312  members,  divided  as 
follows:  131  males  and  181  females.  This  gives  ms  a  membership  of 
1106  males  and  1197  females;  total,  2303.” 

Washington. — Nellie  M.  Knoff,  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  wonderful 
progress  and  popularity  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  of  Washington,  has  earned  for  it  the  prominent  position  it 
now  occupies  in  the  fraternal  world. 

“  We  have  instituted  eleven  new  lodges,  with  a  net  gain  in  member¬ 
ship  of  1145.  Five  new  lodges  have  b*een  instituted  since  the  first  of 
January,  with  a  membership  of  136. 

“  Our  district  meetings  have  been  very  successful,  and  a  source  of 
help  to  the  Order. 

“The  one  thought  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  is  the  beautiful  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows’  Home  located  at  Walla  Walla,  they  having  contributed  cash  dona¬ 
tions  of  $257.20  during  the  year. 
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“  The  Monument  Fund  is  increasing  steadily.  We  now  have  on  hand 
$465.47,  the  Rebekah  Assembly  at  its  recent  session  donating  $100.00  to 
the  fund. 

“  The  Trustees  of  the  Home  report  a  continual  enhancement  of  the 
realty  of  the  Home  property.” 

West  Virginia. — -Mrs.  Hattie  Roney,  Secretary,  writes :  “  In  order  to 

become  good  Rebekahs,  we  must  become  good  students,  for  our  work  is 
deep  and  requires  study  to  master  the  intricate  parts,  and  by  a  better 
knowledge  of  Odd  Fellowship  we  will  learn  to  live  for  others  instead 
of  ourselves.  That  so  many  have  failed  to  grasp  the  true  meaning  of 
the  Degree,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  we  have  lost  by  indifference 
and  failure  to  live  up  to  the  grand  teaching  of  the  Order,  quite  a  num¬ 
ber  of  lodges.  While  we  have  instituted  new  lodges  and  have  gained 
new  members  in  our  old  lodges,  we  have  much  to  regret  in  our  losses.- 
Our  general  condition,  however,  is  good,  and  we  hope  to  accomplish 
much  more  during  the  year  1905,  than  we  have  in  the  past.” 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Africa. — J.  N.  Henry,  writes:  “  As  to  the  prospects  of  establishing 
more  lodges  in  the  Transvaal,  I  am  afraid  I  will  have  to  leave  the 
point  in  question  and  tell  you  about  the  general  condition  of  the 
country,  as  that  will  give  you  a  better  understanding  of  affairs  than 
a  few  words,  more  or  less,  from  me. 

“  First,  this  is  a  mining  country  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word,  and 
is  ruled  entirely  by  the  London  market.  Ever  since  the  war  ended,  for 
some  political  or  other  reason,  the  stock  here  has  been  forced  down  and 
the  output  curtailed. 

“Now,  as  this  is  a  mining  country,  you  can  see  quite  plainly  that  any 
depreciation  of  the  market  affects  all  other  branches  of  business  in  a 
corresponding  degree,  and  consequently  all  business  is  very  flat,  and 
most  of  our  expected  candidates,  when  things  were  flourishing,  is 
either  waiting  until  times  mend  or  have  left  the  country. 

“In  the  meantime,  we  understand  the  situation  here  pretty  thoroughly, 
and  are  not  worrying  much  as  we  know  that  when  times  turn  for  the 
better  our  lodge  affairs  will  follow,  and  as  we  are  looking  more  for 
quality  than  quantity  we  expect  to  make  African  Lodge  a  credit  to  Odd 
Fellowship  and  an  example  for  other  lodges  to  live  up  to. 

“  Personally,  I  think  it  will  be  some  little  time  before  Odd  Fellowship 
takes  a  move,  but  am  very  confident  there  is  a  great  future  in  store  for 
it  in  Africa. 

“  Regarding  Africa  Lodge,  No.  1,  in  general,  I  am  conforming  to  the 
usages  of  subordinate  lodges  in  the  United  States  of  America,  as  near 
as  possible,  in  conducting  the  business,  and  it  does  not  work  out  very 
well  with  the  Australian  system  of  which,  as  I  told  you  before,  there 
are  quite  a  number  here.  The  business  there  is  all  done  in  the  initi¬ 
atory  degree,  and  although  very  friendly  and  social,  are  very  lax  accord¬ 
ing  to  our  way  of  conducting  a  lodge. 

“  I  was  obliged  to  refuse  admission  to  some  of  them  to  our  lodge,  as 
they  had  no  visiting  cards.  Two  of  them  was  Past  Grands,  too.  I’m 
afraid  it  did  not  help  our  cause  much,  so  far  as  they  were  concerned, 
but  I  could  not  see  my  way  clear  to  act  different.  All  this  tends  to 
retard  our  progress,  but  in  the  end  I  think  we  will  be  the  better  for  it 
and  the  Order  on  a  higher  standard. 
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“  I  explained  the  situation  to  them  and  I  presume  it  will  be  only  a 
question  of  time  before  visiting  cards  will  be  forthcoming. 

“  i  would  like  very  much  to  know  the  full  membership  of  the  Order 
at  the  last  convention  if  you  can  inform  me  of  same,  as  it  is  a  great 
help  to  be  posted  up  on  the  subject.  Also  let  me  know  the  amount  of 
per  capita  tax  and  when  it  is  due.” 

George  W.  Porter,  writes:  “  African  Lodge,  No.  1,  has  not  gone  ahead 
in  leaps  and  bounds  so  far,  and  that  is  the  reason  I  have  not  written 
you  sooner.  It  has  been  instituted  a  little  over  two  months  and  have 
only  made  two  new  members, — there  is  a  difficulty  in  advertising  the 
lodge  along  the  Reef.  Not  one  in  the  lodge  is  anyway  afraid  of  it  in 
the  future,  it  only  wants  to  be  known  that  the  lodge  does  exist,  and 
that  takes  time  here,  as  the  population  is  so  scattered.  We  are  very 
anxious  to  get  members  who  will  be  a  credit  to  the  lodge,  so  we  pro¬ 
ceed  cautious. 

“  I  am  told  there  are  two  proposals  for  membership  for  next  meeting 
(27th),  so  far. 

“  As  regards  the  By-Laws  the  committee  are  going  into  them  and  will 
be  draughted  at  an  early  date,  and  which,  of  course,  will  be  sent  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  approval  or  otherwise. 

“  The  lodge-room  we  meet  in  would  do  credit  to  any  lodge,  it  is  really 
a  tip-top  room,  carpeted  and  electric  lighted,  and  finished  off  beautifully. 
The  charge  for  same  is  £1.1  per  night,  till  we  get  20  members  above 
that  number  £2.2.  You  might  say  that  is  a  high  figure,  well,  all 
things  are  on  a  high  scale  of  price  here. 

“  This  hall  has  been  engaged  for  12  months  and  is  in  a  central 
position. 

“  The  lodge  income  is  about  £40,  expenses  about  £45;  the  £5 
expenses  have  been  paid  by  two  members  till  the  lodge  is  able  to  pay 
them. 

“We  have  all  the  working  paraphernalia  of  the  lodge;  there  are 
certain  things  to  get  (such  as  curtains  around  the  Noble  Grand’s  Chair), 
etc.,  which  will  improve  the  working  of  the  lodge. 

“  The  business  of  the  lodge  and  conferring  the  degrees  has  been 
carried  out  in  very  good  style,  considering  all  the  brothers  have  been 
away  from  their  lodge  so  long.  They  have  quite  surprised  me  the  way 
they  have  carried  out  the  whole  of  the  business. 

“  At  your  request  all  the  business  is  done  in  the  3d  Degree.” 

Alaska. — W.  H.  McBlaine,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “I  again  write  to 
let  you  know  that  the  brothers  in  Alaska  are  still  alive,  working  to 
further  the  good  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship.  I  have  had  no  communica¬ 
tion  from  Fairbanks  as  yet,  I  think  they  must  have  given  up  their 
intention  of  starting  a  lodge  in  the  far  north.  On  July  1,  I  installed 
the  officers  of  Aurora  Encampment,  No.  1;  on  July  5,  I  installed  the 
officers  of  Alaska  Lodge,  No.  1;  on  July  6,  I  installed  the  officers  of 
Silver  Bow,  No.  2,  of  Juneau;  and  on  July  8,  I  installed  the  officers  of 
Northern  Light  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1;  and  must  say  they  are  all  very 
prosperous  and  are  doing  good  work.” 

Alberta  and  Assiniboia. — Bro.  Shanks,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “We 
have  now  twelve  active  lodges  in  Assiniboia,  twelve  in  Alberta,  and  two 
in  Saskatchewan.  So  far,  the  political  condition  of  the  Northwest 
Territories  has  been  in  a  transition  state.  Now,  however,  we  expect  in 
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a  month  or  two  to  see  a  law  passed  by  the  Dominion  Parliament,  chang¬ 
ing  the  Territories  to  Provinces,  and  in  doing  this,  it  is  the  intention  to 
do  away  with  the  former  boundaries  of  the  Districts  and  instead  of 
having  three  Provinces,  make  two.  They  will  be  called  Alberta  and 
Saskatchewan.  So  far  as  our  lodges  are  concerned,  the  new  Province 
of  Alberta  will  take  in  all  the  lodges  now  in  the  District  of  Alberta  and 
the  lodge  at  Medicine  Hat,  Assiniboia.  What  is  now  called  Assiniboia 
and  Saskatchewan  will  be  called  Saskatchewan,  except  Medicine  Hat. 
Already  the  lodges  out  there  are  talking  of  the  institution  of  new  Grand 
Lodges,  and  I  am  free  to  say  that  I  think  it  desirable  from  every  stand¬ 
point.  The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta  will  have  fifteen  lodges  to 
start  with,  if  not  more,  the  twelve  now  there,  Medicine  Hat,  No.  3,  and 
new  lodges  at  Bank  Head  and  Lamerton.  Saskatchewan  will  have  thir¬ 
teen  in  all  and  possibly  more  before  they  organize.  At  our  recent 
Grand  Lodge  session,  the  representatives  present  from  the  Northwest 
Territories  got  together  and  were  unanimous  in  deciding  to  start  as 
soon  as  the  Dominion  law  came  into  effect. 

“  The  Grand  Secretary  said  that  he  was  glad  to  hear  this  encouraging 
news,  and  stated  that  he  hoped  the  movement  would  terminate  success¬ 
fully” 

Australasia. — J.  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  I  am  in  re¬ 

ceipt  of  your  two  letters  of  the  28th  of  April  and  3d  of  May  and  have 
noted  the  contents. 

“  The  news  of  Bro.  Grant’s  death  came  as  a  painful  shock  to  us  here. 
We,  who  had  had  official  relations  with  him,  had  got  on  so  well  under 
his  able  guidance  and  advice,  that  we  had  learned  to  esteem  him  very 
highly,  and  we  join  in  heartfelt  sympathy  with  his  brethren  in  America 
on  the  loss  they  have  sustained  by  the  death  of  so  good  a  man.  To 
those  loved  ones,  whom  he  has  left  behind,  our  hearts  go  out,  in  the 
time  of  their  sorrow  and  anguish. 

“  Herewith  I  am  sending  you  the  annual  returns  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
In  obedience  to  the  late  Bro.  Grant’s  many  requests,  I  have  endeavored 
each  year  to  get  them  nearer  completeness,  until  I  have  almost  suc¬ 
ceeded.  I  shall,  however,  be  pleased  to  have  you  point  out  any  defects 
and  will  endeavor  to  make  them  good  on  future  occasions. 

“  I  know  that  these  reports  should  be  signed  by  the  Grand  Sire  to 
render  them  perfectly  in  order,  although  that  has  never  been  done  with 
our  reports.  I  intend  that  it  shall  be  done  in  future,  but  as  the  Grand 
Sire  lives  in  the  State  of  New  South  Wales,  I  did  not,  on  the  present 
occasion,  like  to  take  the  risk  of  sending  the  reports  to  him  and  perhaps 
miss  the  mail,  which  would  have  meant  that  they  would  have  reached 
you  too  late  for  your  report  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

“  You  will  notice  that  we  have  made  some  substantial  progress  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  that  times  have  not  been  very  bright 
with  us  for  years  past. 

“  In  the  States  comprising  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  the  only 
one  making  fair  progress  is  Western  Australia,  and  as  a  corollary  of 
that  our  Order  is  booming  there.  In  the  colony  of  New  Zealand,  which 
is  not  in  the  Commonwealth,  industrial  conditions  have  been  good,  and 
there  also  the  Order  is  doing  well.  However,  we  are  very  hopeful  that 
with  the  improved  prospects  which  are  almost  assured  in  all  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  States,  will  come  our  chance  of  adding  to  our  membership  at  a 
much  increased  rate,  and  thus  increase  our  usefulness,  and  enable  us  to 
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emulate  in  some  degree  the  noble  work  that  is  being  carried  on  by  our 
brethren  in  your  great  country. 

“  Our  Triennial  Session  was  held  last  month  in  Hobart,  Tasmania, 
and  passed  oft’  successfully — not  much  business  to  do,  but  perhaps  that 
shows  that  we  are  working  harmoniously  and  do  not  desire  drastic 
changes  just  for  the  pure  love  of  them. 

“  I  have  much  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  our  Grand  Lodge  has 
adopted  the  Uniform  Charter  for  Foreign  Jurisdictions.  We  had,  as 
you  are  doubtless  aware,  some  reasonable  doubts  on  the  matter,  but 
these  have  all  been  brushed  away,  and  as  a  consequence,  you  may  some 
day  in  the  distant  future  have  a  Representative  from  Australasia  at  a 
session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

“  As  a  result  of  last  year’s  work,  I  have  one  important  forward  move¬ 
ment  to  record  and  that  is,  the  establishment  of  an  Orphans’  Home  in 
the  Jurisdiction  of  Western  Australia.  It  is  an  epoch  in  Australasian 
Odd  Fellowship,  and  several  other  States  are  keenly  watching  results, 
with  a  view  to  imitation,  if  our  Western  brethren  can  make  a  success 
of  their  commendable  venture,  about  which  they  have  no  doubts  them¬ 
selves.” 

Denmark. — V.  Petersen,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “In  the  Danish 
Jurisdiction  we  have:  16  own  lodge  buildings,  and  5  Homes  for  widows. 

“Further  we  have:  3  encampments,  with  380  members  (in  the  year 
initiated  and  reinstated,  42;  and  withdrawn,  23). 

“  These  encampments  possess  in  invested  funds  $5035. 

“Two  Rebekah  lodges,  with  82  sisters  and  35  brothers  (6  sisters  and 
2  brothers  initiated  and  reinstated;  and  withdrawn,  2  sisters  and  2 
brothers) . 

“  These  Rebekah  lodges  possess  in  invested  funds  $1472.” 

France. — G.  Perm,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “You  will  please  find 
enclosed  P.  O.  Order,  No.  81,  of  the  14th  of  April,  for  $15.42,  or  81 
francs,  for  our  dues  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  for  which  I  beg  you 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt. 

“  I  enclosed  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1904;  you  will  notice  that 
the  number  of  the  members  has  not  increased. 

“  In  regard  to  the  brothers  who  were  suspended  last  year,  only  one 
has  balanced  his  account  with  our  treasurer,  and  we  have  expelled  one 
brother  who  has  done  damage  to  the  Order. 

“  We  have  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  our  Brother  Paget,  who  is 
deceased,  and  as  a  consequence  the  number  of  our  members  on  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1904,  is  40;  and  already,  since  January  1,  1905,  we  have  again 
lost  two  more  brothers;  they  are  Brothers  Femsterbank  and  Lefelne. 
We  have  also  initiated  a  brother,  and  we  hope  to  increase  the  number 
of  them  from  now  until  December  31,  1905.” 

Germany. — Paul  Gerlach,  Grand  Sire,  writes:  “  In  accordance  with 
your  worthy  communication  of  November  8,  1904,  I  would  state  that, 
agreeable  with  rules  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  worthy  Grand 
Master,  of  the  Lodge  of  Netherlands,  Bro.  F.  T.  Philiger,  was  on  the  24th 
of  May  at  my  residence,  Kurfurster  strasse  No.  2,  Berlin,  introduced 
to  and  instructed  in  the  working  of  the  three  Encampment  Degrees  of 
our  beloved  Order. 

“  Bro.  Philiger  is  now  fully  competent  and  has  the  talent  for  addres¬ 
sing  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  a  proper  way  for  a  charter  for  the 
three  Encampment  Degrees  for  the  several  brethren  of  Amsterdam.” 
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He  does  not  mention,  that  in  case  of  Bro.  Philiger’s  death,  would 
there  be  any  hindrance  in  the  work  he  has  in  hand. 

To  which  the  following  reply  was  made: 

Dear  Brother  Gerlach: — “  I  am  just  in  receipt  of  your  official  com¬ 
munication  of  January  22,  1905,  officially  reporting  the  conferring  of 
the  three  Encampment  Degrees  upon  Grand  Master  I.  T.  Philips,  of  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Netherlands.  I  am  glad  to  have  this  return,  as  it 
completes  the  record  in  that  rather  peculiar  case.  Unfortunately,  the 
death  of  Bro.  Philips  followed  so  soon  upon  his  receiving  the  Degrees, 
that  he  was  unable  to  do  anything  at  all  towards  planting  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  our  Order  in  the  Netherlands,  and  therefore  the  mem¬ 
bers  in  that  Jurisdiction  are  exactly  where  they  were  before,  with 
regard  to  the  Encampment  branch.  They  will  have  to  begin  again 
de  novo,  and  may  do  so  at  their  own  pleasure  by  taking  the  matter  up 
exactly  as  Bro.  Philips  did.  You  will  please  accept  my  thanks,  and 
those  of  the  Grand  Sire,  for  your  official  help  in  this  particular  matter.” 

Philippine  Islands. — John  F.  Kennedy,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “  I 
am  indeed  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  distant 
possession  of  Uncle  Sam  is  progressing  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner, 
and  more  particularly  so,  during  the  past  year  has  the  *  Infant  ’  in  the 
Philippines  developed  into  a  good-sized  ‘  youngster.’ 

“  Manila  Lodge,  No.  1,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  has  good  reason  to  congratulate 
itself  on  its  splendid  record  since  its  inauguration,  on  June  29,  1902, 
when  it  started  with  only  16  chartered  members. 

“  To-day,  despite  the  changes  and  transient  class  of  citizens  in  these 
Islands,  we  number  some  66  faithful  and  earnest  members,  who  are 
composed  of  the  highest  and  best  type  of  citizens;  government  officials 
and  prominent  business  men,  a  credit  to  the  community  and  an  honor 
to  Odd  Fellowship;  and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  state, 
that  our  finances  are  in  an  equally  healthy  and  sound  condition,  irre¬ 
spective  of  the  fact  that  we  have  been  to  considerable  expense  in  fitting 
up  our  new  hall. 

“  We  take  great  pride  in  our  new  home,  which  we  have  under  lease. 
It  is  centrally  located  in  the  city,  and  we  have  spent  considerable  in 
fixing  it  up.  We  rent  part  of  it  to  other  fraternal  orders,  namely:  — 
the  Masons,  and  Knights  of  Pythias.  The  building  is  called  ‘  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  Hall,’  and  stands  as  a  splendid  example  of  the  forward  movement 
of  our  Order  in  this  Oriental  possession  of  the  Great  Republic. 

“  Our  meetings .  are  attended  very  liberally  by  visiting  brothers,  many 
of  whom  are  soldiers,  which  shows  the  spirit  of  fraternity  and  friend¬ 
ship  prevailing. 

“  On  account  of  the  great  distance  between  here  and  the  homeland, 
many  of  the  visiting  brothers  allow  their  cards  to  expire  before  re¬ 
mitting  to  their  home  lodge,  consequently  they  lose  the  privilege  of 
attending  our  meetings  regularly.  We  find  the  majority  of  brothers 
who  present  their  visiting  cards  very  rusty  in  the  work,  and  the  investi¬ 
gating  committee  has  had  to  be  more  liberal  here  than  would  be  per¬ 
mitted  in  the  States,  although,  understand  me,  a  brother  must  prove 
himself  to  be  a  good  Odd  Fellow  before  he  is  admitted  to  our  lodge- 
room. 

“  On  April  22,  we  celebrated  the  86th  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  on  which  occasion  over  200  invited  guests

graced  our  hall  with  their  presence.  It  was  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
events  held  in  Manila  since  American  occupation,  and  will  long  be 
remembered  by  those  who  were  present. 

“  I  firmly  believe  that  the  next  report  you  receive  of  Manila  Lodge, 
No.  1,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  will  show  even  a  better  condition  of  affairs  to  exist 
than  at  present,  as  a  deeper  interest  is  being  manifested  at  every 
meeting. 

“  At  present  there  is  only  one  Odd  Fellows’  Lodge  in  the  Islands,  but 
I  predict  that  before  the  end  of  two  years,  you  will  be  petitioned  for  a 
charter  for  a  lodge  at  Iloilo,  Island  of  Panay,  one  at  Cebu,  Island  of 
Cebu,  and  one  at  Zamboanga,  Island  of  Mindinao.  These  towns  are 
growing  and  arousing  great  interest  among  the  Americans. 

“  I  shall  take  a  special  effort  to  be  present  at  the  next  meeting  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  held  at  Philadelphia,  in  September,  when 
I  shall  be  able  to  give  you  fuller  details  of  our  Order  here  in  the 
Islands.” 

The  above  letter  was  written  to  the  Grand  Sire,  but  by  his  permission 
is  inserted  here  in  connection  with  correspondence. 

Sweden. — Fred.  Geijer,  writes:  “  Dear  Bro.  Grant,  in  accordance 
with  your  request,  I  will  now  send  you  a  few  lines  about  our  work  here 
during  the  last  year. 

“  The  year  has,  as  usual,  been  one  of  steady  and  quiet  growth.  I 
suppose  that,  when  our  annual  reports  for  the  term  ending  on  March  31 
come  in,  I  shall  be  able  to  report  to  you  a  net  gain  in  membership  of 
about  300. 

“  On  the  anniversary  day  last  year,  our  Crown  Prince — in  the  absence 
of  the  King  ruling  prince  of  Sweden  and  Norway — had  again  accepted 
invitation  to  be  present,  and  His  Royal  Highness  made  with  much 
interest  enquiries  about  our  Order. 

“  Several  of  our  lodges  and  one  of  our  encampments  celebrated  last 
year  their  tenth  anniversaries,  and  as  a  lasting  remembrance  of  such 
occasions  they  use  to  make  up  an  historical  sketch  with  statistics  for 
the  period  gone,  and  in  such  way  we  collect  separate  histories  of  the 
different  lodges,  which  might  be  of  interest  for  a  coming  historiographer 
of  the  Order. 

“  Our  Order  was  introduced  in  Sweden  on  the  29th  day  of  October, 
1884,  in  Malmo,  and  our  brethren  there  had  long  ago  commenced  prep¬ 
arations  for  celebration  of  the  20th  anniversary,  which  resulted  in  a 
three-fold  festival  and  became  a  great  success.  At  a  cost  of  about 
$160,000,  our  brethren  there  had  erected  at  a  central  place  a  magnificent 
building,  in  which  we  dedicated,  on  the  27th  of  October,  a  large,  splen¬ 
did  Hall  in  old  medieval  style,  with  adjoining  rooms  for  the  use  of  our 
Order.  All  8  Grand  Lodge  Officers  were  present  and  conducted  the 
ceremony,  and  not  less  than  18  lodges  (more  than  half  our  number) 
had  sent  representatives,  of  which  some  came  from  a  distance  of  about 
700  miles.  The  dedication  of  the  Hall  was  public,  and  among  the 
invited  guests  were  the  governor  of  the  Province  and  the  highest  digni¬ 
taries  at  the  place  from  the  church,  school,  and  town  council.  At  the 
banquet  afterwards  in  a  fine  banquet  hall  in  the  same  building  for  250 
guests,  I  may  mention  among  the  many  toasts  a  speech  of  the  governor, 
in  which  he  mentioned  very  friendly  our  Order  and  its  new  building, 
which  he  regarded  as  an  honor  for  the  town.  Representatives  for  the 
local  press  were  also  invited  and  wrote  afterwards,  all  of  them,  very 
sympathetically  of  the  Order  in  their  respective  papers. 
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“  On  the  following  day  we  instituted  our  34th  lodge,  Caritas,  with 
our  Grand  Warden  at  the  head,  and  the  new  lodge  was  greeted  with 
hearty  welcome  from  all  parts  of  our  Jurisdiction. 

“  At  last,  on  the  29th  of  October,  under  the  auspices  of  our  oldest 
lodge,  Scania,  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  Order  in  Sweden  was  cele¬ 
brated.  Still  all  our  Grand  Lodge  Officers  and  the  representatives  for 
the  lodges  were  present,  and  from  the  adjoining  Jurisdiction,  Denmark, 
came  the  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Petrus  Beyer,  and  the  Noble  Grand  of  the 
mother  lodge,  No.  1,  Danmark,  who  wished  to  take  part  in  the  expres¬ 
sions  of  sympathy  and  the  wishes  of  welfare  for  our  oldest  lodge — the 
pioneer  for  the  Order  in  Sweden. 

“  We  have  now  two  encampments,  in  Malmo  and  Stockholm,  and  34 
lodges  at  different  places  in  all  parts  of  our  vast  domains;  in  Stockholm 
there  are  five  lodges,  in  Malmo  three,  in  Gothenburg  two,  and  in  the 
other  places  one  at  each;  no  Swedish  lodge  has  as  yet  given  up  its 
charter.  At  eight  places  our  lodges  own  halls  of  their  own,  and  in 
three  more  places  they  are  building  their  own  halls;  at  one  place  Free 
Masons  and  Odd  Fellows  use  the  same  hall.  We  have  recently  formed 
two  new  clubs,  one  at  Uddevalla,  with  the  Mayor  of  the  town  at  the 
head,  and  one  at  Hernosand,  and  both  will  soon  be  transverted  into 
lodges;  more  clubs  are  in  a  short  time  expected,  as  preparations  for 
lodges. 

“  Our  membership  and  our  capital  are  increasing,  but  so  are  also  our 
expenses;  as  our  members  get  older  and  die,  leaving  behind  them 
widows  and  orphans,  the  claims  on  our  funds  are  necessarily  increased. 

“  Several  institutions  for  the  welfare  of  our  members  have  been 
formed  and  planned.  Many  of  our  lodges  have  libraries;  an  organiza¬ 
tion  has  been  formed  for  procuring  situations  for  members;  funds  are 
being  collected  for  building  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  and  for  procuring 
pensions  for  aged  Odd  Fellows;  a  large  real  estate  ground  has  been 
bought  in  the  neighborhood  of  Malmo,  intended  to  be  sold  in  small 
shares  at  cheap  prices  to  Odd  Fellows  to  build  houses  of  their  own  on. 
Some  years  ago  we  celebrated  the  50th  anniversary  of  our  esteemed 
Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Wilh.  Laurentz,  by  collecting  a  fund,  bearing  his  name 
and  for  him  to  decide  how  the  interest  was  to  be  used  for  the  welfare 
of  the  Order.  The  Grand  Sire  has  now  decided  that  this  interest  shall 
be  used  as  stipendium  for  studies  of  children  of  Odd  Fellows,  as  he  is 
of  opinion  that  the  best  gift  to  a  child  is  a  good  education. 

“  We  have  not  now  had  any  Grand  Lodge  meeting  since  1901,  and  one 
result  of  this  arrangement  has  been  that  our  legislation  has  been  allowed 
to  work  for  four  years  quietly,  without  amendments.  Our  next  Grand 
Lodge  meeting  will  take  place  on  the  second  Monday  in  July  next,  and 
then  our  terms  as  Grand  Lodge  Officers  will  expire;  the  Grand  Sire  and 
myself  have  now  served  in  our  respective  offices  for  ten  consecutive 
years,  since  the  institution  of  our  Grand  Lodge  in  1895. 

“The  Angel  of  Death  has  caused  us  severe  losses  last  year;  among 
those  departed  from  us  I  may  mention  the  names  of  the  Past  Grands 
Rudolf  Grandien,  Arthur  Ewerlof,  Gustaf  Petterson,  and  J.  O.  Bodin— 
all  of  them  true  and  good  Odd  Fellows,  whose  loss  we  deeply  feel. 

“  A  good  deal  more  might  be  to  tell  about  our  work  here,  but  I  will 
not  abuse  your  kindness  to  introduce  in  your  report  also  some  details 
from  our  Jurisdiction.  You  will  find  from  the  above  that  we  are  in  full 
work  here,  and  I  hope  that  all  will  be  going  on  well  also  for  the  future.” 
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There  are  28  Juvenile  Lodges,  having  a  membership  of  967,  not  included  in  these  totals.

Correspondence  between 
I  his  office  and  this  on  the  manifold  subjects  relating  to  the  work  and 
interest  of  the  Order  is  almost  daily,  and  frequently  on  various  sub- 
j  jects  daily,  and  have  always  found  his  suggestions  valuable  and  help¬ 
ful.  He  will  here  learn  for  the  first  time,  and  will  pardon  the  statement 
that  the  encouragement  of  his  approval  manifested  by  the  selection  had 
large  influence  in  finally  determining  me  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
this  office.  When  the  appointment  was  made  he  was  justified  in  under¬ 
standing  that  I  would  expect  to  serve,  but  candidly,  after  it  came,  and 
when  arranging  for  and  confronting  the  great  change  of  work  and  loca¬ 
tion  and  at  times  almost  undecided  in  the  balance  as  to  my  course,  this, 
together  with  expressions  from  many,  and  a  conviction  of  duty  and 
love  for  the  Order  and  active  work  in  it,  enabled  me,  after  a  necessary 
delay  of  three  weeks,  to  report  at  Baltimore  for  installation.  I  crave 
the  indulgence  of  all  for  this  personal  reference. 

j  THE  MEETING  IN  PENNSYLVANIA. 

For  the  first  time  since  1876 — the  centennial  year  of  this  great  Re¬ 
public — a  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  held  in  the  splendid 
and  historic  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  now,  and  since  the  early  records  of  the  Order,  the  Gibraltar  of  Odd 
Fellowship.  Now  and  since  the  “  time  whereof  the  memory  of  man 
runneth  not  to  the  contrary,”  this  Jurisdiction  has  had  the  largest 
number  of  subordinate  lodges,  and  the  largest  subordinate  membership, 
having  now  1125  subordinate  lodges  and  128,176  subordinate  members, 
and  easily  leads  all  other  Jurisdictions  in  the  great  cause  of  fraternity 
.  and  benevolence.  Here  the  Order  is  known  and  respected  for  its  prin¬ 
ciples  and  good  work  rendered,  not  only  through  the  regular  channels, 
but  whenever  calamities  in  other  Jurisdictions  have  occurred,  the  great 
heart  of  the  membership  in  Pennsylvania  has  extended  the  hand  of 
relief,  as  at  Chicago  after  the  great  fire,  and  in  the  sections  visited  by 
yellow  fever  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  since;  and  as  in  the 
many  more  recent  instances  of  fire  and  flood;  while  in  its  own  Juris¬ 
diction,  in  connection  with  the  flood  at  Johnstown,  it  made  a  bright  and 
imperishable  record  in  its  prompt  and  efficient  ministrations  to  the 
suffering.  All  honor,  therefore,  to  Pennsylvania  Odd  Fellows,  with 
whom  it  is  a  precious  privilege  to  meet! 

Be  it  remembered  that  this  Jurisdiction  has  given  to  the  Order  six 
Grand  Sires,  in  the  persons  of  Samuel  H.  Perkins,  Howell  Hopkins, 
Horn  R.  Kneass,  James  B.  Nicholson,  and  John  W.  Stokes,  all  of  whom 
have  passed  from  earthly  scenes  and  labors  to  the  final  rest  and  reward; 
and  has  given  as  her  sixth  Grand  Sire  her  worthy  and  beloved  son  and 
brother,  R.  E.  Wright,  now  serving  in  that  exalted  position.  Splendid 
as  has  been  this  contribution,  it  was  no  more  than  the  large  membership 
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and  record  for  good  work  along  all  lines  entitled  the  Jurisdiction  to 
have,  for  Pennsylvania  has  over  one-tenth  of  the  entire  subordinate, 
lodge  membership  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
Magnificent  commonwealth  in  population  and  resources,  and  in  Odd 
Fellowship!  But  few  of  the  present  generation  had  acquaintance  with 
Perkins,  Hopkins  and  Kneass,  though  many  will  remember  the  lovable; 
and  distinguished  Stokes,  and  nearly  all  knew  Nicholson — great  of 
heart,  great  of  mind,  and  of  commanding  form  and  presence,  a  colossal 
figure  in  Odd  Fellowship  and  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  over 
forty  years. 

With  the  illustrious  record  and  work  of  the  Fraternity  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  the  lives  of  some  of  their  representative  brothers  and  leaders 
before  us,  and  with  the  progress  made  and  results  accomplished  by  the 
Order  throughout  the  Jurisdictions  generally,  there  will  not  be  wanting 
the  inspiration  and  influence  to  make  the  eighty-first  annual  session  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  useful  and  memorable  one. 


CONCLUSION. 

The  record  of  the  past  year  shown  in  the  foregoing  tables  and  statis¬ 
tics  emphasizes  more  strongly  than  words  can  express  the  permanency 
and  vitality  of  the  Order  and  the  extent  of  good  work  being  performed 
through  its  agencies  in  the  cause  of  humanity  along  the  various  lines/ 
of  relief  provided  by  its  admirable  system.  Blessed  with  prosperity 
throughout  its  career,  it  now  occupies  a  higher  and  stronger  position 
in  the  field  of  fraternal,  as  well  as  benevolent  work  than  ever  before p 
and  year  by  year  its  influence  for  good,  in  ministrations  of  relief,  ex¬ 
tending  fraternal  principles  and  inculcating  the  great  truths  upon 
which  it  is  founded,  becomes  more  potent.  This  result  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  and  this  position  reached,  not  by  chance  or  accident,  but  from 
the  steady  progress  and  development  which  has  come  through  the 
devoted  loyalty  and  splendid  enthusiasm  of  its  membership  to  the  cause 
and  claims  of  the  Order.  These  elements  of  strength  and  these  charac-t 
teristics  and  this  spirit  of  work  seem  unconfined  and  unlimited  as  to 
place  or  jurisdiction,  but  exist  wherever  the  standard  of  the  Order  has! 
been  raised.  In  the  midst  of  this  universal  prosperity,  and  as  pro¬ 
moting  it,  grateful  hearts  go  out  for  the  peace  and  harmony  vouchsafed1 
to  us  as  an  Order.  With  continued  harmony  and  fidelity,  none  may: 
measure  or  put  a  limit  to  the  future  development  and  expansion,  good 
work  and  influence  of  this  Order.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ADJUTANT-GENERAL, 
PATRIARCHS  MILITANT 


This  report,  like  that  of  Grand  Secretary,  embraces  chiefly  the  work 
of  my  predecessor,  J.  Frank  Grant,  Adjutant-General,  deceased.  While 
an  apparent  slight  decrease  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  membership 
appears  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  due  to  the  elimination 
of  the  inactive  class,  and  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  Militant  Army  is 
on  a  better  and  more  active  and  enthusiastic  footing  than  at  the  last 
report.  This  is  indicated  by  the  correspondence  with  this  office  and  by 
the  recent  issuing  of  warrants  for  mustering  cantons  and  notice  of  still 
others  to  be  applied  for,  but  which  cannot  be  included  in  the  tables 
for  1904,  as  also  by  the  capable  attention  and  supervision  of  General 
M.  A.  Raney,  Commanding,  who  has  personally  visited  and  inspected 
many  Departments.  The  correspondence  part  of  this  report  is  not 
legally  required,  but  is  useful  and  interesting  as  showing  existing  con¬ 
ditions  and  prospects,  and  would  be  more  so  if  generally  responded  to. 
It  is  hoped  that  hereafter  all  Departments  will  be  represented  in  it.

membership  in  1904,  by  cutting  off  the  inactive  and  separating  the  < 
wheat  from  the  chaff,  it  is  doubtless  in  a  really  improved  condition 
over  that  occupied  at  the  end  of  1903,  but  it  is  deserving  a  finer  position.

success  and  prosperity  than  it  has  ever  heretofore  attained,  the  inter¬ 
est  of  the  -whole  order  will  be  promoted.  Official  relations  with  General 
M.  A.  Raney,  commanding,  show  his  capable  leadership  and  splendid 
energy  and  enthusiasm.  When  his  efforts  are  seconded  by  the  army 
and  Order  generally,  as  they  are  already  by  many  of  the  Department 
Commanders  and  other  of  the  officers  and  chevaliers,  this  will  be  at¬ 
tended  with  gratifying  results.

And  whereas,  such  non-beneficial  members,  residing  in  Jurisdictions 
other  than  those  in  which  their  respective  lodges  are  located  are  de¬ 
prived  of  the  privilege  of  visiting  lodges  at  their  place  of  residence, 
because  they  have  no  official  certificate  or  visiting  card  (see  Grand 
Sire’s  decision,  No.  91) ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  special  form  of  visiting  card,  which  shall  entitle 
the  holder  to  the  annual  traveling  password  upon  proving  identity  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  Order,  be  furnished  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  sold  as  supplies,  for  the  use  of  such  non- 
beneficial  members. 

Resolved,  That  the  designation  “  non-beneficial,”  as  used  in  the  law 
above  quoted  be  discontinued,  and  the  term  “  non-contributing  ”  be

1.  Rebekah  Charter:  A  bid  for  the  printing  of  5000  of  these  Char¬ 
ters  by  A.  Hoen  &  Co.,  Baltimore,  was  approved,  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  was  ordered  to  have  this  number  printed:  4750  of  the  form 
to  be  issued  by  a  Grand  Lodge,  and  250  of  the  form  to  be  issued  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

2.  The  Constitution ,  By-Laws ,  Rules  of  Order,  and  Standing  Resolu¬ 
tions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge:  The  Grand  Secretary  was 
directed  to  have  1000  copies  of  a  book  containing  the  above-named 
parts  printed,  size  of  page,  3y2  by  5  inches,  bound  in  flexible  scarlet 
cloth.  The  same  was  ordered  advertised  and  placed  on  sale  at  30 
cents  per  copy. 

3.  Opening  and  Closing  Ceremonies  in  Subordinate  Lodges:  The 
Grand  Secretary  was  ordered  to  have  these  ceremonies  printed  and 
bound  in  flexible  red  cloth,  to  advertise  the  same  and  sell  them  in 
sets  of  eight  or  more.  These  books  to  be  sold  under  the  same  law 
which  governs  the  sale  of  rituals. 

4.  Busbee's  Digest,  Second  Edition:  Bids  for  3000  copies  of  this 
book  were  presented  from  three  publishers.  The  committee,  after 
careful  examination  awarded  the  contract  to  The  Friedenwald  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Baltimore. 

5 .  Honorable  Veteran  Jewels:  Samples  and  bids  for  these  jewels 
were  submitted  by  the  C.  G.  Braxmar  Company,  of  New  York  City,  and 
Theodore  Neuhaus  &  Co.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  two  qualities  of  the 
same  style,  one  to  be  sold  at  $40.00,  and  the  other  at  $20.00.  The  con¬ 
tract  was  let  to  Theodore  Neuhaus  &  Co.,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  at  their 
bid,  the  style  of  the  samples  submitted  by  them  being  preferred  by  the 
committee. 

6.  Neiv  Patriarchs  Militant  Code:  The  preparation  of  the  copy  for 
this  book  and  the  publishing  of  it  were  referred  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  the  General  Commanding. 

7.  Ceremonies :  Bids  for  printing  500  copies  of  the  Ceremony  for 
Dedicating  Homes  and  1500  copies  of  The  Rebekah  Anniversary  Cere¬ 
mony  were  considered  and  the  contracts  for  same  were  awarded  to 
The  Friedenwald  Co.  The  Grand  Secretary  was  ordered  to  place  the 
two  books  mentioned  on  sale  at  20  cents  per  copy  as  soon  as  printed. 

8.  Printing  and  paper:  Bids  for  furnishing  the  paper  and  for  print¬ 
ing  the  Officers’  Reports,  the  Daily  Journal,  and  the  Journal  of  Pro¬ 
ceedings  for  the  session  of  1905  were  carefully  considered  and  the 
contracts  were  awarded  as  follows: 

To  William  J.  Malcomson,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  for  the  paper  and 
printing  the  Daily  Journal. 

To  the  Friedenwald  Company,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  for  printing  and 
binding  the  Grand  Officers’  Reports  and  the  Journal  of  Proceedings;  and 

To  McDonald  &  Fisher,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  for  the  paper. 

The  Journal  of  Proceedings  for  1904,  was  delivered  November  17, 
1904.  It  contains  545  pages  and  22,000  copies  were  issued.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Felloios : 


Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Dr.  L.  M.  More,  P.  G.  M.,  and  P.  G.  Rep.,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Manitoba  in  relation  to  the  special  session'  held  October  4, 
1904,  would  respectfully  report  as  follows* 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 


It  appears  from  the  records  that  on  the  15th  day  of  September,  1904, 
while  the  Grand  Master,  R.  H.  Shanks  was  absent  from  the  Jurisdiction, 
the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  R.  H.  Robertson,  Acting  Grand  Master, 
called  a  special  ssssion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  to  be  held  in 
Winnipeg  on  October  4,  1904,  for  certain  purposes  named  in  said  call, 
but  not  involved  in  this  appeal. 

That  before  Grand  Master  Shanks  returned  to  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Manitoba,  charges  were  entered  against  him  and  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  then  acting  as  Grand  Master,  who  imme¬ 
diately  convened  the  Advisory  Board  and  placed  the  matter  before 
same,  and  said  R.  H.  Shanks  was  suspended  as  Grand  Master,  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  Article  34  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba. 

That  Grand  Master  Shanks  upon  hearing  of  said  action  returned  at 
once  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Manitoba  and  on  September  27,  1904, 
attempted  to  revoke  and  cancel  the  proclamation  of  the  Acting  Grand 
Master  calling  the  special  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  October  4. 
1904. 


That  on  October  4,  1904,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  convened  in 
special  session  at  Winnipeg  in  pursuance  of  said  call,  Deputy  Grand 
Master  R.  H.  Robertson,  Acting  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

That  at  the  said  special  session  it  seems  the  warring  factions  came 
to  an  amicable  understanding,  and  an  agreement  was  arrived  at, 
whereby  the  purposes  for  which  said  special  session  was  called  were 
satisfactorily  adjusted,  the  charges  against  Grand  Master  Shanks  were 
withdrawn  and  his  suspension  annulled,  and  all  parties  concerned 
agreed  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  have  the  compromise  carried  out 
and  to  take  no  appeal  therefrom  to  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge;  and  Grand  Master  Shanks  resumed  the  duties  of  Grand 
Master,  took  the  chair  and  presided  over  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the 
remainder  of  the  special  session  until  it  was  finally  adjourned. 

That  at  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba, 
held  in  Winnipeg,  March  1,  1905,  the  minutes  of  the  special  session, 
as  printed,  were  adopted,  and  Dr.  L.  M.  More,-  P.  G.  Rep.,  gave  notice 
of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  adopting  said 
minutes.  This  is  the  only  matter  that  appellant  objected  to  in  open 
Grand  Lodge  and  gave  notice  of  appeal  so  far  as  the  record  shows.  It 
seems  no  permission  to  take  said  appeal  was  requested  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Manitoba,  and  none  was  given.  It  also  appears  that  no 
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formal  appeal  has  ever  been  filed  in  this  case  with  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  or  notice  thereof  given,  as  is  required 
under  the  law  as  laid  down  in  Article  2141  of  Busbee’s  Digest. 

That  Article  36  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba 
provides  as  follows: 

“  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  act  as  the  assistant  of  the  Grand 
Master,  and  during  the  absence  of  that  officer  from  the  Jurisdiction 
shall  be  invested  with  all  his  powers.  In  the  event  of  the  death, 
suspension,  resignation  or  removal  from  office  of  the  Grand  Master,  he 
shall,  ex-officio,  become  Grand  Master,  until  the  next  regular  session 
thereafter.” 

That  Article  34  of  said  Constitution  provides:  “Whenever  charges 
affecting  the  character  or  standing  of  any  officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Master  during  the  interim  between 
sessions,  by  one  or  more  members  thereof,  in  writing,  the  Grand  Master 
may  at  once  suspend  said  officer  until  the  meeting  of  the  Advisory 
Board,  which  shall  immediately  be  summoned  by  the  Grand  Master  to 
meet  and  primarily  investigate  said  charges,  and  if  upon  examination, 
a  prima  facie  case  is  made  out,  such  officer  shall  be  further  suspended 
from  office  until  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  vacancy 
thus  created  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  provided  by  Article  33. 
Should  such  charge  be  made  against  the  Grand  Master,  it  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  who  shall  at  once  summon  the 
Advisory  Board  to  meet  and  consider  same.” 

That  Article  74  of  said  Constitution  reads  as  follows:  “The  Grand 
Master  shall  have  the  power  to  convene  special  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  whenever  and  wherever,  in  his  judgment,  it  would  be  for  the 
true  interest  and  benefit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Odd  Fellowship 
generally  within  its  Jurisdiction,  and  when  the  importance  of  the 
subject  matter  for  consideration  is  such  as  to  justify  the  expense 
necessarily  involved  in  such  meetings;  provided  always,  that  two  weeks’ 
notice  shall  be  given  to  each  subordinate  lodge  of  the  time  and  object 
of  such  meeting.” 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  was  adopted 
February  20,  1896,  and  approved  by  this  Sovereign  Body  at  its  next 
session,  as  shown  by  Journal  1896,  pp.  14,912,  14,972,  and  15,068. 

Dr.  L.  M.  More,  P.  G.  Rep.,  now  presents  his  printed  brief  and  assign¬ 
ment  of  errors  and  appeals  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Manitoba,  in  the  following  matters: 

First — From  the  action  of  those  members  of  said  Grand  Lodge  who 
purported  to  meet  and  hold  a  special  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on 
October  4,  1904,  and  from  every  action  of  such  illegal  meeting,  on  the 
ground,  (a)  that  such  session  was  illegally  called  by  one  having  no 
power  to  make  such  call;  (b)  was  illegally  constituted  in  the  absence 
of  a  sufficient  quorum;  (c)  that  the  illegal  call  for  such  meeting  was 
duly  and  legally  cancelled  and  revoked  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  due 
notice  given  all  concerned,  and  as  a  logical  sequence,  everything  that 
was  done  at  such  meeting  was  illegal  and  out  of  order,  especially  the 
payment  of  mileage  and  per  diem  to  those  in  attendance. 

Second — From  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  March  last,  in  their 
recognition  in  any  way  of  such  illegal  meeting. 

Third — From  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  their  approval  of  the 
payments  already  made  by  the  Grand  Treasurer,  of  the  mileage  and 
per  diem  of  such  illegal  meeting  and  other  expenses  in  connection 
therewith. 
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Fourth — From  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  authorizing  the 
payment  of  any  further  money  in  connection  with  this  case,  including 
the  $670.00  deficit  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee. 

OPINION. 

From  the  foregoing  facts  it  seems  that  the  first  and  important  ques¬ 
tion  to  settle  is  whether  or  not  said  special  session  was  legally  held. 

Article  36  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  in¬ 
vested  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master 
from  the  Jurisdiction,  with  all  the  powers  of  the  Grand  Master;  and 
under  Article  74  he  had  the  authority  to  convene  said  special  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  having  given  two  weeks’  notice  to  each  subor¬ 
dinate  Lodge,  of  the  time  and  object  of  said  meeting,  in  our  opinion,  it 
,  was  legally  called. 

Under  Article  34  of  said  Constitution,  when  charges  were  preferred 
against  the  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  had  the  power 
and  authority  to  summon  the  Advisory  Board  to  meet  and  consider 
same  and  in  conjunction  therewith  to  suspend  said  Grand  Master; 
and,  having  done  so,  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Master  devolved  upon 
the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  even  after  the  return  of  Grand  Master 
Shanks  to  the  Jurisdiction;  and  the  latter  had  no  power  or  authority 
to  set  aside  the  call  for  the  said  special  session. 

Your  committee  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion,  that,  under  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  and  the  facts  presented  by  the 
record,  said  special  session  was  duly  and  legally  called  and  held,  and 
that  said  minutes  were  legally  and  regularly  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Manitoba  at  its  next  annual  session. 

Having  disposed  of  the  main  question,  and  the  one  on  which  all  the 
other  errors  assigned  depended,  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  discuss  the 
other  points  presented  in  the  appeal;  especially  as  no  objection  was 
made  at  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  to  these  points,  or  any 
notice  of  appeal  then  or  subsequently  given. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  special  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Manitoba,  and  the  action  from  which  this  appeal  was  taken  grew  out 
of  the  controversy  between  Bro.  D.  C.  Anderson,  P.  G.  Rep.,  and  Mani¬ 
toba  Lodge,  No.  1,  which,  in  its  various  phases,  has  been  before  this  Sov¬ 
ereign  Body  at  three  prior  sessions  (1898  Journal,  pp.  15,974,  15,994 — 
1901  Journal,  pp.  275,  300 — 1902  Journal,  pp.  864,  914),  we  trust  this 
finally  ends  this  troublesome  contention,  and  sets  it  forever  at  rest; 
and  while  we  recognize  that  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  case,  your 
committee  hope  that  when  Manitoba  Lodge,  No.  1,  has  reached  years 
of  prosperity,  it  may  by  a  generous  donation  of  the  amount  volun¬ 
tarily  relinquished  by  Brother  Anderson,  as  shown  by  the  record  in 
this  case,  convince  him  in  his  declining  years  that  Odd  Fellowship  is 
not  ungrateful  and  that  his  connection  with  our  Order  has  not  been 
in  any  sense  unfortunate. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Dr.  L.  M.  More,  P.  G.  Rep.,  be,  and  the 
same  is,  hereby  dismissed,  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mani¬ 
toba  affirmed.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Henry  B.  Ruggles,  P.  G.  M.,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts,  from 
the  action  and  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  in  order¬ 
ing  Acushnet  Lodge,  No.  41,  to  pay  certain  attentive  benefits  for  nurse 
hire  to  Bro.  Harold  C.  Wing,  a  member  of  said  lodge,  reports  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 

From  the  record  and  facts  in  this  case  it  appears  that  Bro.  Harold 
C.  Wing,  a  member  of  Acushnet  Lodge,  No.  41,  was  taken  sick  on  or 
about  the  29th  of  November,  1902,  and  the  report  of  such  sickness  was 
duly  made  to  said  lodge  about  December  2,  1902.  That  about  Decem¬ 
ber  3,  1902,  the  family,  or  some  member  of  it,  employed  a  nurse  for 
Bro.  Wing,  the  lodge  or  Relief  Committee  not  knowing  at  the  time 
such  nurse  was  employed. 

On  February  3,  1903,  Bro.  Wing  presented  to  the  lodge  a  bill  for 
said  nurse  hire  amounting  to  $56.00.  Said  bill  was  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee,  who,  on  February  10th,  reported  adversely  to  the 
payment  of  the  bill.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  from  the  action  of 
the  lodge  in  thus  refusing  payment  of  said  bill  Bro.  Wing  appealed  to 
the  Grand  Lodge.  The  facts  are  set  forth  in  full  in  the  report  of  the 
Appeals  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  sustained  Bro.  Wing’s  appeal  and 
directed  Acushnet  Lodge,  No.  41,  to  pay  to  Brother  Wing  such  amount 
as  had  been  paid  by  him  for  nurse  hire  after  the  Noble  Grand  of  the 
lodge  had  been  notified  that  a  nurse  had  been  employed  and  was  caring 
for  Bro.  Wing. 

From  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  in  ordering 
Acushnet  Lodge,  No.  41,  to  pay  said  nurse  hire  the  appellant  appeals 
to  this  Sovereign  Body. 

This  case  was  before  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1903,  on  such 
appeal,  and  is  found  on  pages  272  and  313.  On  the  latter  page  it  is 
resolved  that  the  record  in  the  case  is  so  incomplete  and  inaccurate  in 
that  it  does  not  show  the  contention  of  the  lodge  and  statement  of  the 
case  and  does  not  disclose  the  facts  as  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Massachusetts,  that  it  is  referred  back  to  said  Grand  Lodge  in  order 
that  an  accurate  and  full  record  may  be  certified  to  this  body.  In 
conformity  with  said  resolution  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts, 
September,  1904,  referred  said  matter  to  its  Committee  on  Appeals  with 
instructions  to  give  a  full  hearing  and  report  at  the  next  annual  ses¬ 
sion.  At  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  held 
September  7,  1905,  the  following  report  was  submitted  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Appeals  who  had  been  so  appointed  to  investigate  said  facts: 

Louis  A.  Cook,  Past  Grand  Master,  for  the  Committee  on  Appeals, 
presented  the  following  report: 

Boston,  September  7,  1905. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  Order  of  Odd  Felloivs,  of  the  State  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  : 

The  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  appeal  of  Henry  E.  Ruggles,  P.  G.  M.,  vs.  the  Grand 
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Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  with  instructions  to  give  a  full  hearing,  beg 
leave  to  submit  their  report  as  follows: 

For  the  purpose  of  giving  said  hearing,  on  July  25,  1905,  your  com¬ 
mittee  went  to  New  Bedford,  the  location  of  Acushnet  Lodge,  and  also 
the  place  of  residence  of  the  appellant  in  the  case,  Bro.  Harold  C. 
Wing.  This  place  was  selected  for  the  hearing  in  order  that  the  par¬ 
ties  might  be  put  to  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible.  Due  notice 
had  been  given  to  both  parties.  At  the  former  hearing  before  this 
committee,  the  respondent  (Acushnet  Lodge)  was  not  heard  for  the 
reason  that  the  committee  deemed  that  the  appellant,  after  presenting 
his  facts,  had  not  made  out  a  prima  facie  case.  At  this  second  hearing 
the  appellant  failed  to  appear.  After  hearing  the  lodge,  we  called  for 
a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the  records  of  the  lodge  bearing  upon  the 
case  of  Bro.  Wing  and  the  same  are  appended  hereto.  We  also  took 
the  statement  of  the  Noble  Grands  of  the  lodge  who  were  in  office  dur¬ 
ing  the  sickness  of  Bro.  Wing  and  such  other  evidence  as  the  respondent 
had  to  offer. 

We  find  the  following  facts: 

First — Bro.  Harold  C.  V/ing  was  taken  sick  on  the  29th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1902,  and  was  reported  as  sick  to  the  lodge  December  2,  1902. 

Second — On  December  3,  1902,  the  sick  brother  was  visited  by  the 
Noble  Grand  of  the  lodge,  but  was  not  admitted  to  the  presence  of  the 
brother.  The  Noble  Grand,  however,  asked  the  wife  of  the  brother  if 
anything  was  needed,  or  if  they  wished  a  watcher.  She  told  him  that 
she  did  not  need  anything  as  she  was  taking  care  of  her  husband  at 
that  time.  On  the  same  day,  subsequently,  the  doctor  ordered  a  nurse 
and  one  was  obtained  by  the  family. 

For  the  proof  of  the  above  two  findings  we  quote  from  the  written 
statement  of  the  appellant  to  the  Grand  Master,  as  follows :  “  I  was 

taken  sick  on  the  29th  of  November,  1902,  was  reported  to  the  lodge 
December  2d,  Noble  Grand  called  December  3d  and  asked  my  wife  if 
anything  was  needed  or  if  we  wanted  a  watcher.  She  told  him  that 
she  did  not  need  anything  as  she  was  taking  care  of  me  at  that  time. 
As  he  was  about  to  leave  he  said  if  she  did  need  a  watcher  or  anything 
to  let  him  know.  She  said  she  would.” 

Third — At  no  subsequent  call  of  the  Noble  Grand  was  he  admitted 
to  the  presence  of  the  brother,  nor  did  he  see  the  wife  of  the  brother. 
He  did,  however,  have  interviews  with  the  nurse  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  brother. 

Fourth — At  some  time  between  December  16,  and  December  23,  the 
wife  of  the  sick  brother  called  upon  the  Noble  Grand  and  asked  him  if 
the  lodge  would  pay  $2.00  per  night  towards  paying  for  the  professional 
nurse  already  hired  by  the  family.  He  told  her  that  to  the  best  of  his 
ability  they  would,  but  he  would  report  it  to  the  lodge  and  they  would 
take  such  action  as  they  deemed  proper.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the 
lodge  on  December  23,  he  so  reported  to  the  lodge.  (See  records  of 
December  23). 

Fifth — The  lodge  referred  the  matter  to  the  Relief  Committee  which 
committee  reported  adversely  on  the  ground  that  the  lodge  had  never 
placed  a  watcher  there,  or  authorized  one  to  be  placed  there,  and  the 
report  of  the  committee  was  received  and  adopted.  (See  records  of 
December  30). 

Sixth — The  Noble  Grand,  or  Vice  Grand,  or  both,  visited  the  brother 
each  week  during  his  sickness. 
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Seventh — We  find  that  at  no  time  during  the  sickness  of  the  brother 
was  the  lodge  asked  to  furnish  a  watcher,  and  at  no  time  during  said 
Sickness,  was  a  watcher  so  furnished  either  by  the  lodge  or  any  of  its 
officers. 

Eighth — We  find  that  on  February  3,  1903,  the  lodge  received  from 
Bro.  Wing  a  bill  for  money  paid  for  services  of  watcher,  twenty-eight 
nights  at  $2.00  =  $56.00;  and  that  said  bill  was  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  that  on  February  10,  the  Finance  Committee  reported 
adversely  to  the  payment  of  said  bill,  on  the  ground  that  neither  the 
Noble  Grand,  nor  any  one  with  authority  from  the  lodge,  contracted  the 
bill;  and  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  adopted.  (See 
records  of  February  3,  and  February  10). 

Ninth — During  the  latter  part  of  the  sickness  of  the  brother,  he  was 
visited  by  the  new  Noble  Grand  who  was  installed  January  13,  1903. 
This  new  Noble  Grand,  during  one  of  his  visits,  was  asked  by  the  wife 
of  the  sick  brother  if  the  lodge  did  not  furnish  some  one  to  watch  nights 
and  he  informed  her  that  the  lodge  did,  if  the  case  demanded  it.  She 
remarked  that  they  had  had  a  nurse  who  remained  day  and  night,  and 
the  Noble  Grand  further  told  her  that  the  lodge  paid  for  night  watchers 
only,  and  for  those  only  when  placed  there  by  the  Noble  Grand,  or 
Relief  Committee. 

Tenth — We  find  that  the  sick  brother  recovered  during  the  latter  part 
of  February,  1903,  and  was  taken  from  the  sick  list  February  24,  1903. 

Eleventh — We  find  that  neither  Bro.  Wing  nor  his  wife  at  any  time 
made  application  to  the  lodge  or  any  of  its  officers  for  a  watcher. 

Twelfth — Wo  find  that  the  latter  part  of  the  statement  of  the  appel¬ 
lant  that  the  Noble  Grand  said  that  “  He  would  bring  it  to  the  attention 
of  the  lodge  and  let  her  know  ”  is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence,  and 
we  find  that  he  did  duly  report  to  the  lodge  at  its  next  meeting  in 
accordance  with  the  first  part  of  said  statement. 

Thirteenth — We  find  that  the  Noble  Grand  had  no  authority  over  tho 
nurse  employed  and  could  not  have  ordered  the  services  of  said  nurse 
discontinued  at  any  time. 

Fourteenth — We  further  find  that  the  Noble  Grand  did  not  neglect 
any  of  the  duties  that  he  was  called  upon  to  perform.

The  above  statement  of  facts  are  fully  supported  by  the  evidence 
before  your  committee.  The  report  of  this  Appeals  Committee  in  1903 
was  prepared  without  the  facts,  on  both  sides,  being  before  it,  and  as 
the  facts  and  record  are  now  before  us,  both  for  appellant  and  respon¬ 
dent,  the  law  is  plain. 

THE  LAW. 

The  constitution  for  the  government  of  subordinate  lodges  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  Article  X,  Section  5,  reads  as  follows:  Attentive  Benefits — A 
brother  of  this  lodge,  so  long  as  he  remains  a  member  and  not  sus¬ 
pended,  shall  be  entitled  to  attentive  benefits,  and  when  disabled  as 
specified  in  Section  1  of  this  article,  shall  be  visited  as  often  as  the 
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circumstances  of  the  case  may  require,  and  rendered  such  care  and  atten¬ 
tion  as  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order  demand,  under  such  regu¬ 
lations  as  the  by-laws  shall  prescribe.  When  in  need  of  a  watcher,  or 
night  nurse,  the  same  shall  be  furnished  by  draft  upon  the  members  or 
by  hire,  as  the  by-laws  may  provide;  if  by  hire  the  compensation  of 
such  watcher,  or  night  nurse,  shall  be  limited  to  such  sum  per  night  as 
may  also  be  provided  in  the  by-laws.  It  is  hereby  expressly  declared 
that  it  is  not  the  intent  of  the  Order  to  assume  the  duties  devolving 
upon  the  wife,  or  other  members  of  the  immediate  family  of  a  brother 
in  providing  care  and  attention  during  disability,  but  to  assist  them 
when  overburdened,  only;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  this  lodge  to 
pay  any  member  of  the  family  of  a  disabled  brother  for  services  ren¬ 
dered  to  him  as  watcher  or  nurse.  Watchers  and  nurses  are  required 
to  be  provided  by  the  lodge  only  when  absolutely  necessary,  such 
necessity  to  be  determined  by  thq  lodge  to  which  the  disabled  brother 
belongs,  or  by  the  lodge  in  whose  care  he  is  at  the  time;  and  this  lodge 
shall  not  be  liable  for  any  expense  incurred  for  watchers  or  nurses, 
without  its  sanction  or  that  of  its  duly  authorized  committee  or  repre¬ 
sentative. 

Article  II,  Section  1,  of  the  by-laws  of  Acushnet  Lodge,  No.  41,  pro¬ 
vide:  When  in  the  judgment  of  the  N.  G.,  or  Relief  Committee,  a 
brother’s  sickness  shall  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  require  the  services 
of  a  nurse  or  watcher,  he  or  they  shall  be  empowered  to  procure  such 
services,  and  shall  report  such  action  to  the  lodge  at  the  first  meeting 
thereafter;  but  in  no  case  shall  a  nurse  be  employed  during  the  day¬ 
time  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  lodge,  unless  in  the  unanimous 
judgment  of  the  Relief  Committee  the  sick  brother  is  unable  to  meet 
such  payment. 

This  question  was  decided  against  this  same  Grand  Lodge  in  1893 
on  practically  the  same  facts,  wherein  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
says:  “The  necessity  of  employing  a  nurse  for  a  sick  brother  must, 
in  the  first  instance,  be  determined  by  the  subordinate  lodge  to  which 
the  sick  member  belongs,  or  by  the  lodge  in  whose  care  he  is  at  the 
time.  The  determination  of  that  question  can  never  be  left  to  the 
judgment  or  caprice  of  a  person  who  is  not  thereto  authorized  by  the 
proper  lodge,  whether  he  be,  or  be  not,  a  member  of  the  Order.  The 
matter  of  benefits,  pecuniary  and  attentive,  is  delegated  by  this  body  to 
subordinates. — 1893,  13,441,  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sec.  159. 

OPINION. 

The  law  remains  tbe  same  now  as  then.  A  subordinate  lodge  which 
at  no  time  Aluring  the  sickness  of  a  brother  is  asked  to  furnish  a 
watcher  or  nurse,  and  at  no  time  during  said  sickness  was  a  watcher  or 
nurse  so  furnished,  either  by  the  lodge  or  any  of  its  officers,  is  not 
bound  to  pay  a  watcher  or  nurse  hire  bill  otherwise  contracted.  The 
fact  that  an  officer  of  the  lodge  is  notified  that  a  nurse  had  been  em¬ 
ployed,  by  the  family,  and  such  employment  by  the  family,  reported  to 
the  subordinate  lodge  does  not  in  any  way  obligate  the  lodge  to  pay 
such  nurse,  and  more  especially  is  this  true  when  neither  the  brother 
nor  his  wife  at  any  time  made  application  to  the  lodge  or  any  of  its 
officers  for  a  watcher  or  nurse.  On  the  contrary  the  fact  appears  in 
this  case  that  the  lodge  and  its  officers  were  not  admitted  to  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  brother  or  to  see  or  consult  with  his  wife.  The  lodge  and 
its  officers  had  the  right  to  determine  for  themselves  the  necessity  for 
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hiring  a  nurse;  not  being  granted  this  privilege  the  lodge  had  no  voice, 
vote,  or  power  in  employing  such  nurse  or  in  determining  the  necessity 
therefor.  There  is  no  view  of  the  facts  and  lav/  in  this  case  which  re¬ 
quires  Acushnet  Lodge,  No.  41,  to  pay  to  Bro.  Wing  the  nurse  hire 
herein  claimed.  We  offer  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Henry  E.  Ruggles,  P.  G.  M.,  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  from  the  action  and  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  in  ordering  Acushnet  Lodge,  No.  41,  to  pay  certain  attentive 
benefits  for  nurse  hire  to  Bro.  Harold  C.  Wing,  a  member  of  said  lodge, 
be  sustained,  and  that  said  action  and  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  in  all  things  reversed,  and 
that  Bro.  Wing  is  not  entitled  to  receive  from  Acushnet  Lodge,  No.  41, 
said  nurse  hire  money  so  claimed.

It  is 
the  duty  of  the  subordinate  lodge  to  terminate  his  membership  unless 
the  brother  has  since  retired  or  shall  retire  from  the  business  in 
question  and  thus  have  removed  the  constitutional  prohibition  or  shall 
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voluntarily  resign  his  membership.”  As  thus  amended  we  recommend 
that  such  decision  be  approved.

orderly  conduct  to  eject  him.  If  his  name  appears  anywhere  on  the 
|  record  it  should  remain,  and  the  Trial  Committee  should  make  note  on 
their  minutes  why  he  was  not  allowed  further  to  appear  in  the  case; 
if  the  defendant  so  desires  he  should  be  granted  a  reasonable  time  to 
secure  other  counsel.”

It  was  our  privilege  in  the  performance  of  our  duty  as  the  Sub-

Whereas,  The  form  of  funeral  ceremony  for  subordinate  lodges, 
adopted  at  the  session  of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  in  the  year 
1903,  contains  quotations  and  expressions  of  a  religious  character  that 
do  not  accord  with  the  religious  views  and  beliefs  of  a  very  large  num¬ 
ber  of  our  members,  which  quotations  and  expressions  are  contained  on 
page  15  of  said  funeral  ritual  and  ceremony,  as  published,  beginning 
with  the  word  “  I  ”  in  line  13  of  said  page  and  continuing  down  to  and 
including  the  word  “  also  ”  in  line  23  thereof,  and 

Whereas,  Our  Order  only  requires  a  belief  “  in  the  existence  of  a 
Supreme,  Intelligent  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  universe  ” 
as  a  qualification  for  membership,  and  has  no  affinity  with  any  reli¬ 
gious  sect  or  system  of  faith,  and  inculcates  as  a  fundamental  principle 
of  Odd  Fellowship  the  duty  of  respecting  the  rights  of  conscience,  and 
the  religious  sentiments  of  members  of  our  Fraternity  of  different 
faiths;  and 

Whereas,  Our  Order  has,  in  its  long,  successful  career,  and  in  its 
spirit  of  justice  and  toleration,  always  studiously  avoided  the  danger 
of  offending  brethren  of  different  sects  or  systems  of  faith  by  omitting

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in  its  forms  and  ceremonies  all  allusions  to  that  which  is  distinctively 
and  peculiarly  expressive  of  any  particular  faith;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  judgment  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  funeral  cere¬ 
mony  should  be  such  that,  while  strongly  expressive  of  our  belief  in  a 
Supreme  Being  of  the  universe  and  in  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  it 
should  be  free  from  all  such  declarations,  doctrines  and  expressions  of 
faith  as  may  be  in  conflict  with  the  religious  sentiments  or  creed  of 
any  brother;  be  it,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  most  respectfully  petitions  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  eliminate  the  language  and  expressions  here¬ 
inbefore  specifically  referred  to  from  said  funeral  ceremony,  or  to  make 
such  other  Change  therein  as  will  make  it  consistent  with  our  promise 
and  profession  that  there  is  nothing  in  our  teachings  which  in  any  wise 
conflicts  with  the  religious  views  of  any  one  within  the  fold  of  our 
brotherhood;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Representatives  from  this  Jurisdiction  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  instructed  to  present  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  next  session  the  foregoing  preample  and  resolutions,  and 
to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  secure  an  enactment  to  carry  out  the 
sentiment  of  religious  tolerance  to  all  our  brethren  and  the  spirit  and 
intent  of  these  resolutions;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  our  Representatives  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  in¬ 
structed  to  introduce  and  advocate  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at 
its  next  session  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  two  paragraphs  in  the  form  of  funeral  ceremony 
which  read  as  follows: 

“  I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life  (saith  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ);

Whereas,  When  the  medical  profession  began  to  feel  the  need  of 
trained  hands  and  heads  to  care  for  their  patients  and  began  to  educate 
women  in  the  care  of  the  sick,  until  the  “  trained  nurse  ”  became  a 
profession,  this  Sovereign  Body  was  quick  to  change  its  laws  so  that 
subordinate  lodges  could  provide  their  sick  members  with  trained 
nurses,  when  they  so  desired;  and 

Whereas,  The  greatest  distress  that  can  come  to  an  Odd  Fellow  is 
sickness  to  himself  or  family,  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  best  and  most  economical 
way  to  care  for  the  sick  is  in  hospitals  or  sanatoria,  therefore  be  it, 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
advisability  and  feasibility  of  the  establishment,  equipment,  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  two  or  more  sanatoria  by  our  Order,  said  committee  to  re¬ 
port  to  the  next  session  of  this  Sovereign  Body.

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  in  the 
case  of  W.  R.  Spooner,  P.  G.  Rep.  and  P.  G.  M.,  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  New  York  had  at  its  annual  session 
held  in  August,  1905,  by  which  action  said  Grand  Lodge  sustained  cer¬ 
tain  appeals,  memorials,  and  protests  taken  from  and  filed  in  said  Grand 
Lodge  by  a  number  of  Rebekah  lodges  of  the  State  of  New  York  from 
the  proceedings  and  action  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  said  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  had  at  its  annual  session  held  in  the  month  of  May,  1905,  respect¬ 
fully  report  as  follows: 


FINDING  OF  FACTS. 

Your  committee  find  from  the  records,  as  matter  of  fact,  that  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  York  was  instituted  on  or  about 
May  15,  1900.  That  the  constitution  granted  to  said  Assembly  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  said  Jurisdiction  among  other  things  provided  as 
follows: 

ARTICLE  IX. 

DISTRICTS. 

Section  1.  The  Rebekah  lodge  or  lodges  in  each  county  of  the  State, 
working  in  any  language,  shall  be  denominated  a  Rebekah  District. 
No  person  shall  be  appointed  District  Deputy  President  of  any  Rebekah 
District  excepting  a  Sister  Past  Noble  Grand  of  the  Order  in  member- 
snip  and  in  good  standing  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  the  District.  No 
system  of  District  Assembly  Committees  is  authorized  by  this  section. 

ARTICLE  X. 

APPEALS. 

Section  1.  The  President  of  the  Assembly  and  the  District  Deputy 
Presidents  in  their  respective  Districts  shall  have  power  to  decide  such 
questions  of  law,  touching  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order,  as  may  be 
submitted  to  them. 

Sec.  2.  Appeals  from  decisions  of  the  District  Deputy  Presidents 
shall  be  taken  to  the  President,  of  the  Assembly,  and  appeals  from  the 
decisions  of  the  President  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  taken  to  the  As¬ 
sembly  itself. 

Sec.  3.  Appeals  from  the  decisions  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  taken 
to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

CONSTITUTION. 

This  constitution  is  adopted  and  provided  for  the  government  and 
control  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  of  the  State  of  New  York  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
New  York  and  can  only  be  amended  or  in  any  way  modified  or  altered 
by  the  last-mentioned  body.  All  or  any  rights,  powers,  and  privileges 
granted  to  said  Assembly,  whether  by  its  charter  or  by  any  law  of  the 
State  Grand  Lodge  or  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  may  be  modified, 
amplified,  or  revoked,  at  any  time,  by  said  State  Grand  Lodge  or  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

At  the  annual  session  held  in  August,  1904,  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  State  of  New  York  amended  Section  1  of  said  Article  IX  so  as  to 
read  and  provide  as  follows: 


“  ARTICLE  IX. 

“  DISTRICTS. 

“  Section  1.  The  Rebekah  lodge  or  lodges  in  any  county,  working  in 
any  language,  shall  be  denominated  a  Rebekah  District.  The  Past  Noble 
Grands,  in  membership  in  such  lodge  or  lodges,  shall  constitute  the  Re¬ 
bekah  District  Committee.  The  Assembly  shall  have  power,  to  divide 
any  Rebekah  Districts,  or  upon  request  of  the  lodges  interested  to  at¬ 
tach  one  or  more  Rebekah  lodges  in  one  county  to  an  adjoining  Re¬ 
bekah  District  in  another  county.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  Dis¬ 
trict  Deputy  President  of  any  Rebekah  District,  excepting  a  Sister  Past 
Noble  Grand  of  the  Order,  in  membership  and  in  good  standing  in  a 
Rebekah  lodge  of  that  district.” 

The  annual  session  of  said  Assembly  next  succeeding  the  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  at  which  said  amendment  to  said  Section 
1  of  Article  IX  was  enacted  convened  in  May,  1905. 

In  the  early  part  of  December,  1904,  and  about  five  months  prior  to 
the  session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  last  above  referred  to,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  thereof  on  her  own  motion  solely,  appointed  a  special  committee 
consisting  of  seven  sisters  to  re-district  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  the  State, 
and  at  the  same  time  directed  said  committee  to  re-district  said  lodges 
on  a  basis  of  from  three  to  seven  lodges  to  a  district.  Said  committee 
without  any  notice  whatever  to  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  the  State,  pro¬ 
ceeded  to,  and  did  discharge  the  duties  assigned  it  by  the  President  of 
the  Assembly,  and  made  a  report  of  such  re-districting  to  the  Assembly 
at  its  regular  session  held  in  May,  1905.  Said  committee  in  the  work 
and  plan  of  said  re-districting,  in  numerous  instances  created  districts 
without  any  regard  whatever  to  county  lines,  and  in  the  absence  of  any 
request  of  the  lodges  interested,  formed  several  districts  made  up  of 
lodges  located  in  different  counties. 

No  proclamation  or  information  of  the  appointment  of  such  com¬ 
mittee  was  given  by  the  President  to  the  Rebekah  lodges  prior  to  the 
presentation  of  the  President’s  report  to  the  Assembly  held  in  May,  1905. 

On  the  convening  of  the  Assembly  in  May,  1905,  in  annual  session, 
the  President’s  report  contained  the  information  of  her  action  in  ap¬ 
pointing  such  special  committee. 

The  subject-matter  of  re-districting  contained  in  said  President’s 
report  was  made  a  special  order  of  business  for  the  second  day  s  session, 
of  the  Assembly, 
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On  said  second  day’s  session  of  the  Assembly,  the  report  of  the  spe¬ 
cial  committee  re-districting  the  Rebekah  lodges  was  taken  up  for  con¬ 
sideration  and  adopted  by  a  divided  vote. 

The  plan  of  the  report  of  the  special  committee  containing  the  re- 
districting  was  never  submitted  to,  nor  in  any  manner  was  the  informa¬ 
tion  therein  contained  ever  conveyed  to  the  Rebekah  lodges,  throughout 
the  State  until  after  the  adjournment  of  the  State  Assembly. 

Some  twenty-five  or  thirty  Rebekah  lodges  located  in  different  coun¬ 
ties,  and  in  different  sections  of  the  State  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  action 
of  the  President  and  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  the  premises  severally 
appealed  therefrom  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  prayed  that  body  to  reverse, 
set  aside,  and  declare  void  the  action  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  the 
premises  for  the  reasons  following,  to  wit: 

First — That  the  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  had  no  power 
or  authority  in  law  to  appoint  a  re-districting  committee  in  the  manner 
and  at  the  time  when  she  appointed  such  committee,  and  that  the  com¬ 
plaining  lodges  located  in  different  counties,  and  placed  in  the  same  dis* 
trict  had  not  requested  that  such  districts  be  so  constituted. 

Second — That  the  action  of  said  re-districting  committee  in  forming 
districts  made  up  of  lodges  located  in  different  counties,  without 
notice  to,  or  request  from,  said  lodges  that  said  districts  be  so  consti¬ 
tuted  and  the  action  of  the  Assembly  in  approving  and  confirming  the 
report  and  recommendation  of  said  committee  in  that  behalf  was  illegal, 
unfair,  and  unjust,  and  that  it  was  in  violation  of  the  .provisions  of  said 
Section  1  of  Article  IX  of  the  constitution  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  as 
amended  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  year  1904. 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York 
held  in  August,  1905,  the  above-mentioned  several  appeals  were  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Rebekah  Degree,  which  committee  found 
and  reported  the  facts  in  the  several  cases  of  appeal  substantially  as 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  said  committee  further  found  that  the  new 
districts  formed  as  aforesaid  if  permitted  to  thus  stand  would  result  in 
great  injury  and  harm  to  the  interest  and  welfare  of  the  Rebekah 
lodges  throughout  the  State,  and  further  found  and  reported,  that  the 
course  pursued  by  the  President  and  Assembly  was  in  contravention  of 
said  amended  Section  1  of  Article  IX  of  the  said  constitution,  and 
recommended  for  adoption  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeals,  petitions,  and  memorials  of  the  respective 
Rebekah  lodges  hereinbefore  mentioned  be  sustained. 

Further  Resolved ,  That  the  action  of  the  New  York  Rebekah  State 
Assembly,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  held  at  a  session,  May,  1905,  approving  of  the 
plan  submitted  by  the  special  committee  hereinbefore  mentioned  and 
the  action  of  the  Rebekah  State  Assembly  upon  such  report  and  the 
re-districting  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  by  said  Assembly  at  said  session 
be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  reversed,  set  aside,  annulled,  and  made  void, 
and 

Further  Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  said  Assembly 
that  any  proposed  legislation  to  re-district  all  the  Rebekah  lodges  in 
the  State  be  first  submitted  to  all  the  Rebekah  lodges  within  a  reason¬ 
able  time  and  at  least  three  months  prior  to  any  annual  session  of  said 
Rebekah  Assembly  for  their  consideration  and  action  thereon. 

This  report  and  resolutions  presented  by  said  committee  were  by 
said  Grand  Lodge  adopted. 


1905.  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE  OF  TIIE  I.  O.  O.  F.  239 

Thereupon  W.  R.  Spooner,  P.  G.  Rep.,  and  P.  G.  M.,  requested  and 
obtained  leave  to  appeal  from  the  action  of  said  Grand  Lodge  in  this 
case  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

The  only  defence  made  in  this  case  by  the  Rebekah  Assembly  at  the 
hearing  thereof  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York  was 
based  upon  the  claim  that  the  said  Grand  Lodge  had  by  virtue  of  said 
amended  Section  1  of  Article  IX  of  the  constitution  of  said  Rebekah 
Assembly  delegated  to  said  Assembly  full  power  to  re-district  Rebekah 
lodges,  and  therefore  the  said  Grand  Lodge  had  no  jurisdiction  to 
review  the  action  of  the  Assembly  in  that  respect  upon  petition  or  ap¬ 
peal  by  Rebekah  lodges. 

The  defence  in  effect  was  a  demurrer  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  in  respect  to  the  subject-matter  of  said 
appeals. 

There  was  then  and  there  is  now  no  other  defence  made. 

OPINION. 

Your  committee  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  had  complete  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  said  appeals. 

Section  32  of  the  Rebekah  Code  reads  as  follows:  “All  appeals 
from  the  decision  or  action  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  made  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  its  Jurisdiction,  and  from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the 
S.  G.  L.,  as  provided  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  S.  G.  L.” 

But  it  is  contended  by  Brother  Spooner,  the  appellant,  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  had  no  jurisdiction  to  entertain  and  deter- 
|  mine  said  appeals  for  the  reason  that  said  Grand  Lodge  had  delegated 
to  the  Rebekah  State  Assembly  full  power  to  re-district  the  Rebekah 
i  lodges  of  that  State. 

If  by  the  expression,  “  full  power,”  as  used  by  Brother  Spooner,  it  is 
intended  to  convey  the  idea  that  unqualified,  unrestricted,  or  unlimited 
power  was  delegated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in 
the  matter  of  re-districting  the  lodges  of  the  State,  we  insist  that  he  is 
mistaken  in  his  interpretation  of  amended  Section  1  of  Article  IX  of 
the  constitution  herein  ove  set  forth.  * 

County  lines  by  the  provisions  of  said  amended  Section  1  of  Article 
IX,  constitute  a  barrier  in  the  formation  of  districts  over  or  beyond 
which  the  Assembly  cannot  pass,  and  this  barrier  can  be  removed 
only  “  upon  request  of  the  lodges  interested.”  It  is  therefore  clearly 
manifest,  that  the  intention  and  purpose  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York  as  expressed  in  said  amended  Section  1  of  Article  IX  was  to  con¬ 
fine  or  limit  the  power  or  authority  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  the 
making  of  changes  in  existing  districts  to  that  of  dividing  Rebekah  Dis¬ 
tricts  composed  of  lodges  located  in  the  same  county,  or  consolidating 
adjoining  districts  made  up  of  lodges  located  within  the  territorial 
i  limits  of  the  same  county.  This  we  believe  is  clearly  manifest  from 
the  restriction  expressed  in  said  amended  Section  1  in  the  words  “or 
upon  request  of  the  lodges  interested  r,o  attach  one  or  more  Rebekah 
lodges  in  one  county  to  an  adjoining  district  in  another  county.”  And 
this  expression  we  are  of  the  opinion  constitutes  an  important  limita¬ 
tion  over  the  power  or  authority  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  any  legis¬ 
lation  it  may  adopt  on  this  subject. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  further  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  State  of  New  York  had  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  the  ap¬ 
peals  of  the  complaining  Rebekah  lodges,  and  that  its  judgment  re- 
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versing  and  setting  aside  the  action  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  the 
premises  was  fully  warranted  by  the  law  and  the  facts. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  for  adoption  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  W.  R.  Spooner,  P.  G.  Rep.,  and  P.  G. 
M.,  in  this  case  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  dismissed,  and  that  the 
action  and  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  New 
York  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  affirmed.

Report  19.  By  Rep.  Chalfant,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  same 
Committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

In  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  M.  F.  Doud  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Missouri,  your  committee  would  respectfully  report: 

The  facts  appear  to  be  that  in  February,  1902,  the  appellant  was 
charged  before  Laclede  Lodge,  No.  22,  of  that  Jurisdiction,  of  which 
he  was  "a  member,  with  certain  offences,  and  a  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  lodge  to  investigate.  On  the  report  of  said  committee, 
the  lodge  expelled  M.  F.  Doud  from  the  Order.  Doud  appealed  to  the 
Grand  Master  of  Missouri.  The  latter  reversed  the  action  of  the  lodge  : 
and  remanded  the  case  for  retrial.  Another  committee  of  investigation 
was  appointed,  wrhich  reported  that  the  charges  against  M.  F.  Doud  were 
not  supported  by  the  evidence.  The  lodge  approved  the  report  of  the 
committee  and  by  a  formal  vote  said  Doud  was  declared  acquitted. 

Subsequently,  in  No.  22,  charges  were  preferred  against  M.  F.  Doud 
for  fraudulent  and  deceitful  conduct  on  two  specifications,  which  were: 

1.  That  he  had  agreed  with  the  committee  on  the  retrial  of  his 
case  that  if  said  committee  would  discontinue  its  investigations  and 
report  to  the  lodge  that  the  charges  against  him  were  not  sustained, 
he  would  thereafter  apply  for  a  withdrawal  card  and  sever  his  mem¬ 
bership  from  No.  22. 

2.  That  subsequently  in  open  lodge,  he  '  jelared  that  when  his 
indebtedness  to  the  lodge  had  been  liquidated,  he  would  apply  for 
a  withdrawal  card  and  sever  his  connection  with  said  lodge. 

And  the  charges  further  alleged  that  despite  his  promise  to  the 
Investigating  Committee,  and  his  subsequent  declaration  in  open  lodge, 
although  he  had  liquidated  his  indebtedness  to  the  lodge,  “  he  has 
failed  and  refused  to  request  a  withdrawal  card.” 

A  committee  was  appointed  on  these  charges,  a  trial  was  had,  and 
Doud  was  expelled  from  membership  by  Laclede  Lodge,  No.  22.  He 
appealed  to  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Jurisdiction,  who  reversed  the 
action  of  the  lodge.  An  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master 
was  taken  by  Laclede  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri.  The 
Appeal  Committee  of  that  body  reported  adversely  to  the  lodge,  and 
recommended  that  the  charges  against  Doud  be  dismissed.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Missouri,  however,  did  not  approve  the  recommendation  of 
its  Appeal  Committee,  but  sustained  the  appeal  of  Laclede  Lodge,  No. 
22,  and  affirmed  its  action  in  expelling  Doud  from  membership.  Hence 
this  appeal.  < 

The  testimony  is  voluminous  and  conflicting.  Doud  denied  in  open 
lodge  that  he  had  made  the  declaration  alleged  in  specification  No.  2; 
and  as  it  was  voluntary  and  without  consideration,  his  failure  to  carry 
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it  into  effect  would  simply  indicate  a  change  of  mind  on  his  part,  and 
may  be  dismissed  from  consideration. 

As  to  specification  No.  1,  Doud  also  enters  denial,  but  the  com¬ 
mittee  strenuously  allege  its  truthfulness,  and  the  preponderance  of 
evidence  supports  their  contention.  With  the  original  trial,  we  have 
nothing  to  do  as  the  facts  reported  thereon  are  meager  and  the  lodge 
acquitted  Doud  on  the  charges  therein  preferred. 

The  question  then  remains:  Did  M.  F.  Doud,  in  failing  to  carry 
out  an  agreement  with  an  investigating  committee  to  ask  for  a  with¬ 
drawal  card  under  the  circumstances  and  conditions  detailed  above, 
commit  such  an  offence  as  called  for  expulsion  from  membership  in 
the  Order?  We  think  not.  The  charges  are  vague,  and  yet  clearly 
point  to  a  moral  obliquity  of  vision  of  which  honest  men  cannot  ap¬ 
prove.  But  the  contract  alleged  was  illegal  and  fraudulent  in  itself 
and  neither  party  thereto  should  or  could  be  held  to  its  performance. 

The  questionable  conduct  of  Doud  sinks  into  insignificance,  how¬ 
ever,  compared  with  the  moral  turpitude  of  a  committee  to  which  the 
lodge  had  committed  the  honor  of  its  membership.  If  the  charges 
in  the  first  case  in  which  Doud  was  tried,  and  on  which  he  was  ac¬ 
quitted  by  vote  of  the  lodge  were  unimportant  or  untrue,  then  the 
committee  reported  rightly  that  they  were  unsustained,  and  Doud’s 
contention  that  he  did  not  enter  into  the  alleged  agreement  is  proven 
to  be  true.  But  if  they  were  of  such  a  character  that  he  had  reason 
to  fear  the  result  of  the  committee’s  report  to  the  lodge,  or  the  com¬ 
mittee  had  reason  to  think  that  it  was  giving  him  a  valuable  considera¬ 
tion  for  his  agreement  to  take  a  withdrawal  card,  what  can  we  think 
of  the  committee?  For  of  the  lodge  itself  there  is  no  criticism,  since 
the  evidence  'discloses  that  when  it  voted  to  acquit  Doud  it  had  no 
knowledge,  as  a  body,  of  the  alleged  iniquitous  agreement.  But  the 
committee,  to  simplify  Doud’s  exit  from  the  lodge  and  assure  his  de¬ 
parture — regardless  of  the  gravity  of  his  alleged  offences — were  con¬ 
tent  that,  through  their  illegal  bargain  and  untruthful  report.  Doud 
should  receive  from  their  lodge  the  highest  certificate  of  character 
issued  by  the  Fraternity,  save  only  the  Visiting  Card,  which  shows 
the  holder  yet  clothed  with  all  the  privileges  and  powers  of  active 
membership. 

Bargains  of  Committee  of  Investigation  with  members  under  charges, 
whereby  the  labors  of  the  committee  are  lightened  and  unfaithful  mem¬ 
bers  oft  escape  merited  punishment,  are  not  unique  in  the  history  of 
the  Order.  They  have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Appeal  Committee 
before,  and  we  cannot  too  strongly  reprehend  a  practice  subversive  of 
the  principles  of  justice  and  an  assault  upon  its  integrity. 

In  the  present  case,  however,  the  committee  can  only  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

“  Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  and 
of  Laclede  Lodge,  No.  22,  be  reversed,  and  that  said  Grand  Lodge  is 
instructed  to  direct  Laclede  Lodge,  No.  22,  to  reinstate  M.  F.  Doud  to 
membership.”

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Your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Quinebaug  Lodge,  No.  34,  of  Connecticut,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Connecticut  at  its  May  Session,  1905,  in  the  matter  of  sick 
benefits  and  nurse  hire  claimed  by  Brother  Abel  Duckworth,  respect¬ 
fully  report  as  follows: 

It  apears  from  the  transcript  furnished  by  Quinebaug  Lodge,  No.  34, 
that  the  lodge  was  not  permitted  to  present  to  the  Committee  on  Ap¬ 
peals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  a  full  and  complete  state¬ 
ment  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  it  being  claimed  that  the  minutes  as 
certified  to  the  Grand  Lodge  were  incorrect  and  garbled,  and  that  the 
Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  refused  to 
receive  or  consider  anything  pertaining  to  the  case  except  the  state¬ 
ment  of  facts  made  up  by  the  secretary,  which  is  claimed  to  be  untrue 
and  ex-parte. 

The  facts  briefly  stated  are:  In  November,  1902,  a  question  of  bene¬ 
fits  arose  between  Brother  Duckworth  and  the  lodge,  which  was  by 
vote  referred  to  the  Relief  Committee.  The  committee  later  reported 
with  a  recommendation  to  pay  certain  benefits  and  take  the  brother 
off  the  sick  list.  An  appeal  was  taken  from  the  action  of  the  lodge 
to  the  District  Deputy,  which  finally  reached  the  Grand  Master. 
Upon  an  agreement  between  the  parties  the  Grand  Master  visited  the 
lodge  and  heard  both  sides,  and  found  for  the  lodge.  Ignoring  the  de¬ 
cision  of  the  Grand  Master,  Brother  Duckworth  again  presented  a 
claim  for  benefits  which  the  lodge  refused  to  pay  and  an  appeal  was 
taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge  session  in  1904.  The  appeal,  because  of  in¬ 
formality,  was  referred  to  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  as  a  committee 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  communicated  with  the  then  lodge  secretary,  wTho 
made  up  an  incomplete  and  untrue  record,  assisted  by  his  father,  the 
attorney  for  Brother  Duckworth,  and  from  said  record  decided  against 
the  lodge.  The  lodge  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  matter 
went  before  the  Appeals  Committee  of  said  body. 

Your  appellant  appeared  before  said  Appeals  Committee  with  its 
records  and  witnesses  to  substantiate  its  contention,  but  was  not  al¬ 
lowed  to  present  either,  the  committee  ruling  that  the  matter  must  be 
confined  to  the  record  as  presented  to  the  Grand  Master.  The  Appeals 
Committee  reported  sustaining  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  which 
by  a  vote  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Upon  motion  the  appel¬ 
lant  was  granted  permission  to  appeal. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Quinebaug  Lodge,  No.  34,  be  remanded 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  the  records  being  incomplete  and  un¬ 
satisfactory.  We  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut 
take  action  to  complete  the  record,  and  an  opportunity  be  given  each 
party  to  be  heard.

Recruits  becoming  active  chevaliers,  when  properly 
equipped,  on  attaining  the  royal  purple  degree.  The  condition  neces¬ 
sary  for  receiving  or  retaining  membership,  is  good  standing  in  a  regu¬ 
lar  encampment  or  subordinate  lodge  of  the  Order,  as  well  as  in  the 
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canton,  except  as  provided  in  Section  21  of  this  Code,  provided  how¬ 
ever,  that  a  chevalier  in  possession  of  an  honorable  discharge  and 
otherwise  qualified,  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  any  canton  or  parade 
with  the  same  within  the  space  of  one  year  from  the  date  of*  such 
honorable  discharge.  The  permission  to  visit  cantons  and  to  parade 
does  not  apply  to  chevaliers  holding  certificates  of  dismissal.

Five  officers  may  he  commissioned  from  their  number, 
who  shall  continue  as  such  until  royal  purple  degree  membership  shall 
be  attained  by  five  or  more  of  their  number,  when  new  officers  shall 
and  thereafter  will  be  elected  from  those  becoming  properly  qualified 
therefor.

Resolved,  That  when  a  member  of  the  Order  temporarily  or  perma¬ 
nently  takes  up  his  residence  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  lodge  other  than 
his  own;  or  who,  at  the  time  this  law  shall  become  effective,  is  residing 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  lodge  other  than  his  own;  shall  within  sixty 
days  from  the  date  of  such  change  of  residence,  or  the  taking  effect 
of  this  law,  report  himself  to  and  register  with  the  lodge  nearest  his 
residence,  or  with  one  thereof  if  two  or  more  lodges  be  equally  near; 
provided,  he  has  not  already  registered  under  heretofore  existing  regis¬ 
tration  laws  of  the  State  Jurisdiction  wherein  he  may  reside. 

2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  assist  in  caring  for  and  nursing  the  sick  of 
such  lodge  in  the  same  manner  as  the  lodge  with  which  he  registers 
does.  If  by  assessment  he  shall  pay  an  assessment  as  provided  in  Sec¬ 
tion  6  hereof,  or  such  assessment  as  the  member  of  such  lodge  under 
its  by-laws  pays,  or  watch  with  the  sick,  alternating  with  its  members, 
as  its  by-laws  provide;  and  while  in  the  jurisdiction  of  such  lodge  and 
while  complying  with  the  provisions  thereof  shall  be  exempt  from 
similar  assessments  from  his  own  lodge. 

3.  Should  he  require  same  he  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  from 
the  lodge  with  which  he  registers  the  same  care  and  nursing  it  is 
required  to  give  to  its  own  members  under  like  circumstances  without 
expense  to  his  own  lodge  for  care,  nurse  hire  or  watchers. 

4.  Should  a  member  upon  taking  up  his  temporary  or  permanent 
residence  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  lodge  other  than  his  own  be  at  the 
time  sick  or  disabled  and  receiving  pecuniary  benefits  from  his  own 


lodge,  the  lodge  with  which  he  registers  shall  not  be  liable  during  that 
sickness  or  disability  for  any  attentive  benefits  that  might  be  due  him, 
other  than  the  fraternal  courtesies  due  all  members  so  situated;  but 
such  attentive  benefits  and  care  shall  be  provided  by  the  brother  s  own 
lodge  through  the  lodge  with  which  he  registers,  during  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  such  sickness  or  disability.  , 

5.  During  the  continuance  of  such  sickness  or  disability  as  last  men- 
tioned  the  brother  so  registering  shall  not  be  liable  to  the  lodge  with 
which  he  registers  for  nurse  hire  assessments,  if  any,  or  to  watch  with 
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the  sick  until  he  is  discharged  of  such  sickness  or  disability,  when  such 
liability  shall  begin. 

6.  Should  the  lodge  with  which  a  brother  registers  pay  its  nurse 
expense  from  its  general  fund  or  treasury,  then  in  that  event  the 
brother  registering  shall  pay  to  such  lodge  the  sum  of  fifteen  cents  per 
quarter  or  sixty  cents  per  year  as  compensation  under  this  law. 

7.  If  a  brother,  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  so  report,  register  and  subject 
himself  to  the  requirements  of  the  by-laws  of  the  lodge  in  whose  juris¬ 
diction  he  takes  up  his  residence,  or  comply  with  Section  G  of  these 
resolutions,  he  shall  not  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  whatever 
assessment  his  own  lodge  may  impose  upon  its  members,  nor  shall  he 
be  entitled  to  attentive  benefits  from  either  his  own  or  the  lodge  with 
which  he  registers. 

8.  Upon  the  registering  of  a  brother  the  Secretary  of  the  lodge  with 
which  he  registers  shall  at  once  under  seal  notify  the  lodge  to  which  the 
brother  belongs  of  such  registration,  and  upon  his  removal  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  notice  shall  likewise  be  given  the  brother’s 
lodge. 

9.  Hereafter  Grand  Lodges  may,  and  are,  hereby  empowered  to 
legislate  so  as  to  require  the  same  qualifications  to  entitle  members  to 
attentive  benefits  or  nurse  hire  as  are,  or  may  be,  required  to  entitle 
members  to  weekly  sick  benefits. 

10.  All  legislation  in  conflict  herewith  is  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  Such  sanitarium  corporation  has,  and  does,  offer  to  admit 
into  said  sanitarium  as  patients  such  members  of  this  Society  as  may 
be  designated  by  this  Society,  who  are  afflicted  with  tuberculosis,  and 
agree  to  give  such  patients  proper  and  necessary  good  shelter  and 
medical  attendance  at  the  actual  cost  thereof  to  said  sanitarium,  and 
without  profit  to  said  corporation;  and 

Whereas,  Said  sanitarium  corporation  provides  for  the  representa¬ 
tive  form  of  government  so  that  all  who  contribute  have  a  voice  in  its 
management  and  further  provides  that  no  individual  profits  or  personal 
holdings  can  accrue  to  any  one,  and  as  said  sanitarium  corporation  pro¬ 
poses  to  make  a  like  offer  to  all  fraternal  societies,  churches,  benevo¬ 
lent,  civic,  and  other  organizations;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  such  a  sanitarium  of  such  scope,  will  prove  to 
be  of  united  benefit  to  mankind  and  the  participation  by  this  Society  in 
such  benefits  for  and  in  behalf  of  its  afflicted  members  is  clearly  within 
the  fraternal  and  beneficent  objects  for  which  it  was  created  and  is 
being  carried  on,  and  will  better  exemplify  the  true  spirit  of  fraternity 
by  assisting  and  providing  a  home  for  unfortunate  members  which  will 
stand  as  a  monument  for  all  times  to  come;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  in  Convention  assembled, 
hereby  recommend  the  Grand  Sire  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3), 
with  full  power  to  make  such  investigation  as  to  the  method  and 
management  of  the  sanitarium,  as  they  deem  necessary  and  if  found

Section  5 — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  all  duly  qualified 
Past  Grands  within  its  Jurisdiction,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  pertaining  to  their  rank,  as  prescribed  by  the  usages  and 
laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  of  its  Past  Grand  Masters  and 
Representatives  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  who  shall  have  the 
right  of  debating  and  making  motions.  But  its  legislative  functions 
shall  be  vested  in  and  exercised  solely  by  such  Representatives  as  shall 
be  elected  and  appointed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this  constitution 
and  the  by-laws  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge.

he  must  pay  the  expense  of  the  same.”

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Whereas,  There  is  a  growing  demand  among  our  members  for  the 
provision  of  a  law  whereby  a  member  of  the  Order  could,  with  a  reason¬ 
able  fee  transfer  his  membership  from  one  lodge  to  another  without 
being  compelled  to  take  a  withdrawal  card,  and  thus  become  non-bene- 
ficial;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  any  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing,  who  may 
desire  to  change  his  membership  from  his  own  lodge  to  another  lodge, 
may  make  application  in  person,  or  in  writing  over  his  own  signature, 
for  a  transfer  card,  such  application  shall  be  read  in  open  lodge  and 
be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  and  the  amount  of  his 
dues  and  assessments  accrued,  and  dues  in  advance  for  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  such  application.  Immediately  after  the  reading  of  an  appli¬ 
cation  the  Noble  Grand  shall  order  a  ballot  to  be  taken  and  if  the 
majority  of  the  members  present  vote  to  grant  the  transfer  card,  the 
Secretary  shall  forthwith  prepare  the  same  and  cause  it  to  be  signed  by 
the  Noble  Grand  and  attested  by  himself,  and  shall  deliver  it  to  the 
member  requesting  it;  either  in  person  or  to  his  last  known  postoffice 
address.  Should  the  applicant  fail  to  receive  the  majority  of  the  votes 
of  the  members  present  the  application  shall  lay  over  for  one  week, 
when  if  there  be  no  charges  pending  the  Noble  Grand  shall  order  the 
card  issued. 

The  transfer  card  shall  be  addressed  to  any  lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  shall  certify  to  the  highest  degree  he  may  have 
attained,  and  to  his  good  standing  in  the  lodge  of  issue,  and  a  recom¬ 
mendation  to  the  admittance  to  any  other  lodge  of  the  Order. 

The  holder  of  a  transfer  card  may  apply  within  thirty  days  from  date 
of  issue  for  membership  to  any  lodge  of  the  Order,  and  shall  attach 
such  transfer  card  to  his  application,  which  shall  be  subject  to  investi¬ 
gation  and  ballot  same  as  an  application  by  initiation.  If  the  applicant 
be  elected,  his  membership  in  the  lodge  of  issue  of  such  transfer  card 
shall  thereupon  cease  and  determine,  and  his  membership  in  the  lodge 
to  which  his  application  is  made  shall  begin.  The  Secretary  of  the 
lodge  of  deposit  shall  at  once  address  and  forward  by  mail  the  coupon 
notice  of  such  transfer  card  of  such  election  to  the  lodge  issuing  the 
same.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  by  the  lodge  of  issue,  it  shall  be  read 
in  open  lodge  and  record  thereof  be  made  by  the  Secretary.

Your  Committee  on  Credentials,  to  whom  was  referred  credentials 
of  J.  B.  A.  Robertson,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma,  appointing 
him  Grand  Representative  for  one  year,  vice  W.  S.  Cooper,  resigned, 
recommend  that  he  be  seated.

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  Rep.  Gaunt,  of  Kentucky, 
moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Mileage 
and  Per  Diem. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  refer,  Rep.  Kehr,  of  Wis¬ 
consin,  moved  the  previous  question,  when  the  Grand  Sire  asked, 
“  Shall  the  previous  question  now  be  put  ?  ”  and  the  previous  ques¬ 
tion  was  ordered. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  motion  of  Rep.  Gaunt,  of  Ken¬ 
tucky,  it  was  agreed  to  and  the  matter  was  so  referred. 

Report  25.  Rep.  Steidley,  of  Louisiana,  from  the  Committee  on 
Mileage  and  Per  Diem,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted : 
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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  regarding  mileage  and  per  diem  for  immediate  con¬ 
sideration,  report  back  without  action.

Rep.  Linscott,  of  California,  then  moved  that  the  original  reso¬ 
lution  be  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Rep.  Linscott,  Rep.  Hughes, 
of  Ohio,  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  the  words  “  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains  ”  and  inserting  in  lien  thereof  “  West  line  of  Nebraska,  and 
at  ten  cents  per  mile  one  way  to  Representatives  and  Past  Grand 
Sires  coming  from  points  east  of  the  West  line  of  Nebraska.” 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment,  Rep.  Rinehart,  of  Florida, 
raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  matter  cannot  now  be  considered 
as  it  should  lie  upon  the  table  one  day.  The  Grand  Sire  declared 
the  point  not  well  taken. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment,  Rep.  Wren,  of  Texas, 
moved  to  lay  the  whole  matter  on  the  table,  which  was  agreed  to, 
111  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  49  voting  in  the  negative. 

Steidley,  of  Louisiana,  from  the  Committee  on 
Mileage  and  Per  Diem,  made  the  following  report :

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  report  was  adopted  and  ordered 
printed  in  the  Journal,  subject  to  corrections.

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
J.  B.  Turner  Lodge,  No.  420,  of  Illinois,  against  John  K.  Thompson, 
respectfully  report: 

Only  one  question  arises  on  this  record,  viz.:  Ought  the  appeal 
voluntarily  withdrawn,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  at  its 
November  session,  1899,  by  the  concurring  action  of  the  attorney  and 
representative  of  the  lodge,  to  be  reinstated  and  the  action  of  the  lodge 
sustained? 


STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 

J.  B.  Turner  Lodge,  No.  420,  expelled,  or  tried  to  expel.  Brother 
Thompson  for  contempt.  Brother  Thompson  appealed  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  his  appeal  was  referred  to  the  Judiciary  and  Appeals 
Committee  of  such  Grand  Lodge.  The  appellant’s  contention  was 
upheld  by  the  committee.  From  this  decision  J.  B.  Turner  Lodge 
appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  was  in  1899,  when  the  Grand 
Lodge  met,  J.  B.  Turner  Lodge,  through  its  attorney,  Charles  H.  Glos, 
withdrew  the  appeal,  and  nothing  more  was  heard  of  it  until  1902,  being 
a  few  days  less  than  three  years  after  said  appeal  had  been  withdrawn, 
when  a  resolution  was  introduced  by  the  representative  of  J.  B.  Turner 
Lodge,  asking  the  Grand  Lodge  to  proceed  with  the  trial  of  the  case, 
which  had  been  so  withdrawn  three  years  before.  The  resolution  was 
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referred  to  the  Judiciary  and  Appeals  Committee,  who,  in  an  able  and 
comprehensive  report,  denied  the  right  of  the  lodge  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  Grand  Lodge.  From  the  decision  of  the  committee  an  appeal 
was  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  refused  the  appeal  and  sustained 
the  Judiciary  and  Appeals  Committee.  From  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Illinois,  J.  B.  Turner  Lodge,  No.  420,  appeals  to  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

THE  LAW. 

In  1877,  T.  B.  Robinson,  of  Templar  Lodge,  No.  17,  of  California, 
claimed  from  his  lodge  certain  benefits  which  the  lodge  refused  to 
pay.  Robinson  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  where  the  action  of 
Templar  Lodge  was  sustained.  Robinson  took  a  further  appeal  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  where,  in  1878,  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  sustained.  Three  years  later  Robinson  memorialized  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  reopen  the  decision  of  1878,  retry  the  case 
and  render  a  decision  in  his  favor.  In  the  opinion  prepared  by  the 
Judiciary  and  Appeals  Committee  and  adoption  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  (S.  G.  L.  Journal,  1881,  pp.  8736-7),  it  is  said:  “This  cannot 
be  done  in  this  case.  The  decision,  by  the  adjournment  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  became  a  final,  conclusive,  and  binding 
judgment  in  favor  of  Templar  Lodge,  which  this  Sovereign  Body  at  no 
subsequent  session  could  set  aside  or  annul,  except  in  a  case  of  gross 
fraud  or  mistake,  which  the  appellant  used  due  diligence  and  took 
the  proper  steps  to  have  corrected.  Without  passing  upon  the  merits 
of  this  case,  without  saying  whether  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  California  was  right  or  wrong,  and  without  determining  whether 
the  memorialist  obtained  such  a  record  as  he  was  entitled  to  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  this 
application  comes  too  late.  For  full  three  years  the  appellant  has 
had  full  knowledge  of  all  frauds  or  mistakes,  of  which  he  could  take 
advantage,  if  there  were  any,  and  thus  by  his  laches  has  lost  his  right 
to  attack  or  reopen  that  decision. 

That  decision  is  now  res  judicata  as  to  the  specific  benefits  it  relieved 
Templar  Lodge  from  paying  to  Appellant  Robinson.  It  is  a  vested 
right  of  that  lodge,  which  this  lodge  cannot  now  disturb  upon  such  a 
case  as  made  by  the  memorialist. 

The  decision  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  now  opening  and  revers¬ 
ing  the  decision  of  1878,  would  furnish  an  authority  and  precedent  for 
Templar  Lodge  three  years  later,  to  file  its  memorial  and  have  re¬ 
opened  the  decision  rendered  at  this  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  thus  indefinitely  extending  the  time  for  contests  and  contro¬ 
versies  between  subordinate  lodges  and  their  members. 

In  1854,  Bro.  G.  W.  Woodburn,  of  Conondogunet  Lodge  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  made  a  claim  for  funeral  benefits  accruing  on  account  of  the 
death  of  his  wife.  Payment  was  refused.  In  January,  1858,  three 
and  one-half  years  later,  he  presented  a  claim  for  sick  benefits.  Pay¬ 
ment  was  refused  on  the  ground  that  he  was  in  arrears,  and  therefore 
not  entitled  to  benefits.  He  answered  that  the  lodge  was  indebted 
to  him  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  funeral  benefits  and  therefore 
that  he  was  not  in  arrears.  If  the  lodge  was  indebted  to  him  for 
funeral  benefits,  as  claimed,  he  was  not  in  arrears,  and  therefore  was 
entitled  to  the  benefits.  The  lodge  appointed  a  special  committee 
and  it  reported  against  the  claim,  on  the  ground  that  the  lodge  was 
not  indebted  for  funeral  benefits;  that  claimant  was  in  arrears,  and 
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therefore  not  beneficial,  and  this  report  was  adopted  by  the  lodge. 
On  appeal,  this  action  was  held  to  be  a  mere  reiteration  of  the  action 
of  more  than  three  years  before.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  the  Grand  Lodge,  while  inclined  to  hold  that  the  claimant 
was  entitled  to  the  funeral  benefits  of  his  wife,  disallowed  the  appeal, 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  taken  too  late.  The  by-laws  of  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Pennsylvania  required  appeals  to  be  taken  within  three 
months  of  the  date  of  the  action  appealed  from.  In  1860,  Brother 
Woodburn  having  deceased,  his  widow  memorialized  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  review  and  overrule  the  decision  of  1858,  and  to  require  the 
lodge  to  pay  her  the  funeral  benefits  of  lier  husband’s  first  wife,  with 
sick  benefits  claimed  to  have  been  due  her  husband  and  for  funeral 
benefits,  amounting  to  $185.  Three  separate  resolutions  were  passed 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  directing  the  lodge  to  make  these  three  several 
payments.  From  this  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  lodge  appealed 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  passing  upon  the  resolutions 
directing  the  payment  of  the  funeral  benefits  of  the  first  wife  and  the 
sick  benefits,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  said  (S.  G.  L.  Journal,  1861, 
pp.  3381-2)  :  “Your  committee  cannot  recognize  the  right  of  a  brother 
to  sleep  upon  a  claim  which  he  may  have,  or  suppose  himself  to  have, 
for  three  and  one-half  years,  and  deal  with  the  lodge  all  the  time  by 
payments  made  by  him  to  his  lodge,  as  if  no  such  claim  existed,  or 
was  supposed  to  exist,  as  wTas  the  fact  in  this  case,  and  then  come 
in  and  revive  the  claim  thus  long  before  denied  by  his  lodge,  and 
abandoned  or  ignored  by  himself — for  if  allowed  after  three  years,  it 
may  be  after  ten  or  twenty  years.  Any  such  ruling  as  would  establish 
this  right  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  practically  nullify 
all  provisions  designed  to  limit  controversy  and  unsettle  all  the  business 
and  jeopardize  the  interests  of  every  subordinate  lodge  and  encampment 
in  the  Order.”  The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

P.  G.  Robert  Glenn,  a  member  of  Empire  Lodge,  No.  64,  of  Southern 
New  York,  died  February  17,  1856.  May  12,  1856,  his  widow  applied 
for  funeral  benefits.  Payment  was  denied.  January  25,  1858,  the 
claim  was  renewed.  Payment  was  again  denied.  August,  1861,  an 
appeal  was  taken  by  “  Widow  Glenn  ”  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  which 
aopeal  was  sustained  and  the  lodge  ordered  to  make  payment.  From 
this  action  the  lodge  appealed  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  on  the 
ground  that  the  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  was  not  taken  within  the 
time  allowed  by  the  by-laws.  Appeals  were  required  to  be  taken 
within  twelve  months,  whereas  the  appeal  was  not  taken  until  after 
the  lapse  of  two  and  one-half  years.  In  the  opinion  sustaining  the 
appeal  and  reversing  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  said  (S.  G.  L.  Journal,  1861,  p.  3468):  “Your  committee 
cannot  recognize  the  right  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Southern  New  York  or 
any  other  to  disregard  its  own  by-laws  as  in  this  case.  To  do  so  would 
be  to  open  the  doors  to  all  latent  claims,  thereby  involving  lodges 
and  encampments  in  difficulties  and  probable  ruin.”  This  report  of 
the  committee  was  adopted. 

In  1885,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  having  under  consideration 
a  memorial  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  in  behalf  of  Magnolia 
Lodge,  No.  80,  seeking  to  “  Reopen  the  case  ”  of  Abraham  Driesbaugh 
vs.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  determined  at  the  session  of  1884, 
and  “  award  a  new  trial  on  its  merits,”  reasserted  the  doctrine  in  the 
T.  B.  Robinson  case,  supra,  saying:  “  The  principle  enunciated  by 
this  Grand  Lodge  in  1881  (Journal,  8737)  is  that  the  decision  by  the 
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adjournment  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  became  a  final,  conclu¬ 
sive,  and  binding  judgment  which  this  Sovereign  Body  at  no  subsequent 
session  could  set  aside  or  annul,  except  in  a  case  of  gross  fraud  or 
mistake,  in  which  the  appellant  used  due  diligence  and  took  the 
proper  steps  to  have  corrected.”  This  rule  rests  upon  the  most  firmly 
settled  principles  of  law  and  justice  and  is  the  only  rule  by  which  all 
courts  are  compelled  to  protect  themselves  and  parties  from  endless 
litigation.  (S.  G.  L.  Journal,  1885,  p.  10,011.)

OPINION. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  a  reversal  of  the  opinion  given 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  would  establish  a  precedent  for  con¬ 
tinuous  and  never-ending  litigation  and  appeals  and  make  it  impossible 
for  Grand  Bodies  and  members  or  lodges  to  adjudicate  differences  or 
have  them  settled.  All  courts  recognize  this  very  essential  and  sane 
rule  in  the  disposition  of  business,  and  as  a  salutary  one  for  the 
protection  of  our  citizenship  from  annoying,  expensive  and  oftentimes 
useless  litigation.  Your  committee  offer  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  J.  B.  Turner  Lodge,  No.  420,  be  dis¬ 
missed  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  be  sustained.

Report  28.  By  Rep.  Thomas,  of  Utah,  from  the  same  Com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Code  of 
Procedure  in  the  matter  of  making  and  perfecting  appeals  to  this  Body, 
would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  since  the  last  session  of  this 
Body,  ‘given  the  subject  matter  full  and  fair  consideration,  and  while 
they  believe  the  Code  of  Procedure,  as  prepared,  has  much  merit, 
still  they  are  constrained  to  the  opinion  that  the  present  laws  as  to 
the  bringing  and  prosecuting  of  appeals  are  ample,  and  sufficient  for 
all  purposes,  and  are  not  near  so  complex  as  the  plan  proposed.  The 
time  may  come,  with  the  growth  of  our  Order,  when  such  a  procedure 
as  the  one  prepared  may  be  necessary,  but  at  present  we  do  not  deem 
any  change  expedient. 

Your  committee  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recom¬ 
mend  its  adoption: 

Resolved ,  That  the  Code  of  Procedure,  prepared  by  the  special 
committee  appointed  in  1903,  and  referred  to  this  committee  in  1904, 
providing  how  appeals  to  this  Body  may  be  brought  and  prosecuted, 
be  not  adopted.

Itution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  provides  that  the  business  of  the 
body  shall  be  transacted  by  the  elective  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand 
Patriarchs  and  Representatives,  and  expressly  provides  that  none, 
except  the  elective  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  shall  be  permitted 
to  vote  on  any  subject  at  the  sessions.  The  Grand  Encampment  of 
New  York  gives  to  each  of  its  Past  Chief  Patriarchs  the  right  to  vote  for 
Grand  Officers,  and  provides  that  if  they  shall  fail  to  elect  in  their 
subordinate  encampments,  the  election  shall  then  take  place  in  the 
Grand  Encampment,  where  only  representatives  are  entitled  to  vote. 
Such  being  the  fact,  we  think  the  subordinate  encampment  may  instruct 
its  representatives  as  to  its  choice  for  Grand  Officers,  but  may  not 
legally  hind  the  representative  thereby. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  answer  to  the  question  be  as  follows: 
Answer.  Under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Grand  Encampment

Brothers:  At  the  sessions  of  the  General  Military  Council,  P.  M. 
I.  O.  O.  F.,  held  September  16,  18,  and  20,  1905,  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions  have  been  adopted  and  are  recommended  to  you  for  enactment  into 
law  governing  the  Patriarchs  Militant. 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Equipments,  printed  on 
pages  22  to  38,  inclusive,  of  the  reports  of  the  President  and  General 
Commanding,  Inspector-General,  Chief  of  Equipment,  and  Military  Sec¬ 
retary,  be  adopted  as  defining  the  official  uniform  for  the  Patriarchs 
Militant,  with  the  following  amendments  and  modifications: 

On  page  28  of  said  report  strike  out  all  between  the  titles  “  Fatigue 
Coat  ”  and  “  shoulder  ornaments  for  fatigue  coats  ”  and  insert  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

For  all  other  officers  and  chevaliers  a  single-breasted  sack  coat  of 
black  cloth,  with  standing  collar  fastened  with  two  hooks  and  eyes; 
coat  to  close  with  flaps  containing  suitable  concealed  fastenings;  slit 
not  exceeding  three  inches  for  hooking  up  sword;  the  skirt  to  extend 
from  one-third  to  two-thirds  the  distance  from  the  point  of  the  hips  to 
the  bend  of  the  knee,  according  to  the  height  of  the  wearer;  cut  to  fit 
the  figure  easily;  a  vertical  opening  at  each  side  of  the  hip;  the  coat  to 
be  trimmed  with  lustrous  flat  black  braid  as  follows:  Edged  all  around 
the  bottom,  the  front  edges,  the  collar,  and  for  six  inches  upward  from 
the  bottom  along  both  side  openings  of  the  skirt. 

On  page  29  strike  out  all  after  “  Collar  insignia  for  fatigue  coats  ”  and 
insert  the  following: 

All  officers  and  chevaliers  shall  wear  upon  each  side  of  the  collar 
of  the  fatigue  coat  the  name  of  the  department  one  inch  from  the  front, 
and  midway  of  its  height,  in  half-inch  silver  embroidered  letters. 
Where  the  name  of  the  department  shall  exceed  five  letters  the  abbre¬ 
viation  as  printed  in  the  United  States  Postal  Guide  may  be  used. 

On  page  30,  strike  out  all  appertaining  to  sleeve  ornaments  except 
the  paragraph  describing  chevrons  for  non-commissioned  staff  officers. 
In  this  paragraph  strike  out  the  words  “  and  crown,”  and  insert  the 
word  “  and  ”  after  the  word  chevron. 

On  page  34,  in  second  paragraph  describing  Aiguillettes,  strike  out 
that  part  in  first,  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  lines,  referring  to  single- 
breasted  coats. 

On  page  38,  strike  out  the  two  paragraphs  referring  to  decorations, 
etc.,  and  substitute  the  following: 
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The  Jewel  of  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  and  the  Decoration 
of  Chivalry  shall  be  attached  to  a  one-inch  wide  ribbon,  and  worn 
pendent  from  the  neck;  the  ribbon  to  be  beneath  the  collar  of  the  coat, 
and  passing  above  the  hook  of  the  coat  collar  so  that  the  jewel  shall 
hang  about  one  inch  below  the  opening  of  the  collar. 

The  ribbons  worn  by  officers  shall  be  of  the  same  kind  and  color 
as  prescribed  for  the  Grade  Sash  to  be  worn  with  the  special  dress 
uniform. 

The  ribbons  worn  by  Chevaliers  shall  be  of  purple  satin. 

Other  decorations,  badges,  or  medals  must  be  worn  on  the  left  breast 
of  coat,  their  tops  forming  a  horizontal  line,  which  will  be  from  three 
to  four  inches  below  the  top  of  the  shoulder,  according  to  the  height 
of  the  wearer. 

Further,  that  for  a  period  of  five  years,  no  further  changes  shall  be 
made  in  the  uniforms,  except  such  minor  changes  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  above. 

Further,  that  none  of  the  foregoing  regulations  as  to  uniforms  affect 
the  present  regulation  uniforms,  and  that  those  having  the  regulation 
uniforms  are  permitted  to  wear  them,  but  that  in  the  purchase  of  all 
new  uniforms,  the  same  shall  conform  to  the  regulation  herein  given. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Commanding  be  instructed  to  issue 
General  Orders  annnually,  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  the  10th  of  June, 
directing  all  Cantons  of  Patriarchs  Militant  to  assemble  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  June  (provided,  however,  that  if  a  different  day,  earlier 

I  or  later,  be  more  convenient  or  desirable,  on  which  to  hold  such  ser¬ 
vice,  such  day  may  be  selected),  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  and  par¬ 
ticipating  in  appropriate  memorial  services  respecting  their  deceased 
members,  such  service  to  be  conducted  in  an  appropriate  manner,  which 
may  be  done  by  a  Canton  alone,  or  by  an  assembly  of  Cantons,  by  them¬ 
selves,  or  in  conjunction  with  other  or  all  branches  of  the  Order.  In 
case  of  participation  therein  by  other  Cantons  or  branches  of  the 
Order,  the  list  of  deceased  members  for  all  shall  be  presented,  full  report 
i  of  which  exercise,  showing  number  of  officers  and  chevaliers  partici¬ 
pating,  other  branches  of  the  Order  and  numbers  thereof  present,  with 
complete  list  of  the  deceased  Chevaliers,  shall  be  made  by  each  Canton, 
on  or  before  July  1  to  the  Chaplain  General  of  the  General  Staff. 
Suitable  blanks  for  such  returns  being  supplied  by  the  Chaplain  General, 
and  who  will,  on  or  before  August  1,  make  complete  report  of  such 
'  returns  to  the  General  Commanding.  In  the  event  of  non-observance 
by  any  Canton,  report  will  be  made  stating  the  reasons  therefor.  No

STATEMENT. 

No.  123. — A  man  makes  application  for  membership  in  a  lodge, 
the  committee  report  favorably  on  the  application  after  the  medical 
examiner  has  already  pronounced  the  applicant  in  good  health,  the 
ballot  is  taken  and  announced  clear,  and  the  candidate  declared  elected. 
Said  candidate  answered  all  questions  satisfactorily,  after  which  the 
candidate  was  initiated.  After  the  initiation  it  is  ascertained  that  the 
initiate  is  on  parole  from  an  insane  asylum. 

Question  A. — Is  the  lodge  bound  to  accept  the  brother  as  a  mem¬ 
ber,  he  being  insane? 

Question  B. — Can  the  lodge  annul  his  membership? 

Answer. — Until  the  fact  of  the  brother’s  insanity  at  the  time  of 
his  application,  election,  and  initiation  is  legally  established  under  the 
laws  of  the  Order,  his  membership  must  be  recognized.  If  in  a 
proceeding  for  that  purpose,  and  of  which  he  has  full  notice,  it  is 
shown  that  he  wag  insane  at  the  time  of  his  application,  election, 
and  initiation,  his  election  could  be  annulled,  and  he  could  be  expelled 
from  the  lodge  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  competent  to  enter  into 
the  contract  involved  in  the  obtaining  of  membership;  or  charges  could 
be  preferred  against  him  for  concealing  from  the  lodge  and  not  divulg¬ 
ing  the  important  fact  of  the  condition  of  his  mind.  The  proceedings, 
of  course,  would  have  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  your 
local  law. 

We  approve  the  Grand  Sire’s  decision.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Felloios: 

The  Past  Grand  Sires,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  as  relates  to  the  death  of 
Past  Grand  Sire  Sanders,  would  respectfully  report.  ... 

Past  Grand  Sire  James  P.  Sanders,  departed  this  life  at  his  home 
in  Yonkers,  New  York,  December  19,  1904,  in  the  eighty-sixth  year  of 
his  age.  Having  a  robust  constitution,  he  had  outlived  all  of  his  pre¬ 
decessors  and  seven  of  his  successors  as  Grand  Sire.  He  was  born  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  April  5,  1819,  twenty-one  days  before  the  birth 
of  Odd-Fellowship  in  the  United  States.  He  was  initiated  in  Samaritan 
Lodge,  No.  7,  Danbury,  Connecticut,  September  17,  1843;  admitted 
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by  card  in  Cortland  Lodge,  No.  55,  at  Peekskill,  February  18,  1847,  in 
New  York,  and  admitted  by  card  in  Yonkers  Lodge,  No.  232,  at  Yonkers, 
N.  Y.,  October  3,  1872. 

He  was  initiated  in  Sarssacus  Encampment,  No.  1,  at  New  Haven, 
Connecticut,  August  16,  1844;  admitted  by  card  in  New  York  Encamp¬ 
ment  No.  1,  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  July  7,  1855.  Was  admitted  as  a  Past  Chief 
Patriarch  in  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Connecticut  at  its  session  in 
January,  1846,  and  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  New  York, 
August  2,  1847;  was  Grand  Patriarch  in  1850,  and  was  elected  Grand 
Representative  in  1874,  and  1882.  He  was  admitted  as  a  Past  Grand 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  at  its  session,  January  13,  1847. 
Admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  September,  1847.  Was 
Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1857,  and  Grand  Master,  1859;  was  elected 
Grand  Representative  for  the  years  1852,  ’53,  ’61,  ’62,  ’63,  ’64,  ’74,  and  ’82. 
Was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Sire  in  1864,  and  Grand  Sire  in  1866.  Was 
President  of  the  Veteran  Odd  Fellows’  Association  of  New  York  from 
the  time  of  its  organization  in  1888  until  his  death. 

It  will  thus' be  seen  that  his  elevation  in  the  Order  was  rapid  and 
comes  to  but  few  men.  In  his  Jurisdiction,  he  was  an  acknowledged 
leader.  He  looked  upon  the  Division  of  the  Order  in  New  York  as  a 
great  drawback  to  its  progress,  and  he  labored  for  its  union  and  was 
mainly  instrumental  in  securing  a  union  of  both  Divisions,  thus,  healing 
the  dissensions  and  animosity  in  both  and  putting  it  in  a  position  of 
great  power  in  the  National  Councils  of  the  Order. 

His  services  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  U.  S.,  and  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  have  been  remarkable.  Coming  into  this  great  Body  in  the  days 
of  Wildey,  Ridgely,  Van  Zant,  Sherlock,  Nicholson,  Ellison,  Kennedy, 
Marley,  Young,  and  others,  he  took  high  rank  and  was  soon  regarded  as 
one  of  the  most  prominent  men  in  that  Body.  His  administration  as 
Grand  Sire  was  wide,  able,*  and  gave  great  satisfaction  to  the  Order  at 
large.  His  course  in  that  body  was  most  remarkable  in  this.  Through 
a  period  of  fifty-one  years,  he  attended  every  session,  one  or  two  ex¬ 
cepted,  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  made  no  difference  to  him  where  it  met, 
whether  in  Baltimore,  in  California,  in  Oregon,  or  Canada,  he  was 
present  to  aid  in  proper  legislation  for  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
Order.  At  his  fiftieth  years’  attendance,  this  Grand  Lodge  honored  him 
by  giving  him  a  splendid  gold  watch.  No  man  in  the  Order  has  been 
more  watchful  of  the  legislation  affecting  the  Order  than  he.  He  exam¬ 
ined  every  proposition  coming  before  that  Body  and  fearlessly  opposed 
every  one  which  he  deemed  wrong  or  injurious.  Having  entered  into  the 
Grand  Lodge  as  a  member  at  an  early  day,  mingling  as  he  did  with  the 
Patriarchs  above  alluded  to,  he  was  rather  slow  in  adopting  new  meas¬ 
ures,  but  supported  such  with  all  of  his  energy  if  he  believed  them  to 
be  right.  He  might  be  called  an  enemy  of  innovations.  It  will  be  re¬ 
membered  that  he  did  not  take  kindly  to  the  Rebekah  Degree,  because 
it  seemed  not  to  have  accomplished  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  de¬ 
signed.  When  in  1864  he,  with  four  other  prominent  members,  was 
appointed  on  a  committee  to  look  into  that  whole  matter  of  the  Degree, 
that  committee  reported  in  1865  that  the  Degree  should  be  abolished. 
That  report,  however,  was  never  adopted,  but  in  1866,  when  he  became 
Grand  Sire,  he  urged  the  Lodge  to  perfect  the  Degree,  which  was  done, 
giving  it  new  life  and  power.  He  then,  with  the  exception  that  he  did 
not  believe  that  male  members  should  be  admitted,  gave  the  Degree  his 
hearty  support  and  lived  to  see  the  great  good  it  had  accomplished.  So 
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much  opposed  was  he  to  men  becoming  members  of  said  Degree,  it  will 
be  remembered  the  last  motion  he  ever  made  on  the  floor  of  The  Sove¬ 
reign  Grand  Lodge  was  to  the  effect  that  men  should  not  become  mem¬ 
bers  of  said  Degree.  This  motion,  however,  received  but  very  few  votes. 

Brother  Sanders  was  not  a  polished  orator,  but  a  strong,  forcible 
speaker.  Being  a  trained,  good  lawyer,  he  knew  how  to  present  his 
views  upon  any  question  in  simple,  concise  language,  which  he  did  with 
great  force  and  power.  He  cared  but  little  for  show  or  glitter,  but  was 
a  strong  advocate  for  practical  Odd  Fellowship.  He  loved  the  Order  and 
was  as  devoted  to  its  principles,  as  lovely  and  tender  as  a  woman,  but 
fearless  and  bold  in  the  discharge  of  what  he  considered  his  duty.  He 
was  very  sociable  in  his  disposition,  especially  with  those  that  he  held 
very  dear.  He  loved  to  talk  of  the  early  incidents  occurring  in  the 
Order,  especially  in  his  own  Jurisdiction,  and  nothing  afforded  him  more 
pleasure  in  the  latter  part  of  his  life  than  to  gather  about  him  and 
rehearse  the  early  sayings  and  doings  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  his  own 
State,  as  well  as  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  A  fine  lawyer,  a  good 
advocate,  a  man  of  unimpeachable  integrity,  he  was  in  all  things  tem- 

!perate,  truthful,  and  trustworthy,  wise  in  council  and  discreet  in  judg¬ 
ment.  In  every  relation  of  life  as  a  true  friend;  as  a  citizen,  honorable 
!  and  upright;  as  an  Odd  Fellow,  devoted  and  beloved  by  his  brethren; 
as  a  husband,  loving  and  faithful;  as  a  father,  kind;  his  death  will  be 
mourned  by  all  who  knew  him.  No  words  of  eulogy  by  us  can  add  to 
his  noble,  manly  life.  His  labors  in  behalf  of  our  Order  as  published  in 
the  yearly  proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  stand  as  an 
i  everlasting  monument  to  his  name  and  character.

Report  86.  By  Bro.  Campbell,  Past  Grand  Sire,  from  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  announcement  of  the  death  of 
Past  Grand  Sire  John  W.  Stebbins : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 
The  relentless  scythe  of  the  grim  Mower  has  during  the  past  year 
-!  swept  away  one  of  the  younger  as  well  as  one  of  the  older  of  those  who 
have  presided  over  The  S.  G.  L.  The  chairs  of  Jas.  P.  Sanders,  of  the 
old  regime,  and  John  W.  Stebbins,  of  the  present  generation,  are  both 
vacant  to-day,  and  are  draped  with  the  emblems  of  mourning. 

The  life  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Stebbins  was  one  of  marked  activity. 
Born  in  Herkimer,  N.  Y.,  October  22,  1819,  he  graduated  from  Union 
College,  Schenectady,  in  1846.  Five  years  were  spent  in  teaching  and  in 
studying  law,  and  then  he  was  called  to  the  bar  of  his  native  State. 
As  a  loyal  citizen  he  took  an  active  part  in  his  country’s  service,  becom¬ 
ing  a  member  of  the  New  York  Legislature  in  1855,  a  presidential  elec¬ 
tor  in  1864,  and  postmaster  of  Rochester  in  1865.  At  an  early  date  he 
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became  an  Odd  Fellow,  working  zealously  in  every  department  until 
he  was  sent  to  his  Grand  Lodge.  Here  he  was  elected  Grand  Master 
in  1875,  and  representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1877. 
The  same  activity  that  marked  his  life  in  the  subordinate  branches  of 
the  Order  characterized  his  labors  in  this  body,  until  he  received  his 
deserved  promotion  by  being  placed  in  the  chair  of  the  Grand  Sire 
in  1894. 

In  this  Body  he  was  from  his  entrance  a  notable  member.  Even 
before  his  admission  his  name  was  familiar  to  the  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  time,  and  on  the  day  that  he  was  formally  received  he  took 
the  place  of  an  acknowledged  leader. 

Tall  and  dignified,  his  personal  presence  commanded  respect.  His 
clear  and  emphatic  utterance  assured  him  an  attentive  audience;  his 
thorough  knowledge  of  every  department  of  Odd  Fellowship,  marshalled 
by  an  intellect  acute  in  its  perception  and  logical  in  its  arrangement  of 
facts,  rendered  him  a  convincing  debater,  and  enabled  him  to  influence 
the  legislation  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  an  extent  surpassed 
by  none  of  his  colleagues. 

It  may  be  that  he  lacked  some  of  the  elements  which  make  for  per¬ 
sonal  popularity.  He  had  not  the  magnetism  of  the  orator,  the  suavity 
of  the  diplomat,  nor  the  social  adaptability  so  useful  to  the  politician. 
But  he  had  a  greater  power,  for  he  could  at  times  convince  men  even 
against  their  own  feelings  and  desires. 

In  his  association  with  his  colleagues  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
he  was  somewhat  reserved.  He  entered  but  little  into  the  social  func¬ 
tions  of  our  annual  gatherings.  To  him  a  session  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  was  an  opportunity  for  work,  and  not  for  pleasure — except 
in  so  far  as  work  for  him  was  the  greatest  pleasure.  And,  possessing 
a  magnificent  physique  that  never  wearied,  he  entered  upon  the  labors 
of  each  session  and  carried  them  through  to  the  closing  hours  with  a 
devotion  to  duty  that  never  faltered  nor  failed. 

For  a  period  of  more  than  twenty  years  he  was  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  a  commanding  personality.  Whether  as  an  officer,  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  or  as  a  simple  Representative, 
he  filled  every  position  he  occupied  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  and 
gave  his  time,  his  labor,  and  his  talents  to  the  Orders  service.  Men 
such  as  he  are  a  power  for  good  or  ill  in  whatever  age  or  place  they 
live.  Fortunate  for  any  association  is  it  to  have  such  an  one  in  its 
ranks  who  will  “  stand  for  the  cause  that  needs  assistance,  against  the 
wrong  that  needs  resistance;  ”  who  will  stand  for  the  right,  as  he  sees 
the  right,  and  for  the  right  alone. 

Our  brother  has  ceased  from  his  labors;  he  has  gone  to  his  rest;  but 
his  work  remains.  May  the  earth  rest  lightly  over  him,  and  may  his 
memory  be  revered,  not  by  his  associates  alone,  but  by  generations  of 
Odd  Fellows  yet  to  come.

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Report  87.  By  Rep.  Gaunt,  of  Kentucky,  from  the  Special 
Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  announcement  of  the  death  of 
Bro.  J.  Frank  Grant,  Grand  Secretary  and  Ad  jutant  General : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  death  of  Bro.  J.  Frank 
Grant,  Grand  Secretary  and  Adjutant  General  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  which  occurred  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  on  the  12th 
day  of  April,  1905,  beg  leave  to  report: 

Brother  Grant  was  born  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  in  1843. 
He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Dr.  E.  L.  Grant  and  brother  of  the  well-known 
and  celebrated  physicians  and  surgeons,  Drs.  W.  Ed.  Grant  and  H. 
Horace  Grant,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  both  of  whom  were  with  him 
in  his  last  illness. 

The  early  life  of  Brother  Grant  was  spent  on  the  farm  and  country 
place  of  his  father  in  the  county  of  Boone;  later  in  life  he  became 
interested  in  the  mercantile  and  banking  business  at  Petersburg,  Boone 
County,  Kentucky.  He  continued  in  the  banking  business  at  Peters¬ 
burg  until  the  year  1896,  when  he  was  elected  Grand  Secretary  and 
Adjutant  General  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  session  held  at 
Dallas,  Texas.  The  holding  of  these  offices  made  it  necessary  for  him 
to  move  his  family  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  which  he  did 
in  1897,  and  he  held  these  offices  and  resided  there  from  that  time  to  his 
death. 

In  September,  1871,  Brother  Grant  first  became  an  Odd  Fellow,  and 
was  initiated  into  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  16,  at  Petersburg,  Kentucky, 
and  at  once  became  an  active  worker  and  leader  in  the  Order.  In  1874 
he  represented  his  lodge  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky.  In  1883  he 
was  elected  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Kentucky.  In 
1888  he  was  appointed  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  Wm.  Reinecke,  and  in  1889  he  was  elected  Grand  Representative 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  1889  he  was  Grand  Patriarch  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Kentucky,  and  with  the  exception  of  1899  (the 
time  he  served  as  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Ken¬ 
tucky),  he  was  Grand  Representative  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,* 
from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Kentucky*  continually  from  1888  until  1896, 
when  he  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  Grand  Secretary  and  Ad¬ 
jutant  General  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  during  his  terms  of 
office  in  said  Body  he  rendered  not  only  important,  but  most  valuable 
service  to  the  Order. 

When  his  administration  as  Grand  Secretary  began  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  was  in  debt,  and  its  finances  and  revenues  in  a  confused 
and  embarrassed  condition,  but  under  his  wise  management  it  was 
soon  relieved  of  debt  and  placed  on  a  firm  and  substantial  basis,  and  is 
now  not  only  out  of  debt  and  self-sustaining  but  is  in  a  state  of  easy 
independence.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  feel  keenly  his  loss, 
as  he  was  able,  faithful,  diligent  in  the  performance  of  every  duty. 
In  fact  Odd  Fellows  throughout  the  world  will  realize  that  a  mighty  one 
in  their  ranks  has  fallen,  and  that  the  Great  Order  has  sustained  a 
great  loss;  he  consecrated  himself  to  work  for  the  Order  and  mankind 
and  so  faithful  and  constantly  in  his  work  and  conversation  did  he 
20 
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exemplify  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  that  he  was  recognized  as 
the  honored  and  beloved  of  Odd  Fellows  throughout  the  world. 

Brother  Grant  was  not  only  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  ability 
and  sterling  integrity,  but  he  was  a  big-hearted,  whole-souled,  generous 
humanitarian,  a  manly  man,  one  of  God’s  noblemen,  a  splendid  citizen, 
devoted  husband,  loving  father,  and  faithful  friend  and  brother.  But 
he  has  answered  the  last  roll-call.  The  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe, 
who  is  too  good  to  be  unkind  and  too  wise  to  err,  has  deemed  best  to 
call  Brother  Grant  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  above,  and,  while 
with  sorrowful  hearts  we  bow  with  humble  submission  to  the  Sovereign 
will,  we  would  remember  the  statement:  “  I  am  the  Resurrection 
and  the  Life,  saith  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  he  that  believeth  in  me, 
though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live  again.” 

Cherishing  this  sentiment,  let  us  look  beyond  and  comfort  ourselves 
with  the  hope  that  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Universe  beyond  the 
skies  we  shall  again  meet  our  beloved  brother  and  spend  an  unending 
eternity  enjoying  in  full  fruition  the  principles  which  he  loved  so  well 
and  practiced  so  faithfully  while  here.  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  in  the  death  of  Bro. 
J.  Frank  Grant,  Grand  Secretary  and  Adjutant  General  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge,  our  beloved  Order  in  all  its  departments  and 
branches  throughout  the  world  has  lost  a  devoted  brother,  a  faithful 
friend,  a  brave,  valiant  defender  and  ally;  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
an  able,  efficient,  painstaking,  and  most  serviceable  officer;  his  family 
a  devoted  husband  and  kind  and  loving  father;  his  State  an  upright, 
law-abiding  citizen;  and  mankind  and  humanity  at  large  a  sympathiz¬ 
ing  and  loving  friend,  ever  ready  to  assist  and  relieve  the  suffering 
and  distressed  at  all  times,  in  all  places,  and  under  all  circumstances.

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of 
the  Grand  Sire’s  report  relating  to  the  appointment  of  a  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary,  report  as  follows: 

Section  1  of  Article  I  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Constitution 
reads :  “  The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  Grand  Sire, 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer,  who  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  bi-ennially,  at 
the  stated  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  September,  and  shall 
j  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of  said  stated 
communication.”  The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that,  as  this  section 
is  general  and  provides  that  Grand  Officers  shall  be  elected  bi-ennially, 
there  can  be  no  elections  for  Grand  Officers  at  any  other  time,  unless 
specially  provided  for  in  the  constitution,  and  this  is  done  in  case  the 
office  of  Grand  Sire  should  become  vacant.  Section  3,  Article  IV,  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  provides  that  in  case  of  the 
death  or  disability  of  the  Grand  Sire,  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  shall  per¬ 
form  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Sire  until  the  next  communication  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  when  it  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  Grand  Sire. 
Why  this  special  provision  relating  to  the  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  Grand  Sire,  if  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  had  the  right  under 
Section  1  of  Article  I  to  do  so?  The  very  fact  that  this  special  pro¬ 
vision  was  inserted  seems  to  be  conclusive  that  the  framers  of  the 
constitution  did  not  believe  that  Section  1  of  Article  I  permitted  other 
than  bi-ennial  elections. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  constitution  relating  to  the  filling  of  vacan¬ 
cies,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Grand  Sire,  the  constitution  being  silent 
any  by-laws  on  the  subject  would  be  binding.  Section  9  of  Article  16  of 
the  by-laws  is:  “  The  Grand  Sire  shall  have  power  to  fill,  by  appoint¬ 
ment,  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  from  resignation,  sickness,  or  disability  or  other  causes  which 
are  not  provided  for  by  the  constitution,  and  such  appointments  to  last 
until  filled  by  election  or  otherwise  as  provided  by  law  for  the  election 
or  appointment  of  such  officers.”  This  by-law  does  not  provide  for 
how  long  the  appointee  is  to  hold  office;  the  length  of  time  is  fixed  by 
some  other  law.  There  is  no  legislation  on  the  subject,  and  Section  1 
of  Article  I  of  the  constitution  provides  that  elections  for  officers  shall 
be  bi-ennially,  therefore  there  is  no  authority  for  holding  other  than 
bi-ennial  elections.  Even  could  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  now  change 
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the  by-law  and  provide  for  the  filling  of  a  vacancy  only  to  the  next 
communication  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  it  could  not  apply  to 
the  present  case,  as  it  would  be  post  fact,  the  incumbent  being  entitled, 
at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  to  hold  the  office  during  the  unexpired 
term,  no  subsequent  legislation  either  by  by-law  or  resolution,  could 
deprive  him  of  that  right.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Grand  Sire  interpreted  the  law  correctly  when  he  held  that  the  appoint¬ 
ment  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  Grand  Secretary  was  for  the  unexpired  term.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  annual  reports  of  all  homes  con¬ 
ducted  under  the  name  of  Odd  Fellowship,  whether  the  same  be  directly 
under  the  control  of  Grand  Lodges  or  otherwise,  are  rendered  to  some 
supervising  power  and  therefore  accessible  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
the  Jurisdiction  wherein  located,  we,  therefore,  are  of  the  opinion  that 
all  the  information  required  can  be  obtained  from  all  Jurisdictions  nol 
heretofore  reporting  if  persistent  effort  is  made  by  the  Grand  Secretary 
thereof,  and  we  recommend  and  urge  them  to  secure  and  report  such 
information,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  direct  their  special  attention  to  this  report  and  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  herein  contained. 

We  further  find  that  twenty-eight  Grand  Secretaries  furnished  re¬ 
ports  as  required  under  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  this 
Sovereign  Body,  and  are  thereby  entitled  to  great  credit  for  their  action 
in  the  premises,  and  in  connection  herewith  we  recommend  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  following:

We  believe 
that  money  expended  in  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  in  this  direc¬ 
tion  would  return  to  the  Order  multiplied  many  times. 

Our  system  of  selecting  a  new  Grand  Sire  every  two  years  brings  to 
the  front  new  blood,  new  ideas,  and  the  best  talent  the  Order  possesses, 
and  these  qualities  in  the  chief  officer  of  our  Brotherhood  should,  as 
far  as  possible,  be  given  to  the  membership  at  large  by  personal  contact 
with  the  Grand  Sire. 
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The  system  of  selecting  new  Grand  Masters  for  each  term  in  the 
subordinate  Jurisdiction  and  the  ambition  of  the  members  to  reach  this 
high  station,  creates  sufficient  enthusiasm  at  State  Grand  Lodge  ses¬ 
sions.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  presence  of  any  officer  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  would  be  of  any  particular  benefit;  whereas  a  visit  of  the 
Grand  Sire  to  a  Jurisdiction  at  some  centrally  located  point,  where  all 
members  of  the  Order  could  be  present  and  participate,  would  be  *of 
material  benefit,  and  would  undoubtedly  create  enthusiasm  which  could 
be  produced  no  other  way.

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order 
except  free  white  males  of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  however,  that  in 
Australia,  New  Zealand  and  other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of 
North  America,  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
established  and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifi¬ 
cations  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  local  legislation.” 

Rep.  Hynds,  of  Georgia,  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  amend¬ 
ment  is  out  of  order,  as  it  is  not  in  proper  form.  The  Grand  Sire 
declared  the  point  well  taken.

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
Sovereign  Body,  reading  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  Grand  Representatives. — Grand  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  several  State,  District  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and 
Grand  Encampments  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  shall,  as  near  as 
may,  be  divided  into  two  classes,  whose  seats  shall  be  vacated  annually 
by  rotation;  and  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise 
during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  of  any 
State,  District  or  Territory  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner 
pointed  out  by  the  Constitution  of  such  State,  District  or  Territorial 
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Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  all  that  part  of  the  said  section  after  the  word 
“rotation,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  to-wit: 

“  Provided,  however,  that  State,  District,  and  Territorial  Grand 
Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  entitled  to  two  Grand  Representatives  may  provide  by  general 
law  for  the  election  of  one  of  such  Grand  Representatives,  to  serve 
for  one  year,  his  successor  to  be  elected  annually  by  such  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death,  resig¬ 
nation  or  otherwise  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
Grand  Representative  filling  such  office  at  the  time  such  vacancy  shall 
occur,  in  the  manner  set  out  in  the  Constitution  of  such  State,  District, 
or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment.” 

So  that  the  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

“  Section  1.  Grand  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  by  the  several 
State,  District,  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
for  the  term'  of  two  years,  and  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes,  whose 
seats  shall  be  vacated  annually  by  rotation.  Provided,  however,  that 
■  State,  District,  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  entitled  to  two  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  may  provide  by  general  law  for  the  election  of  one  of  such  Grand 
Representatives,  to  serve  for  one  year,  his  successor  to  be  elected  annu¬ 
ally  by  such  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise  during  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term  of  the  Grand  Representative  filling  such  office  at  the 
time  such  vacancy  shall  occur,' in  the  manner  set  out  in  the  Constitution 
of  such  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment.” 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment,  Rep.  Watson,  of  Florida, 
moved  that  the  consideration  be  indefinitely  postponed,  which  was 
not  agreed  to.

“  Article  X.  Past  Grand  Sires  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  in  this 
Grand  Lodge,  with  the  power  of  debating  and  making  motions,  but  shall 
not  have  the  privilege  of  voting  unless  they  be  Grand  Representatives,” 
be  amended  as  follows: 

1.  Amend  said  Article  X  by  adding  at  the  commencement  of  said 
Article  X  before  the  words  “  Past  Grand  Sires  ”  the  words  “  Section  1.” 

2.  Further  amend  said  Article  X  by  adding  a  new  section  as  Section 
2,  as  follows: 

Section  2.  The  Past  Grand  Sires  m  attendance  at  each  regular  session 
of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  constitute  a  Supreme  Tribunal, 
which  shall  be  known  and  hailed  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Court 
of  Appeals  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  over  all  questions  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  Con¬ 
stitution  and  upon  the  construction  of  any  of  its  provisions.  Not  less 
than  five  members  of  such  Court  of  Appeals  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
and  be  competent  to  transact  business,  and  the  opinion  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  of  such  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  court,  and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  question  or 
questions  involved. 

In  case  the  requisite  number  of  Past  Grand  Sires  is  not  in  attend¬

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  1,  ARTICLE  IV. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  of  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

“  ARTICLE  IV. 

“  Section  1. — Duties  of  Grand  Sire:  The  Grand  Sire  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  preserve  order  and  en¬ 
force  the  laws  thereof. .  He  shall  have  the  casting  vote  whenever  the 
lodge  shall  be  equally  divided,  other  than  upon  a  ballot  for  officers,  but 
shall  not  vote  upon  any  other  occasion.

He  is  empowered  to  receive  petitions  and  grant  warrants  for 
the  opening  of  new  lodges  and  encampments,  Grand  or  subordinate,  in 
places  where  Grand  Bodies  established  by  this  Grand  Lodge  may  not 
exist;  and  all  warrants  so  granted  by  him  shall  be  of  force  until  recalled 
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by  this  Grand  Lodge.  At  every  communication  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  he  shall  make  a  report  in  writing  of  all  his  official  acts  and 
decisions  during  the  recess.” 

Be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “  other  than  questions  arising 
out  of  the  constitutions  of  the  several  State,  District,  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodges  or  Grand  Encampments,”  so  that  the  section  as  amended 
will  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.- — Duties  of  Grand  Sire:  The  Grand  Sire  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  preserve  order  and  en¬ 
force  the  laws  thereof.  He  shall  have  the  casting  vote  whenever  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  equally  divided,  other  than  upon  a  bal¬ 
lot  for  officers,  but  shall  not  vote  upon  any  other  occasion.

— Grand  Representatives:  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  shall  be  chosen  by  the  several  State,  District,  and  Territorial 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
And  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise  during  the

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  5,  ART.  XVI. 

Resolved ,  That  Section  5  of  Article  XVI,  of  the  Constitution,  which 
is  as  follows:  “  Sec.  5,  Saloonkeepers,  etc.,  not  admitted.-  -No  saloon.- 
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keeper,  bartender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  member¬ 
ship  in  this  Order,”  be  amended  by  repealing  said  section,  and  substi¬ 
tuting  therefor  the  following: 

Sec.  5.  No  saloonkeeper,  saloon  owner,  bartender,  manufacturer  of, 
dealer  in,  or  agent  for  the  sale  of,  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  bever¬ 
age,  or  professional  gambler,  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this 
Order.  Provided,  that  the  word  manufacturer  herein  shall  not  be  ap¬ 
plicable  to  one  who  raises  grapes,  manufactures  wine  therefrom,  and 
sells  the  same  at  wholesale  only. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment,  Rep.  Hughes,  of  Ohio, 
moved  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed,  which  was  agreed  to,  123 
having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  20  in  the  negative. 

Rep.  Keller,  of  Texas,  laid  on  the  table  the  following  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Constitution : 

Resolved ,  That  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  be  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  second  line  of  the 
section,  the  word  “  annually  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
“  biennially.”  Also  strike  out,  in  the  fourteenth  line  of  the  section 
the  word  “  annual  ”  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “  biennial  ”  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  biennially,  on  the  third  Monday  of 
September,  at  9  o’clock  A.  M.,  at  such  place  as  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  shall  from  time  to  time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its 
own  adjournments.  It  may  also  meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the 
Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall  cause  three  months’  notice 
to  be  given  to  the  Representatives  of  the  several  State,  District,  or 
Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  communicating 
to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called,  and  in 
no  case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting,  unless 
notice  therefor  has  been  given,  as  above  stated;  provided,  that  if  it 
shall  be  impracticable,  from  the  prevalence  of  contagious  disease,  or 
any  other  cause,  for  the  biennial  session  to  be  held  at  the  place 
designated  therefor,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  the  power 
to  determine  at  what  date  or  place  said  session  shall  be  held,  or  if 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  not  in  session  when  such  emergency 
occurs,  such  power  may  be  exercised  by  the  Grand  Sire. 

Signed  by  Grand  Representatives  from  three  Jurisdictions. 

Bro.  Pinkerton,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  that  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  resolve  itself  into  secret  session,  which  was  agreed  to. 

After  some  time  spent  in  secret  session  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  resumed  work  in  open  session. 

Rep.  Keller,  of  Texas,  moved  the  following,  for  which  he  asked 
unanimous  consent  and  immediate  consideration: 
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Resolved,  That  hereafter  all  resolutions  appropriating  money  and 
all  claims  against  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  first  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  said  committee  report  hack  before  being 
voted  on  for  payment. 

Resolved,  That  this  be  made  a  standing  resolution  of  this  Sovereign 
Body. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  EQUIPMENT. 

REPORT  ON  THE  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  UNIFORM  OF  THE  PATRIARCHS  MILITANT 
ARMY,  COMPILED  BY  BRIGADIER-GENERAL  THEODORE  FINN, 

CHIEF  OF  EQUIPMENT. 

The  Patriarchs  Militant  uniforms  may  be  classified  as  “  Full  Dress  ” 
and  “  Fatigue,”  and  will  be  worn  as  directed  by  proper  authority. 

The  uniform  to  be  worn  on  all  occasions  will  be  determined  by  the 
Commanding  Officer,  with  due  regard  to  prescribed  regulations,  the 
season  of  the  year,  and  the  state  of  the  weather. 

Officers  will  wear  the  prescribed  uniform,  and  will  by  their  appear¬ 
ance  set  an  example  of  neatness  and  strict  conformity  to  regulations  in 
uniform  and  equipment. 


Composition  of  the  Uniforms  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Army. 

Commissioned  Officers. 

Full  Dress — Dress  coat,  epaulettes  or  shoulder  knots,  trousers, 
chapeau,  aiguillettes  or  baldric,  belt,  sword  and  sword  knot,  sash, 
gloves,  white  military  collar,  white  or  black  bow  tie,  black  shoes,  black 
boots  or  black  leggings. 

Fatigue — Fatigue  coat,  shoulder  straps,  trousers,  cap,  belt,  sword  and 
sword  knot,  gloves,  white  military  collar,  white  or  black  bow  tie,  black 
shoes,  black  boots  or  leggings. 
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Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers. 

Full  Dress — Dress  coat,  shoulder  knots,  trousers,  chapeau,  baldric, 
belt,  sword,  gloves,  white  military  collar,  white  or  black  bow  tie,  black 
shoes. 

Fatigue — Fatigue  coat,  trousers,  cap,  belt,  sword,  gloves,  white  mili¬ 
tary  collar,  white  or  black  bow  tie,  black  shoes. 

DRESS  COAT. 

For  all  Commissioned  Officers  except  Line  Officers — A  double-breasted 
military  frock  coat  of  black  broadcloth,  the  skirt  to  extend  from  one- 
half  to  three-quarters  the  distance  from  the  point  of  the  hip  to  the 
bend  of  the  knee;  with  a  standing  collar  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  one  and  one-half  inches  in  height;  to  hook  in  front  at  the  bottom, 
and  slope  upward  and  backward  at  an  angle  of  thirty  degrees  on  each 
side;  cuff  three  inches  wide  to  go  around  the  sleeves  parallel  with  lower 
edge,  and  with  three  small  gilt  regulation  buttons  on  each  under  seam; 
pockets  in  back  folds  of  skirts,  and  four  large  gilt  regulation  buttons  in 
rear,  two  at  the  waist,  and  one  near  the  end  of  each  skirt. 

For  General  Officers — The  collar  and  cuffs  will  be  made  of  black  silk 
velvet. 

For  all  Other  Officers — The  collar  and  cuffs  will  be  made  of  the  same 
material  as  the  coat. 

For  Line  Officers,  Non-Commissioned  Officers,  and  Chevaliers — A 
single-breasted  military  frock  coat  of  black  broadcloth,  as  described 
above,  collar  and  cuffs  of  the  same  material  as  the  coat,  with  two  small 
gilt  regulation  buttons  on  each  under  seam. 

For  Officers  of  the  Various  Grades  and  Chevaliers — Large  gilt  regula¬ 
tion  buttons  will  be  placed  on  the  breast  of  the  coat  as  follows : 

Major-General — Two  rows,  nine  in  each  row,  placed  in  groups  of  three. 

Brigadier-General — Two  rows,  eight  in  each  row,  placed  in  pairs. 

All  Other  Commissioned  Officers,  Except  Line  Officers — Two  rows, 
nine  in  each  row,  placed  at  equal  distances. 

For  Line  Officers,  Non-Commissioned  Officers,  and  Chevaliers — One 
row  of  nine  placed  at  equal  distances. 

SHOULDER  ORNAMENTS  FOR  DRESS  COAT. 

The  General  Commanding  and  Major-General  in  command  of  troops 
may  wear  shoulder  knots  or  epaulettes,  at  option;  all  other  Officers  and 
ij  Chevaliers  must  wear  shoulder  knots,  as  follows: 

General  Officers  of  all  Grades,  and  Officers  of  the  General  Staff — After 
pattern  of  design  on  file  at  Army  Headquarters  with  raised  field  of  silk 
velvet;  black  for  General  Officers,  and  scarlet  for  other  officers;  bor¬ 
dered  and  looped  with  gold  bullion  embroidery  or  gold  wire  cord,  hav- 
j  ing  a  dead  gold  bullion  embroidered  crown,  with  bright  gold  ornaments 
and  scarlet  silk  velvet  cap,  upon  the  shoulder  disk,  and  insignia  em¬ 
broidered  in  gold  and  silver  bullion,  etc.,  on  the  shanks  as  follows: 

General  Commanding  and  Generals  in  Command  of  troops — A  dead 
gold  gauntlet  grasping  a  bright  gold  baton. 

Staff  of  the  General  Commanding. 

Chief  of  Staff — A  dead  gold  lion  rampant. 

Adjutant-General — A  bright  gold  sword  and  a  dead  gold  quill  pen 
l  crossed. 
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Inspector-General — A  gold  head  and  neck  of  an  eagle,  with  bright 
piercing  eye,  embroidered  with  beak  toward  the  collar — right  and  left. 

Quartermaster-General — A  dead  gold  money  pouch  with  bright  gold 
cord  and  scarlet  silk  $  on  the  pouch. 

Commissary-General — A  dead  gold  cornucopia,  spilling  fruit. 

.Tudge-Advocate-General — Gold  weighing  scales,  evenly  balanced,  with 
bright  gold  cords  and  dead  gold  cups. 

Surgeon-General — A  dead  gold  caduceus  facing  shoulder. 

Chief  of  Equipment — Two  bright  gold  swords,  crossed,  with  points 
toward  collar.

After  pattern  of  design  on  file  at  Army  Headquarters,  plaited  gold 
cord,  worked  on  padded  scarlet  cloth,  the  lower  or  shoulder  end  widened.

Padded  shoulder  knots  of  same  design  as  worn  by  Field  Officers,  with 
an  insignia  of  office  embroidered  on  scarlet  velvet,  circular  mount,  placed 
one  on  the  center  of  the  widened  end  of  the  shoulder  knot;  such  circular 
mount  to  be  one  and  one-half  inches  in  outer  diameter,  and  have  its  cir¬ 
cumference  embroidered  so  as  to  form  a  raised  gold  band  one-eighth  of 
an  inch  wide,  with  a  bright  gold  thread  entwined  around  the  band.  The 
insignia  of  office  shall  be  as  follows: 

Adjutant — A  bright  gold  sword  and  a  dead  gold  quill  pen,  crossed, 
with  points  toward  collar. 

Quartermaster — A  dead  gold  money  pouch,  with  bright  gold  cord  and 
a  scarlet  silk  $  on  the  pouch. 

Commissary — A  dead  gold  cornucopia,  spilling  fruit. 

Surgeon  and  Assistant  Surgeon — A  dead  gold  caduceus. 

Chaplain — An  open  Bible  embroidered  with  gold  bullion  on  white 
corded  silk,  facing  the  shoulder. 
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Banneret — Two  dead  gold  flags  flying  from  bright  gold  staffs,  crossed. 
Line  Officers— After  pattern  of  design  on  file  at  Army  Headquarters, 
plaited  gold  cord,  worked  on  scarlet  cloth,  the  lower  or  shoulder  end 
widened. 

Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers — After  pattern  of  design 
on  file  at  Army  Headquarters,  plaited  gold  cord,  worked  on  scarlet  cloth. 

COLLAR  INSIGNIA  FOR  DRESS  COATS. 

Officers  and  Chevaliers  shall  wear  the  insignia  of  rank  upon  each  side 
of  the  collar  of  the  dress  coat  as  follows: 

General  Commanding — Gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword, 
wreath  enclosing  four  silver  five-pointed  stars,  and  around  the  entire 
|  collar,  from  wreath  to  wreath,  a  gold  embroidered  band  of  olive 
branches.

I  Brigadier-General — Gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword  and

Colonel — A  silver  embroidered  spread  eagle,  two  and  one-half  inches 
1  between  tips  of  wings,  clutching  gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and 
sword,  three  inches  long. 

Lieutenant-Colonel — A  silver  embroidered  three-fourth  inch  leaf,  on 
the  intersection  of  gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword,  three 
inches  long. 

Major — Same  as  for  Lieutenant-Colonel,  with  gold  instead  of  silver 
embroidered  leaf. 

Captain — Same  as  for  Lieutenant-Colonel,  with  three  three-fourth- 
inch  silver  embroidered  bars,  placed  vertically  on  crossed  crook  and 
sword. 

Lieutenant — Same  as  for  Captain,  with  two  instead  of  three  silver  em¬ 
broidered  bars. 

Ensign — Same  as  for  Captain,  with  one  instead  of  three  silver  em¬ 
broidered  bars. 

Clerk — Same  as  for  Captain,  with  a  silver  embroidered  quill  pen, 
;'i|  placed  vertically  on  the  intersection  of  crossed  crook  and  sword,  instead 
of  bars. 

Accountant — Same  as  for  Captain,  with  a  silver  embroidered  money 
pouch  with  a  scarlet  silk  $  on  the  pouch,  placed  vertically  on  the  inter¬ 
section  of  crossed  crook  and  sword,  instead  of  bars. 

Non-Commissioned  Staff  Officers  and  Chevaliers — A  gold  embroidered 
crossed  crook  and  sword  three  inches  long. 

Retired  Officers — In  addition  to  the  uniform  of  the  office,  retired  offi- 
j  cers  shall  wear  on  the  dress  coat  collar,  just  in  the  rear  of  the  insignia 
j  of  rank,  and  on  the  fatigue  coat  collar,  one  inch  from  front  on  each  side, 
a  gold  embroidered  script  letter  R,  which  must  be  one  inch  in  length, 
and  placed  vertically  on  collar  as  above  specified. 

SLEEVE  ORNAMENTS  FOR  DRESS  COATS. 

Officers  and  Chevaliers  shall  wear  on  the  sleeves  of  the  dress  coats 
ornamentations  as  follows: 

General  Commanding  and  all  Officers  of  his  Staff — Four  one-half-inch 
gold  navy  lace  bands,  one-quarter  inch  apart,  around  sleeves,  the  first 
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band  being  placed  on  seam  of  cuff;  a  gold  embroidered  crown  on  sleeves 
above  the  band  nearest  elbow.

Major-General  Commanding  Troops  and  all  Officers  of  his  Staff — Two 
one-half-inch  and  one  one-quarter-inch  gold  navy  lace  bands  one-quarter

Brigadier-General  Commanding  Troops  and  all  Officers  of  his  Staff —  i 
One  one-half-inch  and  two  one-quarter-inch  gold  navy  lace  bands,  one- 
quarter  inch  apart,  around  sleeves,  the  first  band  being  placed  on  seam 
of  cuff,  the  first  band  being  of  one-half-inch  lace  and  the  second  band, 
and  the  band  nearest  the  elbow,  of  one-quarter-inch  lace;  a  gold  em¬ 
broidered  crown  on  sleeves,  above  the  band  nearest  the  elbow. 

Colonel  Commanding  Troops  and  all  Commissioned  Officers  of  his 
Staff — Four  one-quarter-inch  gold  navy  lace  bands,  one-quarter  inch 
apart,  around  sleeves,  the  first  band  being  placed  on  seam  of  cuffs;  a 
gold  embroidered  crown  on  sleeves,  above  the  band  nearest  the  elbow. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Commanding  Troops  and  all  Commissioned  Offi¬ 
cers  of  his  Staff — Same  as  Colonel  commanding  troops. 

Major  Commanding  Troops  and  all  Commissioned  Officers  of  his 
Staff — Same  as  a  Colonel  commanding  troops. 

Captain  Commanding  a  Canton — Three  one-quarter-inch  gold  navy 
lace  bands,  one-quarter  inch  apart,  around  sleeves,  the  first  band  being 
placed  on  seam  of  cuff,  a  gold  embroidered  crown  on  sleeves,  above 
band  nearest  the  elbow. 

Lieutenant  of  Canton — Two  one-quarter-inch  gold  navy  lace  bands 
one-quarter  inch  apart,  around  sleeves,  the  first  band  being  placed  on 
seam  of  cuff;  a  gold  embroidered  crown  on  sleeves,* above  band  nearest 
the  elbow. 

Ensign — One  one-quarter-inch  gold  navy  lace  band  around  sleeves  on 
seam  of  cuff;  a  gold  embroidered  crown  on  sleeves  above  band. 

Clerk — Same  as  Ensign. 

Accountant — Same  as  Ensign. 

Non-Commissioned  Staff  Officers — Chevrons  of  gold  navy  lace  stripes 
one-half  inch  wide,  defined  with  a  scarlet  silk  braid  one-eighth  inch 
wide  between  the  stripes,  being  placed  upon  the  sleeves,  point  upward, 
beginning  three  inches  from  the  wrist  and  extending  upward  toward 
the  elbow,  the  stripes  extending  entirely  around  the  sleeves,  the  angle 
in  front  and  the  insignia  below,  a  gold  embroidered  crown  on  sleeves, 
above  chevrons. 

Sergeant-Major — An  arc  of  three  bars  of  gold  lace  and  red  silk  under 
chevrons  of  three  stripes. 

Quartermaster-Sergeant— A  gold  lace  tie  of  one  bar  under  chevron  of 
three  stripes. 

Commissary-Sergeant — A  gold  embroidered  cornucopia  under  chevron 
of  three  stripes. 

Color-Sergeant — Gold  and  silk  embroidered  crossed  flags  under  chev¬ 
ron  of  three  stripes. 

Equipment-Sergeant — Gold  embroidered  crossed  swords  under  chevron 
of  three  stripes. 
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Hospital-Sergeant — Gold  embroidered  cross  caducei  under  chevron  of 
three  stripes. 

Trumpeter — A  gold  embroidered  trumpet  under  chevron  of  two 
stripes.

SHOULDER  ORNAMENTS  FOR  FATIGUE  COAT. 

All  Commissioned  Officers  shall  wear  shoulder  straps  on  the  fatigue 
coat,  as  follows: 

General  Commanding — Velvet  field  four  inches  long  and  one  and  five- 
eighth  inches  wide,  bordered  with  an  embroidery  of  gold  three-eighths 
inch  wide;  gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword  in  center  and 
j  four  silver  embroidered  stars  of  five  rays  each,  stars  to  be  of  the  same 
size. 

Major-General — Same  as  for  General  Commanding,  except  there  shall 

||  be  but  two  stars,  one  at  each  end,  and  equi-distant  between  the  center 
and  the  outer  edge  of  the  strap. 

Brigadier-General — Same  as  for  General  Commanding,  except  there 
shall  be  but  one  star,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  in  the  center  of  the 
strap  or  intersection  of  crossed  crook  and  sword. 

Colonel — Same  as  for  Brigadier-General  (except  as  to  color)  omitting 
1  the  star,  and  in  lieu  thereof  a  silver  embroidered  spread  eagle,  clutching 
the  gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword. 

Lieutenant-Colonel — Same  as  for  Colonel,  omitting  the  eagle,  and  in 
lieu  thereof  a  silver  embroidered  leaf. 

Major — Same  as  for  Lieutenant-Colonel,  except  the  leaf  shall  be  of 
gold  instead  of  silver. 

Captain — Same  as  for  Major,  omitting  the  leaf  and  in  lieu  thereof 
three  silver  embroidered  bars,  one  bar  in  center  on  intersection  of 
crossed  crook  and  sword,  and  one  bar  on  each  side  of  same,  equi-distant, 
and  the  width  of  bar  (one-fourth  inch)  apart;  bars  to  be  parallel  with 
end  of  strap. 

Lieutenant — Same  as  for  Captain,  except  there  shall  be  two  bars  in¬ 
stead  of  three  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  three-fourths  inch  apart,  one 
on  each  side  of  the  intersection  of  crossed  crook  and  sword. 

Ensign — Same  as  for  Lieutenant,  except  there  shall  be  one  bar  instead 
of  two,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  on  intersection  of  crossed  crook 
and  sword. 

COLORS  OF  SHOULDER  STRAPS. 

For  General  Officers  of  all  Grades — The  field  shall  be  black. 

For  Staff  Officers,  below  the  rank  of  General,  on  the  Staff  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Commanding,  all  Officers  on  the  Staff  of  a  Major-General,  and  on 
the  Staff  of  a  Brigadier-General,  the  field  shall  be  purple. 

For  all  other  Officers — The  field  shall  be  scarlet. 

STAFF  INSIGNIA. 

On  the  blank  space  at  each  end  of  the  shoulder  straps,  every  Staff 
Officer  shall  wear  the  insignia  of  his  Staff  Department  Corps,  as  on 

shoulder  knots.  ' 
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COLLAR  INSIGNIA  FOR  FATIGUE  COATS. 

Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers  shall  wear  the  insignia  of 
rank  upon  each  side  of  the  collar  of  the  fatigue  coat  as  follows: 

Clerk — Gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword,  three  inches  long, 
with  a  silver  embroidered  quill  pen,  placed  vertically  on  intersection  of 
crossed  crook  and  sword. 

Accountant— Same  as  for  Clerk,  with  a  silver  embroidered  money 
pouch,  with  scarlet  silk  $  on  the  pouch,  placed  vertically  on  the  inter¬ 
section  of  crossed  crook  and  sword,  instead  of  pen. 

Non-Commissioned  Staff  Officers  and  Chevaliers— Gold  embroidered 
crossed  crook  and  sword  three  inches  long. 

SLEEVE  ORNAMENTS  FOR  FATIGUE  COAT.

For  Officers  in  Command  of  Troops — The  sleeves  will  be  plain  or 
braided,  at  option. 

For  Staff  Officers — The  sleeves  will  be  braided. 

For  Chevaliers — The  sleeves  will  be  plain  or  with  embroidered  crown, 
at  option. 

General  Commanding — Five  rows  of  black  braid  in  double  loops  to 
elbow,  or  four  and  one-half  inch  gold  navy  lace  bands,  and  a  gold  em¬ 
broidered  crown,  as  on  dress  coat,  at  option. 

Major-General — Five  rows  of  black  braid  in  double  loops  to  elbow. 

Brigadier-General — Five  rows  of  black  braid  in  double  loops  to  elbow. 

Colonel — Five  rows  of  black  braid  in  single  loops,  half  way  up  to  the 
elbow. 

Lieutenant-Colonel — Four  rows  of  black  braid  in  single  loops  half  way 
up  to  the  elbow. 

Major — Three  rows  of  black  braid  in  single  loops  half  way  up  to  the 
elbow. 

Captain — Two  rows  of  black  braid  in  single  loops  half  way  up  to  the 
elbow. 

Lieutenant — One  row  of  black  braid  in  single  loops  half  way  up  to  the 
elbow. 

Ensign,  Clerk,  Accountant  and  Chevaliers — A  gold  embroidered  crown 
placed  four  inches  above  the  wrist  end  of  the  sleeves. 

Non-Commissioned  Staff  Officers — Chevrons,  insignia  and  crown,  as 
prescribed  for  dress  coat,  except  the  chevrons  shall  be  made  of  purple 
cloth  instead  of  gold  lace. 

overcoat. 

For  all  Officers  and  Chevaliers — A  double-breasted  ulster  of  dark  blue 
cloth  lined  with  dark  blue  flannel,  or  black  Italian  cloth,  closing  by 
means  of  four  black  mohair  netted  olives  and  loops  of  black  mohair 
square  cord,  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  on  each  side,  down  the 
front,  with  a  frogging  of  same  cord  at  the  end  of  each  loop,  and  at  the 
throat  a  long  loop  of  same  cord  with  three  knots,  and  two  netted  mohair 
slides,  fastened  at  the  left  side  with  a  netted  mohair  olive,  and  closing 
at  the  right  with  the  same.  The  back  slit  up  from  the  bottom  from 
twenty  to  twenty-five  inches,  according  to  the  height  of  the  wearer,  and 
closing  at  will  by  buttons  and  button-holes,  placed  in  a  concealed  flap; 
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bottom  of  the  skirt  nine  to  twelve  inches  from  the  ground,  a  rolling  col¬ 
lar  of  the  same  material  as  the  coat,  and  broad  enough  when  turned  up 
to  protect  the  ears,  having  a  collar  loop  about  four  and  a  half  inches 
long,  and  one  and  a  half  inches  wide;  two  horizontal  side  pockets  on 
the  outside,  just  below  the  hip,  covered  with  flaps  to  be  worn  inside  or 
out;  sleeves  loose*  without  cuff  or  slit;  back  straps  to  consist  of  two 
straps  each  about  eight  inches  long,  and  two  inches  wide  let  into  the 
side  seams  of  back  of  coat;  left-hand  strap  to  have  a  buttonhole,  and  the 
right-hand  strap  to  have  two  buttons  about  two  inches  apart;  a  vertical 
slit  about  six  inches  long  at  the  side  of  the  left  hip,  large  enough  to 
admit  the  front  sling  and  hook  of  the  sword  belt.

For  all  Commissioned  Officers,  Except  Ensign — The  sleeves  will  be 
trimmed  with  black  braid  as  on  fatigue  coat. 


For  Ensign,  Non-Commissioned  Officers,  and  Chevaliers — The  sleeves 

will  be  plain. 


CAPE. 

In  lieu  of  overcoats.  Officers  and  Chevaliers  may  wear  a  military  cape 
of  dark  blue  cloth  with  black  linings,  made  with  broad  turn-down  collar, 
and  cut  so  as  to  reach  below  and  cover  the  skirt  of  the  uniform  coat,  and 
fastened  across  the  breast  with  a  black  cord  through  loop. 


VEST. 


For  all  Officers  and  Chevaliers — To  button  to  the  throat  with  nine 
small  regulation  buttons. 

For  General  Officers  of  all  Grades — The  vest  will  be  made  of  buff 
material. 

For  all  Other  Officers  and  Chevaliers — The  vest  will  be  made  of  white 
material. 

TROUSERS. 

For  all  Officers  and  Chevaliers — Of  black  cloth,  trimmed  on  outer 
seams  with  cord  or  stripe. 


TRIMMINGS  FOR  TROUSERS. 

General  Officers  of  all  Grades — One-quarter-inch  gold  cord. 

Officers  Below  the  Rank  of  General  on  the  Staff  of  the  General  Com¬ 
manding,  all  Officers  on  the  Staff  of  a  Major-General,  and  on  the  Staff 
of  a  Brigadier-General — One  inch  wide  stripe  of  gold  navy  lacc. 

Field  Officers — One  and  one-half-inch  wide  stripe,  composed  of  one- 
half-inch  gold  navy  lace  on  each  side  of  a  one-half-inch  scarlet  cloth 
center  stripe. 

Battalion  and  Regimental  Staff  Officers — One-half-inch  gold  navy  lace 
stripe  with  one-eighth-inch  scarlet  welt  on  each  side  of  the  gold  stripe. 

Line  Officers. — One  inch  wide  stripe  composed  of  one-fourth-inch  gold 
navy  lace  on  each  side  of  a  one-half-inch  scarlet  cloth  center  stripe. 

Non-Commissioned  Staff  Officers— One-quarter-inch  scarlet  cord. 

Clerk,  Accountant,  and  Chevaliers— Three-fourth-inch  stripe  of  purple 
cloth. 
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CHAPEAU. 

General  Commanding — A  black  silk  plush  chapeau,  embroidered  at  the 
top  of  the  sides  with  gold  bullion,  decorated  with  special  gold  bullion 
embroidered  emblems,  and  bearing  on  the  tcp  a  fountain  plume  of  white 
polish  coque  feathers. 

All  Other  Officers  and  Chevaliers — A  black  silk  plush  stiff  chapeau, 
trimmed  on  right  side  with  a  black  satin  rosette  edged  with  scarlet,  gold 
and  black  points,  with  gold  embroidered  wreath  and  crown  on  black 
silk  velvet  center;  on  left  side,  a  scarlet  and  black  oval  satin  rosette, 
with  gold  embroidered  cross  crook  and  sword  on  black  silk  velvet 
center;  a  gold  bullion  chapeau  tassel  in  front;  a  plume  of  ostrich  feath¬ 
ers  over  crown,  from  front  to  rear,  drooping  over  back  and  slashings 
diagonally  across  both  peaks  on  each  side. 

General  Officers  and  Officers  of  all  Grades  on  the  Staff  of  the  General 
Commanding,  on  the  Staff  of  the  Major-General,  and  on  the  Staff  of  a 
Brigadier-General — White  and  purple,  so  arranged  as  to  show  white  at 
top,  heavily  fringed  with  purple  on  each  side. 

Field  Battalion  and  Regimental  Staff  and  Line  Officers — Red  and 
white  so  arranged  as  to  show  red  at  top,  heavily  fringed  with  white  on 
each  side. 

Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers — Purple  and  white,  so 
arranged  as  to  show  purple  at  top,  heavily  fringed  with  white  on  each 
side. 


CHAPEAU  SLASHINGS. 

Major-General — Two  inches  wide  gold  lace. 

Brigadier-General — One  and  one-half  inches  wide  gold  lace. 

All  Other  Commissioned  Officers  except  Line  Officers — One  inch  wide 
gold  lace. 

Line  Officers,  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers — One  and 
three-fourth  inches  wide  black  silk. 

AIGUILLETTES. 

Adjutants  of  Battalions  and  Regiments,  Officers  of  the  Adjutant 
and  Inspector-General’s  Departments,  Aide  de  Camp,  Chiefs  of  Staffs 
and  Bannerets  of  Brigades  and  Departments,  and  Officers  on  the  Staff 
of  the  General  Commanding  (Except  Chief  of  Staff) — Shall  wear 
aiguillettes;  all  mounted  commissioned  Staff  Officers  are  permitted  to 
wear  aiguillettes  on  display  occasions.  Aiguillettes  will  be  made  of  gold 
wire  cord,  according  to  design  illustrated  in  addendum  to  Patriarchs 
Militant  Regulations;  they  will  be  attached  beneath  the  shoulder  knot 
on  the  right  shoulder,  and  will  be  suspended  from  buttons  on  front  of 
coat  by  gold  thread  loops. 

Officers  wearing  double-breasted  coats  will  suspend  the  long  cord  from 
the  second  button  on  the  right  breast,  and  the  short  cord  from  the 
second  button  on  the  left  breast;  those  wearing  single-breasted  coats 
will  suspend  the  long  cord  from  the  first  button  and  the  short  cord  from 
the  shoulder  knot  on  the  left  shoulder.  Aiguillettes  should  be  adjusted 
with  long  cord  behind  and  short  cord  in  front  of  the  shoulder,  and 
should  be  suspended  from  buttons  before  the  coat  is  buttoned. 
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BALDRICS. 

A  leather  baldric  should  be  worn  by  all  officers  who  do  not  wear 
aiguillettes,  by  all  Chevaliers,  over  the  right  shoulder,  beneath  the 
shoulder  knot,  passing  downward  to  the  left,  and  there  attached  to  the 
sword  belt  by  a  fastener  concealed  upon  the  inside  of  the  belt.  The 
baldric  must  have  a  front  ornament  consisting  of  a  gold-plated  metal 
escutcheon  shield,  connected  by  gold-plated  chains,  and  an  appropriate 
buckle  and  ornament  on  back. 

For  General  Officers,  Except  Brigadier-General — The  baldric  shall  be 
three  inches  wide,  of  Russia  leather,  with  embroidered  edges  and  elab¬ 
orately  gold  embroidered  in  oak  leaf  design. 

For  Brigadier-Generals — The  same,  but  with  three  gold  embroidered 
rows  between  the  embroidered  edges  instead  of  oak  leaf  design. 

For  Staff  Officers  Below  the  Rank  of  General  and  Field  Officers — 
The  same,  except  it  shall  be  of  scarlet  enameled  leather  two  and  one-half 
inches  wide,  and  the  face  mounting  shall  be  all  gold  lace,  two  inches 
wide. 

For  Line  Officers — The  same,  except  it  shall  be  two  inches  wide  and 
the  face  mounting  shall  be  of  gold  and  scarlet  interwoven  lace,  five  rows 
of  gold  with  four  rows  of  scarlet  between. 

For  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers — The  same,  except 
the  face  mounting  shall  be  of  gold,  purple  and  scarlet  interwoven  lace; 
three  rows  of  gold  lace,  three-eighths  inch  wide,  two  rows  of  purple  silk 
one-fourth  inch  wide,  with  a  row  of  one-eighth  inch  wide  scarlet  silk  on 
outer  edges. 

BELT. 

For  General  Officers,  Except  Brigadier-Generals — Of  Russia  leather 
one  and  three-fourths  inches  wide,  elaborately  gold  embroidered  in  oak 
leaf  design,  with  gold  embroidered  slings  of  same  material,  and  fastened 
with  a  gold-plated  metal  emblematic  buckle,  bearing  the  letters  P.  M. 
and  a  raised  crown  upon  crossed  crook  and  sword. 

For  Brigadier-General — The  same,  but  with  gold  embroidered  rows, 
three  on  belt  and  two  on  slings,  instead  of  oak  leaf  design. 

For  all  Other  Commissioned  Officers;  Except  Line  Officers — The 
same  except  belt  and  slings  shall  be  of  scarlet  enameled  leather  with 
face  mountings  of  all  gold  lace,  so  as  to  show  one-fourth  inch  of  the 
scarlet  leather  above  and  below  the  lace  on  belt,  and  one-eighth  inch  on 
each  side  of  lace  on  slings. 

For  Line  Officers — The  same,  except  the  face  mountings  shall  be  one 
and  three-fourths  inches  wide,  gold  and  scarlet  interwoven  lace,  four 
rows  of  gold  with  three  rows  of  scarlet  between,  and  having  three  gold- 
plated  barrel  chains,  hung  from  gold-plated  metal  emblematic  slides, 
instead  of  slings. 

For  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers — The  same  except  it 
shall  be  made  of  black  leather,  with  face  mountings  of  gold,  purple  and 
scarlet  interwoven  lace,  one-eighth  inch  scarlet  on  upper  and  lower  edge, 
one-half  inch  purple  center,  bordered  on  each  side  with  three-eighth  inch 
wide  gold  lace. 

SWORD. 

For  all  Commissioned  Officers,  Except  Line  Officers— A  sword  of 
special  pattern,  with  nickle-plated  steel  scabbard,  and  gold-plated  mount- 
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ings,  with  double  guard  hilt  and  ivory  grip;  according  to  design  illus¬ 
trated  in  addendum  to  Patriarchs  Militant  Regulations. 

For  Line  Officers,  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers — A  sword 
of  special  pattern  with  nickle-plated  steel  scabbard  and  gold-plated 
mountings,  with  scroll  guard  and  grapped  black  grip;  according  to 
design  illustrated  in  addendum  to  Patriarchs  Militant  Regulations. 

SWORD  KNOT. 

For  General  Officers — A  gold  cord  with  acorn  ends. 

For  all  Other  Commissioned  Officers,  Except  Line  Officers — A  gold 
lace  strap  with  bullion  tassel  ends. 

SASH. 

For  General  Officers — A  buff  silk  net  sash  with  silk  bullion  fringe  tas¬ 
sel  ends;  to  be  worn  around  the  waist  under  the  belt  and  tied  at  the 
left  hip. 

Upon  occasions  of  general  inspection,  review  and  parade,  Major- 
Generals  may  leave  off  their  baldrics,  and  wear  their  sashes  across  the 
body,  over  the  right  shoulder  beneath  the  shoulder  knot,  and  so  as  to 
tie  below  the  left  arm,  under  the  belt,  with  the  fringe  ends  hanging 
down  about  ten  to  fifteen  inches  respectively. 

GLOVES. 

For  General  Officers — Buff  gloves  without  gauntlets,  of  undressed  kid, 
chamois,  silk,  lisle,  or  other  appropriate  material. 

For  all  Other  Officers  and  Chevaliers — White  gloves  of  undressed 
kid,  chamois,  silk,  lisle,  or  other  appropriate  material. 

BOOTS,  LEGGINGS,  AND  SPURS. 

General  and  Field  Officers  and  Their  Staffs — When  mounted,  may  at 
option,  wear  black  enameled  leather  cavalry  boots  or  leggings,  with  gilt 
metal  spurs. 


Horse  Equipment. 

SADDLES  AND  BRIDLES. 

For  all  Mounted  Officers — Saddles  of  the  flat  Whiteman  or  English  or 
the  McClelland  pattern;  saddles  and  all  straps  to  be  of  black  leather. 
Bridles  of  black  leather,  single  or  double  rein,  with  or  without  martin¬ 
gale,  at  option. 

SADDLE  HOUSINGS. 

For  General  Officers — Of  dark  blue  cloth  with  two  bands  of  one 
inch  wide  gold  lace  around  the  edges,  placed  one-half  inch  from  edge, 
and  three-fourths  inch  apart.  In  each  flank  corner  shall  be  embroidered 
in  gold  the  emblematic  crown  of  the  degree,  three  and  one-half  inches 
wide,  and  above  the  crown  one  or  more,  one  and  one-fourth  inches  silver 
embroidered  stars,  according  to  the  rank  of  the  General. 

SADDLE  CLOTHS. 

For  all  Mounted  Officers  Below  the  Rank  of  General — Of  dark  blue 
cloth,  to  be  worn  over  the  saddle  blanket  or  pad,  and  under  the  saddle, 
with  one  band  of  one  inch  wide  gold  lace  around  the  edges,  placed  one- 
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half  inch  from  edges.  In  each  flank  corner  shall  be  embroidered  in  gold 
the  emblematic  crown  of  the  degree,  three  and  one-half  inches  wide. 

CORK  HELMETS. 

For  sanitary  reasons,  during  summer  months,  Cantons  and  battalions 
may  wear  solar  India  helmets,  made  of  cork,  covered  with  white  linen, 
which,  if  desired,  may  be  ornamented  with  purple  hair  pompons  for 
Chevaliers  and  scarlet  hair  pompons  for  Officers;  and  white  duck 
trousers.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Officeis  and  Chevaliers  will  wear  plain  white  standing  military  collars 
and  plain  white  cuffs,  black  or  white  bow  tie,  and  black  shoes  or  boots. 
The  tie  is  not  to  be  worn  outside  the  opening  of  the  dress  and  fatigue 
coat.

Resolved,  That  the  said  Special  Committee  he  continued,  with  in¬ 
structions  to  further  examine  into  the  merits  of  the  question  involved 
in  the  said  Resolution  and  report  at  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  1906,  without  expense  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  Further,  that  the  members  of  this  Sovereign  Body  dis¬ 
cuss  the  question  herein  referred  to  with  their  respective  constituents 
during  the  coming  year,  with  the  view  to  acting  intelligently,  and 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  at  large,  at  the  1906  session.

Report  135.  By  Rep.  Hoagland,  of  Nebraska,  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  International  Relations : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  International  Relations,  to  whom  was  re¬ 
ferred  such  portions  of  the  reports  of  our  Grand  Officers  as  pertain 
to  foreign  Jurisdictions,  respectfully  report  that  upon  a  careful  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  foreign  correspondence  during  the  past  year,  your 
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committee  find,  with  pleasure  and  gratification,  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australasia  has  adopted  the  Uniform  Charter  for  Foreign  Juris¬ 
dictions,  and  that  all  controversy  pertaining  to  such  charter  has 
ended  satisfactorily,  and  that  a  spirit  of  fraternal  feeling  prevails, 
which  will  no  doubt  bring  beneficial  results  in  building  up  our  brother¬ 
hood  in  that  Jurisdiction.  We  congratulate  our  brothers  on  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  an  Orphans’  Home  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Western 
Australia,  and  bid  them  God-speed  in  their  noble  and  humane  work. 
We  note  with  pleasure  that  in  Denmark  and  Sweden  the  Order  is 
growing,  not  only  in  numbers  and  in  wealth,  but  in  the  good  work 
along  the  lines  upon  which  Odd  Fellowship  directs.  In  Sweden 
many  of  the  lodges  have  libraries;  organized  efforts  are  in  active 
operation  in  procuring  paying  situations  for  their  members;  funds 
are  being  raised  for  Odd  Fellows’  Homes  and  pensions  for  aged 
brothers,  and  they  have  a  fund  bearing  the  name  of  their  esteemed 
Grand  Sire  Wilk.  Laurentz,  the  interest  of  which  is  used  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  children  of  Odd  Fellows. 

We  congratulate  our  Danish  brethren  upon  their  having  five  Odd 
Fellows’  Homes  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  Denmark,  and  also  upon 
their  ownership  of  sixteen  lodge  buildings;  these  are  evidences  of 
substantial  progress  in  the  direction  of  permanency  in  that  portion 
of  the  world  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

In  Africa  and  France  the  Order  has  not  yet  become  numerically 
strong.  Active  and  hopeful  brothers  are  there,  however,  who  will 
no  doubt  merit  and  receive  the  congratulations  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  upon  progress  made  in  the  near  future. 

Alberta  and  Assiniboia  in  Canada,  have  been  formed  into  two 
provinces  by  the  Dominion  Parliament,  and  our  brethren  there  expect 
to  organize  a  Grand  Lodge  in  each  Province.  We  commend  our  ■ 
brothers  in  the  Northwest  Territories  for  their  activity  in  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship,  and  their  desire  to  soon  organize  two  new  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions.  Alaska  and  the  Philippine  Islands,  having  become  parts  of 
this  United  States  of  America,  should  cease  to  be  called  foreign 
countries.  The  correspondence  with  the  lodges  therein  having  been 
referred  to  your  committee  we  desire  to  congratulate  and  commend 
our  brethren  for  the  good  work  they  are  doing,  and  for  the  progress 
made  during  the  past  year. 

Your  committee  find  nothing  in  the  matters  referred  to  it,  which 
demand  action  by  this  Sovereign  Body,  other  than  that  we  extend  con¬ 
gratulations  and  encouragement  to  all  those  who  are  spreading  the 
principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  foreign  lands;  and  the  thanks  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  extended  to  them.

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That  we  have  duly  considered  the  subject,  and  have  procured  a 
draft  and  sample  of  what  we  regard  as  an  appropriate  and  suitable 
jewel,  which  we  describe  as  follows: 

Said  jewel  to  be  in  form  circular,  of  the  diameter  of  1%  inches; 
on  the  face  thereof,  on  the  upper  side  of  the  circle,  seven  stars  set 
in  the  centre  thereof  with  diamonds;  on  the  immediate  left  of  said 
stars  a  raised  crescent;  on  the  extreme  lower  edge  of  said  circle,  a 
raised  representation  of  a  bee  hive;  and  immediately  thereunder, 
three  links;  on  the  immediate  left  of  said  bee  hive,  a  raised  figure  of 
a  lily,  and  on  the  immediate  right,  and  on  a  line  with  the  top  of  said 
bee  hive,  the  figure  of  a  flying  dove,  holding  in  its  bill  an  olive 
branch,  the  figure  of  which  is  to  be  cut  into  the  surface  of  the  jewel. 

The  disc  of  said  jewel  to  be  milled;  the  back  thereof  to  have  in¬ 
scribed  thereon  the  words:  “Presented  to  (name  of  Past  President, 
date  of  presentation).  President  by  (name  of  Assembly)  Rebekah 
Assembly.” 

Your  committee  herewith  submit  a  draft  and  sample  of  the  jewel 
recommended,  which  we  believe  will  subserve,  and  fully  meet  with 
the  commendation  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  our  Order.

If  the  said 
paper  is  an  expression  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge,  we  are  advised  that 
said  Grand  Lodge  has  not  yet  embraced  our  sincere  view,  repeatedly 
expressed;  since  the  draft  of  said  charter  in  1900,  that  “  Uniformity  of 
charter  to  all  other  Sovereignties  is  a  necessity.” 

The  said  charter  reflects  the  matured  opinion  and  judgment  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  light  of  experince,  with  its  increasing 
use,  thoroughly  vindicates  this;  and  therefore  we  again  tenderly  and 
fraternally  ask  our  beloved  brethren  of  the  German  Empire  to  join 
other  foreign  Jurisdictions  in  the  acceptance  of  the  charter  to  the  end 
that  a  perfect  unification  of  -the  work  of  the  Order  everywhere  may  be 
reached. 

We  commend  the  efforts  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
in  this  direction,  and  we  ask  them  to  continue  towards  an  amicable 
agreement  and  a  gracious  acceptance  of  the  said  charter.

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  Reso¬ 
lution  No.  60,  page  284,  reading  as  follows:  “ Resolved ,  That  Grand 
Lodges  may  grant  the  privilege  of  wearing  the  regalia  at  the  funeral 
of  a  member  of  the  Order  without  applying  for  a  dispensation.” 

An  examination  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  resolu¬ 
tion  leads  your  committee  to  the  conclusion  that  there  has  been  consid¬ 
erable  confusion  in  the  matter  of  wearing  regalias  of  the  Order  at 
funerals  in  the  various  Jurisdictions  under  the  control  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and,  in  consequence  thereof  there  has  repeatedly  come 
to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  appeals  and  questions  growing  out  of 
the  said  matter. 

In  1877  a  funeral  ceremony  which  provided  a  form  of  regalia  was 
adopted  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  connection  with  this  cere¬ 
mony  the  right  was  given  to  State  Grand  Encampments  and  Grand 
Lodges  at  their  discretion  to  permit  the  regalia  of  the  Order  to  be  worn 
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at  funerals  in  connection  with,  or,  as  the  substitute .  for  the  funeral 
regalia  provided  for  in  the  ceremony  adopted  at  that  session. 

In  1885  a  decision  was  made  by  this  Body  holding  that  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  provision  in  the  ceremony  of  1877  as  to  regalias  to  be  worn, 
should  be  that  prescribed  by  that  ceremony,  that  Grand  Masters  Had 
the  authority  to  grant  dispensations  to  lodges  at  funerals  and  that  State 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  could  not  abridge  that  pre¬ 
rogative. 

This  decision  evidently  has  not  been  thoroughly  understood,  and  as 
a  consequence  some  confusion  has  existed  among  the  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  with  reference  to  the  question  or  right  to  the  wearing  of  the 
regalia  of  the  Order  at  funerals. 

In  the  funeral  ceremony  adopted  in  1903  it  is  provided:  “Emblems 
of  mourning  worn  by  members  of  the  lodge  shall  be  uniform  and  may 
be  either  a  band  of  crape  on  the  left  arm  or  a  black  badge  on  the  left 
breast.”  No  other  provision  is  made  for  regalias  or  emblems  of  mourn¬ 
ing  in  the  funeral  ceremony  of  1903.  The  provision  with  reference  to 
regalias  provided  for  in  1877  is  carried  into  the  procedure  at  funerals 
printed  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 

There  now  seems  to  be  no  obligation  in  this  Order  so  far  as  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  prescribed,  to  use  any  particular  form  of 
regalia  at  funeral  ceremonies. 

Your  committee  learn  that  different  forms  and  kinds  of  regalia  are 
in  use  in  different  Jurisdictions  at  funerals  under  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

Your  committee  can  see  no  objection  to  the  wearing  of  the  usual 
regalia  of  the  Order  at  the  funeral  ceremony  of  brethren  of  the  Order 
in  Jurisdictions  where  that  is  desired. 

That  there  may  be  no  further  misunderstanding  on  the  subject,  your 
committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolved,  That  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments  and  Rebekah 
lodges  may  wear  the  regalia  of  the  Order  at  the  funeral  of  a  member 
of  the  Order  without  applying  for  a  dispensation,  except  where  the 
different  Grand  Bodies  and  Jurisdictions  have  otherwise  or  may  here¬ 
after  prescribe.

This 
Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  members,  to-wit:  a 
Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Sovereign  Secretary,  Sovereign  Treas¬ 
urer,  Sovereign  Chaplain,  Sovereign  Marshal,  Sovereign  Guardian,  Sov¬ 
ereign  Messenger,  and  Grand  Representatives  from  the  several  State, 
District,  Territorial,  and  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments 
working  under  legal  unreclaimed  charters  granted  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

And  further,  that  Sections  1  and  2,  Article  VI;  Section  1,  Article  VII; 
and  Sections  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  Article  VIII,  be  also  amended  in  accordance 
with  the  above  amendment.

Section  3.  Qualification  of  Grand  Representatives.  A  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  must  be  a  Past  Grand  in  good  standing,  and  a  member  of  a 
subordinate  lodge  and  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  good  standing.  He  must 
have  received  the  Royal  Purple  Degree,  be  a  member  in  good  standing 
of  an  encampment  in  good  standing,  and  he  must  be  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  a  Canton  in  good  standing,  and  he  must  reside  in  the  State, 
District  or  Territory  in  which  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment 
which  he  represents  is  located.  No  representative  shall  represent  more 
than  one  Grand  Body  at  the  same  time.

to  local  legislation,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  number  “  twenty-one  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  “  eighteen,”  so 
that  the  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except  free 
white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
Preserver  of  the  Universe,  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America  in 
which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left 
to  local  legislation.

The  following  obituary  notices  were  presented : 

Reps.  Baker,  Linscott,  Foster,  and  Woodbridge,  of  California, 
submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Representative 
Daniel  Norcross,  one  of  the  most  eminent  pioneer  leaders  of  Odd 
Fellowship  in  California,  died  on  May  25,  1903,  at  San  Francisco,  Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Brother  Norcross  was  initiated  in  Philanthropic  Lodge,  No.  15, 

I.  0.  O.  F.,  Philadelphia,  March  15,  1845.  Received  the  degrees  of  the 
Order  and  was  appointed  Conductor,  which  position  he  filled  until  the 
institution  of  Enterprise  Lodge,  No.  201,  September,  1846,  of  which 
lodge  he  was  a  charter  member  and  first  Noble  Grand.  Was  admitted 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  on  December  21,  1846.  He  was 
one  of  the  originators  of  Apollo  Lodge,  No.  296,  Philadelphia,  instituted 
February  19,  1848;  was  elected  Treasurer,  which 'position  he  filled  to 
January  1,  1849,  when  he  had  made  arrangements  to  leave  for  Cali-  j 
fornia.  After  his  arrival  in  San  Francisco,  July  6,  1849,  he  was  re¬ 
quested  by  Brother  James  Smiley,  who  had  a  commission  from  Horn  R. 
Kneass,  Grand  Sire,  to  institute  California  Lodge,  No.  1,  to  act  as  his 
assistant  in  the  institution,  which  he  did  on  the  evening  of  Septem¬ 
ber  9.  He  retained  his  membership  in  Apollo  Lodge,  Philadelphia,  till 
after  he  returned  to  bring  his  family  to  California  in  1852.  The  first 
of  January,  1852,  was  when  the  degree  of  Rebekah  went  into  effect,  and 
a  special  meeting  of  the  lodge  was  called  on  the  3d  to  confer  the  degree 
on  himself  and  wife  previous  to  their  departure  for  San  Francisco,  and 
it  is  believed  they  were  the  first  to  have  had  the  degree  conferred  upon 
them.  Brother  Norcross  had  the  Encampment  Degrees  conferred  on 
him  in  Philadelphia  in  1846:  was  a  charter  member  of  Palestine  En-  1 
campment,  and  elected  the  first  High  Priest;  was  admitted  to  the  Grand 
Encampment  in  1847.  On  his  arrival  in  San  Francisco  with  his  family 
he  deposited  his  card  with  San  Francisco  Lodge,  No.  3;  was  a  charter 
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member  of  Yerba  Buena  Lodge,  No.  15,  up  to  the  time  of  the  institution 
of  Apollo  Lodge,  No.  123,  of  which  lodge  he  was  a  member  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  He  was  active  in  the  institution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California,  May  17,  1853,  and  also  the  Grand  Encampment,  January  8, 
1855.  Brother  Norcross  was  also  a  charter  member  of  Golden  Gate 
Encampment,  No.  1,  instituted  February  1,  1853,  and  elected  its  first 
Treasurer.  He  was  elected  Grand  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States,  from  the  Grand  Encampment,  to  serve  the  years 
1865-66,  which  sessions  he  attended.  Was  present  and  participated  in 
the  ceremonies  of  the  Wildey  Monument  Dedication  on  September  20, 
1865. 

A  consistent,  earnest  Odd  Fellow,  ever  solicitous  for  the  welfare  of 
the  Order,  has  gone  to  his  reward. 

Rep.  Goudy,  of  Colorado,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Thomas  G.  Horn,  Past  Grand 
Representative,  of  Colorado,  died  in  Colorado  Springs,  July  14,  1905, 
aged  seventy-three  years. 

“  He  was  a  man,  take  him  all  in  all, 

We  shall  not  look  upon  his  like  again.” 

Brother  Horn  was  an  Odd  Fellow,  a  Thirty-second  Degree  Mason, 
a  Shriner,  and  Knight  Templar.  He  represented  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  Colorado,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  at  the  sessions  of  1893  and  1894.  He  was 
an  earnest,  faithful  Odd  Fellow,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and 
a  devoted  Christian.  Until  he  was  actually  confined  to  his  bed  by  his 
final  illness,  he  never  missed  an  Odd  Fellow  meeting  if  in  a  town  where 
a  lodge  was  in  session. 

He  was  a  skilled  physician,  and  no  person,  however  poor,  was  ever 
refused  his  services  when  called  upon. 

In  all  the  relations  of  life  he  was  a  kindly,  just,  and  upright  man  and 
citizen. 

He  was  Past  Grand  Master  of  Colorado,  and  filled  this  office,  as  well 
as  the  position  of  Grand  Representative  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
with  distinguished  honor  and  ability. 

During  the  Civil  War  he  served  as  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  major, 
with  Major  Pond  in  General  Blount’s  division. 

He  was  universally  respected  by  his  neighbors,  and  ever  held  in  the 
!  highest  esteem  by  his  co-workers  in  Odd  Fellowship.  He  was  a  great 
friend  of  children,  and  ever  the  poor  man’s  friend.  He  was  a  manly 
and  generous  man,  and  has  left  to  his  family  and  friends  an  honored 
name. 

He  followed  his  chosen  profession  with  distinguished  success,  and  on 
July  14,  last,  peacefully  passed  away  at  his  home,  in  sight  of  his  be¬ 
loved  mountains,  and  on  Sunday,  July  16,  was  followed  to  his  final 
resting  place  by  his  devoted  and  sorrowing  family  and  by  hundreds  of 
sympathizing  and  loving  friends. 

Our  departed  brother  is  sincerely  mourned  and  missed  by  many  Odd 
Fellows  of  his  adopted  and  beloved  State.

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Reps.  Ackermann  and  Donath,  of  Colorado,  submitted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Representative 
Conrad  Schaefer  was  born  in  Tavistock,  Ontario,  January  5,  1847,  of 
German  parents.  His  boyhood  was  spent  in  Canada,  where  he  gained 
a  common  school  education.  While  yet  a  young  man  his  parents  moved 
to  Minnesota  and  he  entered  the  North  Western  College,  from  which  he 
graduated  with  honor  a  few  years  later.  Previous  to  entering  business, 
he  took  a  course  in  the  Bryant  and  Stratton  Business  College  of  St. 
Paul.  Brother  Schaefer  was  married  August  5,  1873,  to  Miss  Agnes  L. 
Herrendorpher.  The  result  of  this  union  was  four  children — Robert 
W.,  Henry  H.,  Flora  A.,  and  Wilbur  C.  Mrs.  Schaefer  died  December 
13,  1893.  Seven  years  ago  Brother  Schaefer  married  Miss  Lizzie  Kam- 
merer.  In  1873  he  moved  to  Denver  and  engaged  in  busines  on  15th 
street,  and  soon  earned  for  himself  a  reputation  as  being  an  honest, 
successful  business  man.  In  1883,  he  sold  out  his  business  and  formed 
the  D.  T.  Cattle  Company,  with  Mr.  H.  L.  Barnes  as  his  partner.  Later 
on,  the  Hon.  W.  C.  Lothrop  was  associated  with  the  firm.  The  ranch 
was  situated  on  the  Platte  river  in  Morgan  county  and  became  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  successful  cattle  companies  in  the  State.  A  year 
ago  he  purchased  the  interests  of  his  partners  and  incorporated  the 
D.  T.  Live  Stock  Company,  associating  with  him  in  the  enterprise  his 
three  sons. 

He  was  initiated  in  Germania  Lodge,  No.  14,  of  this  city,  October  11, 
1874,  the  result  of  listening  to  a  lecture  on  Odd  Fellowship  by  Vice- 
President  Schuyler  Colfax.  He  was  installed  Noble  Grand  July  1, 
1877,  and  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  October  15,  1878,  where 
his  ability  was  at  once  recognized.  In  all  matters  requiring  thought 
and  judgment  his  opinion  was  sought  and  generally  followed.  From 
his  pen  emenated  some  of  the  wisest  reports  ever  presented  to  that 
Grand  Body.  He  was  installed  as  Grand  Master  of  this  Jurisdiction 
October,  1889.  His  administration  was  able  and  harmonious  and  he 
bears  the  distinction  of  having  had  every  decision  rendered  approved 
by  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  represented  this  Jurisdiction  in  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  in  1892  and  1893  at  the  sessions  of  the  Sovereign 
Body  held  at  Portland  Oregon,  and  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin.  For  the 
last  fourteen  years  he  has  been  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order.  He  was  elected  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  Colorado  at  the  session  of  1883,  which  office  he  filled  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Brother  Schaefer  was  always  a  student;  he  was  gifted  with  a  knowl¬ 
edge  of  Western  conditions  and  needs.  He  has  done  as  much  as  any 
man  in  Colorado  to  advance  the  interests  of  irrigation  throughout  the 
arid  West.  His  address  before  the  National  Stock  Association  in  Den¬ 
ver  two  years  ago  upon  the  proposition  of  “  leasing  government  lands/’ 
was  a  master  exposition  of  the  subject,  which  attracted  the  attention 
of  the  entire  country.  He  was  twice  elected  president  of  the  Colorado 
Cattle  Growers’  Association  and  when  the  American  Cattle  Growers’ 
Association  was  organized  in  Denver  last  winter,  he  was  unanimously 
chosen  as  its  president,  and  had  not  sickness  prevented  he  would  have 
made  that  organization  the  leading  cattle  growers’  association  of  the 
United  States. 

In  every  position  he  held,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  he  acquitted 
himself  in  such  a  manner  as  to  gain  the  unusual  respect  and  love  of  his 
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associates.  As  a  friend  he  was  always  loyal  and  true.  He  possessed 
that  happy  faculty  which  drew  men  to  him  and  gained  their  confidence. 
This,  he  never  betrayed.  He  was  just  to  every  one.  Even  his  enemies, 
if  he  had  any,  knew  that  no  unfair  advantage  would  be  taken  of  them. 
His  sole  object  in  life  was  to  alleviate  suffering  and  to  make  the  world 
happier  and  brighter.  His  life  work  is  ended.  We  loved  him  in  life 
for  his  upright,  manly  qualities  and  with  us  will  linger  in  our  memory 
the  recollection  of  his  noble  deeds. 

Brother  Schaefer  leaves  a  father  105  years  old,  a  sister,  Mrs.  Henry 
Karfhoge  of  this  city;  a  half-sister,  Mrs.  Catherine  Lindenschmidt  of 
Mildmay,  Canada;  a  loving  wife,  whose  devotion  at  the  bedside  was 
touching  and  beautiful;  three  sons,  a  daughter,  and  thousands  of 

friends  to  mourn  his  untimely  death.

Reps.  Upson  and  Davis,  of  Connecticut,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Representative 
William  Wallace  Lee  was  born  among  the  rugged  hills  of  Litchfield 
County  at  Barkhamsted,  July  20,  1828,  and  died  at  Meriden,  where  he 
j!  had  made  his  home  the  past  forty  years,  on  the  14th  of  September,  1903. 
These  dates  mark  the  boundaries  of  an  honored  and  useful  life.  His 
educational  advantages  were  limited,  only  the  training  of  the  common 
district  school,  but  he  improved  them  to  good  advantage.  He  once 
declared  in  a  public  address  that  “  he  graduated  at  a  college  which  had 
a  cupola  on  top  and  a  water  wheel  underneath”;  for  at  the  age  of 
sixteen  he  left  his  rural  home  to  learn  the  machinist  trade  in  Winsted. 
After  serving  an  apprenticeship  of  four  years,  he  was  employed  a  short 
time  in  Colt’s  Armory  at  Hartford  and  then  removed  to  Ansonia,  where 
he  met  Miss  Mary  Jane  Carrington,  who  on  July  24,  1851,  became  his 
wife.  Four  children  were  born  to  them,  but  one  of  whom,  Mrs.  Edwin 
E.  Smith,  of  Meriden,  survives. 

Brother  Lee  was  a  true  man  in  all  the  relations  of  life;  a  kind 
husband  and  parent,  a  loyal  citizen,  a  staunch  and  faithful  friend.  He 
believed  in  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  man,  and 
he  lived  and  labored  in  accordance  with  his  creed. 

He  enlisted  in  the  war  for  the  Union,  but  after  a  few  days’  service 
was  rejected  by  the  army  surgeon  because  of  a  weakness  in  his  arm, 
due  to  a  fall  he  received  in  his  boyhood.  He  afterwards  served  a  term 
as  lieutenant  in  the  Second  Regiment,  Connecticut  State  Militia.  He 
had  never  been  an  applicant  for  public  office.  He  scorned  to  practice 
the  crafty  arts  by  which  so  many  men  climb  to  public  favor.  Believing 
in  the  right  of  all  men  to  life  and  liberty,  no  matter  of  what  race  or 
creed,  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  first  Republican  State  Convention  held 
in  Connecticut  in  1856,  and  in  1885  and  1886  he  represented  Meriden  in 
the  State  Legislature.  He  always  retained  his  interest  in  the  old  hill 
town  of  his  nativity;  was  active  in  securing  its  soldiers’  monument, 
and  at  its  centennial  celebration  delivered  the  historical  address  with 
an  eloquence  and  feeling  that  charmed  his  hearers. 

He  was  a  believer  in  Fraternity.  As  a  Red  Man,  a  Mason,  and  an 
Odd  Fellow,  he  was  always  ready  to  contribute  his  time,  his  money,  and 
his  sympathy.  Perhaps  the  best  work  of  his  life  was  along  these  lines. 
More  than  fifty  years  a  Mason,  he  had  been  at  the  head  of  nearly  every 
branch  of  the  order  and  twenty-four  years  president  of  its  Veteran 
Association:  He  was  its  Grand  Master  in  1874  and  1875. 

He  was  active  in  Odd  Fellowship.  He  was  the  first  Noble  Grand  of 
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Pacific  Lodge,  and  was  our  Grand  Master  in  1877  and  1878,  and  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1878  and  1879.  During  his 
thirty  years’  membership  in  this  Grand  Lodge  he  rarely  missed  a  ses¬ 
sion,  and  few  men  exercised  as  powerful  an  influence  in  our  delibera¬ 
tions.  This  was  not  because  he  sought  to  rule,  but  because  of  his 
warmth  of  heart  and  nobility  of  character.  You  felt  as  you  grasped  his 
hand  and  looked  into  his  face  that  you  were  in  the  presence  of  a  brother 
whose  counsel  could  be  trusted.  A  simple,  honest,  manly,  helpful  life 
has  ended;  but  its  influence  abides.

Philip  Pond,  P.  G.  Representative. 

Born,  October  27,  1823.  Grand  Master,  1863-64. 

Died,  October  10,  1904. 

A  brief  record  as  written  above,  but  how  eloquent! 

Philip  Pond  was  born  in  the  town  of  Plymouth  in  this  State,  the 
seventh,  in  a  family  of  eight  children,  of  which  Past  Grand  Master 
Jonathan  W.  Pond  is  sole  survivor.  When  a  lad,  his  father  moved  to 
Western  New  York,  where  some  of  the  years  of  Brother  Pond’s  boyhood 
were  spent.  His  family  returning  to  Connecticut,  while  he  was  still 
a  boy,  he  was  educated  in  certain  of  the  district  schools  of  Litchfield 
County.  He  was  married  in  1843  to  Maria  Palmer,  who  survives  him. 
Two  daughters  were  born  to  him,  one  of  whom  remains  the  comfort 
and  support  of  her  mother  in  her  declining  years.  Long  life  was  his 
portion  and  his  was  the  joy  not  only  of  celebrating  with  his  life’s 
partner  their  golden  wedding,  but  also  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  their 
marriage.  He  came  to  New  Haven  in  1845,  a  young  man  full  of  promise 
and  fired  with  ardent  ambition  to  make  a  place  for  himself  in  the 
future  that  lay  before  him.  He  worked  for  a  number  of  years  wVth 
Chauncey  Jerome  at  clock  making  and  later  was  for  some  time  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  firm  doing  a  large  wholesale  grocery  business  in  this  city. 
About  1860  he  became  general  agent  for  the  State  of  Connecticut  of 
the  Home  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York,  a  position  he  retained 
till  the  hour  of  his  death. 

He  early  became  interested  in  our  Order  and  was  for  years  known 
as  one  of  New  Haven’s  early,  enthusiastic,  and  hard  working  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows.  He  was  initiated  in  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  5,  February  4,  1851,  and 
straightway  passed  through  the  chairs,  taking  a  high  view  of  the  work 
of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  and  placing  that  work  as  exemplified  by 
Harmony,  No.  5,  in  a  position  that  was  the  envy  of  the  Order  throughout 
the  State.  He  took  his  Grand  Lodge  degree  in  this  lodge  in  February, 
1854,  and  was  elected  by  the  Executive  Council  in  1860  to  the  Grand  ! 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  for  two  years  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  resignation  of  Samuel  B.  Gorham,  whose  business  prevented  his 
attendance  at  the  sessions  of  that  body.  Brother  Pond  was  elected 
Grand  Master  in  May,  1863,  and  served  for  one  year  in  that  capacity. 
During  his  term  as  Grand  Master,  he  visited  every  lodge  in  the  State, 
and  aroused  an  ever-growing  interest  in  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction, 
our  membership  and  the  number  of  our  lodges  steadily  increasing  from 
that  time.  He  was  again  elected  a  Representative  from  this  State  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  in  1873,  and  served  his  full  term 
of  two  years.  While  occupying  these  exalted  stations  his  acti  *re  interest 
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in  the  work  of  his  subordinate  lodge  never  flagged  and  he  served  his 
lodge  as  Treasurer  substantially  fifteen  years. 

During  his  prime  he  was  ever  active  in  this  body,  where  he  was  one 
of  its  most  familiar  figures  and  valued  counsellors.  His  services  were 
ever  at  the  command  of  the  Order  and  his  influence  in  the  Order  will 
be  felt  for  all  time  and  his  disinterested  efforts  as  an  Odd  Fellow  be  a 
pleasant  memory  in  this  body  for  many  years.  Advancing  years  and 
uncertain  fortune  sapped  his  strength  in  later  life,  but  during  the  long 
j  period  of  his  activity  he  stood  like  a  mighty  oak,  strong,  vigorous,  and 
sturdy  in  his  Odd  Fellowship  and  his  devotion  to  the  principles  of  our 
fraternity.  The  earth  has  closed  upon  him  and  to-day  we  pause  a 
moment  to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  his  activity,  industry,  and 
usefulness  in  our  Order, 

“  God’s  finger  touched  him  and  he  slept.” 

*********** 

Past  Grand  Representative  Loren  H.  Stannard  died  in  New  Haven 
February  28,  1904. 

Brother  Stannard  was  born  in  New  Haven  in  1850.  Becoming  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  Order,  he  was  initiated  into  Quinnipiac  Lodge,  No.  1,  early 
in  1878;  his  interest  and  love  for  the  new  obligation  waxed  warm,  and 
j  he  became  an  ardent  worker,  consequently  his  advancement  was  rapid, 
and  he  was  elected  Grand  Master  in  1885,  and  in  the  years  of  1886  and 
1887  he  represented  the  Jurisdiction  of  Connecticut  in  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  beautified  work  attracted  his  attention,  and  making  several  trips 
to  Springfield,  Mass.,  he  became  intensely  interested  in  the  way  that 
De  Soto  Lodge  put  this  work  on  the  floor,  it  was  through  his  influence 
that  the  lodges  of  New  Haven  were  induced  to  take  up  this  work  to  the 
pride  and  glory  of  all  therein  connected. 

Brother  Stannard  was  also  a  stalwart  and  influential  worker  for  the 
I.  O.  0.  F.  Home  now  established  at  Groton. 

Those  personally  thrown  within  that  circle  of  influence  were  bound 
to  him  by  that  golden  link  of  friendship. 

Having  gone  to  join  the  great  majority,  Connecticut  will  long  con¬ 
tinue  to  honor  his  memory  for  the  efficient  service  he  rendered.

Died,  May  13,  1905,  in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  Past  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  James  Bishop,  after  a  very  brief  illness.  Beloved  by  many,  re¬ 
spected  by  all,  and  mourned  for  by  intimate  friends  because  of  that  long, 
long  journey  to  the  great  and  eternal  city  from  whence  no  mortal  ever 
returns. 

Truly,  “  The  air  is  full  of  farewells  to  the  dying  and  mournings  for 
the  dead,”  but  that  our  dear  Brother  Bishop  has  been  separated  from 
us  forever  and  that  we  are  so  suddenly  called  upon  to  mourn  his  depar¬ 
ture,  to  realize  our  great  loss,  and  with  deep  feeling  recognize  the 
severe  blow  which  must  be  felt  by  every  member  of  our  Jurisdiction. 

Brother  Bishop  had  the  good-will  and  respect  of  all  his  colleagues 
and  the  affection  of  those  who  knew  him  best;  he  was  very  happy  in 
his  personality,  winning  to  his  side  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact, 
and  his  great  abilities  gave  him  a  foremost  place  in  our  councils. 

He  had  a  full  appreciation  of  the  principles  of  our  Order  and  love 
for  its  work,  and  was  specially  interested  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home. 
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James  Bishop  was  a  very  human  man.  He  had  lofty  ambitions  and 
felt  that  the  future  had  much  in  store  for  him.  In  this  he  was  justified. 
Though  he  had  troubles,  as  every  man  has,  he  was  successful  in  civil 
life.  He  loved  his  profession,  and  as  judge  of  a  high  court  received 
great  honor. 

He  was  born  in  Westville,  January  5,  1851;  graduated  from  the  law 
department  of  Yale  University  in  1874,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  the 
same  year  and  began  the  practice  of  law  in  New  Haven. 

November  20,  1879,  he  was  married  to  Carrie  C.  Andrews,  of  Walling¬ 
ford. 

The  large  attendance  at  his  funeral,  and  the  numerous  floral  tributes 
attested  his  standing  in  his  native  city. 

His  career  is  closed,  but  his  generation,  both  in  our  Order  and  the 
world  at  large,  will  not  forget  our  friend  and  brother,  and  his  influence 
will  continue  to  be  felt  for  years  to  come.  Words  are  feeble  to  express 
our  loss,  but  we  loved  him  and  he  died  knowing  that  we  loved  him. 

Reps.  Kimball,  Higgins,  Littlefield,  and  Page,  of  Maine,  submit¬ 
ted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — The  Jurisdiction  of  Maine 
has,  during  the  year  past,  lost  by  death  one  of  its  former  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives  in  this  Sovereign  Body. 

Royal  Munro  Mason  was  born  in  Brewer,  Maine,  July  27,  1840,  and 
died  at  his  home  in  Auburn,  in  the  same  State,  February  27,  1905. 

Brother  Mason,  at  an  early  age,  left  Maine,  and  made  his  home  with 
relatives  in  New  Jersey,  receiving  a  good  academic  education  there. 
When  a  young  man  he  became  interested  in  the  shoe  business  and 
returned  to  Maine,  but  upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War  went 
to  Massachusetts  and  enlisted  in  the  12th  Regiment  in  which  he  was 
made  captain;  returning  to  Maine  at  the  close  of  the  war,  he  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  shoes  successively  as  a  member  of  the  firms  of 
J.  0.  Foss  Sons  &  Co.,  Foss,  Packard  &  Co.,  and  later  of  the  Mason  Cobb 
Co.,  subsequent  to  which  he  has  held  important  positions  in  the  States 
of  Virginia,  New  Hampshire,  and  Massachusetts.  He  was  a  gentleman 
in  the  fullest  meaning  of  the  word,  and  very  popular  with  his  asso¬ 
ciates.  He  was  much  interested  in  Odd  Fellowship,  ever  being  a  willing 
and  ready  worker  in  both  lodge  and  encampment,  having  filled  many 
positions  of  responsibility  in  both  subordinate  branches,  and  passed 
through  all  the  chairs  in  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Maine,  and  was 
Representative  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  session  held  at 
Topeka,  Kansas,  in  1890,  and  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  in  1891.  He  was  a 
ready  speaker  with  an  abundant  flow  of  wit,  and  a  delightful  com¬ 
panion  in  all  the  walks  of  life,  and  will  long  be  mourned  by  the  surviv¬ 
ing  widow,  son  and  daughter,  and  remembered  by  his  associates  for  his 
genial  character,  ready  speech,  and  kind  heart. 

The  Jurisdiction  of  Maine,  for  the  second  time  during  the  past  year, 
has  suffered  a  grievous  loss  by  the  decease  of  another  of  its  former 
Representatives  in  this  Sovereign  Grand  Body.  Benjamin  Clement 
Stone,  born  in  Bridgeton,  Maine,  June  18,  1834,  died  at  his  home  in  the 
city  of  Portland,  Maine,  June  1,  1905,  at  the  age  of  71  years.  Brother 
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Stone  belonged  to  that  large  class  of  New  England  boys  who  were 
obliged  to  rely  largely  upon  their  own  efforts  to  secure  for  themselves 
a  name  and  place  in  the  ranks  of  American  citizenship  and  most  nobly 
did  he  enter  upon  the  conquest,  although  compelled  by  the  force  of 
circumstances  to  abandon  the  long  cherished  idea  of  obtaining  a  classical 
education,  though  he  became  a  man  eminently  learned  in  the  business 
which  he  subsequently  adopted  as  his  life  work.  Brother  Stone  for  a 
few  years  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  for  the  principal  purpose 
of  rendering  aid  to  an  aged  father,  that  duty  performed,  he  became 
deputy  clerk  of  courts  for  Cumberland  County  on  January  1,  1879,  in 
which  capacity  he  served  for  eight  years,  when  he  was  elected  clerk 
and  continued  by  successive  re-elections  to  the  time  of  his  decease,  and 
bold  indeed  would  have  been  the  man  to  aspire  to  the  place  occupied  by 
the  subject  of  this  memorial.  He  first  joined  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  A.  D.  1855,  was  Noble  Grand  of  his  lodge  in  1857,  Dis.  Dep.  Grand 
Master  in  1861,  being  advanced  rapidly  and  becoming  Grand  Master  in 
1875,  elected  Grand  Representative  in  1876  but  resigned  on  account  of 
business  engagements,  but  was  elected  Grand  Scribe  in  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  Branch  in  1886,  which  position  he  held  continuously  thereafter 
till  the  time  of  his  death.  He  also  held  high  rank  in  the  Masonic 
Fraternity,  having  received  all  the  “  York  Rite  ”  and  in  the  Scottish 
Rite  the  32d.  Brother  Stone  was  a  man  who  retained  his  youthful 
feelings  and  spirit  to  the  last,  and  was  one  of  the  youngest  men  of  his 
age  who  ever  lived.  He  was  a  general  favorite  in  the  community,  and 
of  a  most  genial  disposition  and  amiable  in  all  his  characteristics,  and 
socially  a  most  delightful  companion.  In  his  decease  the  State  has  lost 
an  official  whose  integrity  was  never  questioned,  a  citizen  whose  example 
was  for  all  things  good,  and  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  one  of  its 
most  eminent  members,  who  by  zeal  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and 
a  conscientious  regard  for  his  fraternal  obligations,  was  a  living  monu¬ 
ment  testifying  to  the  excellence  of  the  principles  taught  and  their 
general  good  effect  upon  individuals  and  communities.  He  is  sincerely 
mourned  by  a  loving  fraternity  and  long  will  be  remembered  by  his 
associates  for  his  many  sterling  qualities.

— The  Representatives  from 
Massachusetts  desire  to  submit  the  following  in  memory  of  our  beloved 
brother,  Sumner  P.  Lawrence,  Grand  Representative,  Past  Grand  Master, 
and  Past  Grand  Patriarch,  as  a  recognition  and  memorial  of  an  earnest 
worker  and  loyal  brother  in  Odd  Fellowship.

Sumner  P.  Lawrence,  Grand  Representative. 

Again  we  are  admonished  by  the  sad  event  we  mourn  that — 

“  Since  ev’ry  man  who  lives  is  born  to  die. 

And  none  can  boast  sincere  felicity, 

With  equal  mind  what  happens  let  us  bear, 

Nor  joy,  nor  grieve  too  much  for  things  beyond  our  care; 

Like  pilgrims  to  th’  appointed  place  we  tend; 

The  world’s  an  inn,  and  death  the  journey’s  end.”

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Fitting  it  is,  at  this  time,  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  should 
pause  in  its  deliberations  to  record  a  tribute  of  respect  and  regard  for 
the  memory  of  this  worthy  brother,  and  to  express  its  grateful  appre¬ 
ciation  of  his  faithful  service  in  the  work  of  the  Order,  and  its  deep 
sense  of  the  loss  it  has  sustained  of  a  valued  member,  a  wise  counsellor, 
and  a  zealous  advocate  and  exemplar  of  the  principles  of  our  Fraternity. 

At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  held  September 
1,  1904,  Brother  Lawrence  was  elected  Grand  Representative  for  two 
years.  While  en  route  to  San  Francisco  to  assume  his  official  duties,  he 
was  stricken  with  apoplexy  at  Banff,  Alberta,  Canada,  and  on  September 
21,  1904,  as  the  train  entered  the  station  at  Brandon,  and  while  this 
Body  was  in  session,  he  passed  peacefully  away — 

“  Like  one  who  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch  about  him 
And  lies  down  to  pleasant  dreams.” 

His  funeral  service,  held  at  the  Day  Street  Universalist  Church,  Fitch¬ 
burg,  Mass.,  on  September  26,  was  largely  attended  and  exceptionally 
impressive,  both  pulpit  and  casket  being  profusely  adorned  with  floral 
tributes.  An  appropriate  and  eloquent  eulogy  was  delivered  by  Rev. 
William  F.  Dusseault,  Past  Grand  Representative. 

We  desire  to  place  upon  the  records  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a 
recognition  of  the  devoted  service  of  Brother  John  A.  Craig,  Past 
Grand  Representative,  of  Yarmouth,  Nova  Scotia,  who  remained  with 
Brother  Lawrence  at  Banff  until  the  arrival  of  the  family  physician 
from  Fitchburg.  Every  member  of  the  Massachusetts  delegation  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  ready  and  willing  to  remain  with  and 
care  for  our  afflicted  brother,  for  under  no  circumstances  would  they 
leave  him  alone  among  strangers.  Though  their  duties  as  members  of 
this  Body  demanded  the  attendance  of  all  of  them  at  the  session,  it  was 
only  a  question  as  to  which  one  could  best  be  spared,  but  before  they 
could  determine  the  matter,  it  was  settled  for  them  by  our  good  Brother 
Craig,  who  voluntarily  offered  his  services  and  who  insisted  upon 
remaining  with  him.  Brother  Craig  willingly  and  generously  relin¬ 
quished  the  long  anticipated  pleasure  of  a  delightful  journey  with  his 
friends,  that  he  might  remain  at  the  bedside  of  a  brother  who  was  not 
of  his  own  lodge;  not  even  of  his  own  country!  The  Odd  Fellows  of 
Massachusetts  owe  to  Brother  Craig  their  most  profound  and  everlast¬ 
ing  gratitude,  for  Brother  Lawrence  was  their  representative,  and 
Brother  Craig’s  service  to  him  was  as  to  each  and  everv  one  of  them. 

Sumner  P.  Lawrence  was  born  August  25,  1837,  in  Pepperell,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  received  his  early  education  in  the  common  schools  and 
academy  of  his  native  town.  At  twenty-three  years  of  age  he  assumed 
the  business  of  his  father,  and  for  twenty-eight  years  was  actively  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  blacksmith,  carriage,  stove,  and  later  in  the  insurance 
business.  He  early  manifested  an  active  interest  in  public  affairs  and 
at  different  periods  served  his  native  town  as  representative  in  the  State 
legislature,  as  selectman,  assessor,  tax  collector,  and  in  various  other 
offices  within  the  gift  of  his  fellow  citizens. 

In  the  performance  of  duty  in  the  various  public  stations  he  was 
called  to  fill,  he  was  earnest,  conscientious,  and  efficient. 

In  January.  1888,  he  left  Pepperell,  the  home  of  his  youthful  days 
and  business  life  and  took  up  his  residence  in  Fitchburg,  where  he  made 
his  home  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  For  three  years  he  served 
efficiently  the  city  of  Fitchburg  in  the  office  of  chief  of  police. 

He  became  a  member  of  North  Star  Lodge,  No.  144,  Townsend,  Mass., 
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May  16,  1875.  After  successively  serving  the  lodge  as  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary,  Conductor,  Warden,  Vice  Grand,  and  Noble  Grand,  he  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  February  6,  1879,  and 
served  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Con¬ 
ductor,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Warden,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Grand 
Master;  and  was  Grand  Representative  at  the  time  of  his  decease. 

On  May  23,  1882,  he  became  a  member  of  King  David  Encampment, 
No.  42,  Fitchburg,  and  after  serving  the  encampment  as  Watch,  Junior 
Warden,  and  High  Priest,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Encampment, 
February  6,  1884,  and  served  this  branch  of  the  Order  as  District 
Deputy  Grand  Patriarch,  Grand  Junior  Warden,  Grand  Senior  Warden, 
Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  Patriarch,  and  Grand  Representative. 

He  entered  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  Grand  Representative  in 
September,  1898,  and  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service,  enjoyed 
regularly  attending,  at  his  own  expense,  the  annual  sessions  of  this 
Grand  Body. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  E.  Victoria  Morse  Rebekah  Lodge,  No. 
143;  also  of  Canton  Hebron,  No.  11,  of  Fitchburg. 

Brother  Lawrence  was  also  affiliated  with  several  other  secret  frater¬ 
nal  organizations.  Being  blessed  with  a  competence  and  having  the 
leisure  which  it  affords,  after  his  retirement  from  active  business  and 
public  office,  he  devoted  much  of  his  time  and  energies  to  the  work  of 
fraternal  orders,  and  particularly  to  Odd  Fellowship  in  all  its  branches. 
It  was  an  especial  delight  for  him  to  meet  with  the  members  of  the 
Order  on  every  occasion  and  to  take  an  active  part  in  promoting  its 
work  and  principles  both  by  word  and  deed.  In  the  case  of  our  brother, 
precept  and  example  were  in  close  accord.  So  constant  was  his  attend¬ 
ance,  that  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  he  had  attended  at  least  three 
thousand  Odd  Fellows’  meetings,  as  he  has  been  heard  to  say  with  some 
pardonable  degree  of  pride. 

In  all  his  dealings  and  walks  in  life  and  its  various  relations,  he  was 
a  man  of  strict  probity  and  conscientious  principles,  upright  and  down¬ 
right,  and  adhered  to  a  high  standard  of  rectitude.  He  was  of  a  most 
kindly  disposition,  but  was  strong,  able,  and  fearless  in  debate  and  in 
the  advocacy  of  what  he  believed  to  be  right.  Of  virile  strength,  com¬ 
manding  presence,  yet  gentle  bearing,  he  was  truly  a  pleasing  and  im¬ 
pressive  personality. 

“  His  life  was  gentle,  and  the  elements 
So  mixed  in  him  that  Nature  might  stand  up 
And  say  to  all  the  world  ‘  This  was  a  man!  ’  ” 

To  him  the  cardinal  virtues  of  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth,  were  a 
reality,  and  those  sublime  teachings — Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity — his 
daily  guides.  With  the  Apostle  Paul  he  might  say:  “  I  have  fought  a 
good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith.” 

Such  a  man  and  brother  was  Sumner  P.  Lawrence.  May  his  life  and 
character  be  to  all  an  inspiration — 

“  So  to  live  that  when  the  sun

It  becomes  our  sad  duty  to  announce  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  William  H.  Ruby,  which  occurred  February  26,  1905.  Our 
deceased  brother,  Past  Grand  Representative  Ruby,  was  born  in  York, 
Pennsylvania,  September  13,  1830,  and  moved  to  Towson,  Md.,  in  1854, 
at  which  place,  for  forty-two  years,  and  until  the  time  of  his  death,  he 
edited  and  owned  a  successful  weekly  newspaper,  devoted  to  the  best 
interests  and  advancement  of  his  county  and  commonwealth.  He  was 
initiated  a  member  of  Towson  Lodge,  No.  79,  December  21,  1854;  re¬ 
ceived  the  Grand  Lodge  degree  July  18,  1859;  was  elected  and  installed 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  at  the  April  communi¬ 
cation,  1876;  was  elected  and  installed  as  the  Grand  Patriarch  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Maryland,  December,  1866.  He,  in  part,  repre¬ 
sented  the  Jurisdiction  of  Maryland  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  dur¬ 
ing  the  years  1885-6-7  and  8,  serving  upon  the  committee  of  Foreign 
Relations,  State  of  the  Order,  Petitions,  and  Credentials.  Brother  Ruby 
was  a  devoted  and  faithful  Odd  Fellow,  exemplifying  in  his  daily  life 
and  conduct  the  ennobling  principles  of  the  Order.  As  a  citizen  he 
was  keenly  alive  to  all  that  pertained  to  the  public  interests,  and  the 
advancement  of  the  community.  Possessed  of  a  peculiarly  sunny  dis¬ 
position,  and  largeness  of  heart,  he  was  ever  the  genial  and  companion¬ 
able  gentleman,  kind,  courteous,  and  considerate  of  others.  Loyalty  to 
friends,  freedom  from  prejudice,  bigotry,  and  intolerance,  „  a  gentle, 
largehearted  sympathy,  and  benevolence,  were  marked  traits  of  his 
character.  After  an  active,  upright,  and  useful  life,  he  has  gone  to  his 
reward,  honored  and  loved  by  those  who  knew  him.

The  sad  and  painful  duty  of  reporting  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  John  M.  Jones  of  Maryland,  which  occurred  on  August  26, 
1905,  devolves  upon  us  at  this  time. 

Brother  John  M.  Jones  was  born  September  23,  1827,  was  initiated 
into  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  2,  in  1848,  was  elected  Grand  Scribe  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Maryland  February  4,  1861,  and  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  April  17,  1873,  thus  serving  as  Grand 
Scribe  and  Grand  Secretary  of  that  Jurisdiction  Forty-four  and  thirty- 
two  years,  respectively. 

Brother  Jones  was  elected  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  in  1876,  and  served  con¬ 
tinuously  in  that  high  office  until  1898,  filling  the  position  with  credit 
to  himself  and  honor  to  the  fraternity. 

Brother  Jones  was  twice  elected  a  member  of  City  Council  of  Balti¬ 
more  City  and  was  president  of  the  higher  branch  of  the  Council  for 
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one  term,  and  by  virtue  of  his  high  position  was  frequently  called  upon 
to  preside  over  the  destiny  of  the  Monumental  City  as  its  chief  execu¬ 
tive,  which  he  did  in  the  same  able,  dignified,  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  he  always  served  our  great  Order. 


He  was  devoted  in  his  love  for  the  Order  and  was  held  in  the  highest 
esteem  by  his  brethren,  and  to-day  there  are  in  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Maryland  scores  of  active,  sincere,  and  true  Odd  Fellows  that  received 
inspiration  from  the  generous  deeds  and  unselfishness  of  our  deceased 
brother.  We  mourn  his  loss  to  the  Fraternity  and  deeply  sympathize 
with  his  bereaved  family. 


Rep.  Wass,  of  South  Dakota,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — In  the  death  of  Past  Grand 
Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative  Newman  C.  Nash,  which  occurred 
at  his  home  in  Canton,  S.  D.,  February  8,  1905,  the  Order,  and  especially 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Dakota,  lost  a  wise,  sincere,  and  enthusiastic 
member. 

Brother  Nash  was  born  in  Orleans  County,  New  York,  February  15, 
1843,  and  moved  with  his  parents  to  Rock  County,  Wisconsin,  in  1850. 
When  the  Civil  War  broke  out  he  enlisted  in  Company  A,  13th  Wisconsin 
Infantry,  at  the  age  of  17,  and  served  four  years,  being  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  December  28,  1865. 

He  came  to  Dakota  Territory  in  1871,  taking  a  homestead  in  Lincoln 
County,  and  five  years  later  moved  to  Canton,  the  county  seat,  where 
he  engaged  in  the  newspaper  business  continuously  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  was  initiated  into  Centennial  Lodge,.  No.  10,  at  Canton,  S.  D., 
January  12,  1878,  and  from  that  time  was  one  of  its  most  active  mem¬ 
bers,  serving  twice  as  Noble  Grand,  and  was  elected  a  Representative 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1880,  and  again  in  1889.  In  1892  he  was  elected 
Grand  Warden,  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1893,  and  Grand  Master  in 
1894,  and  in  1897  was  elected  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  for  two  years. 

He  was  recognized  as  a  man  of  sterling  worth  in  citizenship  as  well 
as  in  Odd  Fellowship,  having  served  six  years  as  postmaster  of  his  town, 
and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  South  Dakota  Soldiers’  Home,  and  had  also  been  de¬ 
partment  commander  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Brother  Nash  was  not  only  an  enthusiastic  and  sincere  Odd  Fellow 
who  had  learned  well  the  lessons  of  brotherly  love,  but  he  was  also  an 
earnest  and  sincere  Christian,  laboring  as  well  in  his  church  as  in  his 
lodge  for  the  diffusion  and  practice  of  those  Divine  principles  exampled 
be  the  lowly  Nazarene. 

It  was  my  privilege  and  sad  duty,  as  Grand  Master,  to  attend  his 
funeral,  accompanied  by  other  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Grand  Masters 
of  the  Jurisdiction. 

“  His  soul  to  Him  who  gave  it  rose, 

God  led  it  to  its  long  repose, 

Its  glorious  rest; 

And,  though  the  warrior’s  sun  has  set, 

Its  light  shall  linger  round  us  yet,

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Eep.  Bradford,  of  Wisconsin,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — The  sad  duty  of  reporting 
the  death  of  Grand  Representative  N.  R.  Nelson,  of  La  Crosse,  Wis.,  a 
distinguished  Odd  Fellow,  an  upright  citizen,  and  a  courteous  gentle¬ 
man  devolves  upon  me  at  this  time. 

Representative  Nelson  was  a  native  of  Denmark,  and  was  in  his  58th 
year  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  his  home  city  of  La 
crosse  on  the  20tli  day  of  July,  1905. 

Funeral  services  were  held  on  the  25th  of  July,  conducted  by  Nor- 
manna  Lodge,  No.  260,  of  which  he  was  a  member. 

A  large  concourse  of  Odd  Fellows  of  his  city  and  from  different  parts 
of  the  State,  together  with  innumerable  friends  and  citizens,  united  in 
paying  their  respects  and  esteem  for  this  true  Odd  Fellow  and  worthy 
citizen. 

Brother  Nelson  was  advanced  step  by  step  through  all  the  gradations 
of  our  Order,  passing  from  the  chair  of  Grand  Master  of  Wisconsin  to 
the  exalted  position  of  Grand  Representative  in  this  Sovereign  Body, 
representing  his  Jurisdiction  at  the  session  held  at  San  Francisco 
September,  1904. 

The  memory  of  this  true  Odd  Fellow  will  ever  be  revered,  as  a  worthy 
exponent,  both  by  precept  and  example,  of  the  principles  of  our  beloved 
Order.

Report  158.  Rep.  Montague,  of  Virginia,  from  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  on  thanks  for  courtesies  extended  at  this  session,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  assigned  the  pleasant  duty  of 
preparing  suitable  acknowledgments  for  the  many  courtesies  which 
have  been  extended  during  the  present  session  from  the  brethren  of  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania,  local  Rebekahs,  the  representatives  of  the 
city  and  State,  present  the  following  report:

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the  Executive  Committee  of  five,  of  which  that  noble  Odd  Fellow,  Hon. 
Amos  H.  Hall,  is  the  efficient  chairman. 

That  we  also  extend  our  thanks  to  the  sub-committees  on 
Church  Services,  Hotels,  Transportation,  Halls  and  Meeting  Places, 
Music,  Parade,  Decorations,  Badges,  Competitive  Degree  Work,  Car¬ 
riages  and  Mounts,  Rebekahs,  Reception,  and  Requirements  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  all  of  whom  have  done  their  work  so  well  that 
the  many  arrangements  for  the  various  entertainments  for  the  week 
have  been  carried  out  without  a  hitch  and  to  the  great  satisfaction  and 
delight  of  the  Grand  Representatives  and  hosts  of  visiting  Odd  Fellows.

EIGHTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  SESSION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE 

The  Officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  were  glad  to  receive  greetings  from  the  members  of  our  Order 
in  the  great  Odd  Fellow  State  of  Pennsylvania.  All  the  visitors  felt 
at  home  in  this  great  Jurisdiction,  where  they  were  surrounded  by  so 
many  Odd  Fellows,  and  were  glad  to  be  the  recipients  of  their  splendid 
hospitality.

SUNDAY,  SEPTEMBER  17,  1905. 

HONESTY  IN  PRIVATE  AND  PUBLIC  LIFE. 

Romans  xii,  17 :  “  Provide  things  honest  in  the  sight  of  all  men.” 

In  welcoming  to  our  city  and  to  this  service  visitors  from  all  parts 
of  our  nation,  we  have  selected  a  subject  which  we  believe  touches  a 
national  peril,  viz.:  “The  need  of  honesty  in  private  and  public  life.” 
While  this  subject  is  not  specially  related  to  the  objects  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  whose  members  worship  with  us;  nor  would  we  suggest  that  it  is 
one  you  personally  need,  yet  it  is  of  such  fundamental  and  vital  inter¬ 
est  that  its  discussion  is  always  fitting  and  especially  so  under  the 
aroused  interest  in  this  vital  theme  so  widely  manifest. 

Visitors  will  here  find  a  goodly  city  with  over  a  million  and  a 
quarter  inhabitants,  a  larger  number  than  the  population  of  the  great 
majority  of  the  States  of  the  Union.  Here  are  many  places  of  historic 
interest  that,  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  recent  West,  seem  ancient. 
Here  are  found  great  manufacturing  plants  and  industries  that  in  their 
line  lead  the  whole  world. 
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But  if  I  mistake  not  among  all  the  objects  of  interest  in  this  city, 
at  this  time,  is  the  fight  its  citizens  are  making  to  be  free  from  “  the 
criminal  and  corrupt  combination  ”  which  has  put  a  stain  on  the  fair 
name  of  our  city,  debauched  the  ballot,  protected  and  rewarded  the 
criminals  who  stuffed  ballot-boxes,  was  in  complicity  with  vice  and 
who  are  yet  striving  to  perpetuate  their  rule. 

Philadelphia  is  in  the  eyes  of  the  nation  more  than  ever  before. 
Here  a  new  declaration  of  independence  has  been  issued.  As  the  cham¬ 
pion  of  the  people  against  graft  and  fraud,  next  to  the  President,  as  a 
national  character  stands  the  mayor  of  this  city.  The  eyes  of  every 
city  are  turned  upon  us.  If  honesty  wins  here  then  every  lover  of 
decent  government  the  whole  country  over  will  take  heart  and  labor 
with  redoubled  efforts.  If  the  corrupt  and  discredited  machine,  by  the 
help  of  blind  partisans,  can  continue  in  power,  then  in  every  city  men 
who  hope  democracy  can  learn  to  govern  our  cities  will  be  disheartened 
and  the  question  whether  our  institutions  are  to  be  perpetuated  will 
be  farther  from  a  favorable  solution. 

The  interest  in  our  battle  of  honesty  against  graft  and  of  righteous¬ 
ness  against  corruption  is  universal,  because  the  problem  is  universal. 
The  revelations  of  corruption  and  dishonesty  in  the  political  and  busi¬ 
ness  life  of  our  country  are  distressing  and  appalling.  In  political 
life  the  principles  of  lofty  patriotism  are  trampled  under  feet.  Cupidity 
outweighs  conscience.  Public  office  is  used  for  private  gain.  Politics 
means  graft. 

So  in  business,  the  fever  of  avarice  has  burned  out  moral  principle. 
Eagerness  to  get  rich  has  turned  men  who  have  been  in  places  of 
responsibility  into  thieves  and  robbers.  The  President  is  bringing  the 
legal  powers  of  the  government  into  conflict  with  great  corporations 
violating  the  laws  against  rebates  and  to  break  up  combinations  in 
restraint  of  commerce.  We  have  had  a  surfeit  of  the  squandering  of 
money  in  great  insurance  companies. 

There  was  a  time  when  bank  robbers  worked  at  night,  with  jimmy 
and  bludgeon.  Now  these  robbers  of  banks,  betrayers  of  trust,  looters 
of  the  public  treasury,  political  grafters,  debauchers  of  public  life 
are  found  in  the  highest  social  ranks.  The  glamor  of  wealth  and 
social  prestige  have  blinded  the  eyes  of  the  multitude  till  a  drunken 
debaucher  can  maintain  his  place  in  the  United  States  Senate  because 
of  the  favor  of  the  political  boss  of  the  State  machine. 

We  live  in  a  rapid  age.  Some  act  as  if  we  had  outrun  the  command, 
“  Thou  shalt  not  steal,”  and  that  the  Apostolic  injunction,  “  Provide 
things  honest  in  the  sight  of  all  men  ”  had  become  obsolete. 

The  great  question  in  our  national  life  is  that  of  honesty.  Every 
member  of  such  an  organization  as  yours  must  recognize  that  without 
this  fundamental  virtue,  those  finer  virtues  of  benevolence,  faith, 
truth  are  of  no  avail.  When  men  under  the  form  of  government  are 
systematically  robbed  as  they  have  been  in  our  city,  by  a  false  ballot, 
robbed  of  true  representation,  robbed  of  self-respect  as  well  as  of  large 
sums  of  money  that  have  gone  into  the  pockets  of  favored  contractors, 
then  indeed  must  we  begin  at  the  bottom  and  build  again  in  elemental 
morality. 

It  is  impossible  to  exaggerate  the  importance  of  the  present  issue. 
Such  a  crisis  in  municipal  affairs  has  not  arisen  before  in  twenty-five 
years.  The  opportunity  and  responsibility  of  citizenship  are  momen¬ 
tous.  If  the  people  continue  to  permit  themselves  to  be  boss-ridden, 
they  deserve  to  be  slaves.  If  we  have  so  lost  those  elemental  virtues  of

honesty  and  love  of  truth  as  to  permit  such  men  to  usurp  government, 
then  we  get  what  we  deserve  if  they  rob  us  of  our  liberties. 

There  is  need  of  a  national  revival  of  honesty.  A  sad  sign  of  the 
times  is  a  decreasing  sense  of  personal  responsibility  to  God  for  con¬ 
duct.  When  asked  the  greatest  thought  that  ever  came  to  him,  Daniel 
Webster  replied,  “  My  personal  responsibility  to  God.”  Can  it  be  we 
have  excluded  from  our  public  school  teaching  the  inculcation  of  those 
fundamental  moral  and  ethical  lessons  that  all  men  of  all  creeds  can 
agree  upon.  In  school,  in  pulpit,  in  lodge,  in  every  walk  of  life  we 
must  realize  and  emphasize  this  truth.  The  situation  is  not  hopeless. 
There  are  faithful  men  in  places  of  responsibility  and  power  who  have 
high  sense  of  honor  and  are  true.  We  believe  the  majority  of  men 
are  honest  at  heart,  when  the  question  is  put  to  them  stripped  of  all 
deceptive  coverings.  But  men  are  blinded  by  partisanship,  deceived  by 
false  cries  from  their  accustomed  leaders,  are  ready  to  condone  wrong 
because  it  is  successful  or  fear  to  oppose  it  because  it  is  powerful. 

Yet  even  agitation  is  a  healthful  sign.  Anything  is  better  than 
stagnation  in  corruption.  There  has  come  an  arousing  of  public  con¬ 
science.  A  man’s  religious  life  must  reach  out  to  every  phase  of  his 
being.  He  must  put  prayer  and  conscience  into  business  and  politics. 
As  Elijah  of  old  felt  that  he  stood  alone  against  the  hosts  of  Baal,  but 
Jehovah  declared  he  had  a  remnant  of  seven  thousand  who  had  not 
bowed  the  knee  unto  Baal;  so  may  God  call  out  men  true,  courageous, 
fearless,  who  will  enlist  in  this  battle  till  the  end  of  the  war. 

The  city  is  our  nation’s  danger  point.  In  it  is  found  the  best  in  our 
civilization;  in  it  is  also  the  worst.  The  kingdom  of  heaven  for  which 
we  hope  and  pray  is  compared  to  a  city  redeemed  and  perfected.  The 
Bay  of  Naples  was  formerly  the  crater  of  a  volcano.  In  some  great 
eruption  the  side  was  blown  out  and  the  beautiful  blue  waters  flowed 
in,  covering  all  the  devastation.  So  shall  God  cover  with  the  waters 
of  righetousness,  the  corruption  and  vomit  of  this  earth.  May  we  all 
go  out  into  a  true  and  fuller  life,  with  character  based  on  honesty  and 
truth  to  carry  out  the  principles  of  benevolence  and  mutual  helpfulness. 

WELCOME  TO  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE. 

The  opening  exercises  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  were  held  in 
Lu  Lu  Temple  and  presided  over  by  Amos  H.  Hall,  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  heads  of  the  various  branches  of  our  Order 
in  the  State,  and  the  city  officials,  were  present  to  greet  the  visitors, 
and  bid  them  Godspeed  in  the  work  that  they  were  entering  upon  for 
the  week.  They  made  their  guests  feel  that  their  joy  would  be  full 
for  a  season,  and  assured  them  that  everything  would  be  done  to  make 
their  short  stay  in  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love  in  every  way  pleasant 
and  interesting. 

REMARKS  OF  AMOS  H.  HALL,  CHAIRMAN,  INTRODUCING  THE  MAYOR. 

Grand  Sire,  Grand  Representatives,  Brothers,  Sisters,  and  Friends. 
— This  morning  I  feel  that  I  would  like  to  have  the  eloquence  of  a 
Nicholson  or  of  a  Stokes,  to  properly  perform  the  duties  that  devolve 
upon  me,  but  not  having  their  eloquence,  I  will  endeavor  to  do  the 
best  I  can. 
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I  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  a  brother  of  our  Order, 
whose  name  is  known  far  and  wide,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific, 
and  is  second  only  to  the  President  of  these  United  States. 

I  take  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  this 
city,  Brother  John  Weaver. 

ADDRESS  OF  HON.  JOHN  WEAVER,  MAYOR  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Grand  Sire,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Brothers  and 
Sisters,  and  all  gathering  here  under  the  banner  of  Friendship, 
Love,  and  Truth. — As  Executive  of  the  great  city  of  Philadelphia,  it 
gives  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome  here  within  our  borders  my  brothers 
and  sisters  from  all  over  this  land.  The  Odd  Fellows — what  a  splendid 
work  they  have  done  during  the  past  year!  I  can  conceive  of  no  higher 
way  of  carrying  out  the  Master’s  command  than  this  that  has  been 
done  day  by  day,  year  in  and  year  out,  by  the  many  lodges  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  sprinkled  all  over  this  country.  You  talk  of  charity,  and  you  hear 
of  its  being  administered  in  an  ostentatious  way  by  many  people,  but  it 
is  written  somewhere  in  the  Book  of  Gold  those  charitable  acts  that  are 
done  by  Odd  Fellows,  when  a  brother 'visits  a  sick  brother,  and  when 
a  sick  brother  is  carried  to  his  last  home,  they  look  after  the  widow 
and  the  orphan. 

You  can  well  understand  with  what  pleasure  I  welcome  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  No 
lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  was  ever  called  together  in  any  community  with¬ 
out  making  that  community  better. 

No  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  was  ever  established  in  any  State  without 
making  that  State  better,  and  I  therefore  assert  that  it  is  impossible 
for  us  to  record  or  to  know  what  has  been  the  uplifting  influence  among 
the  people  by  the  establishment  ot  the  lodges  that  now  represent  the 
million  and  a  half  of  Odd  Fellows  throughout  this  land,  and  I  welcome 
all  the  Representatives  individually  to  Philadelphia  wherever  you  come 
from;  whether  you  come  from  the  British  Colonies  north,  from  the 
far-away  San  Francisco  on  the  west,  from  New  Mexico  as  well  as 
Texas  on  the  south,  and  Maine  on  the  north  and  east  alike  I  welcome 
you  all  to  this  city  of  Philadelphia,  this  city  of  Brotherly  Love.  And  I 
do  not  know  that  I  ever  welcomed  to  this  city  a  body  of  men  or  women 
that  I  could  with  greater  freedom  of  conscience  say  I  turn  over  to  you 
the  keys  of  the  city,  and  the  city  is  yours  while  you  remain  with  us, 
because  I  know  no  Odd  Fellow  will  ever  abuse  the  hospitality  that  is 
thus  extended  to  him.  • 

You  will  find  many  things  interesting  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 
You  know  this  is  the  city  of  Independence.  You  will  find  here  the 
Independence  Hall,  in  which  you  will  find  the  Liberty  Bell.  You  will 
also  find  Carpenter’s  Hall,  in  which  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  was  framed  and  adopted  by  that  convention.  You  will  find  great 
manufacturing  and  industrial  establishments  here,  and  all  these  things 
will  be  of  interest  to  the  stranger.  I  am  sorry  that  I  did  not  have  the 
ordering  of  the  weather  for  you  in  the  opening  hours  of  your  Conven¬ 
tion,  but  do  you  know,  I  believe  that  word  has  just  come  from  Wash¬ 
ington  that  it  is  not  going  to  rain  all  the  week.  And  I  hope  the 
weather  will  be  in  a  short  time  to  Vour  liking. 

Now,  again  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  others  of  its 
citizens,  I  give  you  a  cordial  greeting  and  most  cordial  welcome  to  the 
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city  of  Brotherly  Love,  and  I  trust  that  you  will  leave  at  the  end  of 
the  week  carrying  away  with  you  some  pleasant  thoughts  and  recol¬ 
lections  of  this  city. 

The  visitors  were  both  interested  and  much  pleased  with  the  address 
of  the  mayor,  which  evoked  much  applause. 

The  Chairman  then  introduced  the  Grand  Master  in  the  following 
words:  In  welcoming  the  Grand  Representatives  to  Philadelphia  and 
Pennsylvania,  it  is  right  and  proper  that  you  should  receive  the  welcome 
from  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  a  Juris¬ 
diction  of  1133  lodges  and  129,000  members,  the  largest  Jurisdiction 
under  the  control  of  any  State  Grand  Lodge.  I  take  great  pleasure  in 
introducing  to  you  Brother  Mellville  E.  Chubbuek,  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

ADDRESS  OF  MELVILLE  E.  CHUBBUCK,  GRAND  MASTER  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

Brother  Chairman,  Grand  Sire,  and  Members  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. — Twenty-nine  years  ago  to-day  a  session  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  this  city  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  bid  you  welcome.  To-day  it  is  my  duty,  and  it  is  also  a  pleasure 
to  extend  to  you  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  a  most 
cordial  welcome  to  this  Keystone  State. 

In  architecture  the  keystone  is  the  wedge  that  holds  the  arch  together, 
in  Odd  Fellowship  this  body  holds  a  like  position  with  1133  lodges  and 
nearly  130,000  members,  and  exceeding  by  far  any  other  Jurisdiction, 
and  for  these  brothers  we  are  qualified  to  extend  to  you  all  a  hearty 
greeting,  and  I  trust  you  will  not  find,  as  perhaps  is  the  case  with  many 
things,  that  the  large  membership  is  a  sign  that  the  quantity  exceeds 
the  quality  in  our  Odd  Fellowship. 

I  welcome  you  to  this  State  especially,  and  in  doing  so,  to  this  city. 
There  is  a  peculiar  significance  attached  to  the  act  and  I  feel  deeply 
my  incapacity  in  welcoming  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  the  home  of  its  Grand  Sire. 

This  Grand  Lodge  has  been  honored  by  the  fact  that  thirty-eight 
Grand  Sires  have  been  chosen  from  among  us,  and  that  you  have  re¬ 
tained  for  so  many  years  one  of  our  Governors,  and  for  this  reason  I 
feel  that  we  can  extend  to  you  a  fraternal  greeting. 

The  progress  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
Order  will  during  this  session  be  more  ably  voiced  than  I  am  able,  or 
could  possibly  hope  to  do,  and  I  would  only  mention  for  the  honor  of 
the  State  I  represent,  a  few  of  the  things  of  which  we  are  justly  proud. 
Among  these  is  the  establishment  of  the  Orphans’  Home,  where  nearly 
300  children  of  Odd  Fellows  are  being  cared  for  and  educated,  and  the 
various  homes  where  the  aged  and  infirm  find  an  abiding  place,  but 
our  chief  pride  is  in  the  establishment  of  a  home  where  the  aged  Odd 
Fellow  and  his  wife  are  permitted  to  spend  their  last  years  together. 

I  might  mention  many  things  which  have  taken  place.  Grand  Sire, 
since  1876,  but  I  trust  that  your  stay  among  us  will  be  pleasant,  and 
that  your  deliberation  for  the  good  of  the  Order  may  redound  to  the 
benefit  of  the  same,  and  now  Grand  Sire  and  brothers  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  again  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania, 
I  bid  you  a  most  hearty  welcome.  » 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  received  with  enthusiasm  by- 
all  his  listeners. 

Cleon  Gicquelais,  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Pennsylvania,  was  then  introduced,  who  delivered  the  following  appro¬ 
priate  and  interesting  address: 

ADDRESS  OF  CLEON  GICQUELAIS,  GRAND  PATRIARCH  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire,  Officers,  and  Representa¬ 
tives  of  The  Sovereic^  Grand  Lodge,  Friends  and  Members  of  the  In¬ 
dependent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. — In  the  name  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  Pennsylvania,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Patriarchs  throughout  this 
Jurisdiction,  it  becomes  my  pleasure  as  Grand  Patriarch  to  extend  to  you 
a  most  hearty  and  patriarchal  greeting;  a  greeting  filled  with  that 
spirit  and  affection  which  proceeds  from  the  heart. 

We  are  indeed  glad  to  have  you  within  our  border.  You  are  here 
to-day  as  representatives  of  the  various  Jurisdictions  on  the  North 
American  Continent,  assembled  to  legislate  for  a  mighty  army  of 
people,  scattered  throughout  almost  every  civilized  nation  of  the  world. 

Your  choice  one  year  ago  in  selecting  this  beautiful  city  for  your 
place  of  meeting  came  to  us  as  a  surprise.  Recognizing  the  honor  thus 
conferred,  the  Patriarchs  assembled  on  the  mountains,  in  the  fields,  and 
in  the  valleys  with  a  fixed  determination  to  bring  to  this  Session  a 
creditable  showing  as  the  result  of  our  efforts.  The  Annual  Report  for 
term  ending  September  14  will  show  five  new  encampments;  three  de¬ 
funct  encampments  reorganized.  These  eight  encampments  were 
started  with  an  average  membership  of  sixty-seven,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  term  the  average  is  eighty-three.  Many  meetings  among  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  have  been  held  in  various  sections  of  the  State  and  large 
classes  of  candidates  organized  and  admitted  to  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  showing  a  gain  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  alone  in 
this  Jurisdiction  of  at  least  one  thousand. 

One  instance  worthy  of  mention,  an  encampment  was  about  ready  to 
surrender  its  charter,  the  few  survivors  were  induced  to  make  an  un¬ 
usual  effort  and  enlisting  the  assistance  of  many  third  degree  members, 
they  succeeded  in  proposing  and  electing  181  candidates,  of  which  143 
appeared  for  admission  at  the  meeting  of  Manchester  Encampment,  No. 
194,  Allegheny,  Pa.,  June  14,  1905. 

We  Pennsylvanians  highly  appreciate  the  action  of  your  august  Body 
one  year  ago  in  electing,  while  absent  by  reason  of  illness,  our  dis¬ 
tinguished  brother,  the  Hon.  Robert  E.  Wright,  to  the  office  of  Grand 
Sire. 

Brethren,  it  is  our  earnest  wish  that  you  in  the  future  may  cherish  a 
lively  recollection  of  your  short  stay  in  the  city  of  Brotherly  Love. 

Feeling  assured  that  the  legislation  enacted  at  this  Session  will  re¬ 
dound  to  the  credit  and  glory  of  our  great  brotherhood,  and  in  behalf 
of  15,000  Patriarchs  of  the  dear  old  Keystone  State,  I  bid  you  a  most 
generous  welcome  in  the  name  of  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity. 

The  Chairman  introduced  the  next  speaker  as  follows:  And  now 
comes  one  of  the  most  pleasant  duties  the  Chairman  of  any  organiza¬ 
tion  can  perform,  and  that  is  of  introducing  one  who  will  speak  to  the 
ladies.  I  take  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  Mrs.  Anna  Morrow,  the 
President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
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ADDRESS  OF  MRS.  ANNA  MORROW,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  REBEKAH  ASSEMBLY  OF 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire,  and  Members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  World, 
Brothers  and  Sisters. — The  mind  would  be  poor  and  the  intellect  weak 
indeed  in  one  who  could  not  give  utterance  to  some  sentiment  at  a 
time  like  this.  Had  an  occasion  like  this  happened  fifty  years  ago,  and 
a  woman  been  allowed  the  privilege  of  making  a  public  address  before 
as  large  and  intelligent  a  body  of  representative  men,  at  that  time  the 
news  would  have  been  heralded  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  or  from 
Dan  to  Bersheba,  as  an  innovation  that  I  fear  might  have  been  frowned 
down  by  the  staid  old  advocates  of  the  laws  of  caste  as  an  infringment 
upon  the  rights  of  all  that  class  of  people  who  were  recognized  as  the 
educated,  and  were  composed  of  the  doctors,  lawyers,  ministers  of  the 
gospel,  and  wealthy  mens’  sons;  but  I  feel  grateful  to-day  in  saying  to 
you,  as  the  President  and  representative  of  thousands  of  bright  women, 
composed  of  the  mothers,  wives,  sisters,  and  daughters  of  the  members 
of  this,  the  grandest  fraternal  body  on  earth.  For  such  a  privilege  as 
this,  the  women  of  many  parts  of  the  old  world  would  to-day  lift  their 
voices  in  thanksgiving  to  the  Great  Creator  of  all,  for  the  opportunity 
accorded  me,  some  of  those  who  have  preceded  me,  and  all  of  those 
who  are  to  follow  after.  I  feel  glad  to-day  that  I  live  in  the  Keystone 
State  of  our  Union,  and  that  it  is  one  of  this  mighty  republic  that  recog¬ 
nizes  true  merit  at  the  sacrifice  of  ancient  custom.  Such  a  privilege  as 
this  is  gained  through  the  advantages  of  our  free  common  school  system, 
that  is  the  grandest  on  earth,  proclaiming  as  it  does  to  all  the  world,  in 
this  dawn  of  the  twentieth  century,  that  sex  is  not  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  when  ability  is  manifest;  and  we  find  our  sisterhood  to-day  being 
recognized  as  equal  where  brains  predominate  and  ability  is  needed. 
Now,  on  behalf  of  the  many  thousand  true  women  of  the  Rebekah 
Branch  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  Pennsylvania,  I  bid 
you  welcome  to  the  Keystone  State,  comprising  within  its  borders  as  it 
does  the  largest  representation  of  members  of  any  one  State  within  our 
Order;  having  as  we  do  one-tenth  of  the  entire  membership  of  the 
world”?  Take  back  home  with  you  to  all  the  corners  of  the  earth  from 
whence  you  came,  a  three-times  welcome  from  the  Rebekah  Branch  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Keystone  State  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  when  you  get  back  home,  to  that  dearest  place  on  all  the 
earth,  say  to  the  mothers,  wives,  sisters,  daughters,  and  sweethearts 
you  left  behind,  that  you  found  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  earnestly  engaged  in  a  war  against  selfishness,  and  may  the 
recollection  of  your  sojourn  among  us  be  one  of  the  bright  spots  in 
your  memory  that  will  lighten  your  way  toward  a  blessed  immortality. 

And  now,  most  Worthy  Grand  Sire,  I  thank  you  for  the  privilege 
accorded  me. 

The  above  address  speaks  for  itself  and  was  enthusiastically  received 
by  the  audience. 

The  Chairman,  in  introducing  the  next  speaker,  made  the  following 
explanation  for  Maj.  Andrews,  who  was  present  on  the  stage  at  the 
time  but  very  modest:  And  now  there  is  still  another  branch  of  our 
Order  from  which  you  will  have  to  receive  a  welcome.  Owing  to  the 

absence  of  the  Major  Commanding  in  Pennsylvania  he  has  delegated 
25 
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his  duties  to  one  of  his  officers,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  introducing  to 
you  Brother  Robert  W.  Smith,  of  Holidaysburg,  a  private  in  the  ranks, 
to  act  for  Major  General  Commanding. 

ADDRESS  OF  ROBERT  W.  SMITH,  ON  BEHALF  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Representatives,  and  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen. — The  Department  of  Pennsylvania  extends  to  you  the 
right  hand  of  fellowship,  and  as  an  humble  private  in  the  Patriarchal 
ranks  of  our  Order  and  from  the  great  Department  Commander  I  am 
here  to  bid  you  welcome,  thrice  welcome,  in  the  name  of  the  38  cantons 
and  15,000  chevaliers  of  the  Keystone  State.  The  fragrant  memories 
of  your  association  and  your  Golden  Gate  City  on  the  Pacific  had 
scarcely  departed  ere  you  meet  again  in  another  city,  a  continent  apart. 
It  is  the  Order  of  Brotherly  Love  and  you  are  assembled  in  the  city  of 
Brotherly  Love.  Its  mayor  has  just  spoken  the  magic  words  of  wel¬ 
come,  and  he  in  his  person  has  exemplified  our  degree  of  Brotherly 
Love,  and  as  a  good  Samaritan,  as  a  good  Odd  Fellow  has  wrapped 
around  us  the  robe  of  protection,  and  is  now  guiding  us  away  to  the 
wayside  inn  of  peace  and  safety.  All  Odd  Fellows  will  bid  the  mayor 
and  Father  Penn  Godspeed,  and  ?.  safe  deliverance  in  their  journey  up 
from  Jericho. 

We  love  this  City  of  Independence,  and  we  ever  pray  that  this 
shrine  of  the  Liberty  Bell  may  continue  pure  and  undefiled  in  this  home 
city  of  American  freedom  where  the  great  Magna  Charta  of  our  national 
existence  was  signed,  where  our  national  flag  had  its  birth-place, 
where  the  words  of  Ben  Franklin  and  the  works  of  Stephen  Girard 
still  abide.  Air  Odd  Fellows  here  must  glory  in  their  citizenship  in 
this  greatest  and  best  country  on  God’s  footstool.  To  leave  the  city 
and  refer  to  our  Keystone  State,  we  may  repeat  that  the  State  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  holds  secure  in  her  valleys  and  hills  its  supply  of  coal  where- 
with  to  warm  our  hearts,  and  its  hills  are  filled  with  iron  and  steel 
wherewith  to  cool  her  foes.  The  shops  of  Baldwin  and  the  great  Penn¬ 
sylvania  shops  at  Altoona  send  forth  locomotives  as  the  advance 'agents 
of  civilization.  Along  the  banks  of  the  “  Blue  Juniata  ”  we  have  the 
golden  grain  for  the  world’s  harvest,  and  down  from  our  northern  cities 
of  Bradford,  Oil  City,  and  Titusville  come  the  streams  of  oil  of  glad¬ 
ness,  on  the  rich  lands  of  old  Lancaster  are  grown  the  tobacco  where¬ 
with  we  smoke  the  pipe  of  peace  and  plenty. 

Our  Order  has  seen  eighty-four  years  of  prosperity  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  to-day  we  revere  the  names  of  John  Upton,  James  B.  Nicholson, 
and  John  B.  Stokes,  M.  Richards  Muckle,  and  Robert  E.  Wright,  all  of 
whom  have  contributed  to  the  uplifting  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  State 
and  in  the  nation,  and.  you  know  as  Odd  Fellows,  that  there  is  an  hon¬ 
ored  seat  reserved  at  every  fraternal  banqueting  board  for  the  Pa¬ 
triarchs  Militant.  The  age  of  chivalry  is  not  dead.  The  knight  has 
no  ever-blooming  flower.  The  white  plume  of  King  Henry  of  Navarre 
waved  in  the  past,  and  my  friends  the  chevaliers  of  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  maintain  a  greater  victory  than  was  ever  achieved  on  the  field  of 
conquest.  The  chivalries  of  Odd  Fellowship  speak  of  the  treasures  that 
animate  the  heart  of  a  brother.  He  turns  his  sword  against  the  dragon 
of  grief.  He  betrays  no  brother  for  private  gain,  and  he  honors  the 
purity  of  woman  as  the  jewel  of  their  souls.  The  chevalier  of  the 
twentieth  century  has  won  a  more  endearing  portion  than  was  ever 
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conferred  on  a  chevalier  on  the  field  of  the  cross  of  gold.  And  now  in 
the  name  of  these  gallant,  hospitable  chevaliers  of  our  Keystone  State, 
I  extend  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  hearty  welcome.  May  your 
deliberations  be  pleasant,  profitable,  and  harmonious,  and  for  the  good 
of  our  Order,  and  may  these  fraternal  words  of  Friendship,  Love,  and 
Truth  herald  the  coming  of  the  perfect  day  when  each  shall  find  his 
own  in  all  men’s  good,  and  all  shall  work  in  a  nobler  brotherhood. 

Like  the  other  speeches,  the  address  of  Bro.  Smith  was  greatly  en¬ 
joyed  by  those  present. 

The  Chairman  then  introduced  Hon.  E.  S.  Conway,  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  who  responded  for  the  Grand  Sire,  to  the  addresses  of  welcome  in 
|  the  following  appropriate  and  excellent  address: 

RESPONSE  OF  HON.  E.  S.  CONWAY,  DEPUTY  GRAND  SIRE. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Sisters,  and  Brothers. — I  wish  I  could  say,  without 
subsequent  qualification,  that  I  am  glad  to  be  here  in  your  presence  in 
this  council  this  morning.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  I  am  glad.  I  sat 
here  and  listened  to  the  beautiful  addresses  of  welcome,  and  have  heard 
in  a  general  way  of  the  splendid  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this 
great  Commonwealth,  and  while  listening  to  the  addresses,  I  asked 
myself,  was  it  not  a  fact  that  we  were  being  honored  when  the  invita¬ 
tion  was  extended  to  us  to  visit  Philadelphia,  the  city  of  Brotherly 
Love,  instead  of  you  being  honored  by  our  presence. 

This  is  the  Keystone  State,  and  I  am  not  quite  sure  why  it  was  so 
named.  Whether  you  have  the  name  because  of  some  controversy  that 
was  being  had  at  the  time,  and  was  given  this  name  as  a  reminder,  or 
whether  the  Commonwealth  was  really  the  keystone.  I  am  unable  to 
say  why  you  were  assigned  the  name  of  the  Keystone  State  and  have 
been  accorded  that  title  ever  since.  But  in  Odd  Fellowship  you  have 
earned  without  any  chance,  or  without  any  question  of  luck,  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  Keystone  Jurisdiction  under  the  authority  of  the  great 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I  am  inclined  to  think  too  that  that,  like  all 
other  things,  comes  through  some  well-defined  plan  and  not  by  chance  or 
action,  and  it  is  a  question  whether  some  of  the  other  Jurisdictions,  in¬ 
cluding  my  own,  had  not  better  look  around  to  see  what  has  been  the 
underlying  cause  of  the  magnificent  growth  of  this  great  Order  in 
the  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania. 

It  would  take  all  day  to  review  the  magnificent  work  of  the  Repre- 
i  sentatives  of  this  State  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I  will  just 
mention  two  or  three.  One  occurred  this  past  year.  Brother  Muckle, 
whom  Odd  Fellowship  throughout  the  world  loves,  a  beautiful  char¬ 
acter,  a  beautiful  man,  a  magnificent,  earnest  worker  for  the  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  one  of  the  wisest  of  legislators  during  the  history  of  our  Order, 
we  all  know  him  and  we  thank  God  that  he  is  with  us.  We  all  love 
him  and  my  hope  is  as  he  is  just  now  about  at  middle  age,  that  we 
may  have  him  for  years  to  come.  The  last  that  I  wish  to  refer  to 
before  delivering  the  message  I  have  to  deliver  to  you,  and  I  want  to 
say  on  the  side  of  regret,  my  being  here  this  morning  is  this,  and  the 
fact  that  I  am  here  filling  this  capacity  to-day  is  because  one  of  the 
greatest  men  Pennsylvania  has  ever  produced,  one  of  its  wisest  leaders 
in  Odd  Fellowship,  and  in  local  social  public  life,  one  of  the  grandest 
and  purest  of  men  your  great  Commonwealth  has  ever  produced,  your 
Grand  Sire,  the  Honorable  Robert  E.  Wright,  is  ill  at  the  hotel.  On 
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account  of  which  I  am  here  to-day  to  pave  the  wray,  and  to  answer  for 
him. 

I  want  to  give  you  briefly,  most  of  the  Representatives  have  already 
read  the  report,  but  others  have  not,  and  this  is  a  mere  abstract  from 
Brother  Wright’s  report,  simply  the  first  page  of  his  communication  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  this  as  in  everything,  his  beautiful 
character  in  life  you  will  find  that  he  portrays  that  beautiful  modesty  in 
declining  to  refer  in  his  report,  to  the  growth  of  the  great  Jurisdiction  of 
Pennsylvania  from  1876  to  the  present  time,  and  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  speaks  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  its  annual  session,  and  of  the  home  of  the 
present  Grand  Sire,  and  refrains  from  speaking  of  the  marvelous  growth 
of  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania.  The  last  meeting  was 
in  Philadelphia  in  1876.  It  is  natural  that  the  Odd  Fellows  of  this 
State  should  boast  of  the  fact  that  Pennsylvania  still  leads  largely  in 
her  Odd  Fellow  membership,  even  while  she  takes  pride  in  the  rapid 
growth  of  sister  Jurisdictions. 

In  making  a  short  retrospect  therefore  of  the  growth  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  since  1876,  I  shall  speak  of  its  growth  as  a  whole,  and  not  of  its 
development  in  particular  localities.  I  have  before  me  the  report  of  the 
Order  given  in  Philadelphia  in  1876,  by  our  distinguished,  beloved,  and 
respected  Grand  Sire  Durham,  who  was  then  presiding  over  its  de¬ 
liberations,  and  is  to-day  the  oldest  living  Past  Grand  Sire  of  our 
Order,  and  our  Brother  Durham  is  with  us  to-day,  and  he  will  have  the 
privilege  of  once  presiding  over  the  deliberations  of  the  Body  before 
we  adjourn. 

Comparing  the  figures  of  that  report  and  this  presented  to  you  now, 
it  presents  a  most  remarkable  feature  of  prosperity.  Then  its  member¬ 
ship  was  464,689,  to-day  it  is  1,217,145;  your  encampments  had  87,450 
and  to-day  174,839.  The  Rebekah  branch  of  membership  was  not  then 
reported,  to-day  it  is  479,659. 

This  is  a  fine  showing.  The  number  of  lodges  was  at  that  date  6395; 
now  we  have  14,345;  relief  reported  $1,698,000  (I  leave  off  the  odd  fig¬ 
ures)  and  last  year  it  was  $4,633,000.  The  total  revenues  reported,  $7,413,- 
000;  while  last  year  it  was  $13,638,000.  The  total  resources  of  the  va¬ 
rious  branches  of  the  Order  for  the  year  1904  was  $57,645,000.  For  relief 
expended  by  the  Order  from  1831  to  1904  inclusive,  $105,425,000.  The 
growth  in  every  department  of  the  Order’s  work  has  been  more  than 
marvelous  in  each  year,  and  these  advancing  strides  have  put  the  Order 
far  in  advance  of  all  other  similar  societies  as  the  largest,  richest,  and 
most  effective  of  all  secular  benevolent  institutions  in  the  world. 

The  record  of  the  last  year  has  been  no  exception  to  the  wonderful 
progress  and  increase  in  membership  65,724,  and  in  the  encampments 
9990,  giving  the  Rebekahs  25,391,  and  the  total  increase  of  101,105.  The 
Patriarchs  Militant  will  show  a  decrease,  but  that  decrease  is  only 
nominal  and  doubtless  the  result  of  the  clearing  will  make  a  better 
showing.  The  report  recently  did  not  represent  the  active  membership 
in  that  branch. 

The  increase  in  the  receipts  for  the  year  are  $751,000;  the  increase 
in  resources,  $2,974,000;  the  increase  in  relief,  $307,000.  Surely  an 
overruling  Providence  is  looking  with  approbation  upon  the  efforts  of 
our  Order  to  ameliorate  the  conditions  of  suffering  humanity. 

I  think  there  are  but  a  few  more  words  to  be  added.  It  is  also  to  be 
noted  with  gratification  that  the  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  uniform 
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wherever  it  has  been  introduced.  Every  Grand  Jurisdiction  on  the  con¬ 
tinent  of  America  shows  an  increase  in  subordinate  lodge  membership, 
and  in  the  entire  world.  There  has  been  a  loss  in  the  Netherlands  of 
32  and  in  Switzerland  a  loss  of  4.  The  finances  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  are  in  excellent  condition.  The  revenues  for  the  year  will  be 
eight  thousand  dollars  higher  than  the  previous  year,  and  the  sub¬ 
stantial  increase  in  net  results  would  have  been  reported,  but  for  the 
fact  that  the  expenses  of  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at 
I  San  Francisco  was  about  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars  higher  than 
the  expenses  of  the  meeting  at  Baltimore. 

This  is  the  message  I  give  you  from  the  Grand  Sire,  and  which  he 
would  far  more  ably  and  more  satisfactorily  have  given  you,  had  he 
been  able  to  have  been  here  in  person. 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  let  me  say  to  you,  and  those  who  have  delivered 
these  beautiful  addresses  of  welcome,  that  we  will  take  you  at  your 
I  word.  We  believe  every  word  you  have  said  to  us,  and  we  are  about 
to  take  charge  of  your  home  and  your  keys  and  enjoy  ourselves  during 
our  stay  here  this  week,  and  I  am  sure  that  the  entertainments  will 
be  such  that  they  will  be  of  benefit  to  us  through  life  and  a  pleasure  for 
us  to  look  back  and  say  we  have  spent  one  week  with  the  brethren  in 
Philadelphia. 


After  the  address  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  which  concluded  the  exer¬ 
cises,  the  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  marched  to  the  Odd 
Fellows’  Temple  where  they  began  the  work  of  the  Session.

THE  GRAND  PARADE.

More  than  half  a  million  people  watched  the  Odd  Fellow  hosts  march 
down  Broad  street  and  back  again  Tuesday  afternoon.  It  was  one  of 
the  most  inspiring  parades  that  had  ever  been  seen  in  Philadelphia. 

When  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  meets  in  its  annual  communication 
the  parade  is  always  the  feature  of  the  week’s  program,  and  the  one  at 
Philadelphia  compared  favorably  with  any  that  the  Order  has  known  in 
the  eighty-one  years  of  its  existence. 

There  were  more  than  a  score  of  bands,  at  such  close  intervals  in  the 
line  that  the  music  of  one  did  not  have  time  to  die  out  before  the  blare 
of  another  was  heard.  These  kept  up  such  a  martial  spirit  that 
marchers  and  spectators  alike  seemed  impervious  to  fatigue. 

The  crowd  had  waited  hours  for  the  procession  to  start  from  Broad 
street  and  Columbia  avenue.  From  that  intersection  to  Wharton  street, 
which  constituted  the  line  of  march,  the  pavements  were  almost  im¬ 


passable. 

Squads  of  policemen  were  stationed  all  along  the  route,  and  they  were 
reinforced  by  mounted  men,  who  galloped  from  one  crossing  to  another 
to  see  that  traffic  was  kept  moving  properly,  for  the  parade  lasted  an 
hour  and  a  half,  and  the  street-car  system  would  have  been  in  an  inex¬ 
tricable  tangle  if  the  cars  had  been  held  up  all  that  time. 
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VIEWED  PARADE  FROM  SKYSCRAPERS. 

Wagonloads  of  boxes  were  set  clown  at  various  points,  and  the  owners 
had  no  difficulty  in  selling  them  at  25  cents  apiece.  At  first  they  were 
used  as  seats,  but  when  the  platoon  of  mounted  policemen  in  the  van 
of  the  parade  hove  in  sight  and  the  strains  of  “  The  Star-Spangled  Ban¬ 
ner  ”  came  traveling  down  the  wind  the  purchasers  stood^up. 

Down  in  the  business  section  the  skyscrapers  reared  themselves  out 
of  the  crowds,  blank  piles  of  stone  and  brick;  but  with  the  first  sound 
of  the  approaching  marches  and  the  first  roar  of  anticipation  among  the 
crowd,  they  became  alive  from  top  to  bottom.  Every  window  framed  its 
quota  of  heads,  and  many  persons  crowded  the  roofs,  from  200  to  300 
feet  above  the  ground. 

The  crowd  itself,  between  the  long  rows  of  buildings,  from  which 
flags  were  flying  and  Odd  Fellows’  emblems  fluttering,  was  a  stirring 
sight,  but  it  needed  the  more  gorgeous  spectacle  of  the  parade  to  finish 
it  off.  As  far  as  the  eye  could  reach  they  came  with  measured  tread. 
The  Patriarchs  Militant,  in  handsome  uniforms,  with  swords  and  flow¬ 
ing  white  plumes,  that  looked  like  a  moving  carpet  of  snow  over  Broad 
street;  a  splotch  of  white  or  red  here  and  there,  where  a  gaily-dressed 
band  marched;  squadrons  of  horsemen  and  whole  regiments  of  foot, 
a  sprightly,  swaying  column  set  to  music  and  conveying  an  impression 
of  unlimited  numbers. 

Even  the  most  conservative  estimates  placed  the  number  of  men  in 
line  at  10,000. 

One  of  the  most  impressive  features  of  the  parade  was  that  every 
State  in  the  Union  and  nearly  every  Province  in  Canada  was  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  line.  Pennsylvania  lodges  turned  out  very  strongly. 

Hon.  Robert  E.  Wright,  of  Allentown,  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge;  General  M.  A.  Raney,  commanding  the  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant,  and  their  staffs  reviewed  the  parade  from  a  point  opposite  the 
Bellevue-Stratford,  and  the  Rebekah  lodges  had  a  grandstand  opposite 
the  Odd  Fellows’  Temple. 

When  the  end  of  the  procession  reached  Race  street  coming  down, 
the  platoon  of  mounted  police  in  front  was  approaching  City  Hall  on 
the  return. 

START  OF  THE  PARADE. 

With  the  band  of  the  First  Regiment  Veteran  Corps  playing  the  stir¬ 
ring  notes  of  Sousa’s  “  Stars  and  Stripes  March,”  the  head  of  the  big 
parade  swung  into  line  at  the  point  of  formation,  Broad  street  and  Co¬ 
lumbia  avenue,  shortly  after  2.30  o’clock. 

Behind  the  platoon  of  mounted  police,  who  rode  their  horses  with 
the  skill  of  trained  cavalrymen,  came  the  chief  marshal  of  the  parade, 
Major  E.  C.  Wagner,  of  Girardville,  Pa.  Stretching  across  Broad  street 
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came  the  plumed  lines  of  his  military  aides,  followed  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  commanders  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  headed  by  General  M.  A. 
Raney,  commanding  officer  of  the  body. 

Following  the  department  commanders  came  the  various  cantons, 
then  the  Grand  Encampment  and  Grand  Lodge  Officers  of  Pennsylvania, 
Daughters  of  Rebekah,  and  the  visiting  lodges  and  Philadelphia  lodges, 
with  the  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  bringing  up  the  rear 
in  carriages. 

Under  the  direction  of  Superintendent  of  Police  Taylor  and  his  five 
captains  the  line  of  march  was  admirably  policed,  and  every  precaution 
|  was  taken  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  all. 

On  the  west  side  of  Broad  street,  opposite  to  the  Odd  Fellows’  Temple, 

;  a  reviewing  stand  had  been  erected  for  the  army  officers,  who  were 
selected  to  pass  upon  the  general  appearance  and  military  bearing  of 
the  marching  cantons.  These  officers  were  General  R.  J.  Lincoln  and 
Major  Duval.  On  the  stand  with  them  were  members  of  the  Rebekah 
lodges  and  the  wives  and  daughters  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
members. 

FANCY  DRILLS  AND  FORMATIONS. 

Among  the  first  of  the  cantons  to  pass  the  reviewing  stand  at  Broad 
and  Cherry  streets  were  those  from  New  York.  As  each  command  filed 
past  in  review,  the  commanding  officer  put  them  through  various  drills, 
formations,  and  the  sword  manual.  Their  excellent  drills  evoked  con¬ 
siderable  applause  and  they  were  given  a  spirited  reception. 

The  militant  division,  consisting  of  the  Pennsylvania  cantons  from 
various  parts  of  the  State,  was  given  an  ovation  that  was  continuous 
until  the  last  command  had  passed. 

Equally  enthusiastic  was  the  greeting  received  by  the  cantons  from 
I  Maryland,  Malden  Canton,  of  Malden,  Mass.,  and  the  City  of  Straits 
Canton,  of  Detroit,  Mich. 

Following  the  Patriarchs  Militant  came  the  carriages  bearing  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania  officers  and  those  with  the  officers 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State,  after  which  came  the  divisions  com¬ 
posed  of  lodges. 

PHILADELPHIANS  CHEERED. 

In  the  first  division  the  South  Trenton  Encampment,  Lodges  1  and  29, 
of  Camden,  and  the  massed  members  of  lodges  from  all  parts  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  presented  an  attractive  front.  With  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  veteran  lodge  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  No.  1,  mar¬ 
shaled  by  David  T.  Lamb,  there  was  a  continued  ovation  all  along 
the  line. 

Directly  behind  this  body  came  the  famous  Rebekah  Drill  Corps  of 
San  Francisco  women,  who  made  the  journey  to  this  city  in  charge  of 
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their  commander,  Mrs.  Allie  Parker.  Cheers  and  applause  followed  this 
body  from  one  end  of  the  line  to  the  other. 

Erect,  of  fine  figure,  and  with  squared  shoulders,  the  crack  command 
was  put  through  a  variety  of  movements,  all  of  which  were  executed 
with  a  grace  and  clocklike  regularity.  Captain  Parker  carried  a  huge 
bunch  of  American  Beauty  roses.  When  the  judges’  reviewing  stand 
was  reached  the  corps  formed  a  variety  of  figures  that  brought  round 
after  round  of  applause. 


RODE  IN  AN  AUTOMOBILE. 

Cincinnatus  Lodge,  of  Philadelphia,  presented  an  excellent  appear¬ 
ance.  Each  man  wore  a  white  cap  and  carried  a  small  American  flag. 
Applause  was  given  Kenderton  Lodge,  No.  266,  of  Philadelphia,  which 
is  known  as  the  mayor’s  lodge. 

One  of  the  prettiest  features  of  the  parade  was  the  members  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  composed  of  women.  Dressed  in 
pure  white  and  carrying  red,  white,  and  blue  parasols,  the  members 
rode  on  the  top  of  a  large  automobile.  They  were  the  guests  of  Princess 
Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  227,  of  Philadelphia. 

With  its  ranks  filled  with  men  of  strong  build,  another  lodge  that 
came  in  for  a  generous  share  of  praise  was  Lehigh,  of  Allentown. 
Under  command  of  Harry  C.  Trexler,  this  lodge  enjoys  the  distinction 
of  having  as  its  member  Grand  Sire  Robert  E.  Wright.  As  it  was 
passing  in  review  before  the  Grand  Sire,  he  called  the  attention  of  the 
other  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  the  splendid  physical 
appearance  of  the  members. 


ONE  FLOAT  IN  LINE. 

Spring  Garden  Lodge,  No.  99,  was  the  only  lodge  that  had  a  float  in 
line.  It  was  typical  of  Odd  Fellowship.  In  this  same  line  two  small 
boys,  in  the  costume  of  courtiers,  led  a  black  billygoat,  the  mascot  of 
the  lodge,  and  which  was  frequently  referred  to  as  an  emblem  of  the 
initiation. 

Quaker  City  Lodge,  No.  208,  of  Philadelphia,  had  boys  in  line  carry¬ 
ing  the  standards.  Each  boy  was  dressed  in  costume  of  the  period  of 
William  Penn.  Another  Philadelphia  lodge  to  attract  favorable  com¬ 
ment  was  Mille  Lodge.  The  members  were  dressed  entirely  in  white. 

Two  large  omnibuses  were  filled  with  orphans  of  Odd  Fellows  from 
the  Orphans’  Home  in  Philadelphia.  The  enthusiasm  shown  by  the 
little  boys  and  girls  was  even  more  intense  than  that  shown  by  the 
spectators,  and  as  each  lodge  passed  the  busses  on  the  countermarch 
from  Wharton  street  the  members  took  off  their  hats  and  cheered  the 
youngsters. 
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VETERAN  WOULDN’T  RIDE. 

In  contrast  to  the  orphans  was  the  delegation  of  veterans  who  are 
members  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  and  who  rode  in  carriages.  One 
of  the  veteran  members  of  the  home,  at  Seventeenth  and  Tioga  streets, 
refused  to  ride  in  a  carriage,  and  walked  over  the  entire  route.  He  is 
John  Mason,  and  for  fifty-nine  years  has  been  a  member  of  the  Order. 

I  He  is  a  member  of  Merchants’  Lodge,  No.  263,  of  Philadelphia. 

Riding  in  carriages,  two  abreast,  came  the  members  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge.  On  each  carriage  appeared  a  shield  with  the  name 
of  the  State.  Ontario  rode  side  by  side  with  Oregon.  Manitoba  and 
Ohio,  Quebec  and  Virginia,  Rhode  Island  and  Texas,  and  Wyoming  and 
Tennessee  were  companions.  y 

When  Wharton  street  was  reached  many  of  the  lodges  left  the  line. 
The  “  California  Girls  ”  decided  to  end  their  march  at  this  point  also, 
in  order  to  hurry  back  to  their  hotel  to  get  ready  for  the  exhibition 
drill  Tuesday  night. 

Upon  the  return  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  members  to  the 
Bellevue-Stratford,  Amos  H.  Hall,  who  was  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  J.  S.  Batroff,  chairman  of  the  Parade 
Committee,  were  congratulated  on  the  success  of  the  parade.  Resolu¬ 
tions  were  adopted  congratulating  the  police  on  the  method  with  which 
they  handled  the  crowds,  and  the  city  was  complimented  upon  having 
in  Broad  street  such  an  excellent  thoroughfare  for  parading. 

CONFERRING  OF  GRAND  DECORATION. 

At  the  Second  Regiment  Armory,  Broad  street  and  Susquehanna  ave¬ 
nue,  on  Tuesday  evening  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  was  con¬ 
ferred  upon  twenty-three  candidates  by  General  M.  A.  Raney.  The 
ceremony  was  connected  with  the  grand  reception  and  ball  held  there. 

The  bestowal  of  this  much-coveted  honor  is  an  interesting  event  of 
every  annual  communication  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The 
armory  was  crowded  early  by  member^  of  the  Order  and  their  friends. 

In  front  of  a  large  tent  on  the  armory  floor  the  twenty-three  candi¬ 
dates  were  drawn  up  before  the  general  commanding,  M.  A.  Raney,  and 
staff.  They  were  escorted  by  a  picked  drill  team  of  Canton  Washing¬ 
ton,  No.  1,  Washington,  D.  C.,  which  for  three  years  has  won  this  hon¬ 
orary  duty. 

The  San  Francisco  Rebekah  Drill  Team,  No.  1,  also  acted  as  an 
escort. 

The  ceremony  consisted  of  the  formal  bestowal  of  sword,  mailed 
gauntlet,  silken  mitten,  spur,  and  jewel — all  symbols  of  the  solemn 
pledges  made  by  the  knighted  men.  These  symbols  were  conferred  by 
five  women.  They  were  Mrs.  C.  L.  Dalrymple,  Dorcas  Rebecca  Lodge, 
No.  4,  sword  bearer;  Mrs.  Margaret  B.  Tyna,  Martha  Washington  Re- 
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bekah  Lodge,  No.  3,  presenting  the  silken  mitten;  Mrs.  A.  C.  Eno,  Ruth 
Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  2,  presenting  mailed  gauntlet;  Mrs.  A.  J.  Schup- 
pert,  Martha  Washington  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  3,  presenting  the  sword; 
Mrs.  William  H.  McNeil,  Dorcas  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  4,  presenting  the 
spur. 

The  five  women  who  took  part  in  the  ceremony  were  all  from  Wash¬ 
ington,  and  accompanied  the  members  of  Canton  Washington,  No.  1, 
which  canton  had  the  honor  of  conferring  the  degree  for  the  last  three 
years,  the  two  previous  ceremonies  being  at  San  Francisco  and  at 
Baltimore. 

The  Washington  women  were  dressed  entirely  in  white,  wearing  a 
purple  plush  cape  over  one  shoulder,  with  gold  and  crimson  epaulets 
on  the  other.  -Their  headdress  consisted  of  a  purple  toque,  adorned 
with  a  white  ostrich  plume. 

To  an  eight-year-old  Philadelphia  girl,  Emma  Grimes,  whose  father 
is  proprietor  of  the  Hotel  Florence,  was  given  the  honor  of  pinning  the 
jewel  of  the  Grand  Decoration  upon  the  breasts  of  the  twenty-three 
candidates. 

Kneeling,  the  candidates  received  the  symbols  from  the  women 
bearers,  reciting  the  corresponding  pledge  with  each — the  spur,  symbol 
of  the  instrument  of  coercion  in  a  just  cause;  the  mailed  gauntlet,  de¬ 
fense;  the  sword,  never  to  be  drawn  except  in  a  just  fight,  and  typifying 
particularly  the  protection  of  the  honor  of  womanhood;  the  silken  mit¬ 
ten,  purity. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremony  the  staff  officers  of  Major-General 
J.  B.  Andrews,  commanding  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania,  presented 
him  with  a  major-general’s  jewel,  on  the  back  of  which  were  engraved 
the  occasion  and  the  date.  General  Raney  made  the  presentation  speech. 

A  grand  reception  and  ball  closed  the  ceremonies  at  the  armory. 

Drills  were  gone  through  both  by  the  members  of*the  Order  and  the 
drill  team  of  women  from  San  Francisco.  Several  thousand  spectators 
crowded  the  floor  and  balconies  of  the  armory,  and  the  press  at  the 
doors  was  so  great  as  to  cause  trouble  to  the  police  in  keeping  order.

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STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  EXISTING  LAWS,  ETC. 

1.  Resolved ,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  contemplating  the 
amendment  of  existing  laws  or  the  revision  of  decisions  heretofore 
rendered,  shall,  when  presented  for  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  that  section  of  the  law  to  be 
affected,  or  of  the  decision,  as  the  same  would  read  if  amended.  (1893, 
page  13,421.) 

2  Resolved ,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  into  this 
Sovereign  Body  and  referred  to  committees  shall  be  numbered  con¬ 
secutively  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Journal, 
and  when  reported  from  committee  for  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  reference  to  said  resolution  by  its  appropriate  number  shall  be 
sufficient  identification  thereof  without  repeating  its  provisions  at  length 
in  the  committee  report.  (1899,  pages  378,  402,  416.) 

APPEALS. 

3.  A  member,  or  members,  of  a  Subordinate  Grand  Body  may  appeal 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  without  consent,  the  only  condition 
being  that  the  decision  of  the  Subordinate  Grand  Body  shall  stand  as 
final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
(Article  I,  Section  4,  Constitution;  Journal  1883,  pages  9325,  9442;  and 
1885,  pages  9984-9994,  10,151.) 

4.  A  Past  Grand,  a  member  of  a  State  Grand  Body,  may  appeal  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without  consent  of  the  State  Grand  Body 
in  case  of  a  claim  for  benefits  made  by  him.  (1885,  pages  9984,  9994, 
10,151.) 

5.  A  subordinate  lodge  cannot  appeal  without  permission  of  its  State 
Grand  Lodge,  except  in  the  case  of  an  expelled  lodge  which  has  sur¬ 
rendered  its  effects.  (1848,  page  1283;  and  1858,  pages  2860,  2925,  2963.) 

6.  Individual  members,  of  lodges  or  encampments  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  appeal.  (1832-33, 
pages  119,  120,  131.) 

7.  The  records  in  all  cases  of  appeals  must  be  forwarded  to  the 
Grand  Secretary,  so  as  to  reach  him  by  Wednesday  preceding  the 
second  Monday  in  September  in  each  year,  so  that  they  may  be  fur¬ 
nished  the  Committee  on  Appeals  by  the  morning  of  the  Wednesday 
following,  and  that  the  briefs  of  both  appellants  and  appellees,  if  printed 
at  all,  shall  be  printed  separate  and  apart  from  the  record.  (1891, 
page  12,681.) 

8.  Appeal  papers  must  be  furnished  by  the  appealing  parties,  printed 
in  pamphlet  form  on  a  page  of  the  same  size  as  that  of  the  printed 
Journal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

11.  In  all  appeals  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  it  shall  be  required 
of  the  appellants  to  send  with  their  papers  a  certified  copy  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  By-Laws  of  their  Grand  Body,  of  the  Constitution  for 
subordinates  and  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  subordinate  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  involved  in  the  appeal.  (1886,  page  10,481.) 

12.  The  statement  of  facts  must  be  certified  under  the  Seal  of  the 
Grand  Body  and  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  or  Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Scribe,  as  the  case  may  be.

15.  Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  of  appeal  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  the  appellant,  at  the  time  the  appeal  is  filed,  shall  notify  the 
appellee  of  such  filing;  and  thereafter  either  party  filing  any  argument 
or  brief  shall  serve  a  copy  on  the  opposite  party.  When  a  Grand  Lodge 
is  appellee  such  service  shall  be  by  sending  the  copy  to  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  of  such  Grand  Lodge.

17.  Applications  to  open,  rehear,  or  review  decisions  of  this  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  in  appeal  cases,  whether  by  petition,  memorial,  or 
otherwise,  must  be  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and 
under  the  same  rules  adopted  by  this  Sovereign  Body  for  appeals,  and 
be  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals.

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that 
in  contemplation  of  said  constitutional  provision  no  member  can  be 
deemed  “  present  on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  ”  whose  vote,  or  that  of 
his  colleague  for  him,  does  not  appear  upon  the  roll-call  of  the  yeas  and 
nays,  unless  he  is  excused  by  a  vote  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
from  voting.  (1878,  page  7891.) 

DAILY  JOURNALS,  ETC. 

21.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  furnish  each 
Grand  Representative  ten  copies  of  the  Daily  Journal  each  day  during 
the  session,  and  ten  copies  of  the  Grand  Officers’  reports.  (1903,  pages 
371,  392.) 

22.  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  be 
mailed  to  each  Representative  and  Past  Grand  Sire  two  weeks  prior  to 
the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1892,  pages  13,170,  13,197; 
1896,  pages  14,881,  14,932,  15,016.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to 
furnish  the  Fraternal  Press  with  a  copy  of  the  officers’  reports  and  each 
day’s  proceedings  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1900,  pages  834, 
851,  875.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Officers  be  requested,  at  the  same  time  they 
forward  advance  copies  of  their  reports  to  Grand  Representatives,  to 
also  forward  copies  of  such  reports  to  each  Fraternal  Journal  published 
in  the  interest  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  which  shall  regularly  send  a 
copy  of  its  publication  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  (1900, 
pages  958,  964.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
be  hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Sire, 
Grand  Secretary  and  Adjutant  General,  and  Grand  Treasurer  to  all 
Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes,  and  Secretaries  of  Rebekah  Assem¬ 
blies  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  (1904,  pages  816,  838.) 

23.  Resolved,  That  the  printer  of  the  Daily  Journal  be  interdicted  by 
the  proper  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  permitting  any 
person  to  have  access  to  the  manuscript  or  matter  entrusted  to  his  care, 
that  he  is  to  regard  the  matter  as  private,  and  no  one  shall  be  allowed 
to  copy  or  make  extracts  therefrom,  but  every  copy  printed  should  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1877,

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

24.  Each  State,  District,  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  shall  annually

Each  Grand  Representative  shall  be  furnished  with  five 
copies,  and  each  Grand  Officer  and  each  Past  Grand  Sire  with  one  copy 
of  such  Proceedings,  and  each  lodge  working  under  a  Charter  from  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  also  be  furnished  with  a  copy.  The  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes  shall  notify  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  within  fifteen  days  after  October  1st  of  each 
year  how  many  lodges  or  encampments  there  were  in  his  jurisdiction 
on  said  date,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
shall  be  governed  by  the  figures  received  in  sending  out  the  Journal  of 
Proceedings.  In  case  he  receives  no  communication  from  the  Grand 
Secretary,  or  Grand  Scribe,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  figures  in  his 
last  report  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1902,  pages  955,  970.) 

DONATIONS. 

25.  Resolved ,  That  as,  under  the  organic  construction  of  the  Order, 
this  Sovereign  Body  possesses  only  such  means  as  will  enable  it  to  exist 
with  financial  credit  to  itself,  it  is  inexpedient  and  improper  to  make 
donations  of  any  character,  books,  supplies,  money,  etc.,  not  immediately 
appertaining  to  it  and  its  necessities;  furthermore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  the  foregoing  resolution  is  considered  as  a  standing 
rule  that  shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1876,  pages  7028,  7079.) 

FINANCE. 

26.  Resolved,  That  a  sub-committee  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
consisting  of  not  less  than  two  of  the  members,  be  appointed  to  examine 
the  books  and  vouchers  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary, 
such  examination  to  be  made  within  one  week  prior  to  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  each  annual  session.

28.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  all  resolutions  appropriating  money 
and  all  claims  against  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  first  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  said  committee  report  back  before 
being  voted  on  for  payment. 

Resolved,  That  this  be  made  a  standing  resolution  of  this  Sovereign 
Body.  (1905,  page  335.) 

GRAND  AND  SUBORDINATE  BODIES. 

29.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  printed  or  written  communications 
from  Grand  Bodies,  or  subordinates  immediately  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  will  be  considered  unless  the  same  shall 
be  presented  before  the  close  of  the  third  day  of  each  annual  session.

proval,  shall  be  required  first  to  furnish  the  Grand  Secretary  a  com¬ 
plete  copy  of  their  Constitutions,  with  all  amendments  thereto,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  certificate  from  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment 
or  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment  (when  such  lodge  or  encampment 
may  be  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge),  attested  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Body  or 
subordinate  attached.  (1870,  page  4929.) 

31.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  all  laws  sent  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  for  approval  shall  bear  the  Seal  of  the  body  adopting  them,  and 
all  documents  without  a  Seal  (where  the  body  has  one)  shall  be  re¬ 
turned  without  consideration.

34.  Resolved ,  That  hereafter  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  instructed  to  print  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  the  names  of 
the  Presidents  and  Secretaries  of  the  various  State  Assemblies  of  the 
Rebekah  Degree,  together  with  their  post-office  addresses  and  the  time 
and  place  of  meeting  of  each  Assembly.

35.  Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  required  to  furnish  two 
bound  copies  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  to  each  jurisdiction  as  they 
are  hereafter  bound.

36.  Resolved,  That  it  be  a  standing  resolution  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  that  after  the  session  of  1898  the  practice  of  presenting  to 
new  Representatives,  without  cost,  copies  of  Bound  Journals  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  this  Sovereign  Body  be  discontinued,  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  is  directed  to  furnish,  upon  written  application,  free  of  cost, 
each  Grand  Representative  a  copy,  or  copies,  of  the  Bound  Journal  for 
the  years  he  served  as  Grand  Representative.  (1901,  pages  303,  321.) 

37.  Resolved,  That  the  Digest  and  Bound  Journals  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  shall  hereafter  be  sold  to  members  and  past  members  at 
cost  and  carriage  of  same,  and  the  Bound  Journals  to  Odd  Fellows’ 
libraries  and  Odd  Fellows’  homes  at  cost.

49.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  invitations  will  be  accepted  that 
will  intrude  on  the  time  or  interfere  with  the  business  of  this  Sovereign 
Body  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  first  submitted  to  the  Grand  Sire 
and  received  his  endorsement.  (1890,  page  12,223.) 

JUNIOR  PAST  GRAND  SIRE. 

50.  Resolved,  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  the  Junior  Past  Grand  Sire,  if  present  at  the  session -of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  during  the  term  of  his  immediate  successor, 
shall  receive  mileage  and  per  diem.  (1883,  page  9393.) 

MILEAGE. 

51.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  instructed  to  compute  the  distance  traveled  by  the 
Grand  Representatives  to  all  future  sessions  by  the  nearest  practicable 
route.

PAST  GRAND  SIRES. 

52.  Resolved,  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Sovereign  Grand

He 
loved  to  talk  of  the  early  incidents  occurring  in  the  Order, 
especially  in  his  own  Jurisdiction,  and  nothing  afforded  him 
more  pleasure  in  the  latter  part  of  his  life  than  to  gather 
about  him  and  rehearse  the  early  sayings  and  doings  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  his  own  State,  as  well  as  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  A  fine  lawyer,  a  good  advocate,  a  man  of 
unimpeachable  integrity,  he  was  in  all  things  temperate, 
truthful,  and  trustworthy,  wise  in  council  and  discreet  in 
judgment.  In  every  relation  of  life  as  a  true  friend;  as  a 
citizen,  honorable  and  upright;  as  an  Odd  Fellow,  devoted 
and  beloved  by  his  brethren;  as  a  husband,  loving  and 
faithful;  as  a  father,  kind;  his  death  will  be  mourned  by  all 
who  knew  him.

It  may  be  that  he  lacked  some  of  the  elements  which 
make  for  personal  popularity.  He  had-  not  the  magnetism 
of  the  orator,  the  suavity  of  the  diplomat,  nor  the  social 
adaptability  so  useful  to  the  politician.  But  he  had  a 
greater  power,  for  he  could  at  times  convince  men  even 
against  their  own  feelings  and  desires. 

In  his  association  with  his  colleagues  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  he  was  somewhat  reserved.  He  entered  but 
little  into  the  social  functions  of  our  annual  gatherings.  To 
him  a  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  work,  and  not  for  pleasure — except  in  so  far  as 
work  for  him  was  the  greatest  pleasure.  And,  possessing 
a  magnificent  physique  that  never  wearied,  he  entered  upon 
the  labors  of  each  session  and  carried  them  through  to  the 
closing  hours  with  a  devotion  to  duty  that  never  faltered  nor 
failed. 

For  a  period  of  more  than  twenty  years  he  was  in  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  commanding  personality.  Whether 
as  an  officer,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  or 
as  a  simple  Representative,  he  filled  every  position  he  oc¬ 
cupied  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  and  gave  his  time,  his 
labor,  and  his  talents  to  the  Order’s  service.  Men  such  as 
he,  are  a  power  for  good  or  ill  in  whatever  age  or  place 
they  live.  Fortunate  for  any  association  is  it  to  have  such 
an  one  in  its  ranks  who  will  ‘  stand  for  the  cause  that 
needs  assistance,  against  the  wrong  that  needs  resistance;  ’ 
who  will  stand  for  the  right,  as  he  sees  the  right,  and  for 
the  right  alone.

Proposed  at  September  Session,  1905 


AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  2,  ART.  XVI. 

Resolved,  That  Section  2,  Article  XVI,  of  the  constitution  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  membership  in  the  Order 
except  free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  universe. — Journal,  page  295. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  1,  ART.  III. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  Article  III,  be  amended  by  changing  the 
ninth  word  in  the  fourth  line,  bi-ennial  to  annually,  so  that  the  section 
shall  read  when  amended  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Officers. — The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the 
Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  an¬ 
nually  at  the  stated  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  September, 
and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of 
said  stated  communication. — Journal,  page  295. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  1,  ART.  III. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  Article  III,  of  the  constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  “  com¬ 
munication  ”  where  it  occurs  in  the  last  line  of  said  section,  the  follow¬ 
ing:  “  Should  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  or  Grand  Treasurer,  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  the  Grand  Sire  shall  appoint  a  suitable  and  qualified  member 
of  the  Order  to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall  hold  the  office  until  the  next 
communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  immediately  succeeding  such  ap¬ 
pointment,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  in  the  regular 
manner,  so  that  when  amended,  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  “  The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  Grand  Sire, 

Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer,  who  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  biennially,  at  the 
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stated  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  September,  and  shall  be 
installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of  said  communi¬ 
cation.  Should  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  Sire, 
Grand  Secretary,  or  Grand  Treasurer,  by  death,  resignation,  or  other¬ 
wise,  the  Grand  Sire  shall  appoint  a  suitable  and  qualified  member  of 
the  Order  to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall  hold  the  office  until  the  next 
communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  immediately  succeeding  such  ap¬ 
pointment,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  in  the  regular 
manner.” — Journal ,  page  296. 


AMENDMENT  TO  ARTICLE  XII. 

Resolved,  That  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  be  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  second  line  of  the 
section,  the  word  “  annually  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
“  biennially.”  Also  strike  out,  in  the  fourteenth  line  of  the  section 
the  word  “  annual  ”  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “  biennial  ”  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  biennially,  on  the  third  Monday  of 
September,  at  9  o’clock  a.  m.,  at  such  place  as  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  shall  from  time  to  time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its 
own  adjournments.  It  may  also  meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the 
Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall  cause  three  months’  notice 
to  be  given  to  the  Representatives  of  the  several  State,  District,  or 
Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  communicating 
to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called,  and  in 
no  case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting,  unless 
notice  therefor  has  been  given,  as  above  stated;  provided,  that  if  it 
shall  be  impracticable,  from  the  prevalence  of  contagious  disease,  or 
any  other  cause,  for  the  biennial  session  to  be  held  at  the  place 
designated  therefor,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  the  power 
to  determine  at  what  date  or  place  said  session  shall  be  held,  or  if 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  not  in  session  when  such  emergency 
occurs,  such  power  may  be  exercised  by  the  Grand  Sire. — Journal,  page 
335. 

AMENDMENT  TO  ARTICLE  II. 

Resolved,  That  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  the  following  substi¬ 
tuted  therefor: 

Article  II.  Who  are  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  This 
Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  members,  to-wit:  a 
Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Sovereign  Secretary,  Sovereign  Treas¬ 
urer,  Sovereign  Chaplain,  Sovereign  Marshal,  Sovereign  Guardian,  Sov¬ 
ereign  Messenger,  and  Grand  Representatives  from  the  several  State, 
District,  Territorial,  and  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments 
working  under  legal  unreclaimed  charters  granted  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

And  further,  that  Sections  1  and  2,  Article  VI;  Section  1,  Article  VII; 
and  Sections  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  Article  VIII,  be  also  amended  in  accordance 
with  the  above  amendment. — Journal,  page  356. 
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AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  3,  ART.  IX. 

Resolved,  That  Section  3,  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution,  be  amended 
by  adding  the  following  words,  just  following  the  word  “  standing,” 
and  preceding  the  word  “  and,”  in  the  sixth  line  of  said  section,  as  fol¬ 
lows:  “  And  he  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Canton  in  good 
standing;  ”  so  that  the  section  as  amended  will  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  Qualification  of  Grand  Representative.  A  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  must  be  a  Past  Grand  in  good  standing,  and  a  member  of  a 
subordinate  lodge  and  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  good  standing.  He  must 
have  received  the  Royal  Purple  Degree,  be  a  member  in  good  standing 
of  an  encampment  in  good  standing,  and  he  must  be  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  a  Canton  in  good  standing,  and  he  must  reside  in  the  State, 
District  or  Territory  in  which  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment 
which  he  represents  is  located.  No  representative  shall  represent  more 
than  one  Grand  Body  at  the  same  time. — Journal,  page  357.
